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Sir, 

With reference to the Resolution of the Govemmont of India 
in the Department of Revenue; Agriculture, and Commerce, No. 1>S7, dated 
the 27 th March 1872, I am directod to submit, for the information of His 
ISxcellency the Governor-General in Council, the following reporr on Municipal 
taxation and expenditure in the Lower Provinces of Bengal during the 
Financial year 1878-77, together with classified statements showing the 
income ana expenditure of the Municipalities, Unions, and Stations for that 
year, prepared in accordance with.the instruotions contained in letter No. 2-81, 
dated the 8th August 1675, from tlio same Department. 

. 2. Calcutta Munievpaliiy .—The administration of the Calcutta Municipality 
during the greater part of the year 1876 was in the hands of the Justices 
appointed under the old law. The now Corporation, as constituted by Act 
1V (B.C.) of 1876, came into existence in the month of October of that year. 
The Corporation is composed of 72 Commissioners, of whom 48 are elected and 
24 appointed by Government. The Chairman and Vice-Chairman are also 
Commissioners ex-officio. , The elections were held on the 1st September 1876. 
There was no contest in 8 out of the 18 wards, but the Hindoo inhabitants, 
who were induced by active canvass to come forward to vote, took a more 
active part, though probably no,greator interest in the proceedings than any 
other class of the. community, as will be seen from the ibllowing tame:—

Many of the ablest and most useful members of the old Municipality shnidt 
from undeartaking a public canvass—a proceeding not unnatuitdly distasteful far 
many native gentlemen and entirdy opposed to^ native foelinm Nearly all the 
European members avoided candidature, and showed an unwillingneBs fa> serve 
even as nominated members. At tlie present time it is found impossible to 
induce European gentlemen to join the iMunioipaUty,^ and the result is that the 
adminiata|tion of the capital of India is rapidly passing into the hands of sucdt 
of the native inhabitants as care to undertake a canvass, and of the 24 Govem- 
ment*nominees who, if the present disimdination of the European inhabitants 
to serve continues, will fc^ore long also be entirely native. This res^^ef the 
attempt to mtroduoe what is miscalled a representative system of adnuaistnt- 
tion into tiie town is much to be deplored, but was precisely what'x^ia 




foieseen by the opponents of the system. The office *of the Chairman of the 
Corporation sras hmd by Sir Stuart Hogg from the Ist January to the 13th 
Norember 1876, and from that date to the close of the year by the present 
Officiating Chairman, Mr. C. T. Metcalfe. 

3. Jimance.—The total ordinary income of the Municipality for the 
town of Calcutta during the yeax 1876-77, as will be seen from the 
Statonrat Mb. 1 hereto aimezed, amouutM to Ks. 28,56,9^9. Of this 
aum-^ly^ 20,31,850 were realized from the rate levied on houses and 
lfiniW>\itrrtpTirt]- and from the police, water, and lighting rates. The receipts 
on account of licenses on professions, trades, and callings amounted to 
^ 2,52,980, and those from taxes on carriages, horses, carts, and hackeries 
iiF'B*. T,64,247. The balance, Rs. 4,07,852, was made up of miscellaneous 
item&jjibih as rent of markets, fines, and reoeiptB on account of conservancy 
and^Baughter-houses. The balance of the previous year was Bs. 9,86,034. 
The aggregate amount at the disposal of the Commissioners was therefore 
Rs. 38,42,963.

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8. Loom. —The total loan liabilities of the Corporation at the close of 
the year 1876 amounted to Bs. 1,50,67,396, bearing annual interest amounting 
to Hs. 7,34,260, and involving an annual contribution of Rg. 2,76,908 to the 
Sinking Fund, and of Es. 23,178 for re-payment of the market loon. On the 
31st December 1876, the total amount at the credit of the Sinl^g Fund vas 
Es. 23,57,502, and the total amount re-paid in liquidation of the market 1^^,, 
of Es. 13,00,(W0 was Bs. 77,605. thus reducing the loan to Es. 12,22,395. 

9 ChUecUm of Rates. —The collecting agency was during the year 
placed on a new footing. Salaried collectors, with a subordinate establi^- 
ment of municipal servants, were substituted for a collector who wu 
paid by commission, and who made his own arrangements for collecting 
the rates. Under the now law, which came into forco on Ihe'lst July, the 
police and lighting-rates became payable in advance, so that the demand R>r the 
year on acrannt of these rates fhmuded five quarters instead of four. Although 
the demand was thus enhanced, and in spite of some difiScuIty arising from the 
new practice of chaij^g the water-rate, now payable by occupiers and not by 
owners of premises, in the same bill with the police and lighting-rates, the 
collections under these heads were satisfactory. They amounted in. both 
cases to 88 per cent, of the'demand, as against 87 per cent, rraiiaed in -1875. 
The house-rate assessment was one per cent, lower than in the previous year. 
Under this head also the collections were one per cent, on the demand in excess 
of the amount realized in 1875. The collections of the wator-rato wore loss 
satisfactory, as under the new law the rate is ordinarily leviable from occupiers, 
and not from owners as before, and some difficulty bos been fouftd in reaUzing 
the rate due from occupiers who have vacated premises, leaving the public 
demand unsatisfied. Under section 99, too, the municipality can only require 
tho owner to pay one-fourth of tho wafer-rate recognized as his share when the 
premises have been unoccupied during an entire quarter. When, therefore, pre¬ 
mises happen to have been occupied for any part of the quarter, and unoccupied 
for the remainder, no portion of the occupier’s share of the water-rate at all can 
be tealizod from tho owners for the period of vacancy. 

• 10. . Hoads.—Tho cost of the repair of roads exceeded the budget estimate 
of Es. 3,00,000 by Es. 20,380. This was owing to tho postponement of tho 
drainage works for 1875-76 till after the year 1876 had commenced. The result 
was that some of the operations had to be conducted in tho rains, and the cost 
of road-scraping was considerably enhanced. The greater part of tho stone metal 
used was obtained fronf tho Kajmehal quarries. This indigenous stone has been 
found to be bettor adapted for resisteuce to heavy traffic than imported stone 
ballast. 

11. Water-supply .—The daily average number of gallons of filtered water 
supplied to tho town was 6,541,154, an increase of 335,612 gallons over the 
daily average of the previous year. Of the four additional filters at Pultafa, 
for which tho Government last year sanctioned a loan of Es. 1,45,000, tliroe 
have been completed since the close of the year. The supply was extended to 
706 additional houses, and two hydrants wore placed hoar the river-bank for 
tho supply of the shipping. The quality of tho water supplied was excellent. 

12. Drainage .— ^Three-quarters of a milo of brick sewers and ton miles of 
sine sewers were laid down during tho year. The construction of a mile more 
ramason^ sewer will complete the drainage system. Of pipe sewers, how- 
evur, 87-84 out of 135-17 miles projected have still to bo laid down. It is of 
much importance that this groat work should be rapidly pushed on to conclu¬ 
sion. The condition of the open drains yrhich still remain to be re-placed 
requires serious attention; and until those receptacles of stagnant filth are filled 
or covered up, mueb discomfort and ill-health must bo caused. As many as 
2,503 promises were connected with the sewers daring tho year. This is a 
satisfactory result, and its good effects -will bo more mar^d when the extension 
of tho water-supply renders complete and constant flushing practicable. 

13. Consemancy .—Tho conservancy of tho town was generally^ well attended 
to. The old system of tollah meliters, which was not very satisfactory, was 
superseded since the close of the year by one more suited to tho requirements 
of th<f town and more capable of e'fleotivo control. 

14. Haaifatiba.—An’intfflresting feature in the year’s admi^tration was tho 
BuUootion of tho town to careful sanitary examination at tho haiids of the H^th 
Officer, who instituted q)articalaT inquiries, investigated the general sanitaiy 
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iuatoiy of the town, and collected statistical data on a sound principle. It has 
lot^ been a matter o{']|>erplexity that, while the death-rate of Calcutta has been 
so low as to gire it a high place for salubrity among the great cities of the world, 
it was well known that it contained large areas which presented conditions of 
filth, overcrowding, and bad ventilation, which ought prima faeieio load to very 
difi^nt results. The first special inquiry held by Dr. Payne into an outbreak 
of cholera suggested the solution of this anomaly, and the results of the census, 
which was te^en immediately afterwards, conumed his conclusions. It was 
found that only 28 per cent, of the inhabitants of Calcutta were bom in the 
town, while the number of males, as compared with females, was 262,455 to 
146,581. The town population therefore is not one of local growthl The 
grrat mass of the male population is composed of migratory labourers and 
artisans, who visit Calcutta for a time and return to their homos periodically. 
The females, on the other hand, though in manjr coses they move with the 
males, are more or loss a fired population. This is made clear by the statistics 
of the female population. Considerably less than half of the women in Calcutta 
are returned as married, while the number of widows suid of women not 
described is i||^Iy as largo as that of the married females. 

The meU mr the most part are enabled, by the temporary nature of their 
connection with Calcutta, to betake themselves to their homes when they are 
attacked by any but immediately prostrating sickness. Except, thermore, 
from acute diseases, such as cholera, only a small proportion of mciles actually 
die in the town. This theory accounts for the remarkable diScrence in the 
male and female death-rate among both Hindus and Mahomedans. llie ratio 
of male deaths to every 1,000 of population is 28'2 and 22'8, and that of 
female deaths 36’7 and 41-3 .respectively. It may be considered, therefore, as 
established that the hitherto recorded death-rate among Hindus and Maho¬ 
medans in Calcutta, even so far as the figures are accurate, fails to convoy a 
correct view of the healthiness or unhealthinoss of the city. 

15. The Census ,—The census of the town was taken on the 6th April 1876, 
under the supervision of Mr. H. Beverley, whoso services were placed' by 
Government at the disposal of the Justices for that purpose. < 

In taking the census, recourse was had to the agency of the police, assisted 
by a largo number of paid enumerators, as this was found to be the least 
expensive,- and at the same time most effective, mode of conducting the census 
of so large a population as that of Calcutta composed of different races. The

17. Dea<4».—The following table shows the mortality among the different 
raoes 



Calcutta is really more healthy for Europeans than even these figures 
show. They include deaths among sailors,-due, not to the effects of the climate, 
but to exposure and reckless excess. Not a single death occurred among men 
of this class in the Presidency Jail during the year. Among those in the 
shipping, however, the death-rate was 51 per 1,000. The death-rate among 
the troops in the Fort was only 7 per 1,000. Leaving the shipping popula¬ 
tion aside, a rata of 18 per 1,000 is obtained for male residents of the white 
races. It is true that the great bulk of tho European population of Calcutta 
is composed of persons at tho middle praiods of life; and from this it is some¬ 
times argued that a favourable death-rate is necessarily to be expected. It is 
forgotten, however, that, if the very advanced ages are little roprosontod, so is 
the period between 10 and 20 years, when the death-rate in England is lowest. 
Tho death-rate among European females in Calcutta is very low, and the 
healthiness of young European children is remarkable. In tho European 
Female Orphan Asylum, wHere the mean daily number of children maintained 
is 60, there have boon only three cases of fatal illness daring tho last nine 
years. But it must at the same time be remembered that many persons suffer¬ 
ing from serious and often fatal diseases are sent under mraical advice to 
Europe^ and thus reduce tho rate of mortality to an extent wliich vitiates: 
comparisons drawn with European towns. On tho whole, however, it may 
be inferred from the figures that tho European miortor of Calcutta is 
very salubrious, and tho climate distinctly favourable to European life. 
The mixed races form tho must stable portion of the population. Their 
death-rate per mille is 48’5. In mortality from cholera and in infant 
mortality—perhaiis tho only two cases in which a fair comparison can 
be made—tnoir death-rate is below that of tho natives. It must also bo 
recolloctod that many Eurasians are housed and live as carefully as Europeans. 
There can be no reasonable doubt that the true native death-rate considerably 
exceeds that of those mixed races, and the Health Officer places it so high as 
50 per thousand. 

IS. Muiaoipaliliea in the interior of Bengal .-—The now Municipal Act V 
(B.O.) of 1876 came into force oA the 1st July 1876. It repealed all tho old 
Acts relating to municipalities, and consolidated their provisions into one 
single Act. It classified tho several municipalities in tho province into four 
distinct grades, and gave power to the Lioutonant-Qovemor to transfer a muni¬ 
cipality from one class to another, or to withdraw a municipality from the 
operation of the Act. 

19. Number of Municipalities .—Including tho Suburban Municipality, the 
number of municipalities of the various grades in the interior of Bengal daring 
1876-77 was as follows

The number of mnnicipolities of the flKlass remained the suae as in- the 
preceding jeax. But two new municipalitiee were added in the second-clasa 
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by the Ttaidng of Ibe troioas of Kheermy and ^mjeebonpore in fhe district 
Of Midnapore to the status of seoond-idass munidipalities. There was also an 
increase of two in the number of unions. The sooond-olass municipality of 
Chenaree in Shahabad was reduced to the position of an union under the 
new Act, and the union of Julpi^oree, which was created in January 1876, 
was brought into full operation daring the year \mdor, review. There was 
also a decrease of one in the number of unions, caused by the witlidrawal of 
the village of Patooakhally in Backergunge from the operation of Chapter IIX 
of the new Municipal Act, but the orders were not carried into effect till 
after the closu of the year. The number of stations remained the same as in 
the previous year.

Compared with the figures of last year, there was an increase of 227 
in the number of Municipal Commissioners. The increase occurred boffi in 
the number of European and of Native Commissioners, being an addition of 80 
fb the number of the former and of 167 to that of the latter. The attendance 
of Commissioners at the meetings of the Conlmitte^ was on the whole regular, 
and many evinced a foir amount of interest in the affairs of their respective 
municipauties. 

21. EleeUoe oyotem .—The elective system was in operation in the muni¬ 
cipalities of Burdwan and Serampore in the Burdwan Division, and in Kishna- 
ghuT in Iho Presidency Division. The number of elected Commissioners in 
the three municipalities was 42. In Burdwan and Rishnagbur the elective 
system worked fairly. In Serampore the experiment has boon very unsuccess¬ 
ful owing to party feuds. But in all, the meetings were punctually attended, 
and interest was shown in the work of the municipalities. 

22. Municipal Jieneheo .—Municipal benches wore established in almost 
all the first-class municipalities and in many of those of the sccoud-closs. The 
system of making Municipal Commissioners Honorary Magistrates for the 
trial of conservancy cases under the Municipal and Police Acts has given them 
importance in the eyes of the people, and the position of Municip^ Commis¬ 
sioner is much valued in consequence. ’ The following table shows the work 
done by those benches:—

23. Assessments .—Revised assessments were made in the foUowir^ muni¬ 
cipalities ; in Boidobatty, Bhnddessur, and Kotrung in the district of Highly, 
in Bankoora and Bishenpore in the district of Bankoora, and in Lalbagh in the 
district of Moorshedabad. lu Dinagepore a fresh assessment was made before 
the beginning of the year by the Ward Committees acoordingto the moans of 
the tax-payors. The subject of the re-assessment of the town of Dacca, which 
was originally assessed in 1864, waa||||n88ed by the. Municipal Commismoners 
of the town, hut the work was ndj^HbpIeted during the year. It was also 
proposed to raise the asaemmentby rni^per cent, iA. from seven and a half to 
eight pmr eent., with a View to asrist the Mitford Hospitid Fhnd. in the town 
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of Naofaingrmge tho asBessment was revised during the year, but the result of 
this -will be shown in the report for 187T-78. 

_Tha asserament of the town of Furreedporo was also revised, and the non¬ 
official CoromiBsionen rendered valuable assistance in the work, os well as in 
the disposal of ^bjoKons preferred against the assessment. 

In the town of Commillah, in the distriot of Tipperah, the tax levied was 
changed from a rate on houses to an assessment according to the circumstances' 
of the people and the property to be protected. 

In the town of Arrah an increase of Hs. 2,338 to thp incomo from 
house-rate was obtained by a revised assessment of the town under the new 
Act. In the town of Pumeah a revision of the tax was begun, but not 
comnletod during the year. Ri Balasoro an additional sum of Rs. 819 was levied 
by tne assessment of booths and stalls erected by traders for tbe sale of rice, the 
trade in which was unprecedentedly active during the cold weather of 1876-77, 
The whole town was also re-assessed, but tbe re-assessment o&me into force 
after the close of the year. 

24. FmA imposts levied during the year .—During the year the prbvirions 
of the new Municipal Act relating to the registration of carts, and the levy 
of a tox on carriages, horses, and animals, were introduced into the munici¬ 
palities of Rampore Beauleah, Bankoora, Barripdro, Rajpore, Nattore, and 
Ileoghur; but the orders wore not carried into effect till after the close of the 
year. In Raneegunge, Bussirhaut, Goberdanga, and Badooria fees for the 
registration of carts were ordered to be imposed, but no realizations were made 
during the year. 

2.0. Reetifieation of mvmeipal boundaries .—The boundaries of the town 
of Madariporo, a second-class municipality in the district of Furreedpore, and a 
place of considerable trade in Eastern Bengal, were revised during the year, 
uTvl two villages which were oiljocent to it were included within its limits. 
Revised boundaries were' also prescribed for the second-class municipality of 
Bansbariah in the district of tlooghly, and for the union of Kissengunge 
in Pumeah. 

26. Income .—The receipts of the different classes of municipalities,

The expenditure thus amounted to Rs. 18,56,640 against Rs. 18,78,261 in 
the previous year, the result being a decrease of Rs. 21,621. This was cbiefiy 
owing to decreased expenditure in first-class municipalities, which amounted 
to Rs. 42,618; but, on the other hand, there was an increase of Rs. 20,997 in 
the expenditure of all the other dosses. 

29. E$tabli»hment and CoUeetion ehargea .—The total expenditure under the 
head of establishment proper exceeded that of the previous year by Rs. 8,066, 
the figures being Rs. 1,60,468 in 1876-77 against Rs. 1,52,412 in 1875-76. 
The increase occurred in all divisions, exc^t tho Presidency Division. But 
there was a decrease of Ra. 2,054 under the head of collection charges, which 
amounted to Rs. 50,487 in 1876-77 against Ra. 52,541 in 1875-76. 

30. JPoUee ,—The total cost of maintaiaing the police force empk>yed in 
the various municipalities, unions, and stations daring the year was Rs. 6,24,109 
against Rs. 5,21,844 duringthe previous year, showing an increase of Rs, 2,265. 
The increase was in the Presidency, Bajshahye, and Dacca Divisions. It 
amoimted on the whole to Rs. 8,471, but there was a corresponding decrease 
of over Rs. 6,200 in the other divisionB. A large portion of the income of 
municipidities is still expended in the maintenance of police, leaving in many 
cases but a small btdance available for conservancy mid fw sanitary 
improvements. The proportion of the annual income absorbed by the police 
was as follows;—In first-class municipalities 20’77 per cent.; msecond-class 
onmimpaliUes 39'38 per cent; in nnipns 50-42 per cent.; in stotions 18*07 per 
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ia aO grados of moaic^palitles taleoa together a general areirage ol 
97-^ I>er cent. The expenditure per head of popalaticm on aooonnt of 
police in the manioipalitios of the different gradee waa as follows :—In Srstr 
class nninicipalitics ^^e wnas and five pies ; in second-class municipalities 
two annas and seven pies; in unions two annas and two pies; in the stations 
four annas and three pies ; in all the munidpalities taken together tlie incidence 
was two annas and ten pies. 

^ 31, Conservancy and eleansiny .—The total amount expended under this head 
during the year was Rs. 3,52,491 against Rs. 3,13,036 daring the preceding 
year, showing a decrease of Rs 60,545. The decrease was. most marked 
m the Presidency Division, being Rs. 67,049. In tlio Burdwan and Chitto- 
gong Divisions there wore decreases of Rs. 1,047 in the former and Rs. 7,132 
m the latter. The total decrodho was therefore Rs. 75,228, but there was a 
corresponding increase of Rs. 14,683. The largest increase was in the Patna 
and Dacca Divisions, where it amounted to Rs. 5,416 and Rs. 5,398 respec¬ 
tively. In Rajshohye also there was on increase of Rs. 1,964. In the Bhagul- 
pore Division the expenditure was Rs. 1,452 more than in the previous year.

In the Suburban Munimpality better conservancy arrangements were 
introduced. The night-soil was regularly removed by the servants of the 
municipality. The hallalcore system ol Iicyuse scavengering is proposed to bo 
introduced in this and the Howrah Municipalities, with a compulsory cess to be 
levied on tbo annual valuation of holdings for the service. With this object an 
Act (No. VI of 1878) has lately been passed by the Bengal legislative Council 
to provide for the cleansing and construction of latrinos in first class munici- 
panties. No application for the extension of the Act, however, has yet been 
received from any of the municipalities. 

The provisions of Part VII of the new Municipal Act were extended 

during the year to tho muni- 
cipalities named in tho 
margin, and bye-laws were 
framed and passed for tho 
municipalities . of Daopa, 
Patna, Arrah, Bhagulpore, 
Monghyr, Sahebgnnge, and 
Engnsh Basar, Maldbh. 

30. Roads .—The total 
expenditure on roads during 
the year amounted to 
Rs. 4,11,759 against 
Rs. 4,09,750 in tho previous 
year, showing an increase 
of Rs. 2,009. Petty repws 
of almost all the existing 
roads, bridges, and culverts were effected in most of the first and seconf 
class munic^olitics and in the atations. In the town of Bhuddessur, a aecmid-

MS68 Howrah, Pstna, MosoSeraore, Dacca, and Burdwan 

ssuntion, asKHM wd srt si>°43 Municipalities. Under the head of drainage works, 
Sohd ... 1,78,466 Howrih and Darjeeling spent the largest amounts. 

Under water.sujpplj; the largest amount, via. 
Ss. 23,287, was spent by the Suburban Municipality. It was spent in improving 
a tank for the supply of wholesome drinking water for the peode of Bhowam- 
pore and the neighbouring places. But the demand of the praple in this respect 
18 so large that '&e proviuon of one or two tanks here and there does not meet 
^eir'want. Arrangements are now in progress'for the extension of the 
metropotitira water system to the Suburbs. A scheme for increasing the water- 
si^iply of the Municipality of Darjeeling was also under consideration during 
the year. A loan of Rs. 40,000 was granted by G-ovemmont to the munici¬ 
pality for this purpose and for improving the drainage of the station. 

Very little progress was made during the year in completing the 
water-works of toe Dacca Municipality, but since the close of the year 
they have been completed. Nawab Abdool Gunny and his son Nawab 
Ashanoollah made a fuiraer donation of Rs. 20,000 for this jporpose in oommemo- 
ration of toe assumption by Her Majesty of the title of Empress of India. 
Contributions were made by almost all toe first-class municipalities towards too 
support of dharitable dispensaries and toe promotion of vaccination. Giants 
for too muntenance of sraools were also made by many of them. In the town 
of Cuttack the new maritet was completed during tlie year through toe 
hberality of Baboo Baidynath Pundit, Rm Bahadoor, a zemindar of the district, 
who oonbtibuted a sum of Rs. 1,000 fur this purpose. 

In Tumlook, a second-class municipality in the district of Midnapore, a 
municipal market was opened during the year, and the provisions of Part IX of 
toe Municipal Act were extended to it. Ihia part of the Act was also extended 
to the Buburbs of Calcutta, to Dacca, Arrah, Qya, Sassemam, Monghyr, Cuttack 
and Daijeeling.

The largest amount, viz. Rs. 1,01,640 under this head, was incurred 
in toe Suburban Municimlity in toe payment of the wages of sweepers and 
otoer estahlislunentB employed for toe removal of night-soil from houses and for 
the pay of toe establishment tor toe inspection o( jute-warehouses. The 
remauder of the sum was made up of smul items of expenditure on account 
of contingencies and otoer casual expenses. 

34. The recerots and expenditure shown in this report will not agree wito 
toe corresponding ^gures of toe revenue and finance accounts, because oertain 
monioipal&es bank with toe Bank of Bengal and its branebe;, and consequently 
their receipts and expenditure do not pass tiirough toe accounts of toe puUic 
treasuries. *

Aceotmtant^ffitoral ia, however, at present arranging for the completion of a 
system of bheok intended to sectire perfect agreement, 'and the question of 
audit of mnnieipal acoounts is being eonsidered by Ooremment. There is np 
reason why complete agroement should not be secured in future years; but the 
analysis and examination of the municipal accounts extending over many 
years is necessarily a work of time.

With referenee to the Resolution of tho GoTernmont of India 
in the Department of Revenue, Ajrrioulture, and Commerce, No. I—27, dated 
the 27th March 1872, 1 am directed to submit, for the infumiation of Uis 
Kxcellency tho Govoinor-Oeneral in Council, the following report on muni* 
cipal taxation and expenditure in tho Lower Provinces of Bengal for the 
year 1877-78, together with classified statements showing tlio income and 
expenditure of the municipalities, unions, and stations for that year, pre- 
•pMcd in acoordonoo with tho instructious contained in tho orders of the 
Qovemmont of India in the same Department, No. 2—81, dated the 8th 
August 1876. 

2. CatcuUft MmidpaU^.—'Vhie year 1877 was the first working yoar of 
the municipality under tho elective system, which camo into operation towards 
the doso of October 1876. Some progress was made during tho yoar in the 
sanitary improvement of the town, but the Commissioners spent much time in 
profitless discussions, and caimot bo said as a body to have shown much practical 
ability in dealing with the business that imme before them. The inability 
shown by the Commissioners and tho Ciuiirman to gra^ clearly the financial posi¬ 
tion of the Municipality, or to control its working oifoetivoly, and the financial 
difficulties resulting thorofrom, wore fully set forth iji tho Resolution on the Report 
of the Municipality for 1877, and as tho remarks then mado have already boon 
communioatod to tho Govormnont of India, they need not bo repealed. The 
drtinago in tlio northern port of the town was extended by I S'D,! miles, thus bring¬ 
ing up tho completed drainage to 89’S8 milesj and leaving 75-77 miles still to be 
constructed. A contract was entered into with tho Oriental Gas Company for 
tho complete illuminatiuu of the town with gas. Arrangements were dso njade 
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during the year for the cleansing of pivate houses by the formation of a new 
department called the night-soil serrioe. The new system proved expensive, 
and its introduction was attended with many difficulties. 

3. Meetingt of the t^murtbners.—There were 101 meetings during the 
year, including 89 Committee meetings. On the irst introduction of the new 
Act (IV, B.C., of 1876) separate Committees were appinted to look after the 
worlang of the various departments of the municipality; but the system was 
said not to work well, and the spcial Committees were during the year 
merged into a general Committee called the Town Council,” to whiui questions 
of w sorts are now referred for consideration and disposal. 

4. J/unic^al SHmncea .—Owing to the estimates of 1877 being incorrectly 
framed, and to heavy additional expenditure having been incurred, in some cases 
without the sanction of the Commissioners, the present state of the municipal 
finances is anything but satisfactory. As the necessary result, a heavy burden of 
taxation must be borne by the town during the next few years, and many of the 
sanitary improvements so greatly needed most be indefinitely postponed. Tho 
attention of tho Commissioners has been drawn to the unsatisfactory state of their 
dances, and they have been advised to take immediate steps to place the muni¬ 
cipality in a state of solvency and to introduce the reforms so urgently needed 
in every branch of the municipality. If the year 1879 does not show an im¬ 
provement in the working of the municipal administration, it will be a question 
whether the control of the afEairs of the town should not be placed in other 
hands. 

The following statement shows the actual revenue of the municipality for 
the year 1877-78, as compared with that of tho previous year:—

The total income during 1877-78 was therefore Rs. 27,88,839, and 
adding to thk the balance at the close of the previous year, which amounted 
to Rs. 9,44,518, the amount available for expenditure was Rs. 37,33,357. A 
considerable portion of the balance was, however, represented by stores which 
practically could not be brought into use, and tho funds at the oisposal of the 
Commissioners did not in practice amount to so much as Rs. 37,33,357. 

5. The revenues of tho municipality are mostly derived from direct 
taxes. The general fund comprises the house-rate, the license tax, the horse 
and carriage tax, hackery registration fees, trade refuse fees, and other mis¬ 
cellaneous receipts. The rates of the year 1877, os compared with those of 
the previous year, were as follows

6. AttetmimU .—During the year the assessments on houses and lands in 
wards Nos. 1, 3,4, and 6 were revised. 
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In_ addition to the general work of reviaion, the assessment of 4^15 
houses in different parts of the town was enhanoed during the year, owing 
to the constmction of new or additional buildings. In the case of 718 houses 
the assessment was reduce^ owing to partial or entire demolition of houses, 
removal of tenants, &e. THb result of the year’s operations was an increase 
in the assessed annual value of property in the town amounting to Its. 3,05,121, 
. and a decrease amounting to Bs. 1,19,078, or a net increase of Its. 1,86,043. 

7. Optraiiant of the Zacenae Department. —Twenty-six thousand three 
hundred and thirty-five licenses were granted during the year. Of these, 
152 were issued to Joint-Stock Companies; 1,425 to merchants, bankers, &c.; 
216 to barristers, attorneys, and pleaders ; 141 to mooktoars and law agents; 
16 to surgeons; 100 to bcontiatos of medicine, apothecaries, veterinary sur¬ 
geons, &c.; 22 to owners of markets; 124 to hotel-keepers, manufacturers, &c.; 
87 to owners of cargo-boats; and 337 to brokers and dealers in precious stones. 
The rest were issued to petty dealers, pawnbrokers, money-changers, &c. 

8. Expenditure. —The following statement shows the expenditure of the

'Ae charge for interest amounts to Es. 7,34,011 yearly, viz. Rs. 3,29,976 
on* loans from the pubHc, Es. 2,08,000 on the first water-supply loan of 
52 lakhs from Oovemment, and Rs. 1,96,035 for the other loans from Govern¬ 
ment. Besides these sums, the municipality has to pay annually Rs. 3,00,344 
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toward! a sinking fond, TIE. Ba. 1,10,000 forloana from the poblio, Sa. 1,04,000 
for the first watet'Supplj loan, and Bs. 86,344 fox the othex loans ftom 
Government. 

The question of the consolidation of all thr existing Government loans, 
except the first water-supply loan of 52 lakhs, inVo one loan, bearing interest 
at 4f per cent., is under the consideration of the Government of India. It is 
proposed that the amount of the sinking fund in connection with the loans pro¬ 
posed to be consolidated should be credited in reduction of the consolidated 
amount, and that arrangements should bo made for the repayment of the 
balance within a certain number of years by equal half-yearly instalments. 

10. Drainage Works,—The drainage of the northern part of the town was 
ccmsiderably extended during the year 1877. The total length of sewers con¬ 
structed amounted to 68,847 lineal feet, or 13*03 mires. The completed drainage 
measures 89*58 miles, leaving 75*77 miles still to be constructed. The bouse 
drainage operations were also satisfactory. The total nunibor of premises 
oonnected with the sewers up to the end of the year was 11,590. 

11. Road Department.—The budget grant for the year under this head 
amounted to Rs. 3,57,500, but the expenditure was Ra. 3,4*^,271. New layers 
of stone were put on six streets, measuring 596,493 superficial feet; new 
layers of khoa or broken bricks were put on seven streets, measuring 199,010 
superficial feet, and thorough repairs were done to 60 streets with stone and 
AAflo, measuring altogether 654,094 superficial feet, and partial repairs wore 
carried out in every ward of the town. 

12. Street-watering. —Street-watering was carried on in all the largo 
thoroughfares and streets; 0,409,441 square feet of road surface was watered. 
Of this, 3,768,055 square loot were watered with filtered water, and 5,640,486 
square feet with unfiltcred water; 35*6 per cent, of the total area of road surface 
still remain unwatcred. 

13. Conservaneg. —The scavongering of the public streets and lanes was 
regularly performed. Seven thousand ono hundred and sixty-throe wagon¬ 
loads of refuse were removed from the town to the Salt Water Lakes. The 
drains, public urinals, and latrines were all well looked after, and the sewers 
regularly fiushed. One thousand three hundred and six persons were prose¬ 
cuted for breach of the conservancy rules, and 655 persons wore convicted; 
Kb. 1,524 were realised as fines. 

14. 7'ank-fiUing. —Fifty-four tanks wore emptied daring the year, and 38 
were filled up with street refuse. The work of filling up 10 more tanks was in 
progress at the close of the year. A very largo number of open tanks (i.c., 
tanks which are not enclosed and private) still remains to bo filled up. The 
quantity of materials available for filling tanks is very limited, and therefore 
it is feared that the work will take a long time to complete. Bat it has been 
impressed upon tlio Commissioners that whatever tanks are taken in hand 
should be filled up os soon as possible, and immediately covered with earth : 
to partially fill up a tank, or to leave the sweepings thrown into it uncovered, 
is likely to do more harm than good. 

16. Bustee Improvement. —The Idoutenant-Govemor, in reviewing the 
report of the municipality for the year 1876, took tlie opportunity of suggest¬ 
ing that the Commissioners should set aside a sum of money every year for the 
purchase of bustees, should clear and improve the sites thus obtained, and soil 
the lands for the erection of houses on approved plans. Unfortunately, 
however, the financial difficulties under which fbe municipality labours 
have not permitted the Commissioners to set aside money for this purpose, and 
it seems highly improbable that tliey will bo able to do so for a conaidorablo 
time. Most of the proprietors are unable to incur expenditure on improve¬ 
ments, and, as money cannot be borrowed under the Act for this purpose, 
progress for some years must necessarily be slow. But although no interior 
conservancy of bustees was undertaken, except in a few cases where the owners 
could be induced to pay for the work done, some improvements of minor 
importance were effected in difleront parts of the town during 1877 by filling up 
tanks and foul ditches and laying out now roads. 

In a buelee at Macbooa Baxar Street throe new roads were projected, ai.td 
bare since been taken in hand; two new roads were also under coustrnction in 
the bmtee between Madbooa Mzax Street and llaranosey Ghose’e Street. In 
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the SouthMH DiTiBon ol the town two native landowners have undertaken 
the improvement of their estates. Improvements have also Wn commenced 
in a pi^ of the town known as Anthony Bagan. 

16. Night^oU jDsjvarfipnf.—Tho most important change made during 
the year for improving the sanitation of the town was that connected with 
the removal of nigh^soil from private houses. Tho establishment of night¬ 
man was revised daring the year, and a scale of foes was sotUed by a sp^ial 
Committee. Tho new arrangements are reported to have proved beneficial, 
though hitherto they are far from satisfactory from a financial point of view. 

17. Mmiidpal .Eai/way.—The municipal railway lino, which was con¬ 
structed in 1866 for the purpose of removing tho refuse of the town to the 
Salt Water Lakes, was worked with efficiency daring the year. The line is 
18 miles in length, and is filso used by tlio Port Commissioners for running 
goods trains from the Eastern Bengal Railway to tho Strand Bank. A sum (3 
Rs. 12,163 was paid by tho latter body for this privilege. 

18. JtecUtmaiion of iand.~Tho managomont of tho square mile of land 
owned by tho Comroissioners in the Salt Water I,akos, and used forllio deposit 
of rubbidi, appears to be satisfactory. The soil is admirably suited for the 
cultivation of the more valuable crops and of gpden produce, and the trees 
that have been planted are in a flpurisliing_ condition. The population of tho 
six villages situated on this land is increasing in number, and it is worthy of 
note that the inhabitants continue to enjov comparative immunity from sickness. 

19. Water-mpplt/,—'V)xo quality of tne water supplied to the town, though 
not quite equal to that of 1876, was good. The amount of organic nitroge¬ 
nous matter present in tho hydrant water was larger during the year than in 1876. 
This, it is said, was duo to the largo rainfall of tho year. The analyses made 
during tho year showed that the wator of tho pipes contained on an average 
ammonia, representing nitrogenous organic matter, to tho extent of -040 per 
million, and chlorine, renrosouting dissolved sodimu chloride, to tho extent of 
10-40 per million. Tho daily average quantity of water supplied to the town 
was 6,710,266 gallons, or 178,112 gallons in excess of tho supply in the pre¬ 
vious year. Seven hundred and ninoty-six premises were comiected with tho 
•pipes lor the supply of water during the year; in 788 cases tho connections were 

lor domestic, and in 8 for business, purposes. Tho total number of promises 
connected up to tho end of tho year was 10,471. 

20. JUgliUng of the Town. —Tho total number of gas-lamps lighted in tho 
town at tho expense of the municipality was 2,794, and the total number of 
oil-lamps was 787. The average illuminating power of tho gas during the 
year was 14-02, the power required by tho contract with tho Gas Company 
being only 12. The illuminating power of the gas was somewhat greater in 
1877 than in 1876, but is still capable of being increased, audits purity might 
bo greatly improved. 

81. yilal Staliaties and Health of Ihe Town, —Tho number of doatlis rejjis- 
tered in tho town during tho year was 13,704, against 12,064 in tho previous 
year. This gives a death-rate of 31-0 per thousand of the population—a per- 
rantage higher than that of any year, except 1875, within tho last seven years, 
as shown below

The Commissioners call attention to tho fact that tho death-rato during 
1876, 1876, and 1877 was much higher (about 25 per cent.) than during 1871, 
1872, and 1878, notwithstanding tho large outlay upon sanitary improvements. 
Tho comparison is not a fair one, both because previous sanitary improvements 
inflafinced the death-rate of 1871, 1878, and 1873, and because deaths have 
probably been more accurately registered during tho last few years than was 
&merly tho case, and the year 1877 -was, it is believed, an oxceptiouslly 
unhealuiy year outside Calcutta os well.'

Of the total number of births, 4,H1 were mole births and 3,440 were 
female births. The ratio of births per 1,000 of the population was 17-3., 

The deaths from cholera in 1877 were 1,418, as against 1,857 in 1878. 
Although tlie number was less than in the preceding year, yet the steady 
increase of cholera from 1871 is very remarkable, and has never been satis¬ 
factorily explained. The Commissioners do not -attach so much importance 
to impure water as a cause of cholera as Dr. Payne does; but it cannot be 
denied that impure water is a fertile source of diseases of all sorts, and the 
completion of the arrangements for an adequate supply of pure water for the 
town, and for the removal of all sources of impure water, would be of incal¬ 
culable benefit to the community. The deaths firom fever in 1877 were 5,151, 
as against 4,861 in 1876. 

23. Hunieivaliiict in the interior of Senyoi.—The year 1877-78 was the 
first year in wmeh the new Bengal Municipal Act, 1876, came into fuU oper¬ 
ation. Including the Suburban Municipality, the number of municipalities in 
the interior of Bengal was as follows

There was an addition of one to the number of the first class municipa¬ 
lities. The town of Kampore Bcauloah, in the district of Bajshabye, was raised 
from the status of a second class to that of a first class mtmicipality. The 
union of Mooktagacha in Mymensingh ww made a second class municipality, 
and a new union called the Palkote Union was formed in the district of 
Liohardugga, in the Chota Kogpore division. The abolition of the union of 
PatuakhSu in Bockergunge, which was reported last year, took efiect during 
the year under review. The number of stations remained the same as in 
last year. The names of the Nawaba^ge and Agurparah Municipalities, in 
the Barrookpore sub-division, were changed to North Barrackpore and South 
Barrackpore Municipalities.

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B will also t>e seen that the number of offim! Commissioners was in the 
aggrerate less than one-fourth of the total number of Commissioners. The 
attendance of the Commissioners at the meetings of the Committees was on 
the whole regular, and manw evinced a feir amount of interest in tho aflFairs of 
their respective municipalities. 

24. JBlective System.-— Am stated in last year’s report, the elective system 
. was in operation in three municipalitiea in those provinoos—^viz. in the muni¬ 
cipalities of Bnrdwan and Serampore in the Bnrdwan division, and in Kish- 
naghur in the Presidency Division. Tho number of elected Commissioners 
in tho three municipalities was 42j as in last year. The Magistrate of 
Nuddea reports favorably of the working of tho system in Kishna^ur. Tho 
new members were regular in their attendance at meetings, and took duo 
interest in municipal work; In Bard wan and Serampore there was nothing 
requiring roecial notice in the practical working of the system. 

25. Municipal JBencAes .—Benohos of Mt^istratos for tho disposal of prose¬ 
cutions for breaches of conservaitcy rules sat in almost all the first class, and in 
many of the second class municipalities. Tho following table shows tho work 
done by these benches;—

26. AMCiemenfs.—The tax levied in the first class municipalities is a rate 
on the annual value of holdings, except in the town of Comillah, in tho district 
of Tipperah, where the tax is an assessment upon persons occupying holdings 
within the municipality, according to thoir oircumstances and property within 
the municipality. The latter mode of assessment is in force in almost all the 
second class municipalities and unipns. The assessment on houses and lands 
in a portion of the Calcutta Suburban Municipality was revised during the 
year, resulting in an increase of Rs. 1,T75, and a decrease of Its. 1,718, or a 
net increase of Rs. 67 per quarter over the demand of last year. The decrease 
in the assessment was due partly to the revision of tho boundaries of the 
municipality sanctioned in ^ptomhor 1877, by which a number of buildings 
were exoluded from municipal limits, and partly also to remissions and 
redactions on appeal. 

Revised assossments were also made in tho following municipalities;—in 
Sooroe, in the district of Beerbboom, and in Bankoora and Bishenporo, in the 
district of Bankoora. In Bankoora tho revision resulted in an increaBC of Rs. 619, 
and in Bishenpore of Rs. 459, over tho assessment of last year. In the town 
of Ghattal the assessment was reduced from Rs. 4,000 to Rs. 3,841, owing 
to heavy losses sustainod by the people in consequence of the flood iu 
C^tober 1876, which swept away upwards of 600 houses in the town. 

Assessments wore also revised m the municipalities of Bogjullah, Kadiiiatty, 
Bonipore, Kullaroa, and Chanduriab, in the district of the 24-Porguunah8. 

There was a new assessment made during tho year in Pubna, which raised 
the demand of the tax by Rs. 910 over that of the preceding year. In Rungpore 
also tho assessment was revised, resulting in an incrooso of Rs. 600 to tho 
income of the municipality. In Noakholly the old assessment, which was 
made previous to tho introduction of Aot V (B.C.) of 1876, was revised 
during the year, with a view to moot the enlarged requirements of tho muni¬ 
cipality. At Cox’s Bazar the assessment list was revised by a sub-cominitteo 
appointed for tho purpose. The result of the revision is not yot known. In 
the Patna division a general revision of assessments in_ almost all tho first and 
second class municipalities was made, resulting in'an increase of Rs. 22,674 in 
the income from the tax on houses over that of tho previous year. _ In the town 
of j^lasoxe a revised assessment was carried out, which largely increased the 
income of the municipality. The amount of assessment on permanent houses 
was raised to Rs. 7,786, and that cm rice-stalls of traders to Ks. 818, making a 
total inegeaso of Ks. 8,554. New assessments wore made in Cuttaok and 
Jajpore, but they did not take effect till after the dose of the year.

Colgong. In some of the towns these imposts were introduced l,ato in the 
year, and therefore no actual realization of revenue took place during tho 
year under review. Towards the close of tho year the Commissioner of the 
Breridency Division brought to notice certain circumstances connected with the 
system of taxing carria^s, animals, and carts, Vhereby a person who had 
paid a tax or fee for keeping a carriage, animal, or cart within one municipality 
was Uablo to be called upon to pay a second tax or fee for using the same 
carriage, animal, or c^ within a neighbouring municipality. The final 
settlement of tho question was found to bo attended with many difficulties, and 


28. Meetificatum of Municipal Boundaries .—The boundaries of the munici¬ 
pality of the Suburbs of Calcutta and of the North Suburban Munieipnlity wore 
revised during the year. Tho old boundaries were ill-defined and did not in 
all parts coincide with any line of road or other actually existing defined land¬ 


marks. t hey were tnoreiore touna to oe very inconvenient tor pouce purposes, 
and consequently for some years past another boundary was arbitrarily taken 
for such purposos. The result was that certain tracts of the countryj while 
paying rates to the Suburban Municipality, used to be guarded by tho police of 
the North Suburban town. To remedy this anomalous state of things, two 
villages named Nonian and S 3 mthee were transferred from the Suburban to the 
North Suburban Municipality. 

The boundaries of the town of Kendrapara in the district of Cuttack were 
also revised during the year, and 14 a(tiacont villages lying on the opposite bank 
of ^e Qobri river, which runs below the town, were, on the recommendation 
of the local authorities, included within municipal limits. 

Proposals for tho revision of tho boundaries of the mimicipalities 
of Hooghly and Chinsurah and of Pumlia in Manbhoom wore under consider¬ 
ation at the close of the year. 

29. Income .—The following table shows the receipts of the different 
classes of municipalities, unions, and stations, as comx>ared with those of thb 
previous year- 
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It ■will be seen from the above statement that the total income of alj the 
municipalities exceeded that of last year by Rs. 1,27,132. The increase is 
observable under all the heads of income, except under the head of ‘ Fines and 
Fees,’which shows a decree of Bs. 17,587 as compared with the receipts of 
1876-77. There was an incase under each of the first three heads, which 
oonmrise ‘ Taxation proper.’ The total increase under these heads amounted 
to 1,01,553, the fibres being Bs. 15,16,546, against Es. 14,13,993 of the 
previous year. 

30. Zbtof sum available .—Adding the net balance of the previous year, 
amounting to Es. 4,70,143, to the income of tiio year under roviow, the total 
sum which was available for expenditure by the various municipalities during 
the year was Bs. 24,96,563. Deducting the total expenditure daring the year, 
which amounted to Rs. 19,98,034, as shown below, the balance at its close, after 
taking into calculation the opening and closing deficit balances, wa's Es. 5,04,708.

Tom ... 16,932 being Rs. 11,581 over the cost of last year, the 

- figures being Rs. 44,026, against Ks. 33,445 in 

1876-77. But under the bead of ‘ Collection charges’ the expenditure was less 
by Rs. 4,307. Increased expenditure under the head of ‘ Establishment’ was 
also inexuTod in the mnnieipalities of Burdwan, Chittagong, Patna, Arrah, 
Mozufferporo, Durbhunga, andChupra. In the municipaUtios in the Orissa divi¬ 
sion the cost of establishment was reduced, but the cost of tho oollecting agency 
was increased. This was merely a transfer of cost from one head to another, as 
the Commissioner reports that no'additions were mode to the collecting agency 
during tho year, but every effort was made to utilize the existing staff to the 
best advantage. , 

33. Police.—the total cost of maintaining tho police force employed in 
the various municipalities, unions, and stations during the year was Rs. 5,88,388, 
against Rs. 5,34,109 during the previous year, showing an ineroaso of 
14,279. The increase wm mostly in the Presidency, Patna, and U^ssa 
divisions. It amonnted on the whole to Rs. 16,868, but there was a corres¬ 
ponding decrease of over Rs. 3,700 in the Rajshahye, Dacca, and Rtiagulpore 
divisioDs. 
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In the Proridenoy division, the municipality which incurred the heavies 
eKpenditure under thu head was the Suburbs ot Calcutta, which alone showec

in the Patna division, except Arrah, tho cost o: 
police establishment exceeded that of the previous year. Tho total increasi 
amounted to Es. 3,004._ The proportion of tho annual income absorbed bj 
the police employed in tho various classes of municipalities was ai 
follows; in first class municipalities, 30*40 per cent.; in second clasi 
municipalities, 36*44 per cent.; in unions, 61*74 per cent.; in stations, 13*87 pei 
cent.; in all ^ades of municipalities taken together, a general average of 36'5( 
per cent. The expenditure per head of population on account of police in the 
municipalities of the diSerent ^ades was as follows: in first class munici 
palities, three annas and six pie; in second class municipalities, two annas anc 
seven pie; in unions, two annas and three pie; in the stations, three annas anc 
four pie; in all the municipalities, unions, and stations taken together, tho inci 
dence was two annas and moven pie per head. 

Though the largest portion of the income of municipalities is still oxpbndec 
in the maintenance of police, there is a general complaint that the municlpa 
police are not very efficient. The Inimector-Genoral of Police gives th( 
following explanation for this. He says that “ service in the municipal polio< 
is by no moans popular. The work is hard; the pay small,—smaller in fac< 
than in largo places like Howrah and Dacca can be earned by other laboui 
without the restraint of discipline.”

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The increase in the number of head constables was chiefly in the 24*Per 
gunnahs; the additional sub-inspector was in tho Hooghly district. 

Tho reductions wore in the districts of Backorgunge, Moorshedabad 
Eajshahye, Cuttack, Chittagong, Eunsporo, and Mon^hyr. 

The municipal police are reported to be comparativoly more ignorant thai 
the district police. Out of a body of 0,029 constables, only 711, or 11 per cent, 
can road and write; whereas in the regular police the percentage is as big! 
^ 37. 

34. Consereancy and Cleansing.—Tho total amount expended under Ihic 
bead daring tho year was Es. 3,08,010, against Es. 2,52,491 during tim pre¬ 
ceding year, showing an increase of Es. 1,16,519. The increase was in the 
first class municipaUtics in the Burdwan, Presidency, and Dacna divisions. 
Tho larMst increase was in the municipality of tho Suburbs of Calcutta, being 
Es. 90,^7 over the expenditure of tho previous year. In tho municipality oi 
Dacca also the expenditure on conservancy showed an increase of Ks. 6,501i 
over that of 1876-77. In tho Suburbs of Calcutta tho general conservonoj 
was fairly attended to; 118,543 cart-loads of street refuse, and 87,lbC 
oart-loads of silt were removed and utilized in filling up holes and pifa 
and raising low lands. By this moans 18 foul tanks were filled up anc 
59 beoghas of jungle land cleared and raised. Some of the principal streeti 
were regularly swmjt and watered. The conservancy of Tolly’s ISTullab, c 
tid^ stream which flowa through the most populous and important part 
th^munioipality, was carefully attended to, and steps were taken to improye iti 
Suiita^ condition. A considerable number pf Arsons were prosecuted foi 
oom miTO ng nuisances on its banks. The insanitary condition of the Circnlai 
CafltfTand its neighbourhood was lately the subject of correspondence betweei 
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the Fublio Wbiks Bepartmemt of this QoTemmest and the mimicipidi^es of 
Calontta and the Sttbuibs. A oomprehensiTe scheme for the improTement of 
tibe canal, and for the addition of locks which shall make it passable for 
steamers, is being earned out by the Foblic WorksiDepartment. The Snpmn- 
tending Engineer of the Presidency Circle has bben instructed to prepare a 
detailed scheme, in commnnication with tiie Chairmen of the Calcutta and 
Suburban Municipalitios, for reUering the canal of the influx of storm-water 
and sewage from the Calcutta drains. Considerable progress has also been 
made in the improvement of buttees, or clusters of native huts in the suburbs. 
The Gossai bustee, a very filthy plot of land on the east side of the General 
Hospital, overcrowded with huts ouilt irithout any regmd to plan and without 
any passage for the scavenger’s carts, has been much improved. Wide roads 
have been opened out, the huts have boon reconstructed in regular lines, and 
several foul tanks have been filled up. In most of the municipalities in the 
interior of the province increased attention was paid to conservancy arrange¬ 
ments, but improvement is greatly retarded by’want of funds. 

At Monghyr iron carts for removing street-sweepings and rubbish were 
introduced, and sheet-iron urinals were established in the bazar. Strict super¬ 
vision was kept over private latrines, and much improvement was effected in their 
cleanliness. In Bhagulpore additional public latiines wore made, private 
well-privies and cesspools wore closed, burning ghftts for the cremation of 
Hindii corpses, and burial grounds for Hahomedans were set apart, and 
burials in private places prohibited, while lands were provided for the trenching 
of night-soil. In several municipalities in the Dacca division tnethert or 
nigbt-mon were imported from the Upper Provinces to attend to the conservancy 
of the towns, but mfiiculty was experienced in some cases in keeping the men 
from returning to their homes.

During the year the municipa¬ 
lities named in the margin were 
visited by the Sanitary Commis¬ 
sioner lor Bengal, and very valu- 
ablo suggestions hare been re¬ 
ceived &om him for improving the 
sanitation of the towns inspected 
by him. 

35. Moods ,—The total expenditure on roads during the year amounted 
to Be. 4,03,119, against Hs. 4,11,759 ia the previous year, shoii^g a 
decrease of Ra 8,040. The decrease occurred in the municipalities of 
Howx4h and the Suburbs of Calcutta—^Rs. 6,500 in the former and Bs. 14,312 
in the latter, or a total of Re. 20,872. But there was an increase^ of ^pen- 
diture under this head, amounting to Rs. 12,062, in the municipalities in the 
interior of the province. The decrease in Hovrah and tho Suburbs was secured, 
not by neglecting to keep the roads and streets in a state of proper repair, 
but by a redaction in tne price of stone-metal during the year. In almost 
all the first and second class municipalities the^'oada and paths t^ere kept in 
tolerable repedr. 

36. expenditure under this head shows an ihorease of 
3,768 over that of tiie year before. This incroaso oemOTed in Howrah and

87. JBuHduigi.—Tim expenditure under the head of ‘ Buildings' ahova an 
increase of Rs. 22,340 over that of 1376-77. The increased expenditure 
occurred in Howrah, whore the Municipal Oommiaaioners constructed a buildii^ 
for the accommodation of their office, and for th% purpose of holding their 
meetings, at a cost of Ba. 37,700. The design of the building is reported to be 
appropriate, and it has been constructed at a comjimratiTely moderate coat. 

38. Work* (if PviUe —Under Siis heading is included the expra- 

diture for the purposes stated in the margin. The 
drainage of moat of the towns in Lower Bengal is 
very defeotire, and the Lieutenant-Oovemor has 
drawn the attention of the Divisional (^mn^ 
aioners to this subject. 'Some of the municipalities 
have already taken up the matter with much 
earnestness, and oonsiderablo improvement is 
expected in this direction before the present offiSial year eomes to a close. The 
drainam of the town of Dina^pore, hitherto quite neglected, was taken in 
hand during the year, and a scheme is now in course of execution to conduct 
the drainage of the town to a point seven miles south into a river called the 
Pumabhaha, and thereby to obviate the flooding of the town by that river. 
The Lieutenont-Qovemor has given a grant of Bs. 10,000 in fartheranoe of the 
scheme, in consideration of the public inconvenience and loss due to ill-health 
of the public servants, European and native, in the station, and as on encour¬ 
agement to local bodies who are willing to undertake local drainage schemes, 
on the condition that the works proposed be completed before the let June 
1879. 

A scheme is also now under execution for improving the drainage of the 
town of Lalbagh in the district of Moorsfaodabad ; and as the Nisamut build¬ 
ings will be much benefited by the works, a grant of Bs. 14,000 has been 
made from the Nizamut Deposit Fund to enable the municipality to carry out 
the project. 

In the town of Berhampore a large swamp known as the Luckhi Jhd has 
bemi reclaimed, and a new scheme of drainage is under consideration. The drain- * 
age of the important town of Bampore Beauleah, the head-quarters of the 
Divisional Commissioner, is also very defective, and the Municipal Commissioners 
are engaged in devising a scheme for improving it in consultation with the 
Civil Surgeon. The drainage of the town of Bungpore and the recUunation 
of the swamps in its neighbourhood were actively taken in hand during the 
year, much progress has already been made in the execution of the work, and 
it is reportedT that excellent results have already followed. 

The drainage of the bill station of Darjeeling was nearly completed during 
the year at a cost of Bs. 10,578. A scheme is also under consideration for 
improving the water-supply of the station by tapping springs on the western 
slopes of the Senohal range at an estimated coat of Bs. 1,32,000. The O-ovem- 
ment of Bengal has m^e a grant of Bs. 32,000 for the puroose, and the ^ 
municipality applied for a loan of one lakh of rupees from (government to' 
carry out the project, on the security of the rates and taxes levied within the 
town. The present financial pressure has, however, led the (Dovernment of 
India to reject the application, and it is feared that groat difficulty may be felt 
in completmg the im^rtant works which have already been begun.

40. Audit of Aeeountt .—^It waa atated in the lost year 

report that the Acoountant-General was engaged in _ arranging a ayatem < 
check to aecure perfect agreement between the municipal occounta appende 
to theae annual reporta, and the figuroa of the revenue and finance accouni 
prepared by the Government of India for the Socretory of State. The achem 
has been completed, and a circular haa been iaaued by thia Government callin 
the attention of all officers administering municipal funds to the instmctioi 
issued by the Accountant-General on the subject. Arrangombnta have ah 
been made for the local audit an^ inspection of the accounts of municipalitie 
but they cannot be brought into operation until the sanction of the Governmei 
of India to the entertainment of -^e requisite establishment ia received. Tl 
proTOsals of the local Government were submitted to the Government of Indi 
m December 1878.

With reference to the resolution of the Goyorament of India in 
the Diipartraent of Revenue, Aprieulture, and Commerce, No. 1—27, dated the 
27th March 1872, 1 am directed to suhinit fortlie information of llis ffsccllency 
the Governor-General in Gtuiicil the following report on municipal taxation 
and «!Xpeiuiituro in the Iiowor Provinces of Bengal for the year 1878-79, 
together with classified statements showing the income and expenditure of the 
inuniuipnlities, unions, and stations during that year, prepared in accordance with 
the instruidions contained in the orders of the Government of India in the 
same Dopartnicnt, No. 2—81, dated the 8th August 1876. 


(.^ALOUTl'A. 

2. No change wa.s made in the constitution of the municipality during 
the year. The work of administration was carried on by tlie “ Town Council,” 
into which, as noticed in last ret>oi't, all the standing committees have been 
merged. This arrangement was, however, found in practice! to ho open to 
objection, inasmuch as almost all tlio Commissioners became members of the 
Town Council, and the advantage to be derived from a sub-committee delegated 
to disimso of the less important business and prejeoro questions for the general 
meetings was in a great measure lost owing to 4ho siso of tlio Council. This 
defect has been ntmodied since the close of the year, the Town ConnoU 
having been redur.cd to a more workable size. The Commissioners held four 
quarterly meetings and two adjourned quarterly meetings; six special and 
thirteen speciul general meetings, besides 132 committee meetings. The total 
number of meetings held during tho your was 157. The attendance of the 
elected Commissioners at those meetings was on the whole satisfactoiy. 

sustained, and some improvements were effected in tho condition of the basket 
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or crowded hamlets in the native part of the town. The work of dewatering 
foul tanks and filling them up with town sweepings was carried on with 
vigour. A now contract with the Oriental Gas Company for illuminating tlio 
town with gas for twenty-one years was signed and executed during the year. 
Hcfonns also wore efteoted in some of the more important departments 
of the municipality. The system of collecting the rates and taxes by a paid 
collec.tor, whicli was introduced by tlie Justices in 1876, was found by a special 
committee appointed during the j’car under review to be open to many 
objections. It was accordingly abandoned, and the former plan of entrusting 
the collections to an agency paid by comniis.siun was rrworted to. It is 
reported that the present system is working satisfactorily. The subject of the 
management of the municipal markets also engaged much of the attention 
of the Commissioners, and a s^>ccial committee was a])poInted to cnijuire 
into their working. The committee met several times and examined a largo 
number of witnesses, who brought to light gross abuses. The report of the 
committee, however, was not ready for submission by the close of 1878. 
Several changes have in tlio meantime been made with the object of im¬ 
proving the management of the markets, and a visiting committee has been 
appointed to inspect them and to made suggestions. As the huts in the town 
had never been properly numbered, assessed and registered, their assessment 
was undertaken and completed during the year. Hetrenchments in establish¬ 
ments were made to the extent of Ks. 8t>,100 per annum, and a carefully 
fmmed code of bye-laws ■was passed with the sanction of Government. 

4. 3t%mi<dpal finanec .—'Hie finances of tlu“ municipality continued during 
the year under report to show unsatisfactory results. The Commissioners 
remark that “the debt and deficit of tho preceding year; the retarded 
collections, owing to an unfortunate change in the form of rate-bills, which 
threw back the writing of the bills for several luonlhs; tho enquiry into the 
abuses of the collectorate coming in the middle of the year, and neces¬ 
sarily aflcctiiig the collections; the excess expenditure over budget grants, 
partly incurred by the Cliairman without authority, and jiartlj- sanctioned by- 
the Commissioners in consequence of pressing but unforeseen domuiids—all 
these circumstaiiee.s tended to disturb seriously the equilibrium between 
income and expenditure, whicli tho Commissioners' have endeavoured to restore 
in 1879 by having rmiourso on the one bund to ri'trenclunent and economy, 
and on the other to the full measure of the house-rate sanctioned by tho law-.” 
It is satisfactory to know that tho Coniiuissioucrs thus fully recognized the 
absolute necessity of restoring tho condition of tho finances and placing fhem 
upon a sound basis. Tho high pricos which the ninnici]>al paper commands 
in the money moi-ket indicate clearly that the public has confidence in the 
future of the city of Calcutta, and in its ability to discharge all its pecuniary 
obligations, and the Corporation owe it to themselves, to their creditors, and 
to tho Government to administer their finances in sucli a manner as to do 
nothing to shake this coiifidonco.

9. Sinking Ji^undn .—The total amount at credit of the sinking funds 
was Us. 29,98,400-12-8. Of this sum Us. 13,t58,224-1 are invested in per 
cent. Government securities in the hond.s of the Com))troller-Cienei^; 
Ha. 15,.57,001-7-4 partly invested in 4 per cent. Governmont securitiea, and 
j»artly in 0 per cent, municipal debentures in the custody of the trustees of

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the Municipal X>oan Kesorve Fund; Ks, 62,413-10-fl in the hands of the 
OomptroJior-Gronoi'ul of Accounts, and Ra. 20,848-9-11 in those of^the trustees. 

It was roportod last year that the question of the consolidation of all the 
existing loans granted by Ouvernmeut to the municipality was under considera¬ 
tion. The question has since the close of tlie year been settled, and tljo (dovem- 
nient of India has agreed to the proposal on condition of the municipality 
surrendering its present sin^ng funds in part repayment of the loans, and under¬ 
taking to discharge the rest of the debt by sixty equal half-yearly payments of 
principal and interest calculated at 4J- per cent. Stops are being token to give 
effect to this arrangement.

11. Assessment .—During the year the assessthent of houses and lands in 11 
out of the 18 wards of the town was revised. In addition % this general work 
of revision, the assessment of 5,714 houses in different parts of the town wiw 
enhanced on account of the construction of now or additional buildings. In 
tlie case of 494 houses the assessment was reduced, owing to partial or entire 
demolition of houses, removal of tenants, &c. The iinancial result of these 
operations was an increase in the assessed value of property in the town 
amounting to Its. 4,38;023, and a decrease amounting to 11s. 68,860, or a not 
increase of Rs. 3,69,163 In the course of the assessment it was found that the 
value of property along tlie Strand Bank Road has of late yisars considerably 
increased. 

12. JUeense Department .—The total number of municipal licenses granted 
during the year was 26,626. Of those, 157 were issued to joint-stock coni- 
paiiioM, 1,450 to merchants, brokers, &c., 208 to barristers, attorneys, and 
pleaders, 10 to surgeons, 127 to hotel-keepers, manufacturers, &c., 127 to 
mookUtcars and law agents, 121 to licentiates of medicine, apothecaries, and 
veterinary surgeons, 83 to owners of cargo boats, and 345 to brokers and 
dealers in precious stones. The rest were issued to petty dealers, pawn¬ 
brokers, money-changers, native doctors, kobirajes, niidwivos, &c. The income 
derived from this suurce dxiriug tlio year 1878 amounted to Ks. 2,55,127. 

13. Water-supply .—During the year the supply of filtered water to the 
town was on an average 7,260,820 gallons daily, being an increase iji the 
annual daily average of 541,054 gallons over that of the year 1877. Seven 
hundred and sixty-ffve premises wore connected with the water-supply during 
the year—762 for domestic and 3 for business purposes. Tlie total number 
of premises now connected with the water-supply system is 11,177. In 
addition to this, there was a supply of nearly a million gallons per day of 
nnfiltered water, which was used in flushing drams and watering the streets. 
Although the total quantity of water thus supplied was so large, yet it is 
still inadequate for the requirements of the town. After deducting the 
quantity' consumed in flushing drains, watering the streets, and ooiisumptioii 
outside the town limits, the people get about three gallons per head per diem. 
This barely suffices for their cooking and drinking; and for all other domestic 
purposes they have to draw their supplies from taiiks, wells, and the river. Tlie 
Commissioners have prepared a scheme which is expected to give an additional 
supply of eight million gallons of pure water daily at a cost of thirty-six 
lakhs of rupees. This scheme, when carried out, is designed to afford a 
total of about twelve gallons per head, which, though possibly not sufficient 
for all tlie requirements of the people, will obviate the necessity of their using 
impure water for domestic purposes. The water analyst reported that the 
quality of the ffltorcd water supplied by the municipality was far purer than 
that of the majority of large towns in Kurope. 
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14. In 1878, 64,247 lineal feet, or 12*16 miles of new sewers 

were constructed. The total length of sowers now constructed amounts to* 
139*33 miles, still leaving 48*46 milos to be constructed. The number of nre- 
mises connected with the street sowers during the year was 1,308, thus raisina 
the total number of bouses so connected to 12,898. ’ " 

The important question of how to dispose of the storm-water passinir 
through tho_ town sewers without contaminating the water of the Circular 
Canal was discussed between the Calcutta Municipality and the canal authorities 
during the year. A scheme has been devised, ahd is now being carried out 
by which the storm-water will be conveyed to the Salt Water Lakes by a 
separate system of sewers and channels, arranged so as to provide at the same 
time for the drainage of the suburbs which lie between the canal and the 
Circular Rood, and of certain portions of Baliaghatta and Kntally. 

15. jbustee improvement.—Ahoxxt 14 miles of the most offensive drains 
which formerly intersected the litsteea or crowded hamlets in the native part 
of the town have been filled up, a work which has contributed materially to 
improve the sanitary condition of what had until lately formed tho most 
noxious portions of tho city. The sites of most of the drains have been 
converted into roads, and so pipe-seworod as to drain the adjoining lands, 
which are consequently now not so damp as they formerly used to bo. Several 
roads have been made through these hueteee by their owners, and the width of 
others has been increased so as to make them accessible to conservancy carts. 
More than a thousand privies have been built in* the hustees for the accommo¬ 
dation of tho inhabitants, and for the prevention of tho defilement of waste 
lands. Improved conservancy arrangements have also been made during the 
year for the cleanliness of gonaUt bmteet, or hamlets inhabited by milkmen. 
A large number of gowalaa have been removed from tho town, and tho cow¬ 
houses of others have been improved. The refuse from tho existing sheds is 
daily removed by the conservancy department at a charge of four annas per 
head of cattle. 

16. Sevlamatum of tanks and wells. —In consequence of a defect in tho 
law, which does not make the filling-up of foul wells compulsory, the operations 
in regard to wells have been limited to tho filling-up of those which tho 
owners gave permission to fill up. During tho year under report 38 foul 
tanks were taken up by the engineer’s department fur tho purpose of filling 
them up with town sweepings. Of these, it is reported 31 have been 
completed. Altogether 66 tanks have been filled up in this way. Several 
private tanks have been at the same time improved through the agency of the 
conservancy department at the cost of tho owners. Much, however, still 
remains to be done iif this direction. It is reported tliat .018 tanks in the 
town require to be filled up, besides a number of hollows which, though not 
strictly tanks, are receptacles of filthy water, and require to bo reclaimed oven 
more urgently than tanks. Tho area represented by the above number of tanks 
is 484*43 acres, with a capacity of 422,03.0,416 cubic feet. The inatcriuls 
available for filling them, namely tho sweepings of tho town, have been 
estimated at 15,075 cubic feet per diem; but after making allowance for 
shrinkage and contraction, these figures must bo reduced to 3,359 cubic feet 
per diem, or about 1,200,900 cubic feet per annum. It will therefore take an 
indefinite period before the Commissioners can in this mumier fill up all tho 
tanks in the town. They represent, however, that there is no immediate 
necessity for such general reclamation; it would bo inexpedient to have all 
the tanks filled up at once until the water-supply of the town is so extended 
ns to meet the whole of tho requirements of the people. It* is to be hoped, 
however, that filthy tanks will be filled up as fast as materials become available, 
and that endeavours will be made as much as possible to improve the others. 

17. Hight-soil service. —Tho night-soil department is now under tho 
supervision of tho engineer. Eleven hundred night-meii aro_ now employed 
in tho work of removal of tho s<iil. Tho total number of privies attended to 
by these men amounts to 33,155, thus giving 30 privies to each man to 
clean. 

18. Jllumination of the town. —During the year a new contract for 
21 years was entered into with tho Oriental Gas Ooinjumy. It provided for 
the thordugb illumination of tho town at a reduced cost of 11s. 4-13-4 per 
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light por mensem. The former cost was Rs. 6 per monsem. The total 
number of gas-lamps lighted in the town daring the year at the cost of the 
municipality was 2,835, and the total number of oil-lamps was 751. The 
illuminating power in the gas supplied daring the year was 14*01 candles, 
and its quality was reported by the analyst to mye been very good. 

19. Bsgulation of juU-marehouaes.—~M, the close of the previous year 
there were 80 jute screw and warehouses in the town. Five new ware¬ 
houses were established during the year, and five were closed. Licenses^ were 
issued for the five new jute warehouses, and the licenses of the remaining 75 
were renewed. The license fees realized amounted to Rs. 25,194. The receipts 
from Insurance Companies on account of contribution towards the maintenance 
of the fire-brigade were Rs. 1,780. One case of fire occurred in a jute-waro- 
house in the town, but as the steam fire-engine arrived on the spot promptly 
and extinguished the fire, no great damage was fiohe to the property. 

To relieve the jute trade from the heavy taxation with which it was 
burdened, and to distnbute the charge of maintaining the fire-brigade, the 
working of which benefits all trades equally, it was considered expedient 
to amend the old Acts [II (B. C.) of 1872 and II (B. C.) of 18763. Accordingly 
Act V (B. C.) of 1879 was passed, by which the tax which was liithorto levied 
firom Insurance Companies as a contribution towards the maintenance of the 
fire-brigade has been abolished, as it was in reality a double tax upon the 
insurers, who have to pay very heavily in the shape of license foes ; power 
has been given to the local Government to fix tho amount of license 
fee in consultation with the Commissioners of the Calcutta Municipality; and 
provision has been made to the effect that no larger amount shall be raised 
under the Act than what may be absolutely required fur tho payment of the 
expenses of the fire-brigade and for the salaries of the establishment for tho 
inspection and superiutondonce of the jute warehouses. 

The control of the fire-brigade has boon taken away from the Commis¬ 
sioners, and placed in the hands of the Commissioner of Police, as it was found 
by practical expcrietice that a divided authority over the brigade told upon its 
emcieucy. Power has also been giruu to the local Government to extend tho 
provisions of the Act to other fibres than jute and cotton. 

20. Vital statistics and health of the town. —The number of deaths regk- 
tered in the town during tho year was 16,396, against 13,704 in tho previous 
year. This gives a doath-rato of 38*1 per thousand of the population, a 
percentage higher than that of 1875, which was the highest year of mortality 
ever known in Calcutta since tho drainage was improved, and a pure system 
of water-supply was introduced in the town. Tho year 1878 was, nowever, an 
exceptionally unhealthy year over the whole of Ijower Bengal, and there is no 
reason to suppose that this increase, as compared with preceding years, was due 
to any increase of insanitary condition in Calcutta.

523 against 514: but the number of native commissioners decreased from 
1,752 to 1,704. The number of official commissioners shows an increase of 13 
over the number m 1877-78, but there was a decrease of 62 in the number of 
non-official commissioners. The net decrease was therefore 39. The attend¬ 
ance of the commissioners in the mootings of the committees was on the 
whole regular, and much interest was shown by many of them in the affairs of 
their respective municipalities. 

25. Elective tffetem. —The number of municipalities in which the elective 
system was in force was the same os in the previous year, namely Serampore, 
Burdwan, and Kishnaghur. In Serampore the system is reported to be not 
working well, and it was proposed to abolish' it, but a longer trial_ has 
been considered desirable before any measures are taken to revert to' the 
former system of administration. In Burdwan and Kishnaghur the system 
appears to have worked satisfactorily, as no complaint has been made by the 
local authorities in regard to it; indeed it is reported about Kishnaghur that 
“ all the members have displayed considerable interest in the working of the 
municipality, and have, as a rule, been regular in their attendance at meetings.” 
The number of elected commissioners in the three municipalities was 41. 

26. Ward Committcee. —During the past year and tho latter end of 1877-78 
some of the municipalities adopted a plan of dividing the municipalities into 
wards, and of appointing committees for each ward. In the suburbs of Calcutta 
this scheme is reported to have worked well, and has met with the approbation 
of the rate-payers. In Howrah each part of tho town was put immediatelv 
in charge of a commissioner, living in or near it, who was consulted on all 
petitions of any importance which were received from tho ])oople residing 
within bis jurisdiction. It is reported that most of the commissioners, and 
especially the native commissioners, have fallen-in most readily with the scheme, 
and have given it their full support. In Bhagulporc, the town was divided into 
distinct wards, each ward being placed in charge of a few commissioners 
resident within it. The Magistrate reported in very liigh terms on the conduct 
of the commissioners, “ who, ” ho says, “ did each of them the work of a good 
Deputy Collector in deciding tho potty comjdaints that camo before them, and 
in their attention to the conservancy of the town.” In tho town of Bohar, the 
same system was followed with good results. In Gya, the ward committee.s 
were formed of influential townspeople, who looked after tho conservancy of 
their respective wards. Tho Magistrate reported that their working during 
the past year was satisfactory. ' 

27. Municipal Menehes. —Benches of Magistrates for tho disjiosal of ca8c.s 
under section 34 ,of Act V of 1861 for public and local nuisances, and under 
the Municipal Act fur breaches of conservancy rules, sat in all the first class and 
in many of the second class municipalities. The following table shows the work 


done by these benches;—

The Magistrate of Monghyr reported that the offences which were tried 
by the bench of Magistrates for the town of Monghyr wero chiefly of drunk¬ 
enness and gambling. 

28. Aasessmenit. —During the year under review a question arose as to 
the power of tho conimissionors of a municipality to divide a holding into two 
or more parts, and assess each of tho parts separately. The question arose in 
connection with the assessment of a jute mill in the municipality of Baidabati, 
in the district of Hoogbly. In that case the municipal commissioueis assessed 
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tlio jute mill in three separate holdings according to the different pro¬ 
cesses of manufacture which wore carried on in the different portions of 
the premises. Legal opinion was taken on the question, and it has been 
lield that there is nothing in tlio definition of the word “holiin"-” which 
warrants the commissioners in sub-dividing a house for the purpose of tax¬ 
ation ; and that the whole block of buildings under the same roof and with inter¬ 
nal communications constitutes one holding, which cannot be legally sub-dividod 
for the puriioses of taxation under Act V (11.0.) of 1876. 

The mode of assessment in vogue in the .municipality of Revilgange, in 
the district of Sarun, was, on ti.e reeoiumendation of the Municipal Coramis- 
siouors, changed from a tax upon persons occupying holdings accordin" to 
thoir circumstances and property within the municipality, to a rate on the 
annual value of all holdings situated wiiliin its limits. 

In the Burdwan Division, revi.sed assessments were made in the municlpali- 
tios-of Bankoorn, Baidabati, Kotrung, Bhaddeshur, and Daiiihat. In 
Bankoora and Baidabati, the revision has resulted in a slight decrease in the 
demand for house-rate, wliile in Kotrung and Bhaddeshur the demand has 
increased. In Dainhat, the effiict of the revision luis been to exempt from tax¬ 
ation a number of poor men who could ill-afford to pay. 

In the Bresideney Division, the assessment on houses and lands was revised 
in the municipalities of Bagjulla, Kadihatty, Baraset, Nycliatty, and Dcbhattn 
in ‘the district of a4-PerguiinaIia In the town of Ranaghal, in tlio dislrict of 
Nuddea, a general revision of assessment w'as made at the end of the vear 
under the supervision of the Vice-t'hairman. It resulted in the increu^ of 
nearly Its. 200 over tlio ]irevioiis assessment. 

In the second class inunie.ipality of Mooktagacha, in the district of 
Mynioiisingh, the zemindars of th(? town, in order to prcivido adequate 
fund.s for sanitation, &e., voluntarily assessed themselves more than they were 
legally bound to do. I'liis tended to raists the iiieideticc of taxation to a high 
amount, but it has been rej)c»rtod tliat the general ratepayers were lightly 
taxed. 

In tin' Patna Division, revised assessments were made of lioldings in tlio 
municipalities of Patna, Baprh, ufid Behar. In the city of Patna, 41 appeals 
were preferred against the a.ssessment, of which 69 were rejected by the 
commissioners, and in two oases only the valuati<in was reduced. 

In the Ovis-sa Division, a new assessment of the houses in the (luttack 
cantonment was made during the year, yielding an inoomo of Rs. 400 over the 
former assessment, but it did not take effect till after the close of the year. 

29. Frexh imposlx levied during iUc year .—During the 3 ’car the provi¬ 
sions of the ItiMigal Municipal Ac't, 1876, relating to tlic registration of carts 
and the levy- of a tax on carriages, horses, and aiilinals, were introduced iuto the 
municipality of Dinagnporo. Keos for the registration of carts only wore ordered 
to bo levied in flic following municipalities :—Durblnmga, Bansbnriali, Cutwa, 
K»)trung, and Kt'iidrajiarali. 'J’lie imposition of the tax ou carriages and 
animals was sanctioned in the municipality of Midnapore. In some of the 
towns these imposts were introduced lute in the your, and therefore no actual 
realization of revenue took place during the year. 

The question of taxing carriages, animals, and carts in the municipality of 
the suburlis of Calcutta and tlio iiolghbouring municipalities, which was 
reported in paragraph 27 of last year's report as pending settlement, was 
finally deciiJod during the j'car under review. With a view to alleviate thchard- 
shiji of a double taxation, against which the carriage and cart owners complained, 
it has been arranged that henceforth the Suburban (Aliporc) Muiiicijiulity 
will tax all carriages and register all carts kept or habitually used within the 
North Suburban Municipality and on tlio suburban roadsides of _ the Soutii 
Suburban Municipality at the rates prevailing in the Alipore Municipality, and 
that one-half of the tax and fees so realized from the North and South Suburban 
Municipalities will be paid over to those municijiulitios in eipial shares, and 
the other half will bo retained by the Alfporo Muiiicix>ality to moot the 
charges for registration and collection. 

During the year the attention of Govemmont was drawn to the working 
of the cart-tax in the mimicipulities of Beaulcah and Nattoro, in the district 
of Kajshahye, and it appeared that the tax was levied on all carts found 
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vrithin muiiici{>al limits, without any enquiry as to whether they were kept 
habitually within the municipalities or not. As p^eat hardship was caused by 
this mode of levying the tax, and as it also interfered most injuriously with 
the trade of the district, the commissioners of the two municipalities were 
asked to take steps to remedy the evil. The Commissioner of the Beauleah 
Municipality have lately resolved to limit the levy of the tax on such carts only 
as are habitually kept or hsed witliin the municipality. In the Nattoro 
Municipality the tax has been altogether withdrawn from the town with effect 
from the Ist April 1879. ^ 

30. Heciifiealion bf municipal houndaries .—Towards the close of the past 
year the boundaries of the union of Kissengungo were revised. Tlio order 
sanctioning the revised boundaries came into effect from the 1st April 1878. 

The boundaries of the town of Kajporo, a second class municipality 
in the district of 24-1’ergannalis, situated near the line of the Calcutta and 
South-Eastern State ]iaiiwa.y, which wore revised during the year 1870-77, 
had to be again altered during the course of the year under review b^ the 
withdrawal of an agricultural village called ITkhila from the block of villages 
which compose the municipality. The village is now under the watch and 
ward of chowkidars appointed under the Bengal Act VI of 1870. 

The limits of the municipality of Turulia, a town in the district of 
Manblioom, were also extended during the year srt as to bring under muuic^ol 
regulations certain coolie depOts, and also two tanks which ore said to bo 
the best in the neighbourhood of Purulia. The proposal of the commissioners 
was sanctioned after careful consideration, and tho revised boundaries came 
into effect from tho 1st October 1878. 

I’lio boundaries of the municipality of Hooghly and Chinsurah were also 
revised during the year. Much iiiconveiiionco having been felt by the collectors 
of tlio municipal tax in realizing the taxes, owing to the want of a well-defined 
line of demarcation between tho French settlement of Chandemagoro and the 
old Dutch town of Chinsurali, tho boundaries of tho municipality were 
defined by the erection of masonry pillars or other kinds of permanent land¬ 
marks between the two places. 

Tho area of the Durbhunga municipality wap extended by the inclusion 
of thirteen mohuUna within municipal limits. Proposals for tho revision 
of tlio boundaries of tho hill station of Darjeeling and of tho town of Deoghur, 
in tlie district of the Sonthal Pergunnahs, were also under consideration when 
the year closed. 

31. Income .—The following table shows tho receipts of the different 
classes of municipalities, unions, and stations as compared with those of the 
previous year:—

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AgToeubly to tho remarkR contained in paragraph 4 of the letter of the 
Government of India, Home Department, No. 73, dated tho 18th .Tune 1879, 
the statement lias been prepared in greater detail tlian in previous years! 
I'he rcJ!ciptH under tho four items of “tolls,” “ trade licenses,” “ fees on musical 
processions,” “ and tax on brick kilns, &c.,” have been shown in detail, and 
have been classed under the head of taxation. 

Tho receipts of the two principal Mofussil mnniclpalitios of tho first 
class, namely the Suburbs of (Jalcutta and Howrah, have been shown separately.

Turning to <ho statement of income for tho past year it will be seen 
that the municipal revenue from taxation shows an increase over that of the 
preceding year by Rs. 90,3(i4, tho figures being Rs. 17,1)1,.378 against 
Rs. 17,01,014. 

The two principal itonm of revenuo, viz. tlie rate upon houses and lands, 
and the tax upon occupiers, show a slight decrease, owing in many esmea us 
remarked by the Oo&missionor of the I'atna Division, to the taxgatlierers having 
had to devote much of their time to the collection of the Imperial License Tux. 

Tho itmoiue from tho tax upon carriages and animals shows an increase 
of Rs. 11 ,,319 over that of previous year, being Rs. 1,30,400 against Its. 1 , 25 , 90 .', 
in 1877-78. 

On the other hand tho income from tolls on roads and ferries shows a 
decrease of Rs. 14,433. Applications from many second class munici¬ 
palities for a participation in the inoome from public ferric's have been 
refused during tho year, as such receipts form properly an itcmi of provincial 
revenue. l'h<! lew' of tolls on rtiads is a sort of taxation to wliich the 
Govormueut of Bimgal has been alwat's opposed, as it tends to interfere with 
the trade of the country. In this view tho Lieuten.'int-Governor in 187()-77 
directed the abolition of a number of toll-bars in the municipality of Howrah. 

A new source of inoome whic.U came into existence during tho past year 
was the housc-seavengering tux under Act VI (B.O.) of 1878. It yielded a 
revenue of Rs. 1,09,104. 

'fakiug tho pojinlation living within municipal limits at 2,894,0?0, 
as shown in tlie abstract statement at pages 14 and It» of the apjiendix, 
the iiieidence of taxation per head of i>oj>ulation was 9 anjnis and 10 pic. The 
iiicidonce of municipal meome from all sources taken together per head of 
population was 11 annas and 8 pie. Tho corresponding figures for 1877-78 
woro 9 annas and 5 pie and 11 annas and 2 pie respectively. 

.32. Total sum available .—Adding the net balance of the previous year, 
amounting to Rs. 0,02,951, to the income of the year under review, the t(>tal 
sum which was available for expenditure by tho various muiiici]iidities during 
tho year was Rs. 20,17,776. Deducting tho total expenditure during tlui year, 
which amounted to Rs. 21,.54,403, as shown below, the balanee at its close, 
after taking into calculation the deficit balances, was Rs. 4,69,694. •

In second class municijialitics, the cost of 
establishment incroa.scd by Ks. . 0 , 757 , but 
there was a decrease of Rs. 5,520 in col¬ 
lection charges. In unions tho cost of 
establishniont as well as collection charges 
were more than that of last year by Rs 834 
and Rs. 17 respectively.

Of the 51 constables shown as less in tho above sfalenicnt, iho greater 
number wore reduced from tho stnuigtli of the police force in Ihc districts 
of TJooghly, 34-Pcrgunnalis, and Pubna. 

The incfiicicncy of tho municipal police is still tbo subject of general com¬ 
plaint. Only Iti per cent, of the rank and file of the force can read and writer 
The proportion of tho annual incorao absorlMjd by the poliia* cji»plo>'ed in 
the various ehisses of manicipalitics was as follows: in first class umuieipalitios, 
19*47 per cent.; in second cla.MS municipalities, 37*01 p<‘r cent.; in niiions, 
53*12 percent.; in stations, 13*07 per cent.; in all grudi's of luuniciiJaUtics 
taken together, a general average of 25*83 per cent. The cxpenditiu'o per 
head of population on account of police in iho iminicipalities ol the difterent 
grades was as follows: in first class nmuicipalities, three nnnjis and seven pie ; 
ill second class nmnicipalitioa, two annas and seven pie; in unions, two anims 
and three pie; in stations, three annas and five pic; in all tho niunicipalitios, 
unions, jond stations taken together, tho iucidcucc was three annus per head. 
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w 36. Cenmvemey and eJeaming .—The total amount expended under this 
head was Rs. 4,22,942, against Es. 3,68,010 during the preTious year, showing 
an increase of Ea. 64,932. The increase was distributed^ as follows: in first 
class municipalities, Rs. 43,046; in second class municipalities, Es. 11,678; and 
in stations. Us.-1,366. In unions the expenditure under this head was less by 
Rs. 1,047 than Uiat of 1877-78. In first class munioipalitiea the increase was 
most marked in the municipalities of tho suburbs of Calcutta and Howrah, 
being Es. 23,739 and Rs. 10,143 respectively, as shown on the _ margin.

loads of drain-silt and 2,24,007 loads of street-sweep¬ 
ings and other refuse wore carted .way to low lands and ponds, by which means 
twenty-one filthy tanks and ponds were filled up and reclaimed. Seventy-two 
fouLtanks-were eloansind and fifty-eight bccglias of land wore clcare-d of jungle 
and filth; 153 mauuds of fish, gram, and other articles unfit forhnmun food were 
seized, condemned, and destroj-od. Tliis shows that a pretty constant supervision 
was kept over tho hd(s and markets within the municipality. 

In Miduaporo, five new latrines were constructed during the year, and the 
commissioners f>ro])esc to ercet five more during the current year. 

In Hooglily, two new latrines were eoiislruetcd during the year. 

In the Bliagiil))oro. municipality, lliero arc twelve masonry latrines and 
67 mat ones for the coiivonienco of the people. 

In Monghyr, tlioro ar<! 13 i/iieeu and o -/ciifc/ia hitrinos in diflerent parts ot 
tho town for the ii.se of the jiuhlic; the svvci‘jicr.s sire present at till hours, and 
great care is taken to keep the places as clean tis pussihic ; slioel-iroii urinals 
have also been erected in various parts tif the town to prevent the peoplo 
from coinim‘tting*nuisanco.s in the streets. 

In Arrah, a small latrine with six se.ats was eonstrncted during the yciir, 
in the muuicijial market for the use of the jieople resorting to tin-market. 
About sixty urinals have been made indificrent jiarts of tho town; they consist 
of tarred earthen vessels placed in the ground. At intervals they tire taken 
away by the muuiel))al sweepers and emptit'd on waste lands outside tlio 
town. Large cartlum vessels liave also been put in various places throughout 
tho town to catch tho i-ef«.se water flowing from drains in private houses. 
Among second class municijialities, the towns which sitent most on con- 
Bcrvaney during the yeiu- were lierliampore, Lalliagh, tmd (luttaek. 

In Borliauijioro, tlio arrangement ti.ir the removal of niglit-soLl was improved. 
Hovered tubs are now used by almost all the ineht rs. No mohtor who 
lias not registered Ids name is allowed to carry on his IraJe in the town. Six 
covered night-soil carts for tho removal of the soil from tlio public lat.rinos wore 
constructed during tho year. Two plots of land w-ere taken up at the two 
cxtroniitios of tlie town for ti-cncbing night-soil. About fiftoon bocgiias of tho 
trenched land wore cultivated and sown with linseed, wheat, and grain. 
There arc nine latrines within tlic municipality for tlie coiivenioiico of the 
lower classes. The municipality lias also undortakon from the past year tho 
work of cleaning private privies at a rate which varies from six annas to two 


annas por mensem. 

Proper arrangements have been made by the Municipal Commissioners 
for the disjiosal of dead bodies found floating on tho rivor. Four sites have 
been selected in tho four ward.s of the town for burning glifl.ts, and it has been 
resolved to confine tho buiiiing of all dead bodies exclusively to these gbfits. 
An experimental incinerator Las also boon constructed at one of tho glito 
for tho burning of pauper corpses free of charge. • 

Much inconvenience having been felt by municipalities in tho discharge 
of one of their principal functions, namely the rcmiival of iiiglit-snil from 
private premises, for the want of legal authority empowering the Cumn^sioners 
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to levy any fees to roimbone thomdelves for the cost of maintaining an estab-' 
Eslunent of night-men, &e., Act VI (B.C.) of 1878, as noticed in last year’s report, 
was passed on the urgent representations of the Commissioners of the munici* 
polities of Howrah and the suburbs of Calcutta. Tho Act is appUcablo to 
first class municipalities only, and empowers the Commissionors of the Muni¬ 
cipalities to which the Act may bo ostendod to levy a fi® on a fixed scale calcu¬ 
lated on tho annual valiio of holdings. In tho case of railway premises, 
factories, workshops, coolio dop6t«, schools, court-houses, or other similar 
places, tho Act allows an alternative tax, viz. a rate per head on tho number 
of persons living within or habitually resorting to such places. It also provides 
for tho construction and mointonanco (if latrines in places whore people 
always assemble in crowds, such as markets and hdta. The provisions of this 
Act, taken in connection with tho sanitary clauses of tho Bengal Municipal 
Act, form a fairly complotc hygienic (Xido for tho effectual carrying out of 
sanitary arrangemniits. 

Tho following tahlc shows Iho proportion of the total income spent under 
the head of “ Conservancy” in the municipalities of tlio different divisions:—

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37. Xtoads .—^The total expenditnio on roads during the ‘year amonnted 
to fts. 4,84,817, against Bs. 4,03,119 in the previous year, showing an increase 
of Its. 31,698. The increase was mostly in first and second class municipalities, 
being Es. 8,484 and Es. 21,348 respectively over the expenditure in 1877-78. 
The increase was most marked in the municipalities in the Eurdwan, Eajshahyo 
and Cooch Bchar, and Bhagulporo Divisions. 

To lessen the expenditure of municipalities under tho head of “ Eoads,” and 
to make available o greater amount of money for works of a sanitary nature, 
tho following roads, which arc through linos of communication between districts, 
have been excluded from tho operation of tho Municipal Act, under section 32 of 
that Act, and placed in charge of District Eoad Cess Committees:— 

(1.) In tho Nussocrabad municipality, in the district of Mymonsingh, 
tlio portion of tho main road between Dacca and Scrajgunge 
which lies within tho limits of that municipality. 

(2.) Tho six roads named in tho margin, which lie within tho limits of

(4.) The Chuprah road, tho Buxar road,.and tho railway feeder road, 
all of which run throug^h tho Arrah nmnicipality. 

(5.) The Nimta road, a through lino of communication in tho sub¬ 
division of Dum-Dum, and running tlirough tho North Suburban 
and Kadihatty municipalities. 

(6.) Tho portions of two mails, locally called tho Lahbhatu road and 
tho f*ilgnin’6 road, lying within the limits of tho Commllluh 
municijiality. 

Tho roads in almost all first class and in very many of the second class 
municipalities have hoen well looked after, and in many of them trees have 
been planted. Thus at Ranaghat, jbow, teak, and Bjaii trees have boon planted 
on the sides of some of the roads. At jMojculTcrporo tho side.s of live of the 
municipal roads were planted with 1,144 hiango and stmi trees at a cost oi 
Its. 705. The trees wore presented to the municipality for this jiurpose by 
some liberal zemindars of tho town. 

At Ilooghly four new roads were made by the municipality, tho bricks 
for metalling being supplied gratis by tlio residents near tho roads. 

38. Lighting .—The expenditure under this luiad shows an increase of 
Rs. 23,633 over that of the year before. The bulk f)f this inert'aso occturred 
in the municipality of the suburbs of Calcutta. During the year uiuh'r rovujw 
arrangements were concluded by this municipality witli tljc Onental Gas Com¬ 
pany for lighting some of tho principal thoroughfares of tho town with gjis. Alto¬ 
gether 360 gas lamps and 208 kcrosino lamps were lighted iirthe suhui-hs; 
the cost of lighting was Ks. 35,636. At Howrah, a special lighting rate at 
3 per cent, is imposed, under Act V (D.C.) of 1873, on the residents of those 
streets which are lighted with gas. 

30. Sanitation and Drainage —During tho year under review the expen¬ 
diture under this hciid amounted to Ks. 37,254, against Ks. 22,780 in the 
previous year, thus showing an increase of Us. 14,474. Tho most noticeable 
operations in regard to the improvement of drainage during the year were those 
undertaken in Dinagepore. It was stated in the report for 1877-78 that a scheme 
for draining this town was under consideration when the year closed. During 
the year under review the scheme was placed hoforo u cornniittco, at the head of 
which was tho Sanitary Commiasionor for Jhuigal, and they imported favour¬ 
ably upon it and recommended its adoption. It is to clear out tho channels 
, of two stagnant streams, called the Kachai and Gogra nullahs, wldch drain 
the town; to make an emhankmunt at tlio pnisont mouth of tho Gogra wiicro it 
joins the Pumahhaha river, in order to prevent tho waters of tho latter from 
running up the Gogra and flooding the town; and to cut a now drainage 
channel seven miles long to fall into the Pumahhaha, and by this means to 
carry off all tho drainage of tho town. The scheme has been approved by 
Government, ft is estimated to cost about Rs. 60,000. As an oncouragemout to 
local bodies who arc willing to undertake droim^ schomos, the faeutenunt- 
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Governor gave a grant of Rs. 10,000 from provincial revenues to the 
Dinageporo municipality in aid of tho pi-ojoct, and since ^oyoar closed 
the municipality has been authorized to contract a loan of Rs. 10 000 
from tho estate of Moharani Sliyani Mohini of Dinageporo to moot in part 
the cost of the scheme. The services of a Government engineer have also 
been placed at the disposal of the municipality free of charge for carrying 
out the works. 

Within the town of Rungpore and in its vicinity there are a number of 
marshes which cover an area of over throe thousand boeghas. Most of tho 
owners of these marshes have made a free gift of them to the Rungpore 
municipality, which has undertaken to bear the cost of reclaiming them from 
its own funds, supplemented by ]mbUe subscriptions. 

At Kishnaghur, a sub-committee of tho Commissioners has been appointed 
for drawing up a complete seliejno of drainage for the town. It is reported 
that it has commenced work with a special establishment of surveyors under it. 

At Monghyr, with a view to construct a regular system of drainage for 
the town, tho Commissioners have caused a survey of the town to be made and 
a map prepared. 

At Gya, to improve the drainage, tho Commissioners caused a survey of 
tho town to bo made, and the levels of existing drains to bo taken. They 
intend now to begin the work in parts of the town where drainage is urgently 
needed, and to extend it as funds become available from year to year. In tho 
numicipalities of Bettiah and Mutih.ari the people contributed towards the 
construction of drains in front of their rospoctivo houses, and now almost 
all the roads within those munici)>alitic8 have got masonry drains at their sides. 

During the year nndor review a Bill was before the Bengal Legislative 
Council which has since become law as Act II (B.O.) of 1870. It provides for 
the extension of the I’ooroe Lodging-house Act IV (B.C.)of 1871 to any 
town or place through or to which people go on pilgrimage, and to the lines of 
roads leading thereto. Under this Act all lines and fees realized are to be 
expended for tho sanitary iraprovomont of tho towns and places in wliich the 
Act maybe in force. Its provisions have been extended to tho town of Doogliur, 
in tho Bonthal Pergunnalis, \vhero S. largo number of pilgrims annually go to 
visit the shrine of Baid 3 ’anatli* and to tho town of Gj*a, whore even a greater 

number of people 
go to offer oblations 
to their deceased 
ancestors. 

40. During the 
j-ear tho muni¬ 
cipalities named in 
tho margin wore 
visited by the 
Sanitaiy Commis¬ 
sioner for Bengal, 

and valuable suggestions luive been received from him for improving tho sanita¬ 
tion of tho towns inspected by him. 

The 8ubj<!Ct of tlio improvement of husicea, which is intimately connected 
with that of sanitation, was taken up with much earnestness by some of the 
niunicipalitics, especially by tho Suburban Mmiicipality. The improvement of 
Goaaain iuatee, one of the filthiest of tho numerous native hamlets in the subarhs, 
was completely carried out during tho year under review. Considering tho 
peculiar circumstances of tho case, and that tho work was one for which there was 
no precedent, either in Calcutta or in tho suburbs, tho successful termmation of 
tho labours of the Commissioners in conncctiotf with this itiatec is a matter of 
much satisfaction. The cost of the improvements made was Es. 3,720, which Ims 
been paid by tlic zemindar oi the iusfee, Baboo Anuoda Frosad Cundu Chowdry. 

Tho state of tho numerous cow-houses situated in the suburbs and tho 
nuisances caused by them also received much attention from the Commissioners 
daring the year. The question is said to have been taken up in earnest by tho 
Committees of Wards Nos. 1 and 2 within which tho principal ffowala btiateea 
are located. It was decided that these people should romovo from their present 
sites to places which are less thickly inhabited and whore there is ample 
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space for building commodious yards for tbeir cattle. Tha gmialas have 
petitioned Government against tho proceedings of the Municipal Comnussiouers 
in tbo matter, and the subject is under consideration. 

41. Water-mpply. —The expenditoro under this head amounted to Rs. 65,634 
against Ks. 8,620 during the previous year, thus showing an increase of 
Bs. 67,004. Nearly the whole of this expenditure was incurred by two muui- 
DaijcdioK, n«. 4S.811. cipalitlos, namoly those of Darjeeling and Dacca, as 

Uacca, B,. ic,4!io. sliown On the margin. Tho subject of tbo Darjocling 

water-supply scheme was referred to in last year’s report. In tho present 
year tho amount of expenditure represents tho value of piping and the cost 
of laying them down. 

At Dacca tho question of tho extension of tho supply of filtered water 
to other parts of the town was taken up during the year. Tho line of exten¬ 
sion has been determined, and pqics have boon procured at a cost of Es. 14,506 
, from the last gift of Nawab Ashatioollah amounting to Bs. 20,0f0, mentioned 
in tho report for 1876-77. 

Tho question of extending tho motropolitan water-supply to tbo suburbs 
was the subject of discussion during tho year between tlio Suburban Municipal 
Commissioners and tho Corporation of the town of Calcutta. But the 
negotiation appears to have practically failed on account of tho heavy annual 
subsidy demanded by tho latter body. It was estimated tliat tho annual 
expenditure required for the purpose would bo Bs'. 1,80,89;l, or nearly 7-87 per 
cent, on tho assessment. Adding to this tho cost of collection and other 
incidental charges, an additional rate of not less than 8J per cent, on the 
annual value of holdings over and above tho existing house rate of 7J per 
cent, would bo required to cover this annual expenditure. Tbo Commissioners 
think, and tho Lieutenant-Governor agrees with them, that tho suburban 
rate-payers are hardljr able to pay this additional wator-rato. 

Much practical improvement was carried out in this direction by various 
municipalities in the mofussil. At Kishnaghur a culvert was constructed 
through tho town for the purpose of bringing fresh water from the river into 
tho numerous tanks which are situated within tho town and from whicli 
the inhabitants obtain thoir drinking waten 

At Jessoro five tanks have been sot apart for'drinking purpose, and police- 
guards have boon put upon them to protect them from jiollution. At Miduaporo 
four tanks have been reserved by tho Commissioners under section 209 of 
Act V (B.C.) of 1876 for the supply of drinking water to tho inhabitants. 

At Arrah, tho Soane Canal authorities filled two of tho biggest tanks of 
the town with water from the canal. It is reported that more tanks require 
thus to bo filled up, but the canal department have expressed their inabilitv 
to comply with the request of tho Commissioners. 

At Motihari, tho condition of tho lakes lying on tho south and west of 
the town was improved by bringing fresh water into them from tho Sikerana 
river, and a drainage channel w.as cut at a cost of Ks. 1,550, joining the lakes 
with tho river. Tho cost was defrayed by tho Motihari Indigo concern and 
by tho Chumparun Road Cess Committee in equal shares. 

42. Buildinga. —The expenditure under this head was Rs. 19,198 loss 
than that of 1877-78, tho figures being Bs. 34,989 in 1878-79 and Us. 54,187 
in 1877-58. Tho only noticeable items under this bend wore the construction 

of the new town hall at Darjeeling and the erection of a shod at Lebong for 
the Thibetan traders. 

At Patna, the Municipal Commissioners constructed a building for their 
office in the very centre of the city on a plot of land which was given 
by tho Government. A port.ion of the land has also boon sot apart for a 
market, and stalls have been erected for tho accommodation ot dealers. 
The Commissioners have named tho market “ Ramsaygungo,” in compliment 
to Captain H. M. Ramsay, District Superintcudent of Police, who was tho 
originator of the project. 

48. EducaUm .—Tho municipal expenditure on education shows an 
increase of Bs. 1,589 over that of the provious year 

18W-78 . * 8.802 as shown on the margin. In paragraph 5 of tho 

. 24.401 letter of tho Homo Department, No. 73 of 18th 

Juno 1879, reviewing the report for 1877-78, the Government of India 
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drew the atteation. of this Government to the smallness of the expen¬ 
diture under this head, and remarked that tho amount was extremely 
small for tlio whole urban population of tho largest and ono of tho most 
advanced of Indian provinces. With rofereiico to this it may bo in the first 
place noticed that under section 01 of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1876, 
expenditure on schools is only a secondary object of municipal administration, 
and that tho Government of Bengal cannot insist on any municipality devoting 
its funds in this direction. Tho suburban municipality, for instance, justifies tho 
reduction in their grant under this head during the current year, from Rs. 6,000 
to 3,000, on tho ground that there are many directions in which municipal 
funds can bo moro justly expended than in providing for high class educa¬ 
tion. In the second place it is to bo observed tliat from the report of the 
Director of Public Instruction in Bengal, it appears tliat both primary and 
secondary education got along very well in largo towns, and any contributions 
from municipal funds go to relieve, if not wholly at least partly, parents of 
legitimate expenditure for tho education of their children. It appears from the 
111 . report of tho Director of Public Instruction for the , 
For Mcondarr iuirue- year 1878-79, that at present tho receipts of tho

iMtniction for femoiM... 7rMi9 caiioa amouut to Rs. 4,91,482 as shown on the 

Tofoi ... margin. Under these circumstances, tlie Licutehaut- 

Governor docs not desire to press municipalities to 
do moro in tho way of subscription to town schools. 

44. Audit of Municipal Accounts .—The general scheme of local audit of 
municipal accounts, which was referred to in tho report of 1877-78, was not 
sanctioned by tho Government of India during the year under review. It is 
only lately that this sanction has been received. The duty of audit was, 
however, performed in some municipalities by sub-committees of tho Commis¬ 
sioners or by paid auditors. A circular was issued by this Govommont in 
September 1879 impressing upon tho Chairmen of municipalities the necessity 
of having this duty done regularly, and tho statutory responsibility which 
attaches to them under Act V (B.O») of 1876 for tho neglect of this duty. 

4.5. Remarkable incidentt of the year .—To prevent loss from fires which in 
tho hot season often occur in tho town of Bankoora, tho Municipal Commis¬ 
sioners organized during the year a fire-brigade. Many respectable residents 
of tbo town and officers of tho criminal courts voluntai-ily joined this baud, 
and it now counts a hundred gentlemen on its rolls. 

In Rungporo, three extensive fires took placo during the year, and did 
considerable damage to property. To prevent future d isasters of this kind 
tho Municipal Commissioners propose to extend section 2ot5 of tho Municipal 
Act in the crowded parts of tho town. As tiles are not obtainable in tho 
district, the Commissioners have decided upon importing tile manufacturers at 
their own expense, so thgt the people may get tiles made at a reasonable cost. 
To help tliis object two rich rt'sideiits of tbo town, Baboos Gobiiid Did Roy 
and Gyanando Narain Roy Chowdry, have promised subsciiptious of Rs. 1 ,<*00 
and Rs. 500 respectively. 

At Purneali the Municipal Office was burnt down by a fire on the night 
of the Ist March 1879, and all tbo records of the municipality were destroyed. 

46. General Remarks. —I'rom the rejmrts of tlic Divisional Commissioners 
and those of individual municipalities, it a))poars tliat where tlie Municipal 
Commissioners spent their income judiciously and real i’n])rovcment was made 
in tho coniUtion of tho town as regards conservancy, sanitation, and moans of 
communication, tbo pooplo paid tbeii- taxes, to say the least, witliout any special 
grumbling.

With reference to the resolution of the Govenuuent of India in 
the Department of Rovonuo, Agriculture, and Commerce, No. 1—27, dated 
the 27th March 1872, I am directed to submit, for the information of His 
Excellency the Grovemor-Genoral in Council, tho following report on municipal 
taxation and expenditure in tho Lower Provinces of licngal for tho year 
1879-80, together with classified statements showing the income and expenditure 
of tho municipalities, unions, and stations during that year, prepared in accord¬ 
ance with the instructions contained in tho orders of the Government of India 
in tho samo Department, No. 2—81, dated tho 8th August 1876. 

CALCCTTA. ■ 

2. Eketion of Oommiiiioners :—Three years having expired from tho date 
of the first election of Commissioners under the existing Act, a now election 
was held in Qctober 1879. Tho result showed that the people do not take any 
general interest in the exercise of tho Municipal franchise. The number of 
persons registered os qualified to voto was 7,004 against 4,994 in 1870, hut it 
was still smidl in proportion to the number of persons qualified to vote. Of 
tho total number registered, 6,025 wore Hindus, 604 were Mahomodans, 
and 876 belonged to otimr races. Aocording to the last census Calcutta 
contained 278,224 Hindus, 123,556 Mahomedaus, and 27,755 persons bolong- 
■ ing to other races. Only 6,093 voted a^inst 4,168 in 1876, while irt 
six words, out of the 18, the number actually showed a decrease. In only 
three wards did more than 500 persons vot^ while in nine the number was 
less than 250, apd in four less than 100. Of tho 48 Commissioners, 11 were 
eloct^ by. loss tlum 100 votes each and 23 by less than 200, while only five 
polled more than 600 votes. Ii^ward No. 18 only nine persons voted for the 
election of two Commissioners. 

8. Mmicipal organiaaitan .—'The general eommittoo, known as the Town 
Council, was daring the year under report reduced to more moderate 
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dimensiouB, though {or a working eub>ooiDinittee it ia etill undaljr large. 
There were twelve Bub-oommitteea to dispose of, or report on, special sabjeots; 
W it appears that such committees as the Tank Committee _ and the 
Committee for the Improvement of Bustees, two of the most important 
committees, did not hold more than ono meeting each. _ The law reqnirps that 
there shall be one ordinary meeting of the Commissioners in each month 
if there is any general business for disposal. During the year only ono ordi¬ 
nary meeting wos held. There wore, however, four quarterly, ten special 
general, and four special meetings. Altogether 22 Commissioners attended 
more than 30 general or committee meetings, and of these five attended more 
than 50. A considerable number of Commissioners, olcotod and nominated, 
were in office for less than twelve months of the year; and it is difficult 
to judge of the amount of interest taken by them in the administration of the 
municipality; but of the Oummissioners who had held office before, and were 
re-eleotad, no loss than four attended only five and tlireo only eight meetings, 
general or committee, daring the twelve months.^ 

4. JUaiiUtiei of the Mutneipality.—'Vhe municipal loan debt stood thus on 
31st December 1878:—

An important concession was offered by the Govcpimcnt of India, and accepted 
by the Commissionors during the year, under which the liabilities of the 
municipolity to Government were consolidated into ono loan, to bo discharged, 
after, surrender of the Sinking Fund on the Qovemmont loans, in sixty ei^ual 
half-yearly payments. The Government of India consented to take over the 
Sinking Fund at the market rate of the socmities on 1st January 1879, the 
date of adjustment. On this date the principal outstanding on the Govern¬ 
ment books (a sum of lis. 2,340-0-9 on account of the iiistalniont of the market 
loan due in 1878 being adjusted) was Bs. 95,20,384-1-5. The value of the 
Sinking Fund surrendered on that date was Rs. 10,89,184-7-2. The balance 
outstanding on 1st January 1879 was therefore Its. 78,31,199-10-3, and the 
Accountant-General has completed arrangements for adjusting this consolidated 
loan in accordance with the terms proposed by the Government of India. 
This measure is one of great importance to the municipality. It has diminished 
its yearly contributions by more than a lakh and a quarter of rupees; and by 
lengthening the period for the extinction of the municipal liabilities to Govern¬ 
ment, it relieves tlio present rate-payors of an unduly heavy share in the cost 
of permanent improvements to the town. 

5. The debenture loan was increased by six lakhs of rupees during the 
year, of which four lakhs were required for the construction of drainage wor^ 
and two lakhs for increasing tlie water-supply. 'I'he loan at 5 per cent, was 
floated in June, when money was dear and the price of Government securities 
was low. Under the cireumstanees tlie result was fair. The Bank of Bengal 
took up Hs. 5,08,000 at Bs. 99*4, the balance, Bs. 92,000, having been taken 
up in small sums at par, or a little above it. At the close of tlie year therefore 
the debenture loan stood thus—

6. Manee of iU The financial position o{ the municipality 

at the close of 1878 was most unsatisfactory. The balance at its credit 
ezclnsive of the value of_ stores in stock, was Es. 1,88,457-14 while 
the liabilities still to be discharged amountod to Es, 4,73,531. In view 
of this deficit, the Commissioners raised the house-rate for 1879 from 9 per 
cent, to the fall rate of 10 per cent, and raised tlio water-rato from 31 to 3| 
per cent. The budget was framed for an income of Es. 32,66,752 against 
Es. 25,86,628 in 1878. The expenditure was estimated at Es. 33,59 204 
agmnst Be. 29,30,'ill in the previous year. The result has been that oqnili- 
Imum has been more than secured, and that the year 1879 closed with a credit 
balance, exclusive of the value of stores, of-Es. 6,65,460.

The balance romaining in hand at the close of the year was Rs. 9,66,910. 
At the close of the year 1679 bills for no leas than Rs. 0,75,939 were lying 
unrealized in tho hands of tlie different responsible officers. A sulvoommittee, 
Iffiwev^, has been appointed to inTestigate the matter; a special establishment 
has boon employed to work off the arrears, and care will bo taken in future to 
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dUtingoish between the orrearg of easb current year and thoae of tbe prorious 
years. 

9. Aamment .—The assessment of ward Ko. 5 and of a part of ward 
No. 4 was revised during the year 1879. The result was a net increase of 
Bs. 3,80,000 in the annual valuation of the premises concerned. This repro' 
seated, on the house, water, i>oIice, and lighting rates charged during the year, 
an increase of Bs. 13,683 in the demand. 

10. Lieme Department —The licenses issued by the Corporation during the 
year numbered 37,759 against 36,626 in 1878. There was an increase of 18 in 
joint-stock companies, and consequently an increase of nearly Bs. 1,800 in the 
rooeipts under the first class. Merchants, agents, £o., numbered 1,381 against 
1,450 in 1878; barristers, attorneys, and pleaders of the High Court were 199 
against 208; while inferior legal practitioners showed an increase from 127 
to 137. There was an increase from 10 to 14 in the number of surgeons, and 
from 121 to 130 in that of inferior medical practitioners. The receipts were 
Bs. 3,55,833 against Bs. 2,55,127 in 1878. 

11. Tramteay .—The Commissioners arranged during the year for a 
complete system of tramways for the town, and an Act was passed to give 
them the necessary powers and to regulate tho proceedings. The tramway 
will converge along tho principal lines of trailic in the town to a circular 
tramway passing round r’airlie Place, Strand Hoad, Koila GbAt Street, 
and' Clive Street. The grantees are bound under penalty to construct in 
three years six miles of tramway on tho metro-gauge of 3 feet 3| inches, 
or on such other gauge not exceeding 4 feet 8J inches as may bo agreed 
on. The yearly rent will bo Bs. 3,000 for each mile of double line and 
Hs. 3,000 for each mile of single lino, rising gradually in 21 years to 
Es. 4,000 and Bs. 3,000 respectively. After 21 years, and at the end of every 
seven years subsequently, the Corporation will have the right of purchase at 1| 
of the invested capital. 

12. Water-supply .—The question of tho extension of the water-supply 
was under the consideration of a special committee during the year. The 
committee’s report, however, did not meet with tho approval of the Commis¬ 
sioners, and the matter was sent back for consideration by an enlarged 
committee. Hut as a great waste of time had been allowed to occur in this 
most important matter, the Govommont pressed upon tho Commissioners the 
necessity of coming to some decision witliont further delay. Sanction has 
since boon given to a proposal of the Commissioners to lay an independent 
main between Tullah and Wellington Square. Tho effect of this will be to 
save half a million of gallons at present wasted every night, and the work can 
bo carried out witliout prejudice to any solxomo for extension which may be 
ultimately adopted- The average daily supply of filtered water daring tho 
year was 7,464,159 gallons against 7,260,320 in 1878 and 6,719,266 in 1877. 
The supply of water, however, is quite insufiioient for tho wants of tho town; 
and seeing how much the sanitary condition of Calcutta must bo affected 
by the sanitary condition of its suburbs, the Lioutonant-Govemor has 
suggested to the Commissioners of tho Town of Calcutta that they 
should place themselves in communication with tho Municipality of the 
Suburbs with the view of extending tho water-supply to the more thickly- 
populated parts of tho suburbs, some of which are in the immediate neighbour¬ 
hood of the municipal water-pipes. It is of the utmost importance to the well¬ 
being of the town and its environs that the Commissioners should construct a 
new 62 inch conduit fromPuUa whereby the daily supply of filtered water will be 
increased by at least twelve millions gallons; and, on the understanding that this 
work will bo undertaken, tho Lieuteuant-Govemor proposes to amend the law so 
as to reduce the sinldog fund contribution on the necessary loan from 2 to 1 per 
cent. Ho would also extend this privilege to future loans for drainage wous. 
Those works are of a permanent nature, and it is not fair that the cost of pro- 
viding them should fall exclusively on the present generation of rate-payers. 

13. Vital Statistics .—The recorded birth-rate of tho year was 14‘9 
per mUle against 13-7, the average of the previous ten years. Begistration, 
however, was admittedly extremely imperfect before 1875, when the rate 
rose to 16 2 fronl 10-,8 in 1874. In 1876 and 1877 it was 17-3, and ih 
1878, 16T. It seems quite clear that there was a relaxation last year 
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in the effort* to Reoure accurate birth statietios. During the firet eight 
monthe the number of birth* recorded in each month was machoalv 
less than the figures for the corresponding period of 1878. In the last 
four there was an improTement, but only in comparison with 1878; for, 
except in December, the number was generally much smaller than that 
recorded in the last four months of 1875, 187C, and 1877. Such improvement 
as occurred is attributed to the co-operation of the Conservancy Department 
This department will continue to render assistance, and arrangements have 
also been made to organise a special registering establishment. The Health 
Officer correctly points out that more perfect registration of births will be 
essential to the successful working of the compulsory vaccination law. The 
birth rate of Calcutta is always low in comparison with that of other large cities, 
hilt there can bo little doubt that tho rate recorded for 1879 was considerably 
below the true rate. 

14. Tho death-rale was 30'3 per mille against SS'.'t, the mean of the 
previous ten years. In mortuary statistics, as in those of birth, there has boon 
an improvement since 1875, and there is no reason to doubt that the returns 
of deaths are now fairly accurate. The rate was lower than in any of tlie 
previous four years, with tho exception of 1876. Tho series runs thus: 1876, 
&2-7; 1876, 301; 1877, 31-9; 1878, 33-1; 1879, 30-3. The mortality among 
the different races is shown in tho following table;—

These figures are in striking accord with those of provious years. Tho 
mixed races, tho most stable portion of the population, a.s usual, boad 
the list. Among non-Asiatics, Hindus and Maliomoclans, tho number of 
males greatly exceeds the number of females; but among tho two latter, 
the male population is much less.stable than tho female. A largo proportion 
of the men are only temporarily employed in Calcutta, and in cases of 
illness they go to their homes. Hence, while among non-Asiatics tho ratio 
of male deaths considerably exceeds that of female deaths, among Hindus 
and Mahomedans the proportion is invariably reversed. There can bo little 
doubt that the native death-rate is quite 50 per millo. 

15. The mortality among Kuro)>cans residing under ordinary conditions 
in Calcutta is considerably less than that given above. If the European com¬ 
munity is divided into tho three groat classes of which it is composed, the true 
death-rate is seen to be much lower:—

It is no doubt true, as tho Health Officer observes, that “ the population is 
peculiar in being mostly an adult population, contoining few children and 
hardly any aged persons.” It is also true that many leave Culcnttu on being 
attacked with serions iUness, and many more obtain a return of health by a 
change of air; while, on the other hand, some come to Calcutta from the 
intenur to die. But it must not bo overlooked that, if Calcutta contains few 
aged Europeans, it also contains few of the ages between 10 and 20, when 
mortality, according to English statistics, is lowest. After allowance is made 
for all the pecnliaiities of the case, there can be no doubt that fur Europeans 
living under ordinary conditions Calcutta is decidedly healthy. 

16. The death-rate among infanta was, as usual, deplorably high, 441'4 
per mille. Tho preponderanoo of death from nervous diseases over those fn>m 
tebrile or intestinal disorders was vEiy marked. Deaths from tetanus and 
convnlsions numbered 1,140, against 371 from fevers and 100 from bowel- 
complaints. There can be no doubt that this fidght&l mortality is in great 
part due to the unkealthiness of lying-in-rooma under tho native system of 
treatmaiit. 
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17. In reipeetof motieditf, from the obi^ diseases the health of ihe town 
of Colcntta during' the year 1H70 compared rery farourablv with I87S) and 
favourably with 1877, except in regard to small-pox, os wiU be seen from the 
following table

It is satisfactory to note that the number of deaths from cholera was 
lower tiian in any year since 1873. The number of deaths from fevers 
showed a considerable decline in the lost^ two months of the year, generally 
^e most fatal period. Tliis is attributed in p^ to tile small rain¬ 
fall, and consequently decreased humidity of the soil, and in part to the 
redaction in the price of food. It is also pointed out that there was a corre¬ 
sponding reduction in the mortality from fever in the suburbs. A com¬ 
parison of the mortality from small-pox in 1879 with that in 1878 shows the 
gradual decline of an epidemic outbreak. Only two deaths were registered 
in the lost four months of the year. Of the total number of deaths from this 
cause, nearly 9 per cent, were those of infants under one year of age, while 
nearly one-uiird of the total mortality occurred among children under five 
years of age. The introduction of the law for 'compubory vaccination will, 
It is hoped, bring about a great improvement in this respect. The Health 
Officer alludes to the affection apparently identical with that known as Beri- 
Beii in Madras and Ceylon; hut as the investigations connected with it have 
chiefly been made during the year 1880, a detailed account of them has been 
reserved for tbe next report. The disease appeared in the southern suburbs 
in the rainy season of 1877 and in the soutiiern and eastern suburbs in the 
latter part of 1878. In November and December 1879 it appeared in the same 
places and in adjoining portions of Calcutta. 

18. Husiet improvement and reelomation of iatiko .—Very little was done 
during the year under report towards tbe reclamation of foul tanks and the 
improvement of bustees. Some roads were driven through parts of certain 
bostees, and a small portion of the bustee area was thus brought into connection 
with tbo drainage system; fire filthy tanks were filled up; some open drains 
were sewered; 189 persons were induced to pay Bs. 5.S3 for having their lands 
cleansed by the Conservancy Department; and 184 persons were fined small 
sums for persistently keeping their land in a filthy state. 

The lieutenant-Governor in reviewing the Annual Administration Beport 
’ of the Manicipality remarked upon the veiy unsatisfactory outturn of work under 
this head, and drew the attention of the Commissioners to the inconsistency 
between their previous declarations of the extreme import^ce of pressing 
forward these measures, and the apathy displayed by them daring the year in 
regard to sanitary reform. In regard to the improvement of bustees, tiio 
Commissioners remarked in their report that the law gives them no power to 
buy land for this purpose. It was pointed out to them, however, that section 389 
empowers the Commissioners to require tlip owners or occupiers of huts, or the 
owner of the land in which tbo huts are built, to make such alterations as may 
be necessary to protect tbo public health from the effects of insuffieieut drainage, 
ventilation, or scavengeriug. Section 281 also enables them to require the owner 
of the land, not tlio owner or occupier of the hut, to bear the cost of the necessary 
improvements; and section 283 authorizes them to recover it by instalments, 
or, in cases of poverty, to pay tiie same out of the municipal fund. Enquiry 
was made whether any action had yet been taken under these sections of 
the Act, and tbe Commissioners were informed that the condition of the 
bustees and tanks in Calcutta is a reproach to all concerned in the adminis¬ 
tration of the city, and.that the Government would insist on the adoption of 
persistent and definite measures to remove it. Special reports since received 
show that the Commissioners have now commenced to display greater energy 
in regard to the redamatiun of tanks during tbe current year, and tiiat 
though they have hitherto allowed the provisions of the law in regard to 
bustees to remain a dead tetter, they arc now alive to the necessity of enforc¬ 
ing them under pain of Government interference. In tbe amendment of the 
jiresent law, now under oonsideratidb,' it is proposed to give tiie_ Ctommie- 
siuners powm: to purchase imoUe lands for reclamation. They will then be 
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able, after drainii^ and improving the lande, either to ereot houses upon 
them according to a standard plan or to dispose of them as building sites. ~

The town of Kurseong, in the district of Darjeeling, was during the 

year under report created a second class municipality. Two unions, at 

Itanda in the sub-division of Bnssoerhat, in the district of 24-Pergunnohs, 
and at Daltongunge, in the district of Lohardugga,—were constitute unions, 
while the union at Pallcote, in Lohardugga, was abolished. 

Proposals were made to. constitute Bhola, in Backorgnnge, a union, and 
Ooalundo, in Furreedpore, a second class municipality. The first proposal 
has been abandoned on cohsideratiou; the second has since been carried 
into effect. 

20. Constitution of Committees .—The constitution of the several munici¬ 
pal committees was as follows:— 



Compared with the figures of the previous year, there was an increase of 
15 in the total number of Municipal Commissioners. The number of European 
Commissioners shows a decrease from S2ii in 1876-79 to Ais; but the number 
of native Commissioners increased from 1,704 to 1,727. The number of official 
Commissioners fell from 558 in 1878-79 to 555 in 1878-80, while the number of 
non-official Commissioners rose from 1,669 to 1,637. The attendance of the 
Commissioners was on the whole satisfootorj, nnd many evinced an active 
interest in the affairs of their respective municipalities. 

21. Mteetm System .—As in the previous year the elective ^stom was con¬ 
fined to tlie throe municipalities of Berampore, Burdwan, and Kshnagbur. In 
Sorampore the system was reported not to have worked very satisfactorily, and 
objection was taken to somo of the Commissioners who were elected during 
the year. The rules for the conduct of elections were accordingly revised 
during the year, and the following additional rules were passed denning the 
qu^imiatious ai voters and candidates for election 

A voter must bo a mole rate-payer of full age, and must have paid 
house-rate on his own account to the amount of Be. 4 for the year 
ending the Slst December next preceding the election. 

A candidate for election must be a registered male rate-payer of full 
age, resident within the mnnioipu limits, or within mree ^les 
thereof, who can read and write, and has never been convicted 
of a ooD-bailable offence. He must have paid house-rate on 
his own account to the amount of Es. 10 for the year ending 
the Slst December next preceding the election. 

The Magistrate and Chainnaa of the Municipality makes tho following 
remarks on the working of the system in Burdwan:—“ The elective system 
has now been in operation in this munimpality for a period of four years, and 
appears to be gradually attaining popularity and favour with the townspeople. 
Inere has been an increaso daring each successive year in the number of voters 
uttering the polUng stations, the candidates themselves exercising every effort 
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to otitain a seat on the eommittee. The Monicipol CommisiaDaets greatly 
appreoiate the dignity of office, and have giren oridenoe of their appre- 
cWon by a more pgnlar attendance at meetings, and by the trarm interest 
which they manifest in the administration of the wairs of the municipality.’* 
S3, Ward CornmiHea.—hi the municipalities where the cleotire system 
was in force, the Commissioners were cloctod by wards, and they supervised 
the conservancy and sanitation of their respective wards. In the Calcutta 
Suburban hlumcipality tho ward system continued to work weU, and new 
members were appointed. In Howrah also the Ward Commissioners took much 
interest in their work. In Patna, Qya, and Arrah the Ward Commissioners 
rendered excellent service in controlling and directing the conservancy establish¬ 
ment in the different sections. The municipality of Bhagulpore was roughly 
divided into sections, and each of tiicse was placed in charge of a few Com¬ 
missioners. The different Commissioners, under the orders of the Chairman, 
enquire into matters relating to the sections, and suggest orders, but they 
never meet as a collective body, in (his municipality u>o system of referring 
important matters to sub-committees also prevails. 

33. ilfiwwipai BeacAes.—As usual, benches of Magistrates sat in all tho first 
class, and in many of the second class, municipalities for tho disposal of cases 
under section 34 of Act V of 1861 for public and local nuisances, and under 
the .Municipal Act for breaches of conservancy .rules. Tho following table 
shows the work done by these benches;—

34. Asmsments ,—In the Burdwan Division revised assessments wore 
made in the municipalitios of Itishenporo, Kotrung, and Baidubatty. In 
Bisbenpore the revision resulted in an increase of income. In Kotrung the 
revision did not come into effect daring tho year. In Baidabatty the only 
alteration was the addition of a few now houses to the list with a 
slight increase of income. 

In the Presidency Division the assessment of holdings was revised during 
tho year in the Rauaghat Municipality, and the proceedings resulted in an 
increase of Rs. 346 per annum to tho municipal income. 

In thd Rajshahye and Gooch Behar Division the assessment of the house- 
tax in tho Eamporo Bcauleah Municipality was revised daring tho year by 
punohayets appointed for the purpose. In tho municipality of Bogra also (he 
asBessmant was revised, and the rbvision resulted in an increase of Rs. 215. In 
Darjeeling the rate of house-tax was raised from 5 to 7i per cent, and the 
income from this source was increased from Rs. 7,011 to Rs. 14,198. 

In the Dacca Division a fresh assessment was made in the second class 
municipality of Jballooatty, in tho district of Backorgunge, and the result is 
reported to be equitable and satisfactory to the assesseea. A general revision 
of assessment was made of the holdings in the municipality of Nusseerabad, 
the head-quarters of the district of Mymonsingh. As in the previous year, 
the rich residents of the municipality of Mooktagacha voluntarily assessed 
themselves during tho year under report to higher rates than those prescribed 
by law in Order to meet the sanitary and other requirements of the town. 

In the Bhagulpore Division‘a general revision of assessment of the' 
holdings in the Bhagulpore Munit^ality was made daring the year, but the 
revised assessment came into efi^t from the beginning of the current year. 
Lands and orchards were for the first time brought under assessment in 
this inimicipality. _ ' 

In the Onssa Division (ha revised assessment of the houses of non- 
military residents iu the Cuttack Cantoument come into effect daring the 
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year wider report In the Kendraparab UnnicipaUty it ia reported that 
praluninariea are being aottl^ for a reviled aesossraont, the liut triennial 
auesiment having expired daring the year. 

25, Freth levied during the ycar.—During the year the provisiona 

of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1876, relating to the levy of a tax on caniagea 
horaee, and animals were introduced in the mnnicipolity of Beerbhooni. ^ ’ 
In the manicipality of Miilnapore, on the recommendation of the Com- 
miaaionera, aanction was accorded to the following alterations in the rates of 
tax levied on carriages and animals with effect from let April 1879;_ 

1. For every foar-wheeled carriage drawn by a horse or a pair of 

ponies under 13 hands from lie. 1-8 to Rs. 2 per quarter. 

2. For every two-wheeled carriage from Bs. 2-4 to lia. 2 per quarter. 
In paragraph 29 of last year’s report, it was said that arrangementa, 

had been made between the municipality of tho subnrlai of Calcutta and 
the neighbouring municipalities to prevent doable taxation of carriages, 
animals, and carts. To give effect to these arrangenicnts, tho Magistrate 
of 24-Pergunnah8 drew up the following rules with the mutual consent of 
the municipalities concornod, for observance within their respective jurisdic¬ 
tions :— 


(1) —Tickets of a uniform size and colour for ono registered period shpuld 

bo issued by all the municipalities of the district on payment of 
tho proBnribed fee. 

(2) —ks a rule, license should be taken out for all carriages and carts kept 

or habitually used within a municipality. 

(3) —Carriages and carts exhibiting a ticket from a municipality should 

be exempt from payment of fco to any other municipality through 
which they may pass and re-pass in tlieir journey. 

(4) —A cart or carriage found within any municipality without a ticket, 

if kept or habitually used within its precincts, should be dealt 
with under sections 128, 137, and 138 of tbo Municipal Act. 

(5) —The same procedure to bo followed if a carriage or cart is found 

with a time-expired plate on it in any municipality. 

In tho municipality of Scrajgungc, in tho district of Fubna, tho levy of 
a tax on horses and ponies was sanctioned on tho recommendation of tho 
Commissioners. Sanction was accorded during tlie year to the registration of 
carts, and tho levy of a tax on carriages, horses, and animals in tho niuni- 
cfoality of Burrisal, in tho district of Backergunge. In the Kendraparah 
Municipality the too levied for tho registration of carts kept or habitually 
used within tbo municipality was raised from Re. 1 to Gs. 2 annually. 
In the municipalities of Busseerhat, Badoria, Takoe, and Goberdangab, 
in the district of 24-Pergunnahs, tho rate of fee for the registration of carta 
has been revised, and from the second half-year of 1879-80 it is levied at 
a uniform rate of Rs. 2 per annum, or Re. 1 per half-year, irrespective of the 
^estion whether the cortmon live or not withm the limits of the municipalities. 
Under the former arrangement a cart kept and habitually used within the muni¬ 
cipal limits had to pay less than ono kept outside those limits hut habitually 
used within the municipality. 

26. Hectifieatim of Municipal Roaadoms.—During the year under riyort 
the boundaries of tlie municipality of Howrah wore revised, with effect man 
Ist October 1879. The effect of the revision was to exclude from tho 
operation of tlie Municipal Act the really agricultural tracts of certain villages 
lying on the west of the manicipality, ealM Santrogachi, Buxara, Rattorc, 
Poddopooker, and Echaporo. 

Tno boundaries of tho Hooghly and Chinsurah Manicipality wore again 
revised during tho year, and tho railway station and certain molmllas lyfog 
to the west of tho grmd trunk road were excluded from municipal limits. 
The cantonments at Cbinsurah have been incorporated in tho municipality, 
and tho barracks have been brought under assessment, with the sanction of the 
Government of India, on tlie conution that only such buildings shall bo assessed 
as are regularly rented, or may become temporarily vacant, and that the 
taxes shaJI be paid by the tenants w'ho derive the benefit of tho good roads 
and conservancy, provided by the municipality.

The boundsriei of the Btunidpality of Bankoois also Terieed darioi; 
the year. On the Tocomniendation of the local Cominissionera aanction WM 
accorded to the withdrawal from the operation of the Municipal Act of certain 
amcultoral villagea hitherto united with the munioipality, and to the induaion 
of two Tillages, called Sunbada and Bijgram, lying on the eastern side of the 
municipality. The two Tillages which hare now been united with the 
mnnicipalilw are reported to be inhabited by well-to-do people, such as con¬ 
tractors and money-lenders. The rerised boundaries came into effect from let 
January 1880. 

On the recommendation of the Commissioner of the Presidency DiTision, _tho 
limits of the Busseerhat Municipality were revised during the year. The object 
of the reTision was ihe exclusion of a village, called Sangrampore, which was 
separated from the rest of the municipality by the river Ichainuti, and the 
inclusion of two villages, named Malhoora and Dbalchita, which adjoin the 
municipality, and the majority of the inhabitants of which are traders, bankers, 
zemindm, and service-holders. Tho revised boundaries came into effect from 
1st January 1880. 

In the Bajshahye and Cooch Behar Division, the limits of the Darjeeling 
Municipality were extended during the year with a view to includo within 
the municipality -certain Bhootia imtm, the filthy condition of which had 
attiactod the notice of the Government. Tho yovised boundaries came into 
effect from let July 1879. 

In the Bhagulporo Division tho boundaries of the Dooghur Municipality 
were revised daring the year. Tho result of the revision has boon the 
inclusion of an important tank within tho limits of tho municipality. The 
revision took effect from Ist October 1579. 

27. Income. —The’ following statement shows the receipts of the different 
olasses of mnnicipalitics, unions, and stations as compared with the receipts 
of the previous year:—

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28. It will be seen from tho above statement that the total inoomo from 
actual taxation showed an increase of Rs. 8.1,293 over the income realized in 
1878-79. , In the Tax on ow^ert there was a decroase in tlie suburbs of 
Calcutta, and an apparent decrease in Howrah, while in other first class munici- 
palities there was an increase. The explanation offered in regard to the Subur- 
oan MunioipaUty is that large remissions were made during the year on aocount 
of holdings destroyed by fire. In Howraii the decrease of us, 31,277 is inet by 
a credit of Bs. 29,750 under the new head of “lighting rate." The ineonio 
under the latter bead was formerly shown in the accounts as a part of the 
receipts from tho house-rate. Tho lighting rate in Howrah ia levied under the 
special Act, V (B-C.) of 1873. 
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The inoroMe in the amount raised under the Tan on oecujnert resulted 6 om 
the rerision of assessments in 1878-79, 

The apparent deorease under the head of Lisemet on Traiet in the 
Suburbs was chiefly due to the inclusion in 1878-79 under this head of the 
fees and fines (Ka. 24,0&4) levied under the Jute Warehouse Act, which were 
shown in the returns of 1879-80 under “ Misoellanoous.” A part of tlie deorease, 
however, in the Suburbs, and the large decrease shown against the other first 
class mnnioipalitios, except Howrah, are due to tlie Government orders dated 
28th July 1879, informing municipalities which had hitherto levied fees for the 
issue of licenses under section 285, Act V (B.C.) of 1876, that Ae law did not 
authorize the imposition of such foes. In Howrah the receipts under this 
head represent the fees and fines under the Jute Warehouse Act, and the 
increase of Bs. 148 was owing to increased receipts from licenses under that Act. 

Under the head of Tax on Oarriagea and Animala there was a decrease of 
Bs. 3,577 in Howrah, and this was due to tolls on roads having been erro¬ 
neously shown in 1878-79 under this head. 

No explanation is given in tho report of tho Suburban Municipality of the 
large increase shown under the head of Houae Seaomgering Tax, hut it appears 
that an item of Rs. 8,833 on account of professional refuse fees has been entered 
in the return received from the Commissioner of the division under this head. In 
1878-79 these fees were properly shown under “ Miscellaneous.” The inocoase 
in Howrah was owing to the large area which was brought under tho operaGon 
of Act VI (B.,C.) of 1878, and the increase shown against the other first class 
municipalities was due to the extension of tho Act to new places. 

The decrease under Tax an Coal and Kilna is attributed to tho fact that tho 
amount shown in 1878-79 included the collections on account of arrears of 
previous years in tho station of Snhibgungo. 

No explanation is given in the report of the Suburban Municipality of the 
large increase (from Bs. 3,975 in 1878-79 to Rs. 13,035 in 1879-80) under 
Finea. It appears, however, that in the returns received from tho Commis¬ 
sioner, the fines, amounting to Rs. 6,433, under Act V (B.C.) of 1866 (the 
Hackney Carriage Acti, have been included under this head. In 1878-79 no 
income from Ihcse fees was shown ih the report. 

Under Miacellaneoua tho increase was due to tho inclusion in the returns 
for the year under report of receipts from tho Jute Warehouse Act, the fines 
under the Bengal License Act I of 1878, and other items which were not included 
in the returns for 1878-70 j whereas a lump sum of Ks. 35,974 was shown in 
tho latter returns under tho minor head “ Miscellaneous Receipts,” against 
Bs. 7,011 in 1879-80. Tlie increase in Howrah was principally caused by the 
entry of an item of Hs. 3,550 realized in 1870-80 by sale of land, and of a further 
sum of Rs. 5,817 from linos under tho Ben^l License Act. Tho increase 
shown against the other first cla-ss municipalities was caused by tho entry of 
the loan of Rs. 50,000 which tho Darjeeling Municipality obtained daring the 
year from tho Maharajali of Cooch Behar, and of tho grant of Rs. 32,000 
made by Government to enable the municipality to complete tho water-works 
in that station. 

Under the head of Pnymenta for Servicea rendered to Indioiduah in first 
doss municipalities in the interior, tho income foil from Ks. 50,337 to 
Rs. 9,230 in 1879-80, showing a doorcase of Rs. 41,097. Tiiisis .iccuuiitod for 
by a sum of Bs. 40,341 having bctii erroneously entered in 1878-79 under this 
head in the accounts of tho Darjeeling Municipality. The following explanation 
was given by the Deputy Commissioner in that year’s report for this entry:—” In 
Form No. 1 (Income) tho amount drawn from the treasury to defray water-work 
expenditure is shown under tho hooding ‘payment for sorviies rendered to 
individuals’ in conformity with tho mndo of preparation of this form adopted 
last year.” In second class municipalities this item of income also showed an 
increase of Ks. 15.303. This was maiuly duo to a sum of Rs. 14,000 having 
been granted by Govemraont from tho Nizamut Deposit Fund for the improve¬ 
ment of the drainage of tho city of Moorshedabad. 

The item of Rs. 31,094 against 6 V«n<»- 4 «-at(i from provmeial and local fundo 
in 1878-79 is partly exi'.laincd by tho fact tliat a payment of Its. 15,000 
made by Government to the Darjeeling Municipality on account of tho old 
Town Hal! was credited under this head. 
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Mtw^Bitment ^ toe deficit balances, was Rs. 8,91,975.

34. Pehos.—The total oost of maintaining the police force employed in 
the various municipalities, unions, and stations during the year was Bs. 5,73,377, 
against Rs. 6,46,430 during fho previous year, showing an increase of 
Bs. 26,947. The following statement shows how the increased expenditure

37.. Ilepropwtion ai annual income absorbed by the police employed 
k tho Torieni ehmsesof municipalities was as follows':—In first class municipal¬ 
ities 30*26 .per cent; in second class mnnicipidities 34*76 per cent; in unmna 
64-7S per cent; in stations 13-8t per cent; in all grades of mnnicipidities 
taken together a general average of 25-97 percent. The expenditure per 
head of population on account of police in the municipalities of the di^rent 
grades was as follows:—In first class municipalities 3 annas and 10 pie; in 
second class municipalities 2 annas and 8 pie; in unions 3 annas and 3 pie; in 
stations 3 annas and 4 pie; in all the municipalities, unions, and stations taken 
together the incidence was 3 annas and 1 pie per head. 

88. CotttervaHcif and Ckaming .—The total amount expended daring the 
year under this head was Es. 4,33,724, against 
• la antotM .?io Rs. 4,33,943 in 1878-79, showing an increase of 

" . . **° Es. 3,783. The increase occurred in first class 

Total ... 1 . 1 B 0 municipalities (Es. 698), and in second class muni- 
cipalitics (Rs. 3,3341. There was, on the other 
hand, a decrease of Es. 1,150 in the expenditure under this head in unions 
and stations.* 

The conservancy of first class municipalities was generally well administered. 
In second class municipalities where money was available kitchen refuse 
and street sweepings were removed, but the supervision of private necessaries 
was not thoroughly undertaken in any of them for want of funds. For the 
same reason the conservancy work in unions and stations was very imperfectly 
carried out. 

39. In the Bnrdwan Division, the conservancy of the town of Burdwan has 
been more than once reported on in very favourable terms by the Sanitary 
Commissioner. Indeed the system of cleaning private privies adopted by the 
Municipal Commissioners is said to bo the best in these provinces. It is stated 
that when a public latrine is under construction in any part of tho town a 
proclamation by beat of drum and printed notices is issued informing the 
residents of the locality that on its-completion they must either resort to it or 
have private latrines Tenif inside tlieir own premises, and that all cess-pits 
must bo closed. Tbo municipality undortakos tho removal of night-soil 
from private latrines on payment of a monthly foe of 8 annas in advance. 
Tho fee must be paid into'the municipal office by the fifth day of each month, 
failing which tbo cleansing is discontinned. At the expiration of throe days 
more, if the fee still remains unpaid, an inspection of tho privy is made, and 
if it is found filthy, the occupier is prosecuted. It is not compulsory on persons 
to avail themselves of municipal service, but as a strict supervision is exer¬ 
cised by tlie Commissioners over all private latrines, tho residents, as a rule, 
find it to thoir advantage to accept that service. Two pairs of public latrines 
wore begun during tho year; one pair was completed at its close, and was 
open for the use of the public. There are now ten latrines in the town, 
and the staff of servants employed at each consists of one sirdar mohter 
on Bs. 6, one under-mebter on Es. 5, one mehtranee on Es. 4, one carter 
and one trench-digger on Bs. 5 each. There are now 1,447 private 
privies daily cleansed by the municipal staff at a cost of Es. 4,110-8 per annum. 
The sum realized in payment of the aorvioo amounted during the year to 
Bs. 8,712-13. 

In Howrah, tho working of tho Latrines Act, VI (U.C.) of 1878, has been 
attended with success, and the system of consorvanoy introduced has proved 
beneficial to tho residents. Since tbo close of the year tho Act has been 
extended to three, more sections or wards of tho town. 

In the Hooghly and Chinsurah Uunicip'ality much attention was paid 
during the year to the conservancy of the town. All the streets were regularly 
swept, and the side drains were kept clean. There are seven latrines .within 
the town for the oonvenienoe of tho lower classes, who ore allowed to use them 
free of charge. ' To afford the Commissioners a legal authority to control the 
removal of filth from private premises, and to enable them to levy fees for the 
cost of maintaining an establishment of nightmen. Act VI (B.C.) of 1878 was 
extended to the mnuioipdlity with effect &om Ist April 1880.

la the UtterjKurah Mnaicipalitv the oonserrancv Of tiietowa wsx'wdl 
attended to, the drains were thoroughly deansod, and all low jungle was cleared 
A large nullah, whidi is the main mrainoge channel of the northern divinon of 
the town, has been put in order, and it is said that boats of burden can now 
easilypasB through it. 

The oonserranoy of thotown of Ifidnapora was oared for so far as 
the means under the Commissioners permitted. There are eight latrines wittiin 
the municipality, and some more are under oonstruction. A proposal for the 
extension m the Latrines Act [VX (B.C.) of 1878] to certain mohuUahs oi the 
town it nnder the consideration of this Government. 

In' the second class municipalities of the Burdwan Division, the work of 
conservancy was not much attended to for want of funds. There was, however, 
some increase of expenditure under this head in the towns of Culna, Ranee- 
gunge, and Baidabatty. 

40. In the Presidency Division, the expenditure on conservancy and 
cleansing ” in the municmliiy of the Suburbs of Calcutta diminished from 
Be. 62,766 in 1878-78 to Us. 1,44,637, thus showing a decrease of Bs. 18,128. 
The Latrines Act has been in operation in this municipaUty since 1st October 
1878, and in the opinion of the S^itory Commissioner the system followed is an 
admirable one when well looked after. The present scale of fees having been 
found to be productive of hardship to the poorer classes of rate-payers, the Com¬ 
missioners had under consideration during tho year a proposal for the revision 
of the scale, but the question had not been decided when the year closed. 

Several representations were received by Government in tho coarse of the 
year under re^rt from owners of holdings, such as gardens and tanks, where 
there arc no privies, and from tho authorities iu charge of tho Alipore Jail and 
tho Befermatory where the services of the Sfunicipal establishment arc not 
employed for exemption from tho payment of fees under the Act; but the 
Advocato-Qeneral, who was consulted in thoimatier was of opinion that, nndmr 
the Act, all houses and lands which have no latrinds, and all holdings, including 
tanks and gardens, must pay. 

During the year the municipal trenching grounds were pnt under cultivation 
as an experimental measure at a cost of Bs. 110, includiag the wages of gardeners, 
and a sum of Bs. 648-6-3 was realized by the sole of the produce. It is also 
reported that there was seme demand for manure from the grounds on the 
part of owners of gardens in the town and suburbs, and it is antmipated that, as 
its value becomes more widely known, the demand will bo greater. 

In the Eiehnaghur Municipality, the Latrines Act was extended daring the 

J ear fo two of the wards of the town, in the first instance, with effect from Ist 
aly 1880. The date of enforcement of the Act was, however, postponed on 
the representation of the Commissioner of the division to Ist October 1880, to 
enable tbe Municipal Commissioners to arrange for the importation of an 
adequate staff of nightmen and to acquire lands tor tho trenching of night-soil. 
Since the close of the year the fees to be levied under .the Act have been fixed 
at the rate of 6 per cent on the annual value of holdinge' 

*' In Berhamporo, in the district of Moorshedabad, eatisfactoiy improvement 
is said te have been made in the conservancy arrangements of the mnni- 
eipality. It is stated that tbe people are now beginning to understand 
that cleanly habits, and keeping their premises clear trom All dirt, are 
conducive to health. There are nine latrines in the town. It is propos^ 
to erect others on a cheap plan near the banks of tbe Bhagi^t^. ' Tbe 
night-soil is buried in two pihoes of ground situated fit the two extremities 
of the town, and a commencement has been made in the vmy of ffa^ng 
land so manured to advantage. It is reported that a portion of one iff the 
plots was cidHvsted during the year and- sown ^tb linsekd, mustard, and 
wheat, and tuiat tbe outturn sold tor Bs. 66^ Since tho sldke of’ ibA year, more 
land, has been brought under cnltiration. , v - 

'. In tbe other second class munimpalitiei of this diririba, tbe ponsemney 
work done embraced only the cleaning of drmns and tbe cutting of jungle. 
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41. In the Rajshahye and Coach Behar Division, the municipality of 
Darjeeling spent Es. 8,546 on conservancy. Some night-soil trenching grounds 
which were situated in the immediate neighbourhood of houses were closed 
and new grounds were opened elsewhere. 

In Kampore Beauloab, tho Latrines Act was extended to the town during 
the early part of the year, hut owing to the inability of tho Municipal Con^ 
miasioners to frame a scale of fees to bo levied under section 3 of the Act it has 
not yet been brought into force. 

42. In the Dacca Division, tho Tjatrinea Act was brought into operation in 
the town of Dacca late in tho year, and consequently tho operations under the 
Act could not bo extensively carried out. 

In Commillah also the Act wo-s introduced during the year, but work 
was not commenced under it owing to tlie scale of foos to be levied under 
section 3 not having been prepared and approved during the year. 

43. In the Patna Division, in tho city of Patna, tliore are five pablic 
latrines in full use. They are said to be much resorted to, but a great many 
more arc required for a large town liko Patna. Well-privies are gradually 
falling into disuse, and no new ones are allowed to be built. Tho fiith from 
the public latrines of the town is deodorised under the dry-earth system. 
It is also reported that tho Municipal Commissioners liave undertaken an 
experiment of drying tho contents of private privies and selling the luat&rial 
to a low class of people who use it as fitol for burning bricks. 

In the town of Arrab some attempt was made during tho year to remove 
filth from private houses. It is reported that in six of tho mohullas of the 
town tho municipal conservancy carts go round at fixed times every day and 
receive tho filth from the sweepers. When all has been collected the carts 
carry it away to a piece of land which has been taken up by the muni¬ 
cipality for the purpose. Here it is put into trenches and covered over with dry 
earth. The well-privies in some of these mohullas have been closed, and 
those in others are being gradually stepped. Tho Commissioners have pro¬ 
cured an iron consorvoncy cart for receiving and carrying away filthy water, 
and have appointed sub-committacs to superinteud the conservancy arrange¬ 
ments in the different mohullas. 

In Gya tho provisions of tho Latrines Act wore extended to tho town 
during the year. As a preliminary step tho Act was enforced in one of the 
worst parts of the town- called Purani Godown, and it is reported that it has 
worked well and to the advantago of the people living in tlrnt quarter. The 
Act will he introduced all over tho town in the current year so soon as carts are 
ready. Two trenching grounds have been secured at tho two extremities 
of the town. 

At Chopra, in tho district of Saran, two latrines were constructed during 
the year—one for males and the other for females,—at a cost of Es. 462-3-2. 
The Commissioners propose to construct throe more during the current year. 
The filth from Uie public latrines is buried in trenches, but the arrange¬ 
ments for the disjKisal of tho soil from private premises are very defective. The 
provisions of tho Latrines Act have not yet been extended to the town. 

At Durbhunga five latrines were constructed . during tho year and three 
conservancy carta were purchased. Tho municipality has now 24 latrines for 
the acoommedation of the public. t 

During the year the Commissioners of the Mozufforporo Municipality 
applied to Government for the extension of Act VI (B. C.) of 1878 to the town, 
but they have since the close of tho year withdrawn their application, owing, 
to tbo heavy additional taxation which it would entail. The existing arrange¬ 
ments in the town are not unsatisfactory. 

44. In tho Bha^lpore Division, the niunicipality of Monghyr spent 
Rs. 6,273 on oonsouvancy during the year. tThe system of ha^ ng tho ooiisoi;vauoy 
looked after by the police, which previously prevailed hero, was done away 
with, and two oonservanoj^inspectors wore appointed on Rs. 50 and Rs. 25 per 
mensem. A propostl for the extension of the Latrines Act to tho town was 
under disouasion when the year closed, it ia reported that cultivators in and 
uound the town of-Uonghyr are desirous of having their fields manured by the 
manioipality and are ready. to pay any reasonable rate per iiifAa for the 
privilege. 
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In the Bbagulpore Munioiptdity one masonry latrine wta oonstraoted during 
the year. There ore now 13 masonry and 61 mat latrines open in the town fbt 
the use (d the pblic. The Latrines Act was extended to the town witii 
effect from lat November 1879, bat was not brought into force till after 
the close of the year, and that only in a pari of the town called Sujagunge. 

In Colgong two new latrines wore constructed and one conservancy cart 
was pnreha^. A piece of land was also purchased for the purpose of erecting 
additional latrines. 

46. In the Orissa Division, it is reported that much attention was paid 
during the year to this branch of municipal administration. In Cnltack two new 
carts were purchased and four additional swewers were employed. There is 
a public latrine in use in the cantonment. Two plots of land were leased 
during the year in the town for the purpose of erecting more latrines. On 
one of these a latrine was erected, but had not been thrown open to the puldic 
when the year closed. Another plot of land has also been leased fOr the 
purpose of trenching filth. Three now carts and other appurtenances have 
Wn purchased at a cost of Ks. 74s. 

46. In tho Chota Nag;iore I fivision, in the second doss municipality of 
Banchi, arrangements w(!re made during the year for tho closing of all 
well-privies in the town. Lands for trenching filth wore also, in course of 
acquisition when tho year closed. 'I'he sweepings of tho town are said to be 
partly sold as manure and partly utilised by the municipality in filling up 
boles and hollows. 

47. Tho following table shows the proportion of tho total income spent 
under tho head of “ conservancy” in tho municipalities of the different 
divisions;—

58. In Bogra one of the principal thoroughfares of the town, called the 
Thans road, was metalled daring tiio year. 

' In Forreedpore two nietall^ and two nnmetallcd roads wore constmcted, 
and all the existing roads were kept under proper repair. 

In the manioipality of Nulchitty, in the district of Backorguuge, a road 
was-metalled at the expense of a natiro lady. 

In the Jhallocatty Municipality, in the same district, eleven roads were 
metalled, and ten bridges and culverts wore constructed at tlio expense of the 
Qhosal family of Bhookoylash, in the suburbs of Calcutta, at a cost of about 
two lakbs of inpoes, they being the owners of roost of the land in the town. 

In the union of Backorguuge a new road was made, and a long-felt 
want was supplied. 

In the municipality of Jamalpore throe now roads wore constructed 
during the y^- 

in the Patna Municipality a new road was constructed joining two of tho 
principal roads of tho town. The original site of the road was a fallow canal 
which, being situated in the midst of a J:hickly populated part of the town, 
was used as a receptacle of filth. . 

In the Churah Municipality a native gentleman, Rai Mahabcer Proshad 
Bhah, Bahadoor, contributed Rs. 8,36U for converting a bund skirting the north 
of tho town into a metalled road. 

In Durbhunga three miles of roadway was metalled, and a new 
masonry bridge, which was commenced in 1878-79, was completed during 
the year. 

In Mozufferpore two now roads were metalled witli Itunkur. One of the 
roads leads from the railway station to the heart of the town, end the metall¬ 
ing of it was a work of great improvement. A sum of Rs. OOO was pre¬ 
sented to the municipality by some zemindars of tho town for planting trees 
on tbo road sides, and 1,122 valuable trees, such as maliogany, sissoo, ,and 
toon, were bought and planted in the town. 

The Municipal Commissioners of Bhagulpore borrowed during the year 
Rs. 6,800 from two native gentlemen in order to enable them to pay tho 
bills ot contractors for road-metal and to meet the cost of metalling a road in 
the town. Of this amount Rs. 2,800 were borrowed without interest, and the 
remaining Rs. 4j000 carried interest at tho rate of 6 per cent, per annum. 

In the municipality of Jajpore, in the Ori^ Division, three new roads 
were cimstructed during the year. In Kuudrapara a large portion of tiie 
income was spent in melwing a minoipal thoronglifare of the town. 

In the Hazaribagh Municipality a new road was constructed, and mangoe 
trees wore planted on the sideeof tbo Boddamgunge road, 

58. Stmitatm and Drainage .—During tho year under report the expendi¬ 
ture under this head amounted to ]^. 59,604, 
gainst Rs. 87,254 in the previous year, thus show- 
lu. ing an increase of Rs. 22,350. The increase was

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S4. Th« coniiriiotion of tlie vorks in eonseciion with the Binasepore 
drained K^eme, referred to in last year’s report, was taken in hand, butotnng 
to the lateness of the season when the work was commenced it could not be 
competed during the year. _ It was afterwards found necessary to excavate the 
silt deposited during the rains in the main drainage channel and to extend the 
limits of the protective embankments beyond those oripnally proposed. The 
cost of the schoiae has consequently risen from Es. S0,000 to Es. 73,978. The 
stagnant Oogra river, the chief cause of the unhealtbiness of the civil station, 
has been cleared out. 

The scheme for draining the swamps in and around the station of Rung- 
pore, referred to in last year’s report, was prosecuted during the year, but 
was not completed when the year closed. The station is also being drained 
by means of properly constructed surface drains. Several ditches and cess-pools 
were filled up, two public latrines wero erected on the dry-earth system, 
and some bridges which caused obstruction to the drainage were dismantled 
and reconstructed. 

The improvement of the drainage of the city of Moorshedabad, the plan 
of which was stated in last year’s report to have'been made, was taken in hand 
during the year under report. The project contemplates the cutting of large 
drains from different points of the city to be connected with the Gobrah 
Nullah. It is expected that the works will be completed during the currpnt 
year. A laige and deep drain from the Nizamut stables to the river was put 
into an effective state, and a long choked-up drain at Binak Chouraha, and 
several obstructed drains and culverts across the main road and other streets of 
the city, were opened out. A sum of Es. 39,338 was spent by the municipality 
during the year on these improvements, of which Es. 14,0()0 was contributed 
by Government from the Nizamut Deposit Fund. 

Some improvement was made during the year in the dunnage of the town 
of Cuttack. A sum of Es. 6,530 was spent in the construction of amain 
drainage channel for the eastern portion of the town. It is reported that steps 
are being taken for the drainage of the remaining portion of the town duri^ 
the currmit year.

58. During the year the Sanitary Com¬ 
missioner inspected the towns and municipa¬ 
lities named on the margin. These visits have 
in many instances resulted in much practical 
benefit to the towns. The recommendations 
of the Sanitary Commissioner have boon 
adopted to the extent to which the funds 
permitted; drainage has been placed on a 
more satisfactory footing; public latrines 
have been suppbed in some places where 
there wero none, or multiplied whore they 
wore insufficient; private latrines have been 
better controlled; night-soil has been 
trenched; the burial and burning arrange¬ 
ments have been better regulated; promis¬ 
cuous burials have been stopped; and the 
pauper dead have been msposed of in 
a more satisfactory manner. 


56. Waier-tapply .—The expenditure under this head amounted to 
Es. 76,593, against Es. 65,634 during the previous year, thus showing an 
increase of Es. 10,908. The increase was tbu^ distributed among tho various

66. The Darjeeling water-works r^rred to in last year^ report were 
completed daring the year nnder report. The cost of the works amotint^ 
to m 1,04,529-2-8, esdusive of a earn ofBs. 10,500 which is estimated as the 
cost of distributing the water in the town. To meet this outlay, the Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal panted Bs. 32,000. There was also an unexpended balance of 
£s. 84,000 of a loan of Rs. 40,000 granted by Government a few years back, 
and a farther sum of Bs. 50,000 was borrowed from ^e Cooch ^faar estate. 
The water-works were opened by the lieutenant-Govemor on the 19th Anril 
last. 

67. At Daoos, two miles of piping was laid during the year, and the Com¬ 
missioners are only waiting for hydrants from England to declare the extended 
water-supply open to the public. It is reported that the Na wabs Abdul Gunny, 
C.8.I., ana Ahsanoollah Khan Baliadoor, the two noblemen of Dacca from 
whose munificent gifts the cost of the water-works wore met, have also 
at their own expense laid pipes over a distance of If miles, from the town to 
their garden-houses, and that they have announced their intention of putting 
hydrants throughout this length in order that the people living along the 
lino of the pipes may have the full benefit of the water-supply. 

. 68. At Madaripore a tank near the sub-divisional offico was re-exoavated, 
and with the earth obtained throe large ditches were fill^ up. A small 
tank in the same locality was replenish^ with good drinkable water from 
the river running below the town by means of palm-tree pipes. Another old 
tank in tbo town was also enlarged, and widi the earth obtained some objection¬ 
able hollows were filled up. 

At Brabmunberia two new tanks were excavated during the year at the 
cost of two private individuals who have made over their proprietary rights 
in the tanks to the municipality. 

At Cuttack, the Mnmcipal Oommissioners spent Its. 1,000 in cleaning a 
tank, and Ks. 200 in sinking wells in the parts of the town where they were 
most needed. 

At Pooree four public wells were cleaned out and a regulating sluice for 
a tank, known as the Marendra tauk, was constructed during the year from 
the Lodging-house Fund. The Maharajah of Burdwan paid Ks. 10,633 for 
improving a tank, called the Markonda tank, of which he is the proprietor. 

69. JStttldinffi.—The expenditure under this head shows an increase of 
Es._ 34,067 over that of 1878-79, the figures being Rs. 60,050 in 1870-80 
against Rs. 34,989 in 1878-79. Tbo increase was distributed os follows:_

The expenditure of Rs. 17,611 in the Suburban Municipality was incurred 
in the purchase of an office for the Commissioners. Hitherto the office of 
the municipality was located in a portion of the Government buildings occu¬ 
pied by tte offices of the Magistrate and Collector at Mpore. As long as 
the Commissionen were permitted to oooupy these quarters rent-free, they were 
content to remam where they were, although the building was unsuited for 
their pmposes; but as the Public Works Department insisted on receiving a 
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lent of Rt. too a month, the Commitsioneni in meeting resolred to purebtue 
« house of their own. The house purchased is situated in a centra] position, 
mad is u the rudnity of the_ rarious GtoTomment offices at Alipore. ilie 
house is said to stand on a piece of land measuring 13 beeghas and 4 cottabs, 
a i^ce sufficient for all their cattle and plant. ’ 

60. During the past year the Oommissiuners of tho Darjeeling Manieipalitr 
built a Town Hwl for the station at a cost of Rs. 80,616-13. Of this sum, 
Rs. 16,000 were granted by Goremment, Rs. 2,880 were raised by the sale of 
two location sites, and the remainder was paid by the Oommissioners Rom 
their ordinary revenne. 

At Hazaribagh a hall was oonstruoted during the year from tho muni¬ 
cipal fund, and the opening of a conserTanoy form is reported to be under 
the consideration of the Commissioners. 

At Rurulia a municipal market was established daring the year, and sheds 
were oonstruoted for the rendors, at a cost of Rs. 685. 

At Behar, in tho district of Patna, a causeway was built daring the year 
at a total cost of Rs. 5,165, out of which Rs. 2,933 were provided by the 
municipality, and the balance was subscribed by some of the principal residents 
of the town. 

At Jungypore a public garden was laid out by the municipality on a 
plot of land made over for the purpose by a Municipal Commissioner of.tbe 
town. 

At Revilgnnge, in the district of Sarun, the Commissioners spent a sum 
of Rs. 4,960 for erecting a building for the charitable dispensary, and a house 
for the resident doctor. 

61. Sdueatitm .—The municipal expenditure on education during the year 
amounted to Rs. 24,387, against Rs. 24,401, showing a decrease of Rs. 14 
only. In paragraph 5 of the letter of the Govemmont of India, in tho Home, 
Revenue, and Agricultural Department, No. 29, dated the 6th March 1880, 
reviewing the annual report of this Govemmont for 1878-79, it was remarked 
that “ mnnieipalities might do much good by imparting a rudimentary 
education to the children of indigent parents who cannot afford to pay fees 
at all.” Tho views of tlie povortiment of India were commuiiicatod to all 
Commissioners of Dmsions for the information of municipalities,' and it 
appears that, with a few exceptions, almost all first and second class muni¬ 
cipalities now contribute according to their means towards tho maintenance 
ol primary schools for boys and girls. Of tbo first class municipalities, 
Bnrdwan, Kishnoghor, Dacca, Anah, and Fumeah do not contribute to this 
purpose. 

The Monghyr Municipality raised its contribution for education from 
Rs. 760 to Rs. 1,000. With this sum, nine schools are supported, in which 
over 400 boys are educated. 

Tho Bboguipore Municipality contributes Rs. 600 for elementary educa¬ 
tion. It is reported that the Uominissioners ore not in a position to increase 
this grant. There is a free school in tiie town supported by a native gentle¬ 
man, and it supplies education for tbo children of indigent parents. 

In second class municipalities, out of 99 towns, 62 contribute for this 
purpose, Considering the demands on their funds for Icgitiuiato municipal 
purposes, the Commissioners of many municipalities do not think it advisable 
to spend any money on education. 

62. Audit «/ Municipal Accounts .—The scheme of local audit of Municipal 
Accounts roferr^ to in last year’s report was sanctioned by the Govern¬ 
ment of India dorii^ the year under report, as an experimental measure 
for five years. Mr. P. de H. Larpent, a graded officer of tho Financial 
Department of the Government of India, has. been appointed as Examiner 
of Local Accounts. During tho year ho was instructed to visit some 
of the municipalities in the Presidency Division, and after inspection of their 
accounts to devise a system of accounting, which would admit ol a proper test 
audit in future years. From the report submitted by him, through the 
Aocountant-Genend, it appears to be prematnre at this stage to endeavour to 
draw up a set of forms of accounts to be imposed upon all municipalities. Much 
time would necessarily be lost, first, in worougfaly surveying the accounts of 
municipalitieB throughout the province in order to avoid omissions, and 
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anbsequentljr k fiaitliuMng'the different bodies wbo agreed to nse them Tritfa ffie 
■tereotj'ped 6am» oC eocosiit iillk:iate1}r adopted. Moreover, it does not appear 
that it would be ptmUe under ^e law to ineiet on the adoption oi the tonne 
W any mwidpelity that might desire to adhere to its present arrangements. 
What appears to be at present most necessary and most feasible is to have 
the existing aooounts of each institution oarefnlly and regularly audited, and 
to introduce gradually such improvements as exiwrience and a consideration 
of local conditions may suggest. The Lieutenant-Governor does not abandon 
the hope that nnifbrmity, so far as it may bo found to bo practicable and 
useful, will ultimately be attained; and it appears to him better to secure, as 
soon as possible, the primary object of honesty in the administration of these 
funds, aird to work gradually towards such uniformity us may be possible, 
than, by on endeavoar to reach at once a point which cannot bo properly 
attained for two or three yeus to come, to cause waste of time, and to induce 
confusion in ^e aooounts with the evils which generally attend it. Mr. Larpent 
has therefore been directed to begin his work by auditing the accounts of 
individnal mnnicipalitieB. He is to confine himself, in the first instance, to 
first and second class municipalities in the Presidency and Bnrdwan Divisions, 
omitting for the present the suburban municipality. 

63. Daring the year, the Dacca and Banagbat Municipalities suffered heavy 
losses by the dishonesty of their tax-collectors and other ministerial officers. 
At Dacca, the Secretary of the Municipality, who' was immediately to blame 
in the matter, was dismissed, and three of the collecting sircars were prosecuted 
and punished with imprisonment of various terms. At Uaiiaghat, the head- 
cleik of the mtmioipality committed the defalcations. The man has been 
convicted and sentenced to four years’ rigorous imprisonment. 

To check these frauds as far possible in future, a circular w'as issued in 
February 1^0 directing all Commissioners of Divisions to satisfy themselves 
that in each municipality of their division a proper system existed for checking 
the house-rate and other detailed registers of collections, and for seeing that aS 
collections were duly paid into the treasury, and that all balances and remis¬ 
sions were carefully examined and accounted for.

India in the same Department, No. 2—81, dated the 8th August 1876.

2. EUetion and Appoinlment of Commmimeri .—As a general election 
of Commissioners was held in October 1879, • there was no general election 
during 1880. One elected Commissioner died during the year and his successor 
was elMtod on the 15th July; and two vacancies were caused by the resignation 
of Commissioners appointed by Government.

8. The balance romainingin hand at the close of the financial year 1880-81 
was Bs. 9,80,355. Tho Sub-Q}mmitteo appointed to examine and caned the 
irrecoverable bills of previous years, the appointment of which was mentioned 
in last year’s report, met 33 times daring the year 1880, and cancelled bills 
amounting in all to Xia. 3,93,805. 

9. Atmmmi .—There was no general revision of assessment of holdings 
in any of the wards, but tho valuation of 631 premises was enhanced, 
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10. _ Lie^ Dmirfmmi.—'thers were 24,702 licenses on trades, professions, 
and callings imed by the Commissioners during the year 1880, as oompued 
wHb 27,759 in 1879; and the total value of the licenses was Bs. 2,42,263 as 
eommued with Bs. 2,55,828 in 1879. There was an increase of nine in the 
number dl .joint4tock companies; merchants, agents, wholesale traders, &c., 
numbered, according to the license returae, 1,279, against 1,281 in the 
previous year. There were 215 practising barristers, attorneys, and pleaders 
of the High Court, against 199 in 1879, and 124 pleaders of subordinate 
courts and moohtears against 187. The number of surgeons remained at 14, 
but-.prBotising licentiates of medicine, apothecaries, veterinary surgeons, 
and owners of dispensaries fell in number from l39 to 112, and native doctors 
and kobirajet from 39 to 31. There is no doubt that the assessments in 
several of the classes were in 1880 incomplete, and now that the License 
Department has been reorganised in aecordanco with the report of the Special 
Committee*appointod by the Municipality, the returns for the year 1881 will 
probably show an increase in both licenses and receipts. Tliere wore altogether 
during the year only 84 petitions of objection against nssossments. In 11 
cases the petitioners were exempted, in 24 cases the classification was modified, 
and in 49 cases the assessments were upheld. 

_ 11 Bone and Carriage-tax and Heinitr^.^of Carte. —The receipts from the 
carriage and horse-tax were slightly highct;than in 1879, being Us. 1,08,143 
against Its. 1,07,567. The number of licenses4aken out for oaiTiagcs drawn 
by two horses was 712 against 693 in the previous year; the number of 
carriages drawn by one horse or pony was 2,857 against 2,055; the number of 
buggies licensed was 272 against 292; the number of horses 3,830 against 
3,844; the number of ponies and mules 1,122 against 1,290, and the num¬ 
ber of race-horses 9 against 2. The number of carts and hackeries registered 
during the year was 15,042 against 14,443 in 1879, and the receipts wore 
Es. 60,209 against Bs. 57,831. The total amount of the fees realized by 
the registration of hackney carriages and palanquins in tlio Town, and tho 
Suburbs of Calcutta, and in Howrah, was Bs. 17,401, as comimred with 
Hs. 17,001 in 1879; the number of carriages of the first, second, and third 
riasses registered in tho past year being respectively 60, 1,709, and 1,525, 
the number of drivers 3,848, tho number of pdanquins 831, and tho number of 
palki-bearers 4,137. Tho Hackney Carriage Act, V (B.C.) of 1866, was 
extended on tho 1st January 1881 to the cantonment of Dum-Dum and tho 
portion of the Calcutta and Jossore road between Dum-Dum and Calcutta; and 
arrangements have boon made for tho employment of tho municipal lioensing 
officer as registering officer, and for the division of the fees equally between 
the Calcutta Municipality and the Dum-Dnm cantonment. 

12. Town improvemente, —Tho progress made during the year in the 
matter of town iihprovements was small. Throe roads, which wore con¬ 
structed in 1879, were completed in 1880, but only one now road out of eight 
induded in&o programme of the year, was taken in hand. As regards the 
systematic improvement of i«s/ecj not much was done during the year; the 
preparation' of a register of all the hiateea in tho town that required to be 
opened ont was taken in hand and has since been completed; tlie survey of 
five out of the total number (482) of bmteee was completed, and the survey 
of nine others was commenced; and nine of the hmteee were inspected and 
condemned by two medical officers who were deputed to examine and report 
upon them under section 280 of Act IV (B.C.} of 1876.

emdid not, nncto aeotaon 357 of the Calontte ^nnieipaf Act, be oompdW 
top(^iorti>eexpeitditnte incurred^ unless their tanks were situated mthia 
s pxiTKte enddsare. This objection has been removed by the Calcutta 
Htinicipel Amendment Act of 1881, under which the Commissioners have 
obtainM powers which will enable them to deal more effectually than hitherto 
Kith both unhealthy Inuinet and noxious tanks. The Commissioners have also 
under oonrideration a suggestion that some of the large tanks in the northern 
part of the town should be emptied, deepened, and then connected with the 
water-supply of the town, and that once or twice a year the bulk <rf the water 
should be pumped off and fresh water taken in. Not only would the tanks 
in the northern quarter of the town be thus improved, but there would be a 
supply of earth available for filling up othor noxious tanks and pits. 

14. Wttter-tuppli /.—The average daily supply of filtered water during the 
year 1880 was 7,407,356 gallons against 7,464,150 gallons in 1879, and

Kunicipality. The total eapendiluro on tiie water-supply in 1880 was 
Bs. 4,72,060, of which Bs. 2,77,880 was on account of interest and repayment 
of loans. The total number of premises connected with the water-supply at 
the close of the past year was 12,739 out of a total number of 42,212. Out of 
a total road surface of 14,893,000 square feet, 10,259,000, or more than two- 
thirds were watered, rather more tlian half with unfiltered and rather less 
than half with filtered water, the total cost of watering during the year 
being Bs. 43,050. The cost of filtered water was calculated to be Bs. 137 
per million gallons, and the cost of unfiltered water Bs. 05 per million gallons. 
The works commenced by the corporation in June 1879, with the view 
of supplying Barrackpre with filtered water, were practically complotod 
in November 1880, and tbe regular supply of water to that station took place 
from the 2nd December. 


16. Drainage .—At tho beginning of 1880 there remained 42J miles of 
third class pipe sowers to be coustraoted in order to complete the drainage 
scheme of tlie Town, but, owing to deW in the acquisition of tbe land that 
had to be taken up, only 7'35 miles of sewers wore actually constructed, 
tbe outlay being only Bs. 1,21,500, or Bs, 28,440 less than tho minimum 
expenditure prescribed by the Act. The expnditnre since tho passing of 
Act IV (B.C.) of 1870 has, however, considerably exceeded the fixed minimum, 
the average outlay of the four years being Bs. 2,21,561. Tbe total number of 
premises connected with the sowers up to the ond of 1880 was 14,821. 

16. Trammaye .—Act I (B.C.) of 1880, an Apt to authorize the making and 
to regulate the working of stroet-tramways in Calcutta, received the assent of 
the Governor-General on tho 26th February 1880, and the work of laying 
down the tramways then proceeded rapidly. The lines along Bow Bazar- 
street, Ijal Bazar-street, Daliiousio Square (north and west), and Hare-street, 
were completed during the year, and are now in full working order, and 
prtions of other linee were also finished. 

17. Metearelogy ef the year .—Tho year 1880 presented no abnormal 
meteorOlogioal features in Caloutta. Tne temperature was moderate, tbe 
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hnmiditT high, and tile ntinfeS plentifal and well dtotributed ttonghoni &e 
year, fee piiee of rice gr^uaUy fell from Ke. S-d per maund m Jannary to 
its. 2 per ouumd in December, and other article* of food were proportionatoly 
cheap. 

18. Vital StatiHio .—The recorded birth-rate of the year wa» 17'5l jw 
1,000 against 13'8, the average of the previous ten yem. CWpared with 
European standards even the rate of 17'0, the highest registered in the decade, 
is extremely low; but it has more than once been pointed out that a rate 
approaching 18 per 1,000 is not incredible, having regard to the peculiar 
circumstances of Calcutta, the great excess of the male over the female popu¬ 
lation (192 to 100), and fte large proportion of unmarried women and widows. 
There was an undoubted improvement in the registration of births during the 
^st year. Sub-Registrars were appointed to 12 out of the 18 sections of the

register them, and by personal on(]juiry and with the assistance of the police 
to discover and correct failures to register. As the Vaccination Act has thrown 
upon the Registrars new and important duties, the necessity for appointing 
additional Su^Bogistrars will probably soon arise, and in that case a further 
improvement in the system of registration of births may be looked for. The 
following table shows the registered birth-rates of the different races in 
Calcutta in 1880 and the previous year:—

19. Tho death-rate was 27'T per 1,000 os compared with 80'3 per 
1,000 in the previous year, and 28 6 per 1000, the mean mortality of tho 
previous ten years. Filtered water was first supplied to Calcutta in May 
1870, and the mortality from cholera, which, previous to that year, never feu 
below 2,270, has since that date never exceeded 1,851. The average mortality 
from cholera in the 31 years 1870 to 1880 was 1,280; the average for the 
six years 1864 to 1869 being 4,300. Comparing the mortality in Calcutta 
with that in the Suburbs, it appears that notwithstanding the population of the 
Town was, according to the census of 1876, 429,535 against 257,149 in the 
Suburbs, the actual total mortality in the Suburbs, both f'rdm cholera and from 
other causes daring tho four years 1877 to 1880, was considerably higher than in 
Ctilontta i while if the figures are reduced to correspond with the population, 
the cholera mortality in the Suburbs was to that in tho Town as 24 to 7, and 
the mortality from all causes, including cholera, as 7 to 4. These figures alone 
show the immense importance to tho Town, as well os to the Suburbs, of extoid- 
ing the filtered wator-supply. Until all the iuitees in Calcutta arc dnuaeti 
and ventilated, and their conservancy properly attended to, and until all the 
noisome tanks in and around tho town wve been filled in, the city cannot be 
considered secure against epidemics of cholera and other diseases. - The 
comparative immunity from epidemic diseases enjoyed by Calcutta in the past 
few years must, however, be regarded as to a great extent accidental, when 
it is boifne in mind that separated from the tdwn only' by the wddth of 
a single street, there is a population of more than 2J millions of people unpro¬ 
vided witii filtered water, and not only liable to, but actually experiencing, the 
frequent outl»eaks of epidemic disease that sooner or later invariably follow the, 
use of impure water. So long as the Suburbs are not supplied with filtered 
water, the people of Calontta may be oomporatively safe from on outbredc of 
disease witnid the town, but they are in no way protected from contagion 
from their neighbours.

The mortality under each head of race and for each sex was lower than in 
1879. Among Europeans there were altogether 187 deaths in 1880, 155 
of those who died being males and 38 females, fifty-nine of the deaths were 
among officers, sailors, and others who fell sick on shipboard, 19 were among 
residents of Fort William, and the remaining 109 among the European 
residents of Calcutta. 

21. The statement below shows the number of deaths from the'cliief

As compared with each of th^wo previous years there was thus a decrease 
under every head of disease, iir^o year of the preceding decade (except 
1.871) was the mortality from cholera so low as in 1880, and tfao total number 
of deaths from that diseaso fell short of the decennial mean by 522. Two- 
thirds of the registered deaths from small-pox took plaoo daring the first 
quarter of the year, and there were only 14 deaths from this cause in the latter 
half of the year; only two of the deaths were among non-Asiatics, and 35 
per cent, of the deaths wore among children under 10 years of age. The 
mortality from fever was about 1,000 less than the decennial moan, and presents 
a marked contrast to the high figures of the three preceding years. The 
monthly returns showed the usual decrease in the mortality from fever from 
January to June, and the usual rise from July to December. The fever returns 
included the mortality from the remarkable diseaso—characterised by fever, 
dropsy, and bowel complaints—which prevailed epidemically at the beginning 
of the year in the southern part of the Town and the adjoining Suburbs. 
Under instructions from Government, Dr. McLeod made a special enquiry and 
rjbmitted a report regarding this disease, which in many respects resembles 
the disease called ieri-beri, endemic in some parts of Madras, Ceylon, the Straits 
Settlements, and Japan. The disease broke out in Garden Beach and its 
neighbaurhood in the rainy season of 1877, and was again observed over a larger 
area of the same Suburbs and in some villages to the east of Calcutta in 1878. 
Towards the close of the year 1879 the epidemic broke out again in tho southern 
and eastern suburbs, and it then attacked Calcutta for the first time, tho 
portions of the town affected being those contiguous to the parts of the Suburbs 
wUch had been previously attacked. The returns for tho first quarter of the 
year induded 1 m deaths from the now disease ^in the second quarter there were 
ten deaths,—seven in April and three in May. The disease then died out 
completely. The epidemic was, as the Health Officer observed “a very 
remarkable one, unexampled in the sanitary history of Calcutta.” 

22. During the year under review the Bengal Vaccination Act, 1880, was 
passed, and vaccination is now compalsoiy in the Town, Port, and Suburbs of 
Calcutta. The law, which came into force on the 4th May 1880, impMes 
upon the Corporation the duty of making proper arrangements foe vaodnation

Advertiteinenta were inserted in all the papers, English and vemeoular, hand-hills postm and 
distribnted all over the town, and a lecture was dmivered at the Bethune Society, explaining 
the objeote and provisions of the law .... The result has been as satisisotory aa 
eonld have been expected. The people have resorted to the stations in considerable unmbera 
—to some more largely than to others. The demand for the eervioes of vaccinators at the 
houses of the better uasees has been good, and the amount of vaccination performed hoe 
been, ell things considered, satisfaotory. The system of notioes has net had toe aa yet to 
ootne into operation, and the penal provisions of the Aot have not in any instanoe been 
Mplied. A good beginning has been made, and next season it will he possible to work 
the law to the letter if necessary.” 

The total number of yaocinations performed during the year was 6,74? 
i^gainat 7,633 in 1879, but the latter numl>er included a large number of opera- 
uona performed by a special establishment employed in consequence of the 
epidemic of 1878-79. 

S3. Caffli Ditteae.—There was a severe outbreak of cattlo disease (nadhr- 
put) during the last quarter of the year, and the mortality among both 
draught and milch cattle was heavy. The disease however abated after 
the close of the year. Act No. VIII (B.C.) of 1880, an Act to provide 
against the spreading of contagious and infectious diseasoa among burses in 
the Town and Suburbs of Calcutta, received the assent of the Governor-General 
on the 28th September 1880, but no action was taken under the Act during 
the year.

86. There was no change in the number, of first and aecond class munici- 
palitieB end stations during the year, but there was a decrease of one in the 
number of unions in consequence of the abolition of the union of Bbojepore, 
in the district of Shahabad, from let March 1880. The unions of Palkote in 
Lohordugga, and Syedpore in Furreodpore, were also withdrawn from the 
opwation of Chapter III of Act V (B.O.) of 1876; but, as their accounts were 
not oloaed during the year, they have been shown in the returns which are 
appended to this report. 

26. The village of Hankur, in the district of Burdwan, with 18 of its 
mohnllahs, was created a union with effect from let November 1879| but in 
Uaroh 18^ the order was cancelled on the representation of the Commusioner 
of the divimon, and the village was withdrawn from the operation of the Act. 

The proposal to consiitnte the town and suburbs of Qoalnndo, in the 
district of Fnrreedpore, a second class municip^ty, which was mentioned in. 
last year’s report, was nut carried into effect until Ist June 1881. No returns 
have therefore been received in respect of it for the year 1880.81. 

27. In consequence of the changes whioh were effected in 1879 in oonneo- 
tioo with the revision of the area of the Burdwan district, three of the unions 
in that distriot were transferred to Bankoora, and the remaining four to the 
disbnot of Hoogbly. The re-annexation of the thanna of Kbanakool to the 
Jehraabad sub-division after that sub-division had been placed under tb(i 
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inriadiction of the Magirtrate of Hooghly inrolTod the transfer of the union of 
Khanakool which iiraa the only union in Howrah) from that district to Hooghly. 
In the present returns no unions are shown in either Bordwan or Howrah. ^ 

28. The first class municipality of Commillah and (he second class muni¬ 
cipality of Brahmunberiah, in the district of Tipperah, which in preceding 
returns were shown under the Dacca Division, have in consequence of the re¬ 
transfer of the distiibt of Tipperah from the Dacca to the Chittagong Division 
been entered under the latter CJornmissionersbip in tlie present returns. 

29. Cofuiitution of Oommitieet.—Tha constitution of the Committees of 
the various munioipaUties was as shown below:— 



Compared with the figures of the previous year, there was an increase of 
S2 in the total number of Municipal Commissioners. The number of European 
Commissioners decreased by five, while there was an increase of 57 in the 
number of Native Cbrnmissioners. The numbers of official and non-official 
Commissioners were increased by 28 and 24 respectively. The proportion of 
official Commissioners did not exceed the limit laid down in section 15 of the 
Municipal Act. In the tabic given above the number of “ officials” oxccods 
one-fourth of tlie whole number of Commissioners, but this is duo to local 
officers having included in their returns as “ officials ” not only officers 
holding appointraeuts in tho Judicial, Police, or Revenue Departments of 
Government, who must not exoecs^one in every four Municipal Commissioners, 
but also officers in the Medical, liidavation, Re^stration and other Departments, 
in regard to whoso appointment no restriction is imposed by tho Act. 

30. The statement in the margin shows the number of meetings held by the 
K»«i No.«t Commissioners of the first class 

municipalities. It will be seen 
that uie Committees of the 
municipalities in tho I turd wan, 
Presidency, and Dacca Divisions, 
complied with the provisions of 
section 40 of the Act, and met 
generally on an average once a 
month, tlie exceptions being Mid- 
napore, Utterpara, and Jessoro. 
The Committees of the Eampore 
Beauleah, Commillah, Arrab, 
and Mozufferporo municipalities 
show tho least creditable rcsulte 
in this respect. The attendance 
of the Commissioners in first 
class mimioipalitics was gene¬ 
rally fair, and many of the 
native members evinced a lively 
interest in tho affairs of their 
respective municipalities. The 

. number of meetings hold in 

second class municipalities varied considerable in tho different divisions: in 
the Presidonoy Division the avei^e number of mootings held during tho yep 
was 11, in the Burdwan Division 10'6 and in the Chittagong Division 10; m 
the other divisions the average varied from 9 in the Dacca Division to ti in 
Chota Nagpore. Many of the second class municipalities are small and 
unimportant towns, where municipal business is light, and there is generally 
no necessity for tho Commusioners to assemble so often os once a month. 
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dl. SheitM mlm. —There wai no extension of the deotive e^sieiD 
during the you aader report, and it is in force in three manieipolities onfy—• 
Eishnaghur, Bhrdtran and Serampore. 

In Kisbnaghur the system has worked wifltont friction, hat the rCsalts 
of the seyersl eleotions held since its introdnction do not show any 
generat appreciation on the part of the rate-payers of the franchise 
conferred ontiiem. At the firstelection, which waaheldonthel6thMarchl878, 
the number of votes recorded was only 176. Only 17 candidates appeared 
for election though there were 15 vaeanoies. At the next election in 1878' 
the number of votes recorded rose to 770. There were six vacancies, for 
which ten candidates were nominated by the rate-payors. During the two foil 
lowing years there were no contested elections, a single nomination having been 
made on the occurrence of each vacancy. At the last election, held on the 
20th March 1881, the 'number of rotes recorded fell to 247; and out of six 
vacancies, five were uncontested. 

In liurdwan the first general election was held on the 5th June 1876, 
when 12 Commissioners wore elected out of 21 candidates. Out of 9,686 
rate-payers who were entitled to vote, only 649 actually voted. No contested 
election took place again until the year 1879-80, when eight candidates were 
nominated for three vacancies. In 1880-81 there wore six vacancies, but os 
only six candidates appeared there was no contested election. The Magistrate 
ofBurdwan remarks as follows, on the system In Burdwan:—“The elective 
system has been in operation in Burdwan for a period of five years. There 
are 12 elected Commissioncra. All of them are very regular in the attendance 
at meetings, and hare taken considerable interest in municipal matters. 
There was little or no animation displayed by the inliabitants in nominating 
candidates during the late election to represent them on the Municipal Com¬ 
mittee. This fact appears strange when contrasted with the strenuous efforts 
made during the four preceding years by persons to become Municipal Com¬ 
missioners. There were six vacancies.and only six candidates were 

nominated for election.” _ — 

In Serampore the elective system Ifas not proved a success, and it is 
reported that the majority of the inhabitants prefer that the administration 
should be carried ont for them by responsible Qovemmont utficera. Since tlie 
introduction of the system in 1873 there has been a considerable falling off in 
the number of persons attending the polling stations. Out of a total number 
of 6,669 qualified rate-payers in 1873, only 1,793, or 32 per cent., recorded 
their votes. In 1875 there were eight candidates for five vacancies, and the 
number of recorded votes was only 673, or 12 percent, of those entitled to vote. 
In 1876 there were 13 candidates fur seven vacancies; the number of qualified 
rate-payers was 6,396, but only 635 voted. In 1878 there were ll candidates 
for seven vacancies; tlie number of votes recorded was only 318, or loss 
than 6 per cent, of those entitled to vote. In no case did any of the elected 
Commissioners poll as many as 300 votes, while in the majority of instances less 
than 100 votes wore recorded for the successful candidates. In order to prevent 
the return of persons unfit to be Municipal Commissioners, the rules for the con¬ 
duct of oleotions wore last year revised, and additional rules were passed 
defining the qualifications of voters and candidates 

32. Ward Committeei. —^Iii the Calcutta Suburban Mnnieipality the Chair¬ 
man aSd Vice-Chairman were doubtful whether, in regard to the provisions of 
section 46 of the Bengal Municipal Act, any substantial powers could be 
delegated, under section 63, to Ward Committees, and in consequence nothing 
was done towards utilizing more fully the services of these Committees. The 
Divisional Commissioner has put the correct interpretation of the provisions 
of the two sections before the Commissioners, and it now remains to see 
what action they will take in tHe matter. 

In the dyu Municipolity, the Ward Committees held regular meetings 
during the year, and the members worked satisfactorily in directing and 
controlling the conservancy establishment. 

There are no regular Ward Committees, formally eonstituted under the 
provisions of the Municipal Act, in any other of the municipalities in the pro¬ 
vince. The munieipalitr of Bhagnlpore is, however, divided into war^, and 
each ward is placed in charge of one or more Commissioners, who enquire. 
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under the order* of the Chainnan, into all cases which are brought forward 
in thehc resneotire ward*, and suggest the needful orders. 

In order to earry on the munioit^ business more efficiently, and with 
a Tiew mote esjieoially to the checking of oolleotions, the Vice-Chairman of 4o 
Durbbunga Municipality divided the town into seven divisions, and placed 
each under the snpwviston of a Commissioner, whose duty it is to go round his 
division occasionally, and to submit once a month a report of his inspections 
to the Vice-Chairman. These Commissioners are also required to direct 
their attention to the conservancy of the town, to bring under assessment 
newly-built houses, to revise the assessments of improved holdings, to check the 
collection register of their respeotivo divisions every quarter, and to dispose of 
petitions. ‘ 

S3. Municipal Benehes.—Tho statement below shows the work done by the 
Commissioners of first class municipalities, in their capacity as Honorary 
Magistrates, in disposing of coses of nuisances and breaches of conservancy 
rules:— ^

No Divisional Commissioner, with the exception of the Commisamier 
of Orissa, has stated in his report the amount of work done by municipal 
benches in second class 'muuicipalitioB. From tho reirort for tbo Orissa Division 
it appears that in the Cuttack municipality 379 oases were tried, 201 persons 
being convicted, and 191 acquitted. No municipal cases were tried by the 
Fooree and Balasoro Benches, as it was foilnd inconvenient to detain the 
accused persons, who are generily pilgrims or passers-by, for the assembling 
of the benches which sit on appointed days of the week. 

84. Aisenmenh .—The assessment of the Burdwan municipality not having 
been revised for upwards of 13 years, the Commissioners resolved to re-assess 
aU the house property in the to\vn_ during the year under report. For this 
purpose the municipality was divided into five divisiens, ana the re-assess¬ 
ment trf three of those was completed during the year by the Secretary of 
the Municipality without additional expense. 
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In the Seram|i(ne mnniei^ity 8 question TBised in eozmeotinin 
the proceedings tor the rerisioB of assessment, as to the oorreet intoiia«iatii»i 
Of seotion 92 of Aet V (B.C.) of 187S. tinder this section the annudl 
value of a hcdding is to be determined bj' ascertaining the gross annusl rent 
at which it “may reasonably be expected to let.” Anumber of the Commissions 
era, with whom the Chairman of the Municipality agreed, contended that in 
the case of houses which are never lot, and which were not built with the Object 
^ being let, the value of the house should be determined by taking into con¬ 
sideration such elements as the cost of construction and maintenance, the state gf 
repair in which the house may be, its situation, and its usefulness to the owner. 
The Legal Bemembrancer, who was consulted, was of o{»nion that, as by 
section 92 the rent or sum at which a holding will let, or may be expected to 
be kt, is made the criterion of value, the Commissioners wore not justified in 
determining what ought to be the rent from the capital expended on the 
bolding, and tiiat the rent for which an unlet house might reasonably be. 
expected to let should be determined by the rout fur which houses in the vicinity 
are let, with such additions or reductions as circumstance may require. Thu 
opinion was communicated to tlie Commissioners, and it appears from their 
Annual Administration Report that they have determined to revise the assess¬ 
ment of the holdings in the municipality and to ascertain their annual value 
in the manner indicated by the Legal Kemembranoer, taking into consideration 
at fUe same time the amount of accommodation in each holding. 

Revised assessments were also made daring the year in the municipalities 
of Bankoora and Bhuddressur. It is reported that in both instances the revi¬ 
sion resulted in an increase of income. 

за. In the Presidency Division, the revision of the assessment of 11,150 
premises in the Suburban MWicipality daring the year has increased the income 
by Es. 8,735 per annum. 

In tlic Kishnagbur municipality a revision of assessment was made daring 
the year, but its rosidt has not been reported. 

.^oug the second class mnnicipalitieik in the district of the S4-Per- 
gunnohs, fresh assessments were made duri]^ tBe year in Satldiira, Kalaruab, 
ebanduria, Kalligange, Debhatta, and South Dum-Dum. 

In the district of Nnddca, a revision of the assessment of the holdings in 
the KooAtea municipality was made, which resulted in an increase of 256 
per annum in the income from taxation. 

зб. In the Dacca Division, the general revision of assessment of holdings 
in the Nusseerahad municipality, of which mention was made in last year’s 
report, resulted in an increase of income to tho oxtoiit of Rs. 3,290. The 
assessment of the town of Furreedporo was also revised during the year. . 

37. In the Patna Division, tnero was an increase of Rs. 1,482 in tho total 
assessment of tho Patna City municipality, due, it is reported, to u partial 
revision of holdings under section 99 of the Municipal Aet. In the Gya 
municipality a revaluation of holdings was made during the year. Ibe 
revision was completed in December 1880, and it resulted in an increase of 
Rs. 1,838-10-S in the total assessment of the town. 

Throe years baring expired since the last assessment of holdings in 
the Moanfferporo municipality, a revised valuation of houso property in the 
town was made during tho year unuor report. It appears from the Chairman’s 
report .that formerly it was tho practice to make one consolidated assessment 
of several distinct holdings if owned by one person. This incorrect mode of 
assessment has now, it is stated, been abandoned, and each holding has been 
separately assessed. 

la the Mudbubunny municipality, in the district of Durbhunga, a large 
number of houses having been destroyed by a conflagration which occurred 
duruig the previous year, a revision of assessment was deemed necessary, 
but the revision did not result in any loss of income, as several new houses 
were brought under assessment. 

In the Chuprah municipality, a revised assessmeut of the holdings was 
made towards the close of the year. As the objections to' the new assess¬ 
ment was not disposed of within the year, the ultimate result of the revndon 
has not been reported. 

38. In the Bbagulpore Division, a revaluation of holdings was mado in 
the Bhagulpoie municipality and tlie rate of tax on holdings was raised firom 
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StoTJ petoeirt., tlieiDMimam rate allowed by the law; the reoeipta frofc 
^ tiiu tu were iitoreaeed from Ra. IS,904 in 1879-80 to Rg. 20,768 in 1^0-81. 

I* the Pumeah mnnieipali^, a revieion of assesBrnent of the holdinge 
waa made during the year, which resulted in a reduction of the demand 
under this head by nearly Ra. 500. It is reported, however, that the 
taxatibh has now been more. equitably distributed, and that inany gtievanoes 
hare been remedied. 

A revision of assessments was also made during the year in the muni* 
cipalities of Maldah and Deo^htv, and in a portion of the station of Sahibgunge. 

39. In the Orissa Division, revised assesBments were made or holdings in 
the mnnimpalities of Cuttack, Kendraparab, and Ralasore, and in the union of 
Pooree. The result in Kendraparah, Ralasore and Pooree was an increase 
uf .Rs. 457-8, Es. 98, and Rs. 3,036 respectively. In Cuttack, the revision 
resulted in a decrease of Rs. 220 in the income. 

40. /kwA Imjmtls letted during the gear .—During the year the provisions 
of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1876, relating to the levy of a tax on carriages, 
horses, and animals, were introduced in the municipality of Motiharee, in the 
district of Chnmparun. Sanction was also accorded to the imposition from let 
April 1881 of a tax on horses and ponies only in the municipality of l^nchee. 

41. In compliance with the recommendation of tlie Commissioners of the 
Mnnicipality of Jungypore, in the district of Moorshedabad, sanction was given 
to the registration, by the Commissioners, under section 133 of the Municipal 
Act, of aU carts kept or habitually used within the municipality, and to the levy, 
under section 184 thereof, from the Ist April 1880, of fees upon every cart 
for such registration. Sanction waa also given during the year to the regis¬ 
tration of carts in the Kishnaghur mnnicipality, but the orders came into e&t 
after the close of the year. 

42. In paragraph 29 of the report for the year 1878-79 it was stated that 
the cart-tax hod b^n withdrawn fmm the municipality of Nattoro from 1st April 
1879. During the year under tep^ the Commissioners represented that the 
entire withdrawal of the tax had cahsed a loss to the municipality, which it 
was ill able to afford, and stated tliat no complaints had ever been made 
against the tax. It was represented that for l.'i78-79 the income realised by the 
municipality from wheel-tax bad been Rs. 9C6, and the expenditure on roads 
alone in that year had been Rs. 3,61.3. Under these circumstances the 
re-imposition of the tax was sanctioned with effect from let October 1880. 

43. Towards the close of the year sanction was accorded to the imposition, 
by the Commissioners of the Furulia municipality, of a tax on carriages, horses, 
and other animals, mentioned in the third sohodule annexed to the Municipal Act. 
Sanction was also given to the levy of a foe for the registration oi carts in 
the municipality. The latter tax has, however, since been abolished, as it 
was unpopular and proved unproductive, the outcome being only Rs. 37 during 
the year under report. 

44. Rectification of Umicipal Soundariee .—During the year under report 
the northern boundaries of the umnicipality of the Suburbs of Calcutta were 
extended with a view to include, within the jurisdiction of the Suburban Police, 
tlie portion of the river Hooahly which lies between the Cossiporo Gun 
Fouttdary Gh&t and Poramanick’s GliAt. 

45. The boundaries of the Bhagulpore municipality were revised during 
the year. A number of villages lying on the south of the railway line, 
which consisted chiefly of a few detached houses situated in mango groves, 
were excluded from the limits of the municipality on tho recomnieudation of 
the Commissioners. The amount of tax collected from the villages did 
not even cover tho oi^ense of the police employed for their watch and 
ward, while the municipality was not able to keep in order the roads passing 
through them. It was also stated that regular oonservaiicy measures were not 
required in those rural villages. 

46. The limits of the union of Manbaxar, in tho district of Manbhoom, 
were revised daring the year, Some agricultural villwe** which were within 
the union, were excluded, and a non-aOTicultural village included in it. 
Since the close of the year the.unionitsmf has been abolished, as the greater 
part of the tax-payers left the village when the Moonaiff’s Court waa removed to 
another place in the distriob

It will be seen from the above atatoment tliat iu the total income from aotnal 
taxation there was an increase of Us. 47,778 oror the income realized in 1879-80. 

48. Tlio amount realized on account of tlie tax on owners was loss than 

in the previoua year. The chief cause asai^med for the decrease in collections 
was the employment of the collecting staff, in almost all the first class muni- 
eipolities on census work. ' , 

49. Tho collection of the tax on oeeupiert shows an increase of Us. 14,579 
over that of the previous year. This was due in some cases to revision of asaoss- 
metft, and in others to the collection of balances outstanding from provioua years, 

50. The decrease of receipts from liei nses on trades was due to tho cause 
explained in the lastroport. viz. that under the Bengal Municipal Act of 1876, os 
it now stands, the Municipal Commissioners have no authority to imfMwe such 
fees. The sum of Es. 4,660 shown under tho Howrah Municipality repre¬ 
sents the amount of license fees realized under the Jute Warehouse and fire 
Brigade Act, V (B.C.) of 1879. The greater proportion of the receipts under 
this head in other first class municipalities in the interior of the province 
represents foes levied from butchors for slaughtering cattle in municipal slaughter¬ 
houses. Tho sum of Rs. 31 under this head in second class munimpalities was 
realized in tho town of Cnina, but the Commissioner does nut explain in his 
report whet particular trade contributed the amount. 

51. There was an increase of Ks, 6,833 in the collection of tho tax on 
carriages and animals in tho year under report over the amount collected in the 
previous year. The bulk of the increase was in the Suburban Municipality, 
'ibis was duo to a larger number of conveyances and horseshaving been kept 
within the limits of the municipality daring 1880-81 than in 1879-80. 

63. Under the head of ioth on roads and at ferries there was an increase 
of Rs. 14,0-59 over the receipts of tho previous year. Of thisamount, Rs. 11,159 
were realized in the first class municipalities in the interior of the province, 
]^. 4,510 in second class municipalities, and Rs. 190 in unions. There was 
a decrease of Rs. 1,800 in the Suburban and Howrah Mnnicipalities. Except 
in Krisbnagur, there are no tolls now levied on roads in any municipality in 
the provinoe. 

58. The dmonnt collected from the heme smumgering tax shows an increase 
of Rs. 38,453 over that of the previous year. Of this increase Rs. 16,433 was 
obtained in Howrah and Rs. 33,918 in other first class manimpaUties in the 
interior. There was a decrease of Rs. 11,887 under this head in the Sttburlri. 
Tho cause of the decrease in the Suburban Municipality, and of the increase in 
Howrah, is not explained iu the reports of these munioipalities, all comparisons 
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ai flnotaaidona of raoeipto and expenditure in these toms being made on^ 
'With the budget estimates of the year, and not also with the actuals of the 
prenous year. The increase under this head in the municipalities in the 
interior was obtuned in. Boogfaly, Jessore, and Dacca. In the last-named 
munioipaUty, where Act VI (B.C.) of 1878 was introduced in 1879, the opera¬ 
tions nndcw the Act were considerably extended in the year under report, and 
the receipts rose from Rs. 3,899 in 1879-80 to Ss. 30,963 in 1880-81. 

64. Under the head of grantt-in-aii Jrm frmncM and heal funds there 
was an increase of Its. 83,579 over tho intxime of the year 1879-80. The 
greater part of the increase was in Giya and Rungpore. In the former town, 
the Pilgrim Lodging-house Committee, under Act Iv (B.C.)of 1871, as amended 
by Act U (B.C.) of 1879, granted to the Municipal Committee Rs. 5,500 for 
the conservancy of the town. In Rungpqre a grant of Rs. 14,000 was made by 
this Oovemment for the special purpose of acquiring lands in connection with 
a scheme for in^oving the drainage of the town. Towards tho close of the 
year a gnmt of Rs. 5,000 was made by this Government to the Dinagepore 
MunioipaUty in addition to the original contribution of Rs. 10,000, mentioned 
in paragraph 39 of the Report for 1878-79. This additional grant ■was given 
to meet in part tho cost of certain additional works required for the improve¬ 
ment of the drainage of the town. The amount has not been entered under 
the head of “ Grants-in-aid ” i,n Statement No. I appended to this Report,.B8 it 
was not drawn by the Municipality until after the close of the year. 

55. The receipts under tho heading mueel/aneeus wore Rs. 1,71,531 in 
1880-81 as compared with Rs. 1,64,795 in 1878-79, ondRs. 8,68,383 in 1879-80. 
No explanation is given of the decrease in the receipts as oompared with those of 
the preceding year. Tho receipts under this head are always of a fluctuating 
nature. 

The fluctuations under the other heads of receipt do not call for any 
detailed eiyilanatiuns. 

56. Midenee of mnnkipal tax .—The population living within municipal 
limits being 3,966,001, as sjiofiin in tho abstract statement at pages 18 
and 19 of the Appendix, the incjlloncc of taxation per head of population 
was ten annas and one pie.* The incidence of municipal income from all 
sources per head of population was 11 annas 10 pic. 

57. Total sum available .—The not credit balanoe of tho previous year, after 
deduction of the deficit balances of tliat year, umountod to R!s. 4,01,852, which, 
added to tho income of the year under report, gave a total sum of Ils. 36,09,906 
available for expenditnro in the various municipalities during the year. 
The total expenditure during the year amounted to Rs. 21,62,938, as sno-wn 
below, and the balance at the close of tbo year, after adjustment of the deficit 
balances, was Hs. 4,40,978. 

58. Expenditure .—The following table shows tho various heads under which 
expenditure was memrod in tho municipalities, unions, and stations during tho 
year:—

There wore also slight increases 
under this head in the municipaUties of Burdwan, Sorampore, Santipbro, Kampore 
Beauleah, Darjeeling, Commillah, Patna, Qya, MozuSerpore, Durldningft, 
Bhagulpore, and Pumeah. In tho Dacca municipality there was a decrease of 
BsTSiSSi in the cost of establishment, hut on tlie other hand there was an inorease 
of Es. 3,778 in ooUootion charges. During the year imder report toe Commi¬ 
ssioners dispensed with the services of their head overseer, and appointed in his 
place a paid secretary. In secodd class munimpalities toe cost of establisfa- 
ment and collection charges was increased by Bs. 4,084 and Bs. 1,371 
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rwp^Vely. There TWre in the Presidency, 

Kajehahyo and Coooh Behai, and Patna divAsion*. Tliore wore increases in 
the cost of establishment in the Chittagons; and Chota Nagiwre divisiona. and 
in the collection charges in the Burdwan and Bhagulporo divisions, In 
also increases occurred under botli these heads. They amounted to Bs 6TS 
and Es. 9fi0 res^vely In stations the e<M of establishment incio&ed 
by Us. 213, and the coUootion charges decreased by Us. 10. In the csiablish- 
ment and collection charges taken together there w'as a net increase of 
Hs. 4,516. 


61. Pofiae.—The total cost of maintaining the police force employed in the 
▼anouB municipaJitiefl, unions, and stations daring the year waa Re. 6 54 286 
against Rs. 5,73,.377 during the previous year, showing a dwreaso of 
Rs. 19,091.

A redaction of one head-constable was made in the strength of the force 
of the City Moorshedabad (Lalbagh) Municipality, where also the services 
of 22 constables were dispensed with. Owing to the abolition of the unions 
of Syedpore (in Furreedpore) and Palkote (in Loliarduggo) the strength of 
the police forces of these districts were reduced by 2d and 6 men respec¬ 
tively.

63. The proportion of the annual income absorbed by Uie police employed 
in the various classes of municipalities was a<fo|lows:—In the first class munici¬ 
palities 2012 per cent.; in the second class tnunicjpalities 3r75 per cent.; in the 
unions 49'39 per cent.; in the stations 13'27 per cent.; and in ail classes of 
municipalities taken together a general average of 2510 per cent. Thaoxpen- 
ditnre per head of population on account of police in the municipalities of the 
different grades was as follows;—In the first class municipalities 3 annas and 
7 pie; in second class municipalities 2 annas and 7 pie; in unions 2 annas and 
2 pie; in stations 2 annas and 6 pie; in all the municipalities, unions, and 
stations taken together, the incidence was 2 annas and 11 pie per head. 

64. Sir Ashley £don has decided to relieve all municipalities under Act V 
of 1876 except the Suburbs and Howrah of the charges for police from Ist 
April next, on the understanding that the amount thus made available will, 
after defraying charges for medical charity now borne by Government^ bo 
devoted to diainago, water-supply, and general works of municipal improve¬ 
ment, and not to reduction of taxation. 

66. Conservancy and cleansing .—The total amount expends during the 
year under this head was Its. 4,63,520 against Bs. 4,26,364 in 1879-80, riiowing 
an increase of Rs. .30,156. Tho increase was distributed among the different

The conservancy of first class mnnicipalitieB continued to be generally 
well looked after, 'rhoro was also somo improvement in this respect in second 
riass municipalities, unions, and stations during the. year under t^rart. 
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66. tn the Division the conservancy oi the town of Burdsran was *' 

^<nen% Bupervisod. 13»e measures in force for the removal and disposal of 
Btreeteweeiiiiigs were satisfactorily carried out. The drains, waterways, 
slanghter-honseB, and bazars were daily cleaned and inspected. Two pairs of 
pubno latrines were opened during the year. There are now ton of these 
necessaries in the town open to the public free of charge. Tlio latrines are 
built in pairs, one for the use of males and tho other for females. 'ITicy were 
daily washed and coated with coal tar. The conservancy and cleansing of 
private {wemises was effleieutiy carried out. 

In the Hooghly and Chinsurah munici]^ty two new latrines were erected 
daring tlio year. Thoro are now nine latrines in the town. These were all 
constructed on tho principle suggested by tho Sanitary Commissioner. Each 
latrine has a resident sweeper, whose duty it is to keep it clean. For the 
cleansing of private privies the municipality maintained an establishment of 
76 sweepers at a cost of lla. 4,569. 

In the Serampore municipality a now latrine was constructed during the 
year at a cost of Rs. 146, and a piece of ground was taken by the Commis¬ 
sioners on a perpetual lease for tho purpose of trouching night-soil. Tho 
Cliairman of tlie municipaUty imported during the year a new pattern of 
night-soil cart, the general shape of which is indicated in the 
margin. It is entirely composed of metal. A cylindrical 
receptacle rests, by means of two pins fixed above its centre, 
on sockets at the extremity of perpendicular arms rising 
from the axle. In order to raise the receptacle (of which 
each cart has two) upon tho sockets after it has been 
detached, it is merely necessary to elevate the shafts, which depresses tho tops 
of the porpendicular arms below the pine on the bucket, and brings the sockets 
under the pins, and then by lowering the shafts the bucket is raised and 
remains suspended between the perpendicular arms. The buckets are fitted 
with a half lid wliich prevents the escape of any smell, and they can be easily 
cleaned. The carts have been found to answer their purpose well, and are 
light and con be easily drawn by a/ingle pony or bullock. A description of 
the cart has been forwarde(f to all Oommissioncrs of Divisions for information 
and communication to ail mnnicipalitics in thoir rospectlvo divisions. 

In tho town of Utterjiorali the strcot-consia-vancy was ctTieieiitly performed, 
and all unwholesome tanks and ccss-jhioIs were cleared during tlio year. The 
Municipal (kaumissionors coinjiliuii of tho diflioidty of procumig cooly labour 
at reasonable rates, owing to local competition. 

In tho municipality of Howrah tho work of conservancy was well done. 
AH the masonry drains in tlie town wore daily washed and swept, and ton dirty 
tanks and hollows were filled up during tho year with street-sweepings. The 
sclieme of latrine conservancy introduced in the town under the provisions 
of Act VI (B.C.) of 1878, is rcjiorted to have proved to lie a great Ixmn to the 
inhabitants of tlie quarters to which tho Act was extended. Since tho dose of 
the year tlie operations under tho Act have been extended over a further area of 
two square miles. The attention of tho Commissioners of this municipality 
was dLrocted during the year to tlio mode of disposing of tho night-soil of 
the town. An attempt was made to cultivate some land that hod been used as 
a trenoliing ground for some years, but the experiment is reported to have been 
not very satisfactory, as tlio maiinre was too strong. The Commissioners have, 
however, been asked to continue tho experiment. 

In tlie Ranigunge muuicipality tlie system of conservancy was much 
improved during the year. Tho dmins were kept clean and encroachments 
upon riiem were prevented. An effort was also made to reduce the doptli ol the 
open drains by the ride of the streets so as to gjvc them a saucer shape. Some 
now latrines were constructed during the year, and the swecpei-s visit overy 
privato house twice daily for tho removal of night-soil. 

In the Bankoora municipality a beginning was inudo during tlie your to 
provide the town with a suitable number of thatohed latrines, ami it is rojior^ 
♦hut fte Commissioners of Bisbenpore have also resolved to make similar 
arrangements in thoir town. , , 

67. In the Proridenoy Division the general conservancy of the municipali^ 
of the suburbs of Calcutta was regularly attended to, and ■.16y,838 cart loads

of drttki-^t aad sire^-sweeinagg wore removed daring Ae j|[e«r, Foarteen 
tank* vrere filled uj» and ton wore cleaned. A careful superririoa waa ke|A 
over Ae markets, md S,443 nurands of wet rice, and rotten fiih, meat, fnj^ snd 
Vegetables were condemned as unfit for consamptloii and destroyed. Anoe Aa 
close of Ae year a contract for cleaning {mvato premises has been given for 
five years to Ae former head jemadar of mobters. _ . 

Under the supervision of the present Oiairman of the Jessore Mnnimpality 
the general conservancy of Ao tomi was well attended to. Tlie main outWl 
drtuns m Ae town were cleared of obstructions and whore necessary ro-dug; and 
Ae slauglitor-houses and markets were daily inspoctod and kept clean. In the 
Berhampore Mnni<npali|y private residents employed the municipal establish¬ 
ment, at a cost of Its. 843, m cleaning their privies. There are nine public latrines 
in Ae town, six of wiiich are said to lu) used by the people, but the other Areo 
are not resorted to at all. The Magistrate imputes the latter circumstaiice to 
the neglect of Ae police to take proptv care to stop Ao conmiission of nuisances 
on contiguous waste places. 

At Lalbagh m Ac district of Moorslindabod a sum of Rs. 3,600 was received 
by Ae mnnicipolity as a donation from the Nisamut Fund for Ae conservancy 
of the town. 

68. In Ae RajAahye Division two public latrines were constructed during 
Ae year in Ae Ram|)ore Jlenulcidi Municipality, and Act VI (B.C.) of W8 was 
extended to Ao town with effect from the 1st April 1881. 'I ho Commissioners 
have not been able yet to commonco operations under the Act owing to the 
difficulty of jjroouraig swocixirs on rcasnnablo wages. It is reported tliat they 
are making arrangements for imjiortiiig 30 sweepoi's from the Upper I’rovincos, 
andon Aeir arrival ojiciutions will lie commenced. The Chainnan rcjxute 
m very unfavourahlo terms the conservancy of private premises. Ho says: 
“ No improvements seem to have boon made in the conditions of tlie private 
latrines. Night-soil, as rejiortod last year, is thrown into the jmiglo or tanks, 
&c., and no stcjjs are tiikcii to do away witli middens or eess-pits near houses. 
No steps were taken towards impniriiig markets, or building houses with 
increased ventilation, or on higher or driersjites.’’ 

In the Daijcoliug Muiiicipnlitj'the haziir and'iiativo totm are reported to ho 
fairly well inwndod with latrines. A now latrmo with a masonry flisir and iron 
roofing was huUt during' the year in a part of the town whore it was wanted. An 
extra catahlishmont -was also employed for the removal of night-soil fi-oni private 
houses. Thero are four trenching grounds belonging to the municipality, where 
the night-soil is huriod in pits tluxs' or four feet deep, tho shallow trenching 
system being unsuitable in hill stations, as they arc liable to suddon mslies 
iff water, wliich carry away tho surface soil. Now that tlie Railway nina 
into Ae station, the Chairman of the municipality proposes to raise the 
question of removing stroct-sweopings by rail licyoiid municipal Uniita. Ho 
also states that he has applied to tho Simla Municipality for a copy of tho 
repeat of the Committco wliicb lately sat there to mature a plan for emuying 
night-soil by a shoot flushed with u-ater down the hill-sido to a distance 
from Ac town. Ho is of opinion that if such a sclicme succeeds at Simla, it will 
also succeed at Darjooling, where there is plenty of water at command. 

In tho mnniciiiality of Rungisirc the 2 iubhe latrines were kept m a proper 
state of clcmdincss, but tho necessaries in private houses were m a filthy state 
for want of sweepers. It is reported, however, that efforts are being mode by Ae 
Commissioners to have them cleaned daily by municijial agency. 

69. In Ae Mudariiioro MuniciiialityJ m Ao Dacca Diidsioii, some obnoxious 
hollows were filled up during tlio year at the oxiionso of tlic aemindar Baboo Kali 
Krista Tagore, who contributed Ks. 600 for the purpose. Tlireo wooden latrines 
-were also consixucted m the bosEgr of Ae town, tAcro the wont of them was 
specially folt. 

In Ae municipality at Bnrrisaul twelve swoopors were engaged from Cklcutta 
for the purpose of removing night-soil from private premises. Six public latrines 
and two urinals were oonstiucted in that town during Ae year. 

70. In Ao PaAa Division the work of supervising tlio conservancy of Ao 
FaAa City Municipality is divided among Ae Commissioners. Each ward is pla^ 
in charge of a Commissioner residing within its limits, who has power to punish 
Ae members of Ae oonsorvaucy establishment employed in his word for neglect 



<ji <faity. Priyste iicmaes are olio deansod by the uaiiidiwl ostabliahment on 
payment. A portion of the house refuse, and street sweepmgs was sold during 
the year, ttod realieed a sum of Es. 86-12, Night-soil and sewage were regularly 
reitaoved from private houses and buried in trenohes. There are said to he 
five plots of land now available for tiiis purpose, and arrangements are being 
made for aequiriim five additional pieces of land with the object of providing 
trenching grounds in eadi mohullu of tho municipality. During the year 
the Mumoipal Commisdonors of Patna caused to he constructed inflioir work¬ 
shop portable latrines mode of wood. They ore provided with wheels, and. 
are moved from place to place as rwjuired. Twenty-three of those portaWe 
latrines wore constructed and stationed in different jiarts of tho municipality, 
and tho people appear to resort to them freely. 

In the town of Gya there are ton permanent public latrines. Five tempo¬ 
rary latrines were erected during the year in different parts of tho municlpanty 
for the use of jiilgrims. Tho conservancy establishment was increased by five 
drivers, and eight new carts were procured. 

In tho Durbhunga Municlpulity throe new latrines were eonsitructed, two 
night-soil carts were purchased!, and two plots of trenching grounds were provided 
during the year. 

Ill tho town of Chuprah two public latrines wore constructed during 
the year at a cost of Es. 842—one for the use of males, and tho other 
for fcBiRles. There are now altogether six latrines in the town. They am 
much frequented by the people. Eleven dep6ts were cstivbllslied in convenient 
spots in tho town for tho reception of night-soil from private houses, tlio 
municipality providing carts and men to carry off tho accumulations twice daily 
to trenching grounds outside the town. 

71. In the Bhagulpore Division, the Commissioners of the Monghyr Munici¬ 
pality applied in Mai'cli last for the extension of Act VI (U.C.) of 1878; but they 
subsequently decided at a meeting that it was not necessary tliat the Act sliould 
Ih) extended, and no farther stops have been taken in tlio matter. Tlic work of 
ordinary conservancy and the leraoval of rubbish from the public streets and 
drains, and the daily scorning of iffimgliter-housos and municipal bamrs, were 
well performed. In this town tbo work of removal of waste water from 
pita and reservoirs in private houses is performed by tlie municipality on 
the jiayiucnt of a maximum rate of four amias for two cubic foot of water, 
and one annn extra for oveiy fwit alwve two cnliic feet. It is reported 
tliut many people have availed themselves of this arrangement. Tlicro ore 13 
masonry and 11 mud latrines in tho town. Of tho latter, five were oon- 
struoten during the year at a cost of Rs. 107 each. Theso additional latrines 
are said to bnvo been opened to meet tlie objecthms of tho poopio to the dosing 
of tlieir cess-pits beforo they were suppKed with proper latrines. The 
Sanitary Commissioner, who visiteiltho municipality in Jannan' 1881, described 
the conservancy arrangements of tho town to bo “excellent and bej-ond 
praise.” In Mungli}? the small smn of Rs. 35 was retdissed by tho Conimis- 
sionoi's during tlio year for manuring witli iiigbt-soil some land at the rate of 

14 per bigha, 

InTuni^, the Latrines Act was extended to tho munidpallty with effect 
from Ist'April 1881. 

In tbo English Baisar Municipnlity, in Maldoh, tbo rites for two public 
latrines were selected, and plans and estimates for the structures were prepared 
during the year. It is reported that tho townsjiooplo objected to the erection 
of tlieso latrines, bat their objection was not ^posed of when tho year 
closed. 

72. In the Orissa Division, tho oonservancy arrangoinoiits for tlio town of 

Pooree are under the Health Officer appointed under Act IV (B.C) of 1871. The 

conservancy staff of sweepers maintained from funds under that Act is supple¬ 
mented by men paid from grants mode from the Union F'und. 

In the mumcipality of Cuttack, on experimental public latrine eonatniotod 
of niasomr was built during tlio year, and 11 thatched necessaries were erected 
on sdected sites. Tho night-soil from those is removed in closed iron carts 
and galvanized iron buckets, and is buried in deep trenches on the outskirts of 
the town. A new pucca latrino was also oonstruetod during tho year in' tho 
C^tonmeiit at a cost of Es. 498. 
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73. IntheCSuitalfagpore Division, the Munieipal OoumiasionerB of £Eua* 
reebagh wre i^rted to be moving arrangements for taking the lease of n pieoe 
of ground for the purpose at burying night-soil and depositing street-eweqpiaga 

. in it, and eventually turning it into a municipal garden. 

In the Banchee Munieipality, there are 12 public latrines in charge at 12 
mebters. It is stated tliat&e people are now resorting to them more frody 
than before. The Burdwan system of cleansing private privies was snccess- 
fuUy introduced in the town during the year. All well-privies have been ffled 
up, and 26 mehtels have been appointed for tlio purpose of cleaning private 
privies, a certain numbOT of houses boiug allott^ to each man. 'fherr pay 
IB a matter of private arrangement with the occupiers. If any person fails to 
pay his sweeper on the appointed day, the man stops work reports the 
matter to the overseer, who allows the occupier two days’ time to pay. If 
payment is still withheld, the privies are inspected by the overseer and the 
occupiers progooutod for keeping their promises in a filthy state, a port of 
the" fine realized being given to tlie informant as a reward. The system 
18 self-supporting and is reported to be working satisfactorily. 

74. Act Vl (B.C.) of 1878, whidi provides for tlio cleansing of all private 
and public latrines in first class municipalities, is now in force in the mmiicimiKties 
of the Suburbs of Calcutta, Ilowrali, Seramporc, Hoogbly and Chinsurab, Hidno- 
poro, Kisboogbur, Jessore, Kampore Bcauleah, Dacca, Commillab, Cya, 
Bba^pore, and Purncali. 

76. The following table shows the proportion of the total income spent 
under the head of “Conservancy” in the manici|)u]itics of the different 
divisions:— 



76. The conservancy provisions contained in Part VIT of the Municipal 
Act were extended in whole or in part daring the year to tho municipalities of 
Bogra and Bungporo in the llajHhatiyo and C^hBehor Division, to Nnssirabod 
in me Dacca Division, and to Mudliuboni, Baserah, and Sewan in the Patna 
Division. 

77. Part IX of tho Municipal Act regarding the esteblishment and regula¬ 
tion of markets was extended to the municipalities of Madariporo, in the district 
of Forreedpore, and PuruUa, in tho district of Manbhoom. 

78. Byo-laws were framed by the Municipal Commissioners and confirmed 
by the Lieutenant-Governor for the following municipalities

In the town of Bishenporo, in the district of Bankoora, threo new roads were 
constructed during the year. 

In fhe district of Hooghly a large amount was expended on roads in the 
Baidyabati municipaJify, where one most important work—viz. the metalling 
of the Tarakessur feedTer road up to municipal limits with stone—was carried 
out during the year. 

In the district of the 2d-Pergunnah8 a new road was constructed in the 
municipality of Takee. At Kalaruah a smaU road from the river bank to 
the police-station was metalled by the zhmindfprs of the placa A sum of 
Rs. 480 was also^ spent by the Commissioners of this municipality for the 
manufactnre of bricks for the construction of culverts. In i^ligunge muni¬ 
cipality also a sum of Bs. 200 was laid out in making 60,000 bricks for roads 
and culverts. 

In Eishnaghur two new roads were opened during the year. 

In Rampore Beauleah a new road was constructed, and most of the town 
roads wore repaired during the year. 

In the Berajgungo municipality a sum of Rs. 1,683 was spent on roads 
and bridges daring the year. Of this amount, Bs. 799 were expended on the 
construction of two new roads and four now bridges, and tlie rest on the repairs 
of existing roads. 

In the Daijeeling municipality a sum of Rs. 14,897 was spent under 
this head, against Rs. 12,553 in the previous year. It is stated in explana¬ 
tion of the increased outlay that the expenditure on roads in this muni- 
oipfdity mnat always be a heavy item, and one exceedingly difficult to 
estimate and control, inasmuch as in a single night a slip may occur blocking 
up, or carrying away, a portion of some important road, and rendering imme¬ 
diate arid extensive measures necessary to restore communication. 

T^ere was a marked increase of expenditure under this head in the Dacca 
mnnieips^^, ohiofly on repairs, the figures being Rs. 12,671 against Rs. 4,932 
in the previous year. 

In the municipality of Naraingnnge one unmetalled road and two 
wooden bridges were constructed during the year, and the main road widened. 

In the fteeodpore municipality two unmetalled roads, two masonry 
culverts, and eight wooden bridges were constructed during the year. 

In the Bnrrisaul municipality two new onlverts, a foot-path, and a wooden 
bridge were constructed, and wooden railings were put up where d^p drains 
or tiw itches were, unprotected. 

In the district of Mymensiug a small road at Bybutnuggur in the 
Kishoregunge muoicipaliiy, and the main Bazar road at Huktagaeha, were 
constructed during the year.

In the Pfttm Mtmiraimlity tke ex^diture on tile coMtniction and mahiten 

«noe »f ro»d« iUid oalv^ amoonted to Rs. 20,972 against Rs. 36,31S in (ho 
pwTioua year. Tho savingofRs. 15,346 wwaaid to bo mainly duo to tijo 
peraonal snperruion exercised Iw the late Vice Chairman of the Mnnioipality 
OTer the expenditure, and the efforts he made to reduce it. During the year 
two narrow- lanes in the city were pared with flat bricks as an ej^erimentnl 
measure. If the pavement withstands the rains, it is proposed to ratend the 
operation to other similar thoroughfares in tlie municipality. 

A sum of Rs. 2,200 was spent in the town of Barh, a second class muni¬ 
cipality in the dkti'ict of Patna, on the construction of a new road and in 
metalhng an existing one. 

In file Mozuffcrpore Municipality an unmetalled road which passes through 
a very thickly populated part of the town was metalled with kmkw during 
the year. Two fair-weather roads leading to tho two priucipal ferry ghkts 
on tho outskirts of tho towii wore widened and raised above the liighest flood- 
level and it is reported that tho Municipal Commissioners intend to metal 
these roads during the current year. A sum of J(s. 340 was presented to the 
Municipality during the year by some zemindars of tho town for the planting 
of trees on road-sides. 

In the Roserah Mnnioipality, in the district of Durbliun^a, a sum of 
Rs. 1,132 was spent on tho metalling of a road passing through the principal 
bazar of tho town. 

81. SanitaHm and drainage. —During the year under report (he expendi¬ 
ture under this head amounted to Rs. 37,899 against Rs, 59,604 in the previous 
year, thus showing a decrease of Rs. 21,706. In second class mnnicipulitios 
alone the decrease amounted to lls. 30,716. On the other hand there was an 
increase of Rs. 7,763 in first class municipalities. Unions and stations also 
exhibit an increase of expenditure of Rs. 1,102 and Rs. 146 respectively under 
this head. 

82. The large expenditure in 1879-80 was due to tlio extensive schemes 
of improvemont wliich were undertaken in that year in the municipalities of 
Dinagepore, Rungpore, and Oity Moorshedabad (Lalbagh). Tho works at 
Dinngepore were completed doringThe year. In Rungpore all that remains to 
be done is to cut a few cross drains connecting some of tho depressions in the 
bed of tho heelt with the main channels. 

At Moorshedabad the works are progressing felrly under the supervision 
of the Public Works Department. 

83. Ill the Burdwan Division the whole expenditure under this head 
amounted to Rs. 2,169. All that was done was to keep the surface drains on 
the sides of tho road free from obstructions. The drainage of tho Bankoora 
Municipality is naturally good, tho fall being towards tho two rivers 
Qandeswan and. Dalkeswar. In Soory the gravelly nature of the soil and 
the natural lines of the surface prevent any water lodging on tho sides of the 
roads. In the majority of the municipalities in the division, the drains are 
not oonstructed on any systematic plan, and they do not carry off all tho 
surplus water. 

84. In the Presidency Division a sum of Rs. 3,892 was s[ient under this 
head during (he year. In tho Suburban Municipality, except the work of 
remodelling tho drains of tho Alipore and Belvodero roads which was taken 
in hand, nothing calling fur particular notice was done in tho m.at(cr of improv¬ 
ing the drainage. Some progress was, however, made iii surveying and 
taking levels of the tract lying between Tolly’s Kulloh and the Calcutta main 
sower. A suggestion was made in tho report of the Municipality that the 
management and control of the drains along tho sides of tho Diamond Harbour 
Road, which arc important and serve as the catch-water drains of a large and 
most important portion of the district, should bemade over to tlie municipality, 
a moderate subsidy being paid by Government to tho Commissioners for their 
maintenance. As the road is under tho charge of tho Public Works Department, 
the question has been referred to that Department for disposal. In tlio matter 
of iuitee improvement, the action of the munioipaUty was attended with suoecss. 
Thecow-houici in Word No. 2, which had hitherto Wn a great iiuisanco te the 
nei^bourhood, were removed to new and less objectionable sites. In addition 



(o tho busteo composed of these cow-houses twelve other lustcea were inspected 
during the year, and in some cases notices were issued to the ownors to im-. 
prove them. In two cases tlio ownors have expressed their willingness to have 
the improvements carried out by tho niunicipai agency?, and to paj’ tho cost 
of the work. Tho (juestions of improving the environs of the tumplo at 
Kalighat, and of reclaiming tho filthy pond called the Kali’s Kamtoo, were 
under consideration during tho year, but the works had not been commenced 
when the year closed. 

Tho question of improving tlio drainage of the town of Kishnaghur was 
considered during the year, unci, us !i preliminary measure, an officer of tho 
Public Works Department lias boon ordered to imiko a proiossioiial survey of 
tho river Uiijonah, which forms the south-eastern bonudary of tho town. 

The drainago of tho town of Nycimtty, in tlio SM’ergunnahs, is reported to 
bo very defective, and steps arc being taken to remedy it. 

85. In tho Itajshahyo and Gooch ISohar Division Ks. 8,801 wore spent 
under this head during tlio year. Df this amount, Rs. 5,071 were spent in 
Rungporo, and Rs. I,<i41 in Darjeeling. In Ifimgporo all tho swamps in and 
around tho station have now been tapped by capacious and properly constructed 
channels leading to tho river (Iliogut. 

Tho natural drainage of the station of Daijcoliiig is good. What is 
neco^ary is to control the flow of water down tho hill sides and jhoras by 
building stono drains and protecting tho sides-of jhoras by low stone walla. 
During the year two largo stone draims were constructed in tho Luckliun jhora. 
Throe other drains wore also coinjiletcd during tho year. 

The drainage of the town of Kampore Boauleuh is reported to be very 
defective. The roads and streets arc not provided with sale drains of a sufli- 
cient size, and when heavy rains come the water frequently cuts a clmiinel 
across the roinl, rendering it impassaldo for trallle. Tlio natural slope of the 
country is said to be away fiom the river Pudma, on tho banka of wliieli tho 
town stands. A surrey of the town has been undertaken with a view to the 
preparation of a selienic for draining it thoroughly. 

86. Ill tho Dacca Division tho expenffituro under this he.ad amounted to 
Rs. 3,011. In tho Dacca Muiiicipality tho vounaissiouers have voted a sum of 
Ks. 3,.500 ill tho current year for taking levels in the town. 

87. Ill the Cliiltagong Division iiulhing in conneetion with drainage 
worthy of notice was done daring tlic year. Tho expeiidituro was only Its. 110. 

88. In tho Patna Division Us. 8,(''17 was spent under this head during tlie 
year. The largest portion of this amount, viz Its. 6,650, was spent in Gya. 
With a view to improve tlie drauiago, a survey of the town was made and 
levels were taken during tlie year 1870-80, but on siibsequcnt investigation 
they were found to be incorrect and practically useless. During the year under 
report the town was re-surveyod, and levels were again taken, and sections 
made of tho existing drains. A scheme, consisting of three parts, was prejiared, 
and one part was undertaken and iibiiost completed during the year. It is 
estimated that tho total cost of the impruvcinents will amount to Us 81,167. 

HU. In tlio Bhagulpore Division tho an ount spent under this liead was 
Rs. 1,857, tlie greater part of the exjicudituro being incurred in the districts 
of Purneah and Maldiili. 

00. In the Orissa Division the expenditure on drainago amounted to 
Rs. 4,689. Of this amount, Rs. 8,495 were spent in the town of Cuttack. A 
scheme of draining the town was nndortakon during tho previous year, and was 
nearly completed daring tho year under report. Two main drainago chan¬ 
nels were excavated—one to drain oil tho water from tho western, and the 
other from tho eastern part of tho town. Throe branch linos of drains woro 
finished during tho year. 

01. In the Chota Nagporb Division the expenditure under this head was 
Rs. 1,838. Tho largest portion of this amount was incurred in tho Purulia 
MunicipaliW. 

92. To afford facilities to Municipal Committees in tho province for con¬ 
sulting professional men on projects involving questions of engineering or 
surveying. Executive Engineers have boon appointed ar-q^cio Commissioners of 
all municipalities situated within their respective divisions.

03. During tho year ilio Sani¬ 
tary^ Cornmitisioncr Tieitod the 
niumcipaliticM named on tho mar- 
pin, and drew up a rcjjort on tho 
defects in each of them and sug¬ 
gested tho stops that should bo 
taken to remove them. These re¬ 
ports wove laid before tho Oommis- 
sioners of the respective munici¬ 
palities, and in many instances 
tho suggestions of tho Sanitary 
Coiuuiissiuiicr were carried out. 


04. In tho report for tho year 1878-79 it was slated tlmt in order to 
control and regulate the pilgrim lodging houses in the towns of Gya and 
Deoglmr, two groat places of Hindu nilgriinago in tiiese provinces, tlie Lodf- 
ing-houso Act, IV(IJ C.) of 1H7I, liact boon arncmled by Act 11 of 187^, 

and oxtemhal to these places. Uojiorts of tlio working of the Act in Gya and 
rooroo during the past year have been received. No import lias been received 
from Dcogliur, as uclual operations wore not conmionced there till aftor« tho 
close of the year. Tlio report from (^ya shows that, though tlioro was at first 
a certain amount of opposition to the cnforcnnient of tlio provisions of the 
Acts, tho tf/fuwulH the prie.sts at Gya) are gradually getting reconciled to them, 
and are beginning to see the bouefils of tho law, botli to the pilgrims au(l t.<» the 
general population of the town. The Health Ofticor of tho town, who lias been 
in llie district for several years, testifies to its beneficial effijct on the health 
of the town by the measure. There was no epidemic among tlic ]nlgrlms 
during the your under ropt>rl. The receipts under tlio Acts during the year 
amounted to Us. 11,296, which, adiled to Us. 11,199, the balance at tho end of 
the jirovious year, gave a total income of Us. 22,495. d'he cx))c)nUtuie in 
1880-81 aiuount(}d to Us. 6,73p, Icfi^iiig a balance of Us. 15,700, which it is 
proposed to utilirx* in improving tho drainage and the sunitury condition of the 
town. 

05. In Pooroo, Act IV (li 0.) of 1871 has boon in force for nine years, 
and its provisions are therefore well understood. As the town was 
till lately only uii union under Chuptcr III of the Municipal-\ct. y(nO.J 
of 1870, the W'hole expondiUirc on account of conservancy and sanitation was 
defrayed from tiio funds raised under the I^oJging-housc Act. 'I'lu! town has 
now been raised to the status of a first (dass municijinlity, and a larger income 
will now bo realized under the Municipal Act for the benefit of the pcM>plc. 
During the pxst y<“ur, the income under Act IV of 1871 wa.H U.s. 19.015. and the 
expenditure was Us. (>,050. 

Two pilgrim Iu>spital8 were maintained at Pooree and rijdeo from tho 
funds raised under tlie Act, and afforded relief to 0,544 person.s during the year 
under r(*port. 

90. For the purpose r)f dlffusiiiii a knowledge of the pi im‘ip]t\s of s-anita- 
tion. Dr. (Junninghanfs W/mr, was translated into Ih ngali, Hinli, 

and llriya, and introduced into the course of all sclunds Ixdow those reading 
for the Kutranco oxaminution. In middle vernacular wdmols Ihthoo Hadldka 
Praaanna Mooborjea*s “ Swtwlhya llaksha,” and in lower schools Jlahoo Judu 
Natli MookerieaV ‘‘Sharir l*alan,” both of them Bengali works on tlin preser¬ 
vation of boaltb, have been intA)duced in addition to the Smitar// Printer. 

97. Water-supplff, ex})enditurc under this head during the year 
under report, was less by Ks. 45,939 than iu ^he preceding year. 'I’he largo 
expenditure in 18t9-80 was due to the carrying out of tho eluhomte schemes 
for water-works in Darjeeling and Dacca. These wf)rk8 have now been 
completed, and there w'as consetiuontly less expenditure under this head. 

98. Since tho passing of Act Vi of 1881, the ('ommissioncr.s of the 

Suburban Municipality huvo boon in communication with tint Oorporarion ot 
Calcutta on tlio subject of tho oxtousiou of tho metropolitan system ot tiUored 
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water-sappl; to cortam tMokly jropulated parts of the snharhs. Iho nogotia- 
tioiu between the two ninmcipaUties havo not yet been brought to a dole. 

89. The largest expenditure under this head during the year ^ incurred 
in the municipalities of Dacca, Daijeeling, and 
Durbhunga. The actual sum spent in each of these 
Dimaiiii !!i sin towns is shown in the marmn. The expenditure 

. in Dacca represents the cost of laying down two miles 

Totti ... 12,641 of main water-pipes, with lateral piping and_ hy- 
drants complete. In Daijeeling the expenditure 
was incurred in completing the line of pipes down to the bazar, and in main- 
tuning the other lines. In Durbhunga the sum represents the cost of sinking 
dght wells. It is proposed to set up pumps near these wells so that water may be 
lifted without the risk of contamination. 

100. Among second class municipalities, the towns which spent most 
on this object were Barriporo and Barraset in the 24-PergunnBha, and 
Naraingunge in Dacca. They laid out Its. 1,017, Rs. 1,000, and Rs. 1,342 
respectively. In Barriporo the amount represents the cost of excavating 
a tank for the supply of drinking-water to the rate-payers. In Baraset 
the amount was subscribod by the residents for re-digging a large tuik. In 
Naraingunge the expenditure was incurred for embanking the sides of a 
tank, and for constructing a masonry gh&t at it. The tank is reported to 
have been excavated, not so much for the supply o( water as for the improvement 
of a stagnant marsh which formerly existed there. There are three other 
tanks in the toum for drinking purposes. 

101. Buildings md other Buhlic Works. —Fortlie sake of convonionoe those 
two heads are here taken together. Nothing particular was done under them 
during the year under report. The aggregate expenditure on these items 
amounted to Rs. 38,738 against Rs. 91,084 in the previous year, thus 
showing a decrease of Rs. 52,.i46. In tho Suburbun Municipality nothing was 
spent during the year. In Howrah the expendituro was Rs. 1,002 only. 
Among other first class ninnici|)alitlcs the total outlay was Bs. 17,477. Of this 
amount, Rs. 6,804 was spent in Darjeeling in r^-roofing the office of tho Com¬ 
missioners and certain other municipal buildings^and in paying compensation 
for the removal of native huts. 

102. In Gya the expenditure under these heads amounted to Rs. 1,41.3. 
The outlay represents tho cost of acquiring sites for two slaughter-houses and 
erecting buildings thereon. A slaughter-house was at first built on tho banks of 
the Phalgoo at a cost of Rs. 721, but it was subsequently abandoned as the 
Hindu residents of the quarter raised objections to it. It has since been 
converted into a cattle shed. 

103. A sum of Rs. l,079is shown in the accounisns having been spent or 
bnildings in tho town of drrah, but the report of the municipality docs not 
contain any particulars of tho expenditure. 

104. During the year the Northbrook Hall at Dacca was made over to thq 
Municipal Commissionei's. The hull was eroctod in commemoration of the visit 
of Lord Northbrook, then Viceroy and Governor-General of India, to that 
town in August 1874. It was built from public subscriptions, and cost 
Rs. 90,600, including tho value of land. It is reported to bo now available for 
public meetings, &c., subject to the control of the Chairman of tho municipality 
and the supervision of the Commissioner of tho Division. 

109. Sanitary and charitaile estailishmenis. —The expenditure under thia 
head amounted to Rs. 74,980 against Rs. 99,109 in 187H-80. There was there¬ 
fore an increased ontlay of Us. 19,871. The increase was distributed as 
follows:—

106. One of the causes of the increase of expenditure under this head was 

that daring the year some of the 
municipalitie.s were, under section 
34 of Act V (B.C.) of 1870, rested 
with the management and control of 
dispensaries and liospitals situated 
within their respective limits. 
The statement in the margin 
shows the dispensaries which wore 
made over to municipalities during 
the year. 

107. Tho cost of vaccination is 
now home in almost all first and 
second class municipalities by the 
municipal funds. During tho year 
under report, Act V (B.C.) of 
1880, under wliich vaccination 
is compulsory, came into opera¬ 
tion in tho suburbs of Calcutta, 
Since the close of the year, tho Act 
has been extended to the munici¬ 
palities of Kampoi'o Bcauloah, 
Rungporo, Hooghly and Cliinsnrah, and Soory. Tho arrangemouts for working 
the Act in tho Suburbs are under tho Subnrbau Municipality, which takes 
the receipts and bears tho expenditure, tho vaccine operations being under the 
supervision of tho Snperintendont of Vaccination of the Metropolitan Ou'clo. 

108. Edttcaiim, Science, and Arf.—Tho expenditure under fliia head 
exceeded that of tho previous year by Es. 1,705, Tho expenditure in 1879-80 
was Ks. 24,387; in 1880-81 it was Bs. 26,092. The increase was distributed 
as follows:—

There was, on the other hand, a decrease of Ks. 1,253 in the first class 
municipalities in the interior of the province. * 

109. The largest grant under- this head, vis. Rs. 8,000 per nnnom, 
was m^de by tho Suburban Municipality. The amount was distributed 
among 50 schools, of whioh 51 were for boys and 8 for fprls. Ono of the former 
was a lower Tentacular school, and the remaining 60 were prinrary schools. 
The total number of pupils taught was 2,912, of whom 2,653 wore boys jmd 
359 girls. The total expenditure on these schools was Es. 9,092. Bomdes 
the municipal grant, a sum of Es. 5,876 was realized by fees and fines from 
pupils and subscriptions from private persons. 
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110. Xisoellaneofu .—The expenditure under this bead amounted to 
Es. 1,68,630 against Es. 1,32,119 in the previous year, thus showing an 
increase of Rs. 27,411.

112. Audit of municipal accounts .—^Undor orders of this Qovemmont, dated 
the 29th December ItSSO, Mr. F. DoH. Larpentwas formally appointed Auditor 
of Municipal Accounts in the Lower Provinces of Bengal, under section 73 of 
Act y (B.C.) of 1876. Hr. Larpent’s appointment as Examiner of Local 
Accounts was approved in March 1880. On assuming charge of his office, he 
was directed to inspect carefully the existing forms of account in municipBlities, 
wards’ estates, and local and trust funds, and to devise a system of accounts 
which would admit of proper test audit in future years. Subsequently he was 
requited to make an enquiry into certain difficulties connected with the accounts 
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ofwaxda’ estates in Backoi^wge. On his return from Baokercuago, Mr. Larpent'^ 
visited nearly all the municipalities and wards’ estates in tiie districts of 
Midnaporo, Burdwwi, Bankoora, 24-PergnnnnhB, Jessoro, Nuddea, Furreed- 
pore, Dacca, Moorshedabad, Patna, Shahabad, Maldah, Hooghly, and 
Bhagulpore, and also spent a considerable time, under the order of the Accountant* 
General in investigating the accounts of the Hooghly Imambara. After his 
formal appointment as Auditor of Municipal Accounts, Mr. Larpent was employed 
in auditing the accounts of forty municipalities in thoBurdwan and Presidency 
Divisions. In the majority of cases, the audits extended over the accounts of two 
years, and the audit reports were submitted by the Aooountant-Qoneral, with his 
remarks, to the municipalities concerned. With tlio approval of the Accountant- 
General, Mr. Larpent has drawn up a statement of procedure for the collection of 
municipal duos, as well as instructions for tho keeping of municipal accounts. He 
has also devised forms of account embodying the classifiiaition of municipal 
receipts and expenditure which is prescribed by the orders of the Secretary of 
State. Copies of the rules and instructions, and of tho forms, have been circnlated 
to all the Divisional Commissioners, who have been requested to place them 
before the Commissioners of every municipality in their respeefivo divisions. 
Since the close of the year, the accounts of tho municipalities in the districts of 
Bankoora and Moorshedabad have been audited. 1’bo actual expense of cacU 
audit was calculated as closely as was possible, and instructions were given'for 
tho recovery of the amount from each uiaiiicipality. Mr. Larpent was actually 
at work as Auditor of Municipal Accounts for throe months of the year. The 
cost of his salary and of his office cstahlislimcnt for that period amnuntcd to 
Bs. 4,110, and tho fees to he collected for the work done during this timo 
amounted to Rs. 4,40a. 

113. Memarkabh inoiimU of ilie year. —During tho year a serious case of 
emhezzlemont of tho funds of the second class municipwitics of tho Nortliorn 
Suburbs, tho Southern Suburbs, and Eajpore occurred in tlio district of 34-l’er- 
gunnahs. The municipalities were under separate Vice-Chairmen, but under tho 
same Chairman, who had liis.nffico at tho sadder station of the district. The 
municipal clerk of the Chairnian’s office was tho person who committal the frauds 
in question. Tho cash accounts of tho municipalities were compiled by the 
clerk; payments in discharge of claims upon tho municipiililios were generally 
made upon cheques drawn in his name; and the receipts of tho municipalities 
were remitted by tho Vice-Chairmen to him, instead of direct to the treasury. 
Tho Vice-Chairmen accepted his receipts, instead of iiisisliug on tho treasury 
acknowledgment on a challan or in tho pass-book. The clerk acted both us 
cashier and as acconutant to the municipalities, and was thus cnaldod to rob 
in his capacity of cashier, and to provide for tho concealment of his robbery 
in his capacity of accountant. The sum which was embezzled or not accounted 


for amounted to Its. 7,159-3-6. On tho discovery of tho frauds the man 
abscondod, but ho was subsequently arrested, prosecutixl, and convicted. 
A circular has been issued to nil Oommissionors of Divisions, requesting 
them to institute enquires at once, whether in any municipality in their 
respective divisions tho vicious system is allowed to prevail, of paying in 
municipal money through a dork in.stead of into the treasury direct, and of 
making cheques payable to municipal servants, instead of to the payees 
themedves. 

114. Another case of embezzlement occurred in the 21-1’ergunuahs, 
during tho year, in which Rs. 383-3-3 belonging to tho Boutli Biuruckpore 
Municipality was misappropriated by tho tax-doroga. 

115. In tho Dacca Municipality, tho Vice-Chairman detected a number of 
frauds committed by the municipal sabordinatos in respect of taxes, rents, 
and fines, and a number of them were prosecuted and convicted. 

116., There was another case of ombezzlomcnt in this division during the 

? eBt, in whidi Rs. 90-1-6 were embezzled from tho funds of tho Union of 
erozeporo in the district of Backergungo, by the tax-darogah. He was 
prosecuted, but the prosecution failed for wont of evidciico. 

117. A case of embczzloment of municipal funds also occurred in the 
Cbuta Nagpore Division. In this case the money embezzled hdonged to the 
municipal fund of Echak, a town in the district of Uuzarihagh. Tho sum 
embezried amounted to lis, 033-12-6, and the culprit who committed the frauds 
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•was the tehsildar ol the Hazaribagh Manicipalitj. The tohaildar waa prose¬ 
cuted Md sentenced to seven years’ rigorous imprisonment, and steps are bmng 
token to realize the amount embezzled by the sale of bis landed property in the 
district of Qya. On this fraud coming to light, a circular was issued by this 
tsOTemment in March 1861, to all Divisional Commissioners, drawing their 
particulsT attention to the orders passed in September 1878 and February 1880, 
regaling the necessity of maintaining a proper system of accounts in all 
municipalities, and of periodically checking the registers of oolleotions.

CALCUTTA. 

2. Cemun of the Town ,—Among the most important operations of the 
year was the tal^g of the census of the town on tho night of tho 17th 
February 1882. The preliminary arrangements and tho subsequent compila¬ 
tion of tlie returns were carried out under tbe immediate supervision of 
}h- H. Beverley, c.s., first as Officiating Chairman of the Municipality, and 
subsequently as Special Census Officer both for Galcutta and tlic suburbs. The 
tusk (n seerag out and identifying every individual hut and tenement in the 
town, and providing for its separate enumeration, was one of immouse labour 


and diffionlly. The intrica^ of battees and tbe'abaeooe of^my exUt^ 
ayatem of nnmbffls tendered it uiuafe to tely on the simpler prooediire whiim 
was found to suffice in smaller towns. As every hut in the town had been 
assessed for municipal rates, the munioipBl assessment registers were made the 
basis of the enumeration. The opportunity was taken, by identifying every 
hot on enlarged plans prepared for the purpose, to test also the accuracy m 
the registers themselves. The arrangements mode were of necessity hi|^y 
oomphcated, and threw much additional labour on the munici^l staff.

These figures sliow that far more than half the Inhabitants of the town 
have their homes elsewhere and are temporary sojuuniors only, leaving their 
families, in some coses oven in early boyhood, to earn a livelihood in tho 
metropolia The percentage of male to female children under 5 is as it should 
be; but before tho age of 10 tho preponderance of males begins to appear, and 
between the ages of 10 and 20 it becomes very manifest. Between 20 and 44) 
there are more thsm two men to every woman, and oven between 4.0 and 60 the 
excess is very considerable. Only after the a^ of 60 do the migratory bread 
winners disappear and tho sexes resume the equality which exists among 
infants. 

6. Another important fact that becomes apparent from a comparision of 
the figures for 1881 with those for 1872 and 1876 is that the population of 
Calcutta is decreasing. The males are nearly twice as numerous as the females 
and the birth-rate must Aerefore be at least one-third lower in proportion to 
otal population than in a town where the sexes are in equilibrium. On the 















iJtbBT hand, flie tecorded dea&-rats ia 80 per mine, and there is little room for-’ 
doobt that the troe rate is even higher. The balance is in some measure 
redressed by inuni^tion; but there is reason to beliere that the demand for 
labour from outside has not increased in the same proportion os the wealth of 
the toTTn, and that the extension of machinery has effected a saving in the 
oxpendhture of human agency. Kor is the counteracting inflaencc of emigra¬ 
tion wholly absent, 'fhe equality in numbers of males and females over the ago 
of 60 cannot be due to higher mortality among the former. By tliat time the 
work of the bread-winner is done, and he retires to his homo in the mofoskh 
With these varied forces all at work, it is little matter for surprise that the 
population of Calcutta shows no signs of increase. 

6. The number of houses in Calcutta on the night of tlie census was 
38, 7T4, of which 18,107 wore masonry buildings and 20,667 huts of mud or 
mat. Each inhabited house contained on an average upwards of 11 persons ; 
each of the 77,513 families contained over H members; and the number of 
houses per acre was about 10. Of the total population, over 02 per cent were 
Hindoos, 32 per cent Mahomedans, and 4 per cent Christians ; while the 
remainder comprised Buddhists, Jews, Brahmos, Parsecs, and others. Of the 
Hindoos, 30 per cent of the males and 5 per cent of the females can read and 
write; of the Mahomedans, 16 per cent and 1 per cent; and of all other classes, 
77 per cent and 63 per cent respectively. 

7. C/tangea in thn oljSce of Ckairman. —The ofSce of Chairman was filled 
first by Mr. W. M. Souttiu', and since April 1881 by Mr. 11. L, Harrison. The 
death of Mr. Souttar, which occurred during the year under reiwrt, was a severe 
loss to the corporation. 

8. Meeiinga of the Commiasionera. —The Commissioners hold altogether!) ordi¬ 
nary meetings, 4 quarterly meetings, 6 special meetings, and 12 sp(>cial general 
meetings. The town council met 50 times during the year, the budget com¬ 
mittee 15 times, the tramway committee 13 times, and other general comniitteos 
29 times. There were also 43 meetings of standing committees and 34 mootings 
of niiscclloneous and sab-committees. P'ourteon of the elected and 2 of the 
nominated members attended mom than 50 meetings during the }'ear. The 
interest and industry shown by many of the elected Commissioners in the 
work of tlie town show that the claims of responsible office arc becoming 
understood and appreciated. 

9. Important mljecta treated during the gear. —Among the chief matters 
which engaged the attention of tlie town council during the year were its own 
constitution and mode of electing members, the widening of the Chitpore 
Bond, and tho consequent uegutiations with the Tramways Company, 
the hours for depositing refuse in the streets, tho construction of a storm-water 
outfall sewer, tho opening by Government of a new road to the west of tho Medical 
College Hospital, and the establishment of a tariff for tho sale of foci at burning 
gh&ts. The Commissioners also devoted some attention to the extension of tho 
water-supply, and made representations to Governmunt in connection with (sjrtain 
of tho proposed amendments of tho Calcutta Municipal Act which dealt with 
that subject. They objoittod mmiily to tho proposal to witlidraw from them the 
power to regulate the distribution of filtered water. Oovopiimeiit, however, 
was of opinion that where tho interests of Calcutta and of tho suburbs were 
divergent, and oven to some extent confUcting, tho ultimate dueision in a 
matter of such vital importance as tho extension of the water-supply slioald 
no longer be left in the hands of one of the parties concerned. The section as 
Ariginally drafted was therefore retained in the Bill, and evoiitually passed 
into law. 

10. During the year 1881 tho bustee iniprovemont committee displayed' 
considerable activity. The committee held 15 .meetings during the year, some 
of them at the bustoes under improvement, and took into consideration tiie 
whole question of the improvement of bustees and the host u>etliod of ultilizing 
the provisions of tho Act for that purpose. A set of working rules was drawn 
up ; classified registers wore prepared showing the condition of every bustee in 
the town ; rules wore prescribed to regulate tho building of new huts ; and 
lastly (a most useful measure) powers were given to tho Chainnan to deal mth 
bustees which were too small to admit of the daborato pruceduro of sections 
280—283 of the Act.

not mdebtedaeae of tiie corporati(» to debenture-holden and 
uient, which on &e 1st Janaary 1881 stood at Rs. 1,37,75,987,. -was 
redaoed during the year to Rs. 1^34,02,370. Part of the 6 per eent 
debenture loan 'will become rcpayalde in 1884, and as it is, prol^lde that 
the Comoussioners will be able to borrow at a lower rate, it is hoped 
that a saving in interest will then be effected. Partly owing to the 
delay in settling the preliminaries for the extension of the water-supply, and 
partly owing to the large balance at the credit of the municipality, no loan 
was raised during the year. The amount expended from the balances on 
water-8U])ply and drainage works amounted to lis. 4,00,635. The opening 
and closing balances of the revenue account, including value of stores in 
stock and Mvances, and deducting debts and deposits, were—

14. The balance romainingf in hand at the close of the fiuandal year 
1881-S3 was lis. 7,y7,!)iy. Of tliia aiiiount l!s. 5,99,7o5 was tlio actual 
balance, and tliu remainder, Ks. 1,28,158, represented deposits. Tlieso figures 
will not agree with the figures given in tlio annual report of the municipality, 
a copy of which was forwarded to the (Tovcrnmoiit of India with the letter 
from this Govoriiment, No. 475, dated the 12th August 18x2, us the report was 
lireparcd for the calendar year 1881., Jly Act 1 (15.C.)of 1882, however, it was 
jircseribed that the municipal year in Calcutta should iii future begin with 
the month of April. The next report will therefore embrace the transactions 
of a period coinciding with the official year 1882-83. 

1.5. Condition of separate funds .—Tbo water-rate fund receipts at a 3 per 
cent rate fell short of the expondituro by Rs. 4.8,102. The Commissioners 
have raised the rate to per cent for the current year. The police-rate, 
which is levied concurrently with the water and lighting rates, and falls 
on ttie same individual, and which now yields a considcrahlo surplus over 
expenditure, has been reduced by | per cent for the current year. The total 
amount to be paid by mto-payors for these three rotes tukoii tngether will 
therefore bo unchanged. The receipts of the jute warehouse and fire-brigade 
fund amounted to Rs. 20,611, including a contrihutien of its. 3,800 from the 
old fire-brigade fund. The disbursements up to the 31st December amounted 
to Hs. 22,300; but as the jute year ends on the 31st March, the expenses of 
another quarter were dcbituble to tbo credit balance, without any further 
appreciable i-ccoipts. The actual closing balance to the credit of the fund on 
the 31st March amunnlod to only lis. 30, and the Commissioners have agreed 
to make up from the general fund any deficit that may occur in future years. 
The question, however, of re-adjusting the proportions in which tho expendi¬ 
ture on tho fire-brigade is borne by Calcutta and by the Suburbs is still under 
the consideration of Government.

16. The Aeeeesment De^rhamt .—Daring the year 1881 the ■work of 
this department of the manicipaUfy was satisfactorily porfonnod, AH the 
tiled huts in the town wore chocked with the help of the plans prepared 
for the use of enumerators employed in taking the census of the town. 
Numbers were put on all existing huts, and those which did not exist 
were struck off from the assessment registers. The valuation of 2,224 pre¬ 
mises was » enhanced, and that of 702 was reduced on re-assessment. The 
valuation of 4,026 promises was cancelled on account of the removal or demo¬ 
lition of tiled huts. The result of these operations was an increase of 
Rs. 2,89,538 in the assessed annual value of landed property in the town and 
a decrease of Hs. 2,66,631, or a net increase of Ks. 2:1,907 m the assessment. 
The gain to the municipality in the shape of increased demand under the 
several rates was Es. 3,436, as shown helow:—

The receipts from trades and profession licenses in 1881 exceeded those for 
any previous year by more than Its. 10,000. The number of such licenses 
grautod was 26,295, against 27,759 in 1880. Tlicnumher of Joint-Stock Companies 
increased from 178 to 18.5, and of mercliants, agents, and wholesale dealers 
from 1,279 to 1,400; while tUo number of practising lieontiates of medicine, 
apothecaries, and veterinary surgeons ro.se at abound from 112 to 22.3. No loss 
than 1,061 defaulters of previous years were brought to account in 1881. As 
miglit have boon expected, the increased activity of tlio municipality resulted 
in a lai'go increase in the number of appeals against the assessments, there 
^ing 401 in 1881, against 84 in the previous year. Of the 401 appellants, 12 
were exempted on inquiry, 216 were reduced to a lower class, and in 172 cases the 
original assessment was upheld. One case was pending at the close of the year. 

18. There was a decrease of 477 hacknoy-caniages, which is attributed 
to the comi»tition of tlie tramway. Tlicre was a large increase in the number 
of carts registered during the year, the number rising from 15,042 in 1880 to 
18,095 in 1881. The backuoy-carriage fund, which bad on 31st Decombor 1881 
a dosing balance of Rs. 18,260, has been closed, and the receipts will in future 
ho treated as an asset of the police fund. 

19. JMigaUm of the rn'ornetpaltty ,—Tlie municipality was engaged in 
21 civil suits during the year, cither as plaintiff or defendant. Of these 
21 cases, 15 were decreed or compromised iu favour of the corporation, 
1 was ^lending at the end of the year, and in 5 the Commiasioners were 
unsuccessful. Altogether 13,887 persons wore prosecuted for various 
offences against the Municipal Act and bye-laws, of whom 4,096 were 6aed, 
3,544 warned and discharged, and 556 cases were dismissed. The fines imposed 
amounted to Bs. 16,816. In one case the municipality were made defendants in 




*J«r(M&oation for Mwrinf a noisance by fiUingr a tank with gwoopings. The deci- 
aon of the Mapetrate implied that the Oommissioners had no nght to create 
the smallest nuisance, even temporarily, by filling tanks with refuse, even 
thon(^ their object in so doing was permanently to put an ond to a much more 
serious and dangerous nuisance. 

20. Town improvement and road work done during the year. _During the 

year new streets were opened out to a lineal extent of 8,922 feet, or almut a 
mile and three quarters, and an equal length of public ditches was converted 
into metalM paths. In order to facilitate the process of widening thorough¬ 
fares, a jist was prepared containing proposals for 83 distinct projects 
arranged in 6 classes according to their relative iraportuuce and cost. ‘ Out 
of these, 31 projects, estimated to cost Rs. 18,779, received the sanction of 
the Commissioners and were taken in hand during the year. The progress 
actually made, however, before the close of tlio year fell considerably short of this. 
Delay occurred in the land acquisition procoedings, and by the 31st Decem¬ 
ber only Es. 10,220 had boon expended out of the sanctioned giant. 

21. Waler-iupplg .—^'Fho average daily supply of filtered water decreased 
from 7,407,2.70 {^llons in 1880 to 7,208,453 in 1881. This was attri¬ 
butable partly to the total cessation of tho supply at fallah for 37 
hours consecutively, and partly to tlie choking of the filters in August and 
an accident to one of the engines at Wellington Square in September. 
During the year an independent main w'as laid between Wellington Square 
and Tallab, by which leakage and waste of water have boon obviated to the 
extent of half a million galloiis a day. Arrangements arc also in progress 
for making a largo increase in the snjiply of uiifiltcrod water, and those, 
when completed, will set free all the filtered water now used in watering 
the .streets, and at latrines and night-soil dopAts, for doiuostic use. Tlio 
filtered supply which will thus be made available for ordinary household 
eoiiBumptioii 18 estimated at from 1,000,009 to l,80(t,000 gallons daily. 'I’ho 
total expenditure on tho water-supply of tho year amoiiiitod to Its. 4,91,000, 
exclusive of the cost of making connections or the cliargo for tho di.strihution of 
water to Uarrackporo or tho shipping. Interest on loans and re|)ayments of 
principal amounted to Es. 2,94,000. 

22. Drainage .—The drainage system of the town is now approaching 
completion, and it is hoped that by tho end of tho year 1.88;! the work 
will be brought to a conclusion. At the beginning of the year there 
remained 35"27 miles of pipes tube laid down. During tho year 14'15 
miles w'oro completed, and only 21’12 milos romoinod on tho Ist .faiiuury 1882. 
Tho total outlay amounted to Es. 1,90,201, against Rs. 1,37,3.51 in tho 
previous year. 

23. Thni-ZSiiip.—During 1881 an important change was introduced in the 
law, which had tho offoct of obliterating tho distinction between the tanks 
sitnatod within, and those situated outside, private enclosures. l!y this change 
tho difficulty previously folt by tho Conmiissionors in tho work of tank-filling 
was greatly lessened. In the past year tho total cost of the ojicratinns was 
Es. 4,945, of which Rs. 2,749 was recovered, tho not cost to tho iiiunieipality 
being only Us. 2,19(5. Operations were begun upon 20 tanks, ofwIiicIiU 
wore completed by the end of tho year. 

24. Suttees .—In 1880 a general register of hustecs was prepared, from 
which it was found that tho town contained 480 hustecs, all of which were 
more or less in need of ioipmvoment. Before the close of 1880, !5 hustecs, 
forming tho Soortoo Bogan and I’atwar Bogan blocks, wore iiispcotod 
by medical offieors, and operations were undertaken in four more blocks 
during 1881. 

25. Meteorology of the year .—Tho weatlier of 1881 was noimal, and the 
moon tomporatnro of the year was 2'2‘' lower than the average of previous 
years. Tlio prices of food were among the lowest of ]iast years. Eicu sold at 
from Rs, 2-8 to Eo. 1-14 per maund, according to quality, and the price of 
batcher’s meat was also lower than in 1880. The quality of provisions 
exposed for sale in the markets was systematically insjicctcd, with the host 
results. 




96. FUal aieeHtiiei .—Hie number of birthe registered during Idle yetx 
was 7,468. Hie birth-rate per 1,000 of population according to the recent 
census was 17'9. From a comparison between the birth and death retuma for 
1880 and the number of children under one year of ago found alive in Calcutta 
on the 17th February 1881, it is clear tliat the registration of births is still 
very defective. The birth-rates of the different sections of the community

The death-rates in the different wards of the town present the same wide 
variations as in former years, ranging from 4'6 in Waterloo Street and 8‘9 in 
Burra Bazar to .33'4 in Hastings. The main factor in the general increase of 
mortality was cholera, the deaths from which wore higher than in any year 
since 1876. Fever, on the other hand, caused practically tho same number of 
deaths as in 1880, and far fewer than tho decennial average. This is tho_ more 
snrprising because tho mortality from this cause was exceptionally high in tho 
neighbouring districts of Nuddoa and Moomhedabad. Tho following statement 
shows the dSiths per 1,000 of population at different jicrioda of life in Londou 
and Calcutta:— 



The differences are diiofly in the earlier ages, and it is remarkable that over 
the age of 60 tho advantage appears to be on the side of Calcutta. This is 
probably due to the costom which proruils auiuug the upper and middle classes of 
the native community by which persons falling dangerously ill are removed 
to their homes in the interior before death actually takes jilaco. Tho nnmbei' 
of deaths recorded in tho suburbs during tho year was 11,143, which gives a 
death-rate per 1,000 of population of 44'3. Tho largo excess of this over 
tho rate for Calcutta is very romarkahlo, and indicates tiio necessity of uxtoud- 
ing to the suburbs those advantages of drainage and water-supply which have 
done BO much for the town.

.33. ConslUution of Commiliees .—Tlie constitution of the cummittoes of 
tho various municipalities was as shown in the table below:— 
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Compared with tho figures of the previous year, there was an increase of 4 
in the total number of Commissioners. Tlie number of European tommis- 
sionors rose from 510 in 1880-81 to 626 in 1881-82, thus showing au increase 
of 10. On tho other hand there was a decrease of 12 in tho number of 
native Commissioners, which foil from 1,784 to 1,772. The number of otBcial 
Commissioners increased by 21, and that of non-officials decreased by 17. 
The not inoreaso iu the total numbor of Commissionora was tlicrcforo four. 


The explanation given in paragraph 20 of tho report for 1880-81 regaling 
the apparent disregard of tlie provisions of section 15 of the Municipal Act 
respecting the proportion to be observed between official and non-official Com- 
mimoners in the constitution of municipal committees applies also m the year 
under rei>ott.

it is stud tliBt many of the native members evinced a lively interest 
in the affairs of the municipality. In Hooghly the Municipal Commis¬ 
sioners are reported to have generally taken an active interest in the 
affairs of the mnnicipality at a considerable sacrifice of time 
and labour, and to have worked hard in personally revising the assessment of the 
house- rate, checking tko list of irreiwverable balances, holding local enquiries 
and organizing an establishment of nightmon and settling the details of the plan 
adopted for carrying out the objects of Act VI (B.C.) of 1878. The Municipal 
Committee of Otteriiara was composed Mtirely of non-official resident Com¬ 
missioners, with the exception of the Chairman, who was the Snb-divisioual 
Officer of Scramporo. The management of tliis mnnici^ity has been highly 
successful, and Mortly after the close of the year under report the lieuto- 
naut-Govemor took occasion to mark his appreciation of the good work done 
by the Vice-Chairmau Baboo Bejoy Kissen Mookerjee by appointing him to 
he Chairman for a term of two years. The Chairman of the Sorampore 
Mnnicipality in his report has spoken very highly of the services rendered 
by the Vice-Chairman of the Municipality, an elected non-official Commis¬ 
sioner, and a medical praetioner. It is stated that he devoted a very 
great deal of time to Ins duties and exercised almost all the powers of the 
Chfdrman. Tlie Municipal Commissioners of Howrah did a good deal of 
hard work, and tlieir attendance nt meetings was very regular. In the Presi¬ 
dency IMvision the attendance of the Suburban Commissioners was not very 
satismetoTy. Only two Native Commissioners attended more than ton tnootings. 
In Kishnagiinr, tiso, the attendance of the Oommissionors was not satisfaetory. 
Only two members, besides the Vice-Ohairman, attended more than ten mootings. 
The business of the Santiporo MunicipaUty was managed, os in Uttei>{)ara, by non¬ 
official Commissioners, but their attendance at meetings was indifferent. At 
Kana^at the attendance of the Commissioners was fairly good, but at ffessore 
only one Commissioner aitendod as many as seven meetings out of the nine 
held during the year. In the two first class municipaUtins in the Eajshahye 
and Cooch Behai Division, viz. Rampore Bcanlcah and DorjeeUng, the 
Oommissionors are rwortod to have taken much interest in thmr work. In 
the Dacca Division the Vico-Ch^brman of the Dacca MunicipaU^, who is also 
the Joint-Magistrato of the district, thus reports about the committee:—“ As I 
reported last year, I am glad to say that I cuusider the Dacca Municipal 
Committee tone an intelligent and good committee. The members take a 
rational interest in what goes on. They criticise feirly and independently 
without the slightest attempt at obstruction. JUong qiaeohes are unknown, 
and yet there is a periootly free disouesion on every point of interest; the fact 
bring that the Commissioners are elected firom what I conrider the proper 


































•)St» <rf men—m«a snd professioiial men, who know the value of 

time, and do not wa^. it unaeeeesariljr, yet who are folly alive to the in- ^ 
tereetg of the town and people.” In the Patina Division the attendaneo of the 
CommiMionen is nrwr^ net to have been so satisfacto^ as could bo wished. 
In the IlhoKalpore Jbivisijm the Commissioners of the Monghyr, Bhagolpore, 
and PomeEUi mmiioipalities took much interest in their work, and attended 
fairly the meetings of the committees. 

35. The number of meetings held in the second class mnnicipalitios in 
the Burdwtm and Presidency Divisions was on an average 12 during the 
year; in the Bajshai^e and Coooh Bohar Division 1! ; in the Dacca 
Kvimou U'6 ; in the Chittagong and BhappiporeDivisions 9; in Orissa 10-7 ; 
and in ChotaNagporo 8. The Patna divisional report contains no infor¬ 
mation on this pomt. 

36. EUctiee Sj/siem. —Tha elective system was in force in only three 
municipaUties of the first class, as in the previous year, namely Setampotc, 
Burdwan, and Kishnaghnr. 

In Serampore there was originally no ^prty tost in the election of 
members. A test was, however, introduced during the yeai^ and it was provid¬ 
ed that the qualification for voters should bo tho payment of rates to the 
amount of Its. 4 during tho year, and for candidates of rates amounting to 
Rs. 10. The number of nominated Commissioners was raised from thr^i 
to six, while that of the elected Commissioners was reduced from lo to 
Owing possibly to the introduction of the property tost, there were fewer candi¬ 
dates than vacancies for etection, and the number of elected candidates was 
only 10. 

In Burdwan there were four vacancies, and seven candidates wore proposed 
for election. In one of the four wards into which the municipality is divided, 
there was one vacancy and one candidate. In the remaining ttiree wards 1,133 
votes were recorded for tho six candidates proposed for election, 6,000 persons 
being eligible to vote. The contest between two candidates at tho polling for 
one of those words was more severe than usual, one of them getting 743 votes 
and the other 206. The people are, beginning to understand tho elective 
system, and they are. now taking more interest in matters relating to the 
municipality. 

In Kishnaghor tho system worked ivitbout inctiun, but the amount of 
interest displayed by the people in the election of their representatives was 
very slight. The members elected were nominated by a few of tho rate-payers, 
and as mere was no contest, tlioy were returned as a matter of course. 

37. fPard Comtailtees. —Tho provisions of the Municipal Act for the sub¬ 
division of tho ared of a mnnicipality into oonveniont words, and for appoint¬ 
ing respectable residents to be ward Commissioners to suporriso conservancy, 
sanitary and other matters in them, were had recourse to in only two munici¬ 
palities in the Burdwan Division, viz. Serampore and Howrah. In Serampore 
four ward committees were appointed to assess tho municipality, hat tho work 
of assessment is reported not to have licen done in a satisfactory way. In 
Howrah the system was not literally carried out, but for purposes of supervision 
the town was divided into sections, and each section was placed in charge of a 
Commissioner who had his residence within it. This system lias had consider¬ 
able success. 

In the Presidency Division the Commissioners of tho Suburban Munici¬ 
pality at a meeting passed a resolution for the abolition of ward committees. 
It is stated in their annual report that these committees have not proved 
successful in the saburbs, and tnat an amonnt of friction was produced, which 
threatened seriously to interfere with the efficient working of the municipality. 
The Chainnan of the Kishnaghur Municipality states in his rcisirt that, since the 
close of tho year, six sub-eommittees have liMn. appointed for tho six wards in¬ 
to which the municipality is divided, and he promises to submit a report of 
their working in his next administration report. 

In tho Hajshahye and Cooch Behar Division tho Commissioners of the 
Rampore Beauleah Municipality appointed during tho year officers called 
mohuUa representatives. Their duties are reported to ho of a consultative 
nature, they being required only to report to tho Commissioners on pe titions far 
the reduction of taxes and on other misoollaneous matters. In the Uinageporo 



Himieipatity tliefe were fire rriirS tibiuimiiteu 

under i^ort. T^ieir duty was to re|iort and express opiniOM on pietiiians^^ 
reduction or renussion of taxes. In the Rungpore Munkapality^ also, th^ 
were two such committees appointed during the year. They wore employed in 
making and revising asscssmonts, but no powers were delegated to them under 
section 53. 

In the Dacca Division it is reported that a scheme was drawn up by the 
Chairman of the Dacca Manici(^ty, daring the year, for tlie creation of 
elective ward committees. The subject was still under the consideration of 
the Commissioners when thn year closod. In the Burrisal Municipality there 
were war'd committees ap|M>iiitcd under section 50 of the Munieipol Act for 
each of the wards into which the town is divided, and powers were given to 
them to prepare new assessment lists under sections 79 and SO of the Act. Ro 
report has yet been submitted regarding the working of these committees. 
In the Municipality of bussitporc, in the district oi Mymeusingh, there 
were five ward committees for the five sections into which the municipality 
is divided. They prepared tlio assessment lists of their respective wards, but 
the Commissioner reports that the work wius not very satisfactorily performed. 

In the Patna Division ward committees were in existence in the Muni¬ 
cipalities of Patna, Arruli, Uya, and Ghupra, but the Commissioner reports that, 
except in Gya, these committees did not do much work. In Gya they are 
reported to have worked satisfactorily by looking after conservancy msttera. 

In the Bhagnljwre Division there were no regular ward committees in any 
municipality, but in Bhnguljmre a sysfem was adored somewhat similar to 
that in force in Howtali, the town being divided into' six wards or blocks, each 
of which was placed under the supervision of one or two Commissioners. 

In the Chota Nag|inre Division, in the Municigmlities of Ilazarihagh, 
diattra, and Echak, sub-committecs, consisting of two or three members, wore 
formed and deputed to the various wards into which tlie towns arc divided 
for the purpose of revising the assessments, but no powers under section 53 of 
the Municipal Act wore delegated to them. In iWulia the town was divided 
into ieate, and each beat was placed in charge of a mombor of the Municipal 
Committee. 

38. Municipat Ilenebes.—The statement below shows the work done by 
the Commissioners of first class municipalities in their cajiacity as Honorary 
Magistrates in disposing of cases of nuisance and breaches of conservancy 
rules:— 
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The amount of fine infiicted is reported to be inadequate in many 
instances. On tiiis fubjeot tlie Magistrate of Dacca reports as follows 
“ I regret to say that the, ^mpathy of the Dacca public is againsi 
anything like sanitation^ when it interferes with the comfort (as they 
think), but in reality with the old established dmtoor prevailing amongst 
them. nuB shows itself in quarters higher than one would expect; tor Uie 
Bench of Honorary Magistrates sitting in municipal cases has all along 
shown itself on the side of offenders against sanitary laws. There are 
some exceptions to this, but I foar they only prove the rule. To such 
extent has this prevailed that tlio Magistrate has, in several instances, thought 
it necessary to refer orders passed by the Bench of Magistrates, to the High 
Court, with a view to their being set aside, whore such ordera were manifesdy 
against evidence and wore seemingly passed from a desire to obstruct the 
executive of the municipality in the proper discharge of its duty.” The work 
of municipal benches was considerably retarded by the decision of the High 
Court in the case of Woods veram the Corporation of the Town of Calcutta, in 
which it was ruled that Municipal Commissioners sitting as Honorary 
Magistrates should not try municipal cases, but since then the Legislature has 
setUed the point by the explanatory clause appended to section 555 of the new 
Criminal Procedure Code, Act X of 188‘2. The table below shows tho work 
done by Benches in second class municqiolitios, whore such Benches have been 
constituted:— 
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39. Asmameafa .—In tho Burdwan Division tho Commissioners of the Mid- 
napore Munioiiiality made a friali assessment of tho house property in the 
town. The Commissioners themselves made _the assessment, each one taking 
one or two, and in some cases three mohullahs. Tho frc.sh assessment came 
into force from 1st July 1882. In tho Huoghly Municipality tho non-official 
Commissioners personally undertook to make a revision of the houso-rate. The 
effect of the revision could not bo ascertained within tlio year, as many of 
tho petitions of appeal presented against tho revised assessment were not 
disposed of when it closed. The assessment of the Seramporo Municipality 
was revised during tho your under report. Tho result of the revision was a 




dimiaution'of Bs. 127 pei annum in the demand of tbe-houw-rate. ane^aHeM- 
ment was made by tne Commissiuneia, and it is reported to be unequal in its 
inoidonce. The Cwrman of this Munkapality, who is the Sub-divisionsl Officer 
of Serampore, in submitting his antiusl report to Government drew attention 
to the unsatisfactory nature of the system allowed by the existing law under 
which the assessment of the tax on houses is made by the Commissioners them: 
selves. These have no skill or experience in the difficult business of valuing 
house property, and they moreover labour under the disadvantage of having 
personal interest in tlie matter. Mr. Carstairs pointed out tliat in England, 
municipal bodies employ a professional valuer for work of this kind, and he 
pressed the question whether similar arrangemeuts should not be made in this 
country. The question is one ef some magnitude and importance, and will be 
considered in oonucctioii wito the new Municipal liill. The assessments'in 
the Culna and Kaneegungo municipalities were revised during the year. 
As heretofore they were made according to the cirenmstanees and property 
of the people. The result of the revision has been an inoroaso of Es. 838 in 
Ranoegunge and a decrease of Its. 397-8 in Culna. in all tho second class 
municipalities in tho district of Midnapore the assessment was revised during 
the year. It is stated that this operation is performed every year. Tho 
result of the revision was a slight increase in Ghnttal and Chuudrakona, and 
a alight decrease in Tmulook us regards tho collection of the house-tax. 

"•40. In the Prosiilcncy Division a partial revision of assessment of 
house property in tho Subarhan Municipality was iiiidcrtalicii during the 
year. Nme thousand six hundnsl and thirty-throe houses (viz. I,.'120 puoca 
and 8,307 thutohod), scattered throughout the suburbs, wore ins])e,cted and 
revalued. The fiiuuieial result was an inereaso in the house-rate of 
,Rs. 9,308-15 and in the house-service fees of Rs 4,076 a year, the reductions 
on tho other hand mud<‘ on jHititious and by striking off ineffective 
assessments amounted to lls. 1,863-8-9 and Rs. 3,333-2 in houso-mte 
and house-service foes respectively; the not inoroaso therefore was Rs. 7,.346-6-3 
in the former and Rs. 1,743-14-0 in the latter. It is reported that in fi,xing tlie 
valuations of the houses, the principles laid down in section 93 of Act V (ll.C.) 
of 1876 was, as far as practicable, adhered to. All houses let out to tenants 
were valued at tho actual rent at which they worn lot, and in the ease of houses 
which were occupied by their owners and whicli wore not built with tho object 
of being leased out, the valuations were made after careful eunsideratiou of the 
accommodation, position, suid condition, as compurod with neighhouring iiouscs 
whitffi wore let. Tho asscssuieiit of the Raiiagimt Municipality was under revision 
when tho year closed. 

41. In the Rajsliahye and Gooch Boliar Division a general revision of tho 
assessment was made dui ing the year in tho Dai jeoling Municipality. Tho result 
of tho revision was an increase of revenue under the head of “ Tax on hold¬ 
ings” of 4-4 per cent, over that of tho previous year. Revised asscssmonts 
were also made during tlxi year in the munieipalities of Nattore, l-hihna, 
Serajgniige, Kurseong, and Julpigorcc. In Rugra and Bherepore there 
was no general revision of assessment, but there wore onhaneemonts 
of the tax in certain cuscs. The result of the revision in Pnbna, Sorajgungc, 
and Koiseong was an increase of Rs. 434, Rs. 114, and Rs. 774 rt-spoetively in 
the annual demand of the tax on persons occupying holdings within the muni¬ 
cipalities. In Serajgungo the revision was undertaken with a view rather to 
equalize the incidence of assessment than to realize increased revenue. 

43. In tho DacM l)ivision a revision was mode of the tax on persons 
in tho municipalities of Naraingunge and Madariporo. the effect inbutb 
cases a decrease in the not demand. In Karaiugange this amounted 
to Rs. 120-12-6. In tho Kisboregunge Municipality in tho district of 
Mymensingh the assessment was revised with the result of an increase of 
Rs. 357-13 in tho annual demand of tlie tax, 

43. In the Patna Division a general revision of assessment was made in 
the first class jnunicipalities of Chupra and Arrah. The result of the revision 
in both cases was an increase in the demand of tlie tax. 

44. In the BU^lpore Division a general revision of house-property in 
the Mongbyr Muniiapahty was undertaken during tho year under report. The 
last assessinent was made so long ago as the year 1869-70. The result of the 



revidon i* reported tp be » decrease of Ks. 2,131 in the nominal annual demand 
of the houso-rate, and is attributed to the restriction of the municipal boundaries in 
1875, and the destruction, abontfiveyearsago, by theonoroachmentsof theriror'^ 
Ganges, of nearly the whole of a mohullah or section of the town called the 
Lall-Derwaza. There was, howler, no real reduction in the municipal 
income, the actual collections being in excess of those of the prorious year. 
The aasessraent of the Maldah Municipality was also revised during the year 
and was fairly distributed among the rate-payers according to their circumstmoos! 
There was no inore^ or decrease made hy the revision, but only an improve¬ 
ment in the collection of the tax. In tho Kissoiigungo union a revision of the 
assessment was made with the result of an increase of Ks. .3f37-8 in the demand 
of tax. 

45. In the Chota Nagpore Division the assessment of the Hazaribagh 
Munii^aUty was rovisod during the year, but tho new assessment has come 
into effect since tho close of tho year. 

46. Tntth mjioatx kvkd during the gear .—Daring the year tho provisions of 
the Bengal Municipal Act, 18? 6, relating to the levy of a tax on carriages, 
horses, and other animals, were extended to the Municipality of Jcssorc. 
Sanction was also given to tho Commissioners of the Sasseram and 
Doomraon Municipalities in the Katna Division, to t]io levy of a foe, not 
exceeding that siiocified in seetion 134 of the Municipal Act, upon all carts 
kept or habitually used within the limits of the muiiicipiilitics. In the case 
of Doomraon the orders took effect from the hegimilng of tho current oflieiul year. 
Authority was also given during tlie year to tho Cotnmissiouers of the Jajpore 
MunicipaUty in the Orissa Division to register all carts kept or habitually used 
or lot for hire within the municipality, and to cliargo a fco for such 
registration at rates not exceeding Ks. 4 per annum, or Ks. 3 is-r half-year. 

Towards the close of the year sanction was accorded to the imposition by 
the Commissioners of the Hazaribagh Municipality of a tax on all 
carriages that arc kept or habitually used within the municipality. 
Sanction was also given to tlio levy of a foe for tho registration of carts in this 
municipality. . 

4-7. Jlfciifim/ion of Mmm/ial ioundarin —During tho year under report a 
proposal was submitted by the Commissioner of the Burdwan Division, at tho 
instance of the Magistrate of llooglily, for tho transfer of a village called 
Mohcsli Mnlliokjwra from the socoud class nmnicipallly of Kotrung to the first 
class municipality of Sorampore. This village wtis four miles distant from tho 
nearest point of tho Kotrung Municipality, and the whole of the intervening 
tract of country was within tho jurisdiction of tho Scrampore Mnuieipality. 
Its isolated position was to a eortaiu extent anomalous, and to remedy this it 
was proposed to amalgamate it with tho fJorampote Municipality. Tuo proposal 
was agreed to hy tho Municipal Comiiiittoes of both tho towns of Kotrung 
and S^mjioro, and since tlio close of the year it has received the sanction of 
Goverament. 

Since the withdrawal of troops from tho oantonmont at lierhamporo and its 
virtual abolition as a miUlury station, it has been doomed advisable to include 
it within tlio municipal limits of tho town of Bcrliampore, in order to provide 
for its conservancy and to legalize the assossraont of muriicii>al taxes upon the 
inhabitants. These arrangements received tho sanction of Ooveruiiicnt with 
effect from 1st April 1883. 

On the 15th November 1881 the Commissioner of Patna submitted a 
proposal for tlie inclusion within the limits of tho Patna Municipality of two 
tracts of country lying on the south and west of the town. The first tract 
contains a coiisidorahlo bazar, and includes tbe serai or rcat-liciisc for pilgrims 
and other passengers to and from Gya. The managomuiit of this biiilding is in 
the bands of the Municipal Conimissionors of Patna. >Since, however, the tract 
lay outside ninuicipal limits no control cxiald bo exorcised over the coiisorvancy 
of tho market, nor was there anj- safeguard against the pollution of tlio water of 
the tanks. To enable tlio Commissioners to provide for tlic due supervision of 
these matters, it was recommended that this tract should ho included within the 
municipMity, and the sanction of Government was given to tho proposal on tho 
14th December 1881. The second of theso two tracts has, iioweyer, not boon 
inclnded in tho municipality, as on local enquiry, it was ascertained that the 
majority of the inlmbitauts of the place arc cultivators or agricultural labourers.

49. In the reTisod forms of accounts prescribed by the (JoTorntaont of 
India, many now headings have been introduced, and it would therefore be 
neither convenient nor useful to institute detailed comparisons between the 
receipts and expenditure of 1881-82 and those of previous years. The reasons 
for the fluctuations of some of the principal items are however given. 

50. The increased receipts under the head of Consurvancy Ceas were due 
partly to more careful collection of tho demand and partly to the extension of 
the area of operation of the Houso Scavenging Act VI (IJ.C.) of 1878 in 
certain municipalities. 

51. The increase under the head of Tax on Persons was distributed between 
first and second class municipalities in the propor¬ 
tion noted in tho margpn. There was a decrease of 
Bs. 18,945 under this head in miions. The increase 
in first class municipalities is nominal, and is duti to 
an error in the mode of crediting the receipts from 
This mode of taxation prevails only in two first class 

municipaiities, via. fiampore Beauleah and Arrah. Tho increase in second class 
municipalities was distributed over almost all the divisions os shown below—

There was, on tho other hand, a total decrease of Bs. 3,7.18 under thi.s head in 
the Kajshahyo and Coooh Behar and Chittagong 
divisions as shown in the margin. The increase in 
tho Burdwan Division was duo to the eolhsetion of 
outstanding balancos, and the revision of the assess¬ 
ments, and in the Presidency Division to the adoption 
of vigorous stops for tho collection of tlio tax. 
In tho Dacca Division it was mainly owing to the 
creation of the now municipality of Ooalando. Tho increases in other divisions 
are principally due to ordinary fluctuations in the collections. Tho dora-oaso in the 
Bajsliah} e and Cooch Behar Division was nominal, as tho tax raised in Kurseong 
has been shown under the head of Tax on Houses and Lands. The decreMO 
under this head in unions was duo to the abolition of several unions during 
tho year. 

52. There was an increase of Bs. 40,881 under tho head of Tax on Oteners. 

The statement in tho margin sliows llio manner in 
which the inoroase'was distributed. It was chiefly 
due to tho collection of tho largo balance that 
remained outstanding at the close of 1880-81, in 
consequence of the odleoting c.stabIislimont having 
been employed for a portion of that year on Census 
work. The creation of the uuion of Pooreo into a 
first class municipality also ooutributed to the 
increase.

64. The income from Tolls ai Pontes showed an increase of Rs. 20,808 
over that of the provions year. The bulk of die increase (Its. 20,008) occurred 
in second class municipalities. This increase is dno to an order passed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor in .Tune 1881, by which municijialities wore permitted to 
appropriate the receipts from ferries situated within their limits, 'rhore are 
now altogether 11J ferries in Bengal situated wholly or partly within municipal 
limits. 


65. There was an increase of Rs. 1,52,128 under the head of Miseellane- 
osts. To •omo extent this was duo to an alteration of the forms of account 
by which a greater number of items haS been included under the general 
heading “Miscellaneous Receipts.”

63. mti apfKaneet fir etiiumttihmg /ra*.— Tint it « aew 
head of charge inserted in the reriaed forma, in preriona yeara the e^^ndi- 
tore on tiiia account used to he ahowniiDder the head “ Miseellaneona.” The 
bulk of the expenditure waa incurred in the Suburbs of Calcutta and Howrah 
under Act V (B.O.) of 1879. The Town and Suburbs of Calcutta possess 
a joint fire-brigade. The Howrah Municipality has a separate fire-brigade 
of its own. Under section 85 of the Act, the cost of the Calcutta and 
Suburban fire-brigade establishment is paid by the Calcutta and the Suburban 
Municipalities in the proportion of seven-tenths by the Corporation of 
Calcutta and throe-tenths by the Commissioners of the Suburban Municipa¬ 
lity; but in no case does the contribution of the Suburban Municipality 
exceed the sum of ten thousand rupees. This apportionment of the charge 
has boon found to be inequitable. The receipts from licenses to jute warehouse 
owners in the town were insufficient to cover the seven-tenths of the coat of 
the fire-brigade which the Calcutta Municipality has to pay, tlie consequence 
being that in the past year the Municipality had to meet the deficit from its 
general revenues. In the Suburb:, on the other band, though the rates of 
license fees are 50 per cent, lower than in Calcutta, the receipts were sufficient 
to cover the three-tenths of the fire-brigade charges, and to leave a considerable 
surplus. A Bill to revise these proportions, and to provide for the amalgama¬ 
tion of the Calcutta fire-brigade with that of Howrah was introduced into the 
Bengal Legislative Council at the beginning of the late session. It was passed 
W the Council on the 21st March, and is now awaiting the sanction of the 
Uovernor-Geueral in Council. 

64. During the year 1881-82, 26 fires occurred in the Suburbs, in 
which property to the value of lls. 4,53,539 was destroyed. The principal 
fire occurred on the 13th December 1881, in the promises of the Cliitpore 
Hydraulic Press. '1 lie house and machinery, with ten thousand bales of jute, 
were destroyed, causing a loss of Ks. 4,39,000. 

65. In Howrah 30 fires took place during the year, and the amount of 
property destroyed was estimated at Bs. 1,61,303. The principal fire occurred 
on the 81 St February 1882 in the press-house of the Ghoosery Nasmyth’s Press, 
when property to the value of Its. 1,50,000 was consumed. 

66. The only towns in the interior in which firo-brigadee have been orga¬ 
nised are Bankoora and Bishenpore. During the hot season of 1879, in 
consequence of the occurrence of serious fires in the town and vicinity of 
Bankoora, the local community undor the gnidanco of tlio District Magistrate 
formed themselves into a fire-brigade for mutual aid and protection. The move¬ 
ment received the cordial support of the Municipal Committee, and waa aided by 
them with funds for the purchase of apparatus and tools for extinguishing 
fires. During the year undor report tho strength of the Bankoora fire-brigade 
amounted to 1,676 men, including officers. These oro all voluntcurs, and are 
divided into 20 companies. They ore regularly drilled and taught to act in 
concert in emergencies. There were ten fires in the town during tho year, in 
extinguishing all of which the volunteers assisted with their fire-engine and 
tendered valuable service. Tlie Bishenpore fire-brigade was organized in 1881. 
Its strength consists of 181 men, including officers. There were throe fires in 
the town during tho yoar, and all of these were oxtinguislied by tho efibrts 
of the brigade. 

67. Lighting. —Tlie only municipalities under Act V (B.C.) of 1876 in 
which tho streets are lighted to any appreciable extent are Howrah and the 
SubiU'bs of Calcutta. lu both these towns sonic of the principal thoroughfoios 
are lighted with gas. In Howrah a separate lighting-rate is levied under the 
provisions of Act V (B.C.]) of 1873. Under this Act the Municipal Commis- 
uonors are empowered, with tho sanction of the Local Government, to extend 
from time to time tho area to be liglited with gas, and to levy rates for the 
purpose. The only other towns in the interior in which expenditure exceeding a 
thousand rupees was incurred for lighting, wore Burdwan, Hooghly, Berham- 
porc, Dacca, Patna, Gya, and Mozufferporo. In all of these oil lamps are used, 
and it is questionable whether the advantages gained are more than nominal. 

68 . Potiee .—The expenditure on account of police amounted to 
Bs. 5,55,635 against Bs. 5,54,286 in the previoua year, showing an increase 
of Bs. 1,349. The increase was due to the issue of new clothing in some of 
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munioipalitie*. As itated in paragraph 64 e{ the report for 1880-81, all 
munic^alitiea under Act V (B. C.) of 1876,. with the exception of Howrah and 
the SuWba of Ooleutta, have been relieved from the beginning of the year 
1683-83 from this charge, which was a heavy burden upon dioir revenues.

One head-constable and 488 constables were under instruction when the 
year closed. All tho Inspectors in the municipal police were odneatod men. 

70. Tho Suburban Polierj is enrolled under Act II iB.C.) of 1866, and is 
under tho Commissioner of Police, Calcutta. Tho following statement shows 
the constitution of the force during the year 1881 
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71. Mamtenatusc of medical jmsWb/jms.— There was a slight increase of 
expenditure under this head in second class muuicipaUtics. Tlic bulk of tho 
increase occurred in tho Burdwan, Patna, and Bhagulporc Divisions. The 
difference under this head in other classes of municipal institutions was very 
slight, and does not need sepamte notice. TTie effect of the order of SOth 
February 1883, by which tho charges hitliorto borne by Govcrnnioiit on account 
of disponsarios and hospitals were transferred to municipalities in lieu of 
tho cost of police, will bo shown in tho next report. 

73. Vaccination .—In tlie forms of account now suporsoJeil, there was no 
separate column for exhibiting tho expenditure under this he.ading. The 
charges were formerly included iu the charge for sanitary and charitable 
establishments. In the table below .is shown tlie results of vaccine opera- 
tiOTM carried out during the year in municipalities and dispensaries:— 
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Theiesults o1>ttdaed in Howrah, Knddea, Ba}«hahye, Darjeeling, Forreed' 
pore, Backergungo, iSpperah, Patna, and Moaufierpore were reported to he 
satirfaetory, 

73. The OmnpnlBoty Vaccination Act, V (B.O.) of 1880, waa introdaoed 
daring the ^ear uito the towns of Rungpore, Bampore Beauleah, Soory, 
Hooghly ana Otinsurah, Fubna, and Bogra. Since the close of fte year it 
has also beon extendi to Howrah. It is reported that no difficvuty has 
been anywhere experienced in working the Act. The people in most cases 
yielded to simple persuasion, and in the few instances where they proved 
refractory the issue of a summons was almost always effectual. 

74. In the Suburbs of Calcutta the vaccinators attended the appointed 
vaccine stations every day for about two hours, but the number of applicants for 
vaccination was only 808. Home vaccinations were also carried on, and 
numbered 992. A fee of four annas was charged oii each home vaccination. 
The total amount of fees realised was Rs. 248. In the town of Hooghly, 
four vaccine depots were opened, dates and hours for operations fixed, and 
notices issued. At Eamporo Boaulcah the scheme was systematically carried 
out at appointed vaccine stations. Home vaccinations wore also performed, 
and a sum of Rs. 47-13 was realized as fees and credited to the munici- 
pality. 

••76. In addition to their ordinary work, the vaccination establishment 
was employed daring the year in making sanitary inspection of villages. The 
Superintendents of tlie Metropolitan, Durjooling, Kastem BongJ, Behar, 
Sonthal Porgunnahs, and Ranchi Circles, and their subordinates, porfeamed this 
duty during the year, and the subjoined table shows the result— 
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76. Water-mppl’i .—The expenditure under this head shows a falling off 
of Es. 5,674. The docreaso was (hiefly in Darjeeling, where the water-works 
were oomplctod during the previous j'car. It is reported that the water- 
supply of the station is now both ample and good. The water is broughl 
into the town in two lines of pipc-s, one running from springs on Senohat 
and the other from a spring just below Jullapahar. 

77. The expenditure under this bond in tbe Dacca Municipalily shows 
an increase of Ks. 4,393. It was duo to tho construction of a building for 
the residence of the Mechanical Engineer in charge of the pumping-station. 
The water-snpply of this town is now fairly good. The water is raised by steam- 
power from the river Boorigunga, about 95,(W0 gallons of filtered water per diem 
being snpplied through pipes extending over 8| miles. Since the closo of the 
year the Uommissioners have been permitted to borrow in tbe open market a 
sum of Hs. 1,06,000 for tho purpose of •extending the water-supply. 

78. Tho Commissioners of tho Burdwan Municipality have also applied 
for permission to raise a loan of Rs. 1,00,000 for tho purpose of carrying 
into effect a scheme of water-supply in that town. It was at first propos^ to 
supply fresh and wholesome water fnim tho river Damoodah by means of an 
open channel from the Banka Nullah, a tributary of that river, and thence 
throngh a series of large tanks accessible to the greater part of the town. 
This scheme has, however, beon abandoned on further consideration, and it is 
now proposed to pump water from the Banka Nullah, filter it, and then dis¬ 
tribute it by steam pressure through iron pipes and hydrants situated in 
Afferent parts of the town. The cost of tlio proposed works has been 










estimated at Bs. 2«86,ti00. The Maharajah of Bnrdwan has signified bis 
irillingnees to contribute Bs. 50,000 towards the wort, and an equal amount '' 
has been ptomisod by the Lieutenant-Oovemor in aid of the project. The 
application of the Mnniowality was submitted to the Government of India 
for sanction under Rule X of the rules under the Local Authorities Isjao 
Act XI of 1870. The necessary sanction has recently been received. 

79. The Commissioners of the Bhogulporc Municipality are alto desirous 
of raising a loan of Bs. 72,000 for the constmetiou of water-works. Their 
sobemo provides for a daily supply of 320,000 pilous of filtered water 
from the Ganges to the part of the town which is most thickly populated. 
The cost of the scheme is roughly estimated at Rs. 1,83,000. Of this 
amount, it is expected ‘that Rs. 61,000 will bo raised by private subscriptions. 
The Government of Bengal has promised to contribute Us. 60,000, and the 
remaining Bs. 72,000 are to be raised by a loan. The application of the Muni¬ 
cipality is sUU under oonsidoration. 

80. The question of the extension of the Calcutta system of water-supply 
to the Suburbs was not finally decided when the year closed. The Municipal 
Commissioners have been asked to come to a speedy determination on the 
subject. 

81. Conservanag and busies improBement.—The outlay under this bead 
was loss by Bs. 61,109 than that of the previous year. The decrease, howeyer, 
is only apparent, as the expenditure on road-cleaning, &c., which was hitherto 
inclnded under this heading, has been separately shown hi this report. If, 
tliorefore, the disbursements on this account bo considered as a part of 
conservancy, the expenditure in 1881-82 is seen to have exceeded that of the 
previous year by Rs. 91,298. 

82. The conservancy provisions contained in Part VII of the Municipal 
Act, or portions of tliem, were extended during the year to the following

85. During the year Act VI (B.C) of 1878, which proyidos for (he 
cleansing of all private and public latrines within first class muuiciiKilitic.s, 
extended to tho municipmitios of Soramporo, Miduapoiv, Kislmaghur, 
Kampore Beauleah, Parneah, and to further portions of Coinillali. It is pro¬ 
posed to inoorporate this Act in tho now Municipal Act. 

86. Tho statemont in Appendix B shows tho strength of tho ooiiservancy 
a)id latrine ostablishmonts employed daring the year 1881-82 in first class 
municipalities. 

87. In the Burdwan Division tho conservancy of tho town of Burdwan 
continued to bo efficiently supervised. Tho streets and drains arc daily 
swept and cleaned, and the oM from slaughtcr-liouscs removed to muni¬ 
cipal troncliing grounds. There are ton pairs of public latrines in tho town. 
The night-soil from these and from 1,500 private houses, besides the palace of 
the Maharajah and the premises of the Bwway Company, removed and buried 
once every day. 
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88. In IQ^napoie the road* and lanes loe sw^ eve^ mon^aghw ^e 
conserTan<y eooUes, and the refuse is used for filling up holes Ma.aiteoeB» 
the town. There are sii latrines for males Md two for fenwe^ One 
mehter is attached to eacli male and one m^trani to each female 

are required to live in houses built dose to the latnnes. The Municipality 
acquired during the year three pieces of land at a cost of Bs. ,1,067 fiw the 
purpose of buryiM the night-soil of the town. _ , , 

89. In the Hooghly and Cbinsnrah Municipality the rc^s and streeto 
are daily swept by conservancy cartmen, and the sweepings utilized in 
filling up pits and low lands. Dhangnr coolies are employed to clqanse the 
public drains, and also to repair tho nnmetalled roads. There are 11 pnblio 
latrines and two urinals. Tho night-soil is removed every day by niehtors within 
fixed hours in wooden tubs to places set apart for its burial, and there 
buried in trenches previously dug tor the purpose. 

90. In the l^rampore Manicipality the conservancy work was fairly 

well carried out, and the arrangements for the removal pf night-soil were 
efficiently supervised by the overseer under the direction of the Yioe- 
Chairman. A piece of land, measuring a little more than throe beegahs, was 
acquired by the Manicipality for trenching purposes. Daring tho year tho 
Commissioners devoted much attention to the improvement of One 

iiufie, which was on a Government estate, was cleared and re-constructed in 
regolar lines round open squares, with wide roads for the passage of scavenger 
carts. Other huttea were also taken in band, but the improvements had not bran 
completed when the year closed. The Commissioners of this Muuicipality have 
since the close of the year applied for permission to raise a loan of Ks, 20,000 
for Ae purpoae of improving tho municipal market of the town. This scheme 
is not only desirable in itself, but also notes out hopes of a considerable profit 
from a financial point of view. The application has been submitted to the 
Government of India for sanction. 

91. In Htterparah the street sweepings were nsed in filling up filthy 
tanks, ditches, and cess pools. Tho work of removal of night-soil from private 
premises is not at present undertaken by the Manicipality, but it is reported 
that the Commissioners have appointed a sub-committee to report on tho 
subject. There is only one public latrine and one trenching ground belonging 
to &e Municipality. 

92. In the Howrah Manicipality the conservancy establishment, besides 
performing the ordinary conservancy work of the town, viz. sweeping all the roads 
and drains of the town every day, and removing the sweepings and other nui¬ 
sances, undertook the work of cleansing private tanks, trimming trees over¬ 
hanging roads, drains and tanks, removing encroachments i^n roads and 
dxatixB, while the superior staff was employed in enquiring into ana reporting upon 
petitione for building houses, huts, boundary walla, or culverts for making excava¬ 
tions, for lioonses for dangerous and offensive trades, and putting up scaffoldings 
and depositing building materials on roads, and the like. Dnringtue year two 
foul tanks and Six hollows wero filled np, and one piece of low land was raised 
by the street sweepings. Twelve thonsand one hundred and forty-eighttons of 
night-soil were removed and buried in trenches. There wore six plots of land 
for this purpose, containing 77 beegahs. Experiments for cultivating these 
grounds were continued during the year, but they did not prove very sncoessfiil. 
The attention of the Commissioners was also devoted to the improvement of 
the SMiitary condition of over-crowded' blocks of huts. Dunng the year 
eight of those hamlets wero cleared and reset, and a mile and a of roads 
constructed through them. The total ou^y in carrying out these improve¬ 
ments amounted to Es. 1,649, and the money was in course of realization from 
the proprietors when the year closed. 

93. In the second class municipalities of this division the only sort 
conservancy work that was performed was sweeping the main streets. No 
regular arrangements exist in any of them for tho removal and disposal of 
night-soil. In Saidyabatty, however, there are four public latrines, three Of 
which are masonry structures, provide with galvanized iron buckets, and are 
divided into separate compartments for moles and females. 

94. In the Presidency Division, tihe work of the conservancy and ni^t- 
Boil departments of the Snburban Municipality was done by contract. The 



iafeo4ao«d diidmr the previoas yefaw The conservaiKy contractor 
» bowd, is return for<«a aomial paymentof Ss. 33,000, to cause to be swept 
every day sadi steeeta as are mentioned in a schedule attaehod to his oootra^, 
and to lemoTe all awnings, garbage, and carcasses from the streets within such 
hours as tibe Cammissioners may from time to time appoint. The refuse is carted 
to sutdi spots sis the Oommiseioners ^point or permit, and is there utilized in 
filling up noxious tanks and raising low lands. It is reported that on (he whole 
the natem worked satisfactorily. 

The contractor for the removal of night-soil receives an annual payment 
of Bs. 8&500. For this sum he supplies all necessary labour, rolling stock, live¬ 
stock, nnl plant reejuired for the removal of soil from 21,000 privies. It is 
reported tot, owing to insufficient supervision, this work is not so efficiently 
performed as could be wished. 

There are in the Suburbs a largo number of public and common lafrinea 
Of these 89 belong to private individuals or landowners, 20 to to Canal 
Department, and five to the Municipality. 

05. In the matter of tustee improvement the progress marie in the Subur¬ 
ban Municipality was very satisfactory. The recla¬ 
mation of the seven villages named in to margin 
was uedortaken during the year. All these villages 
wore situatod in low, undraincd lands, full of filmy 
ponds and waterhole^ and to dwelling-houses in 
them wore hovels of the very worst description. 
They have now been raised and properly drained. New mods have been con- 
struoted intersecting them in all directions for the passage of conservancy carts 
and for the convenience of the people. The old, filthy, and dila))idatod huts have 
been replaced by linos of good wattle and dab-houses with red tiled roofs, and in 
some instances, brickwork tondatinns, built in blocks with spaces between for 
porfiation of air and freo access of the sweepers. Each teste has also been pro¬ 
vided with new and improved common latrines constructed of masonry, arti¬ 
ficial stone, and corrugated ironwork, and the old offensive privies have been 
removed. • 

Vigorous measures were also taken during to year for to improvement 
of to gmnaUa busUet, or villages inhabited by milkmen and cow-keepers in the 
Suburbs. The most filthy quarters inhabited by the milkmen were in llahir 
Mirzapore, Jogeeparah, and VTards’ Institution-Iane, ManicktoIIah, It is 
reported that these quarters have been cleared, and to cow-bousos removed to 
more outlying parts of the Suburbs. There were 109 prosecutions against to 
owners of these filthy stables during the year, in 146 of which convictions 
were obtained, and fines to the amount of Hs. 4,113 wore realized. 

96. In Krishnaghur particular attention was paid to conservancy matters 
on account of to increased unhealthinoss of the town. Three pubnc latrines 
were constructed during to year, and additional night-soil-mcn were engaged 
for cleansing private latrines. Tbo existence of well-privies adds to to 
unhealthy condition of the town, but the Oommissiouors are reported to bo alive 
to to neoessite of speedily closing tom. The sanitary condition of Santipore 
is also not satisfactory, well-privies are reported to be common in to town, 
and are seldom xisited by mehters for the purpose of removing thoir contents. 
The only conservancy work tot is done is to removal of street rubbish and 
house sweepings deposited on roadsides. The conservancy arrangements of 
the town of fianaghat are also very defective. There is no cstablisbmont 
employed for the removal of foooal matter and no public latrines. WoU-privios 
are reported to exist in great numbers in the town. 

' In JoBSore, to oonsorvancy of to to wn is reported to have been well looked 
after during to year. There are six latrines ana one urinal for to nso of the 
public free of charge. The latrines are built in pairs for the two Boxes and 
are washed onoo a day and coated with coal-tar when necessary. There are 
two trenching gromnls containing 7 J boegahs of land. One of to grounds is 
reported to be under cultivation. 

In to second class municipalities in the Presidency Division, excepting 
to towns of Berhampore and Lalbagh, the conservancy arrangements are very 
meagre. In Berhampore to town is divided into five circles for purposes of 
conservancy. Each circle is provided with a couple of scavenger carts, and 
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the town sweepings are regularly remored and utilised’in filling sp holes, and 
low lands. There are also nine public latrines divided into compartments for 
males and females, mid two trenching grounds. In Lalbagh there are 15 latrines 
and four trenching grounds. 

97. In the riro first class municipalities in the Bajshahye and Cooob 
Behar Division, viz., Itampore Beauleah and Darjeeling, the couservanoy 
work was fairly peribnned. In the former, arrangements have been made 
for the cleaning of privies in private houses in some mohulUhs. The night- 
soil from those and vie public latrines, of which there are at present two, 
is removed in iron carts with tight fitting covers and buried in the^^renehes 
outside the town. In Darjeeling the rubbish of the town is disposed of by 
being shot down the hillside from two appointed stations. This arrangement 
has given rise to some dissatisfaction among the rate-payers; but until the 
rubbish of the town can bo removed by means of the tramway, no bettor me¬ 
thod tfaui the present seems within the means of the muiiicipafity. There are 
15 latrines and five urinals. It is proposed to construct throe more latrines 
during the current yeai'. 

The second class mnnicipalitios in this division, so for as their funds 
allowed, appear to have done their best to remove offensive matter from 
tho dwellings of tho people. In Dinagc)>oro 25 coolies and 30 sweepers 
ware employed to keep the town clean, and to romovo night-soil from public and 
private latrines. There are four latrines in the town open to tho public free 
of charge. In the case of private latrines a feu of ciglu annas a month 
was charged for each privy. In Nattoro one overseer and six sweepers attended 
to the conservancy of the town. In Pubna, Serajgungo, Bogra, and Sheropore 
sweepers were regularly employed throughout the year to keep tho towns 
clean. There are however no public luti'ines in Pubna, Sorajgunge, and 
Sheropore, and only 3 in Bogra. In llungpore nine sweepers and four Curts 
wore employed for the removal of town sweepings. There arc three public 
latrines with two sweepers attached to each. The Oommissionors of this muni¬ 
cipality are reported to liavo undertaken to cleanse by their establishment all 
pnvate privies voluntarily placed under their management on payment of a 
certain fee assessed oocoming to tho circumstances of tho owners and tlio 
number of people using them. In Serajgungo the residents of a portion of 
the town volnntarily offered to assess themselves, and thus raise a fund for tho 
employment of mentors by the municipality fur tho removal of night-soil from 
private premises; hut the scheme had to be given up, as under Act VI (B.C.) 
of 1878 a night-soil tax could be imposed only in first class mnnicipalities. 
Miis will be remedied under tho now law. 

98. In the Dacca Division there is only one first class municipality, 
which is the town of Dacca. This town is much over-crowded in parts, and 
it is a work of great difficulty to penetrate to the s lurces of disease and dis¬ 
comfort which lurk in all its remoter recesses. One very objectionable feature 
is the existence of deep ditches, locally called “ gors.” These holes, which 
are generally situated at the backs of houses, arc the receptacle of all kinds of 
filth. Something is being done to fill these up; but great difficulty is 
experienced in oonsequonco of tho passive obstruction offered. Tho 
principal streets of tho town are swept once a day, and the rest of the streets, 
lanes, end bye-lanes twice a wet!k. The night-soil of the town is removed from 

f rivate premises and buried under ground in places set apart for the purpose, 
n the second class municipalities, with tho exception of the towns of Narain- 
gunge, Fuireedpore, Madariporc, Burrisal, and Nnssirabad, there was absolutely 
no attempt at conservancy in any shape. In these five towns some arrange¬ 
ments exist for keeping tho principal thoroughfares clean, and there are a few 
latrines morb or less efficient in all of them. 

99. In tho Chittagong Uiv.sion, the town of Chittagong has 1.3 public 
latrines distributed over the more thickly inhabited quarters. Kaoh latrine 
is in charge of a sweeper, and the iiight-suil from all of them is daily carted 
away to the jail garden and buried. In Comillafa the night-soil of tho private 
and jmhlic privies in those parts of the town to which Act VI (B.O.) of 
1878 has been extended is roinovcd every day, and buried at n distance of 
more than a mile from the town in a piece of land which has been acquired 
for the purpose. 
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100. la the Pataa OiTiaon, the City el Patna presents groat difficulties iiu 
the way of any thorough system of oonserranoy. The narrow winding l^es 
cause constant obstruction to the passage of conservancy carts, and the distance 
to which they have to carry their loads for disposal lessons their usefulness by 
throwing an undue strain upon the capacity of the live-stock. There are six 
latrines in the city, all situated in well solcoted sites, and much used by the 

a lio for whom they were built. There is also a latrine near the Bankipore 
way Station, which was constructed specially for the accommodation of 
travollers, and is much resorted to by them. In Gya, the conservancy arrange¬ 
ments are of a fairly efficient nature. Every morning the streets m-e 
regularly swept, and the rubbish carried away from roadsides. The night-soil 
is removed from private pemises and buried in trenches. There are two 
trenching grounds and 18 latrines belonging to the municipality. In Arrti, - 
there are four public latrines. The night-soil from tho-o and the private 
privies in some parts of tlio town is removed and buried in trenches. The 
street sweepings are used in filling up ditches and hollows in the town. 
In the town of Mozufforporo, tlioro are nine public latrines and six depots 
where private sweepers deposit the uight-soil they collect. The whole 
accumulation is then carted away every night to places on the outskirts of 
the town specially reservod for the purpose, and there deposited in trenches 
and covered over with dry earth. Iii the town of Durbhunga, there are two 
masonry and 39 mat latrines There oro three plots of land belonging to the 
municipality where the night-soil is buried. In the town of Olmpruh, there 
are three latrines for males and three for females, and two trenching grounds. 
To facilitate the collection of night-soil from private privies, II depots have 
been cst blislicd by the municipality, at each of which a sweeper is employed. 
Street sweepings, when they are not used for filling up hollows, arc carted 
away beyond mnnicipal limits and buried there. No uiformation about the 
conservancy of tlie second class municipalities in the Patua Division is 
given in tho general report of tho Commissioner. 

101. Tho conservancy arranggments of the town of Mongliyr, in tho 
Bliugulpure Division, have been highly commended by tho Sanitary Com¬ 
missioner. Tho Municipal Commissioners devote much personal attention to 
the work. All the streets and lanes are swept every day, and tho drains, 
waterways, slaughter-houses, and bazars aro looked to and cleaned. It is 
reported that tho cultivators of tho surroimding country readily avail them¬ 
selves of the ^'ilitics offered by the municipal conservancy arrangumouts fur 
manuring their fields. Rupees 14 per heegah is charged for tlie work. 
There are 13 masonry and 13 mud latrines in different parts of tho town. 
Tho latriuos are built in pairs for tho separate accommodation of males and 
females, One male and two female sweepers remain present at all hunrs at 
each latrine. In Bhagulporo, there are 71 public latrines, of which 17 are 
constructed of masonry, and the rest ore mat and wattle structures. The 
narrow lanes and alleys are swept once a week, and tho refuse used in filling 
up hollows in the town. In Purnoah, tho preliminary arniiigcnients for intro¬ 
ducing tho scheme of cleansing private privies by municipal agency were made 
during the year under report. There are two public latiincs in the town, and 
steps aro being taken for the constrnctinn of a few more. 

AU the second class ninnicipalities, except Etiglisli Bazar and Maldab, 
are provided with public latrines more or less completely. 

103. In Pooreo, the streets and drains aro swept twice a day, and tho 
refuse is carried oatside tho town and buried in the sands on tho seashore. 
The night-soil is disposed of in the same way. There arc Id latrines in tho 
town, of which 12 are of masonry. 

Among the second class municipalities in the Orissa Division the con¬ 
servancy of the town of Cuttack was well looked after during the year. 
The eonsorvanoy establishment consisted of one sab-oversour, two jemadars, 
20 sweepers, and 20 carts with 20 bullocks. There aro 23 public latrines in 
tho town. The night-soil from these and tho private privies is buried in 
trenches in grounds set apart for the purpose. In Balasoro there wore 15 
mehtors employed to keep the town clean. A latrine was constructed during 
the year, at a cost of Ks. 530, ,, 
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103. In tile Ohota Na^pore Diviaionthe oonse^aney of tbs towni of 
Hazaribagh, Obattra, Ranohi, and Forolia was fairly well attended to. In the 
other towns there was no adequate establishment for the purpose. In all the 
towns, except Eohak, there were public latrines for the convenience of the 
poorer inhabitants. 

104. The following table shows the proportion of total income spent 
under the bead of “ Public Health” in the municipalities of the difierent 
divisions during the year 1881-82:—

109. The inwease in the Suburbs was due to the construction of masonry 
drains on both sides of the Bussapugla road. This road is one of the principal 
thoroughfares in the Suburbs, and is a continuation southwards of the Chow- 
ringhee road. One of the most unsatisfactory features of tho Suburban Munici¬ 
pality is its drainage. With a few exceptions the drains throughout the munici¬ 
pality are open ditches, excavated in a soft porous soil with insufficient slope and 
insufficient outfall. They are as a rule very deep and tortuous, and are overgrown 
with trees, and passing through private lands and between tho basements of 
houses can only be cleared out with great difficulty. Some improvement was 
made in this respect by the clearance of the largo outfall drain, which carries 
the maidan draim^ past the east side of tho General Hospital. Tho bottom 
of this drain was thoroughly silted out and laid with a layer of well rammed 
brick and lime rubbish. 

110. In Howrah the expenditure under this head represents the cost 
of constructing a masonry drain, 1,990 feet long, on tho nortfxern side of the 
Chandmaroe road. Among tho other first class munix^alitios the expenditure 
under this head was heaviest in Gya, viz., Ks. 32,_3T8. The amount was incurred 
in completing parts of the drainage sohemo noticed in paragraph 83 of the 
report for 1880-81. 

111. The increase in second class mnnicipaUtios wm chiefly duo to the 
inclusion in the accounts of tl>e year under report of the expenditure on drainage 
incurred in llinagepore during the provioos two years. Tho accounts under 
this head were formerly kept separate from tho general fund account of tho 
municipality. 

112. To ascertain the cause of the outbreak of malarious fever in the 
district of bTuddua in a severe epidemic form during two yours in succession, 
a Commission was appointed in November 1881, having tlio Sanitary Commis¬ 
sioner as Preslident, and armed with powers to direct snub remedial measures as 
they might consider urgently called for. They wore directed to spend the cold 
season in visiting the worst villages and examining carefully their sanitary 
condition and the cause of their unhoalthiness. They wore desired, us far as 
possible, to inspect alt the roads constructed during the previous IS years, and 
to ascertain whether the waterways provided in such roads were adegtmte or not. 
They were also requested carofully to enquire into tho obstruction of drainage 
by the silting up of old channels and crooks, and to give special attention to the 

S [iality of the supply of drinking-water. A sum of Rs. 60,000 was placed at 
ieii‘ disposal to make any improvements that in the course of their enquiry 
might seem to bo urgently called for. Tlio Lientenant-Gorernor also made a 
special grant of Bs. 50,000 in aid of the Bead Cess Fund of the district, on 
tbe understanding that a substantial proportion was to bo spent on supply¬ 
ing bridges and culverts whero tbe drainage was obstructed by embanked 
roads. The report of the Commission was received after tho close of the year.

In Pooree 6^933 bouses affording acoommodation for 20,S8S lodgers rntfee 
registered dniiiig the year under 639 licenses. The receipts from fees wad 
fineramounted to Ra. 11,535, and there was an opening balance of Ba. 9,096; 
The total amount available for e^tenditure was therefore JKs. 14,631. ^e 
actual expenditure amounted to 7,780. There were 367 prosecutions 
under the different sections of the Act and the bye-laws under it In 
350 oases convictions wore obtained, and fines amounting to Rs. 443 were 
realised. The two pilgrim hospitals at Pooree and Pijui were efficiently 
miuntained. Six thousand three hundred and eigbty-two persons obtainea 
relief in them, of whom 5,899 were out-door and 483 in-door patients. The 
total contribution from the fnnd towards the support of the hospitals was 
Bs. 3,385, while the cost to Government amounted to Bs. 660, being half the 
salary of the two hospital assistants in charge of them. One vaccinator on 
Es. 10 per month was paid from the fund for three months, and 332 persons 
were vaccinated. 

In Gya the Act is reported to have been satisfactorily worked daring 
the year. It is, however, believed to be looked upon with disfavour, and 
will continne to be so until the Gyawals perceive the benefits which must 
result from more efficient drainage and better' conservancy. Five hundred 
and twenty-ei^it licenses for the accommodation of 19,363 pilgrims were 
issued durmg the year. The fees for these and for the medical officer’s 
certificates under the Act amounted to Rs. 14,583. The number of prosecutions 
instituted for the infringement of the provisions of the Act was 56, and the 
amount of fine realized was Ks. 890^ The total receipts under the Act, 
inclusive of a balance of Rs. 15,760, which remained at the close of the previous 
year, amounted to Rs. 31,332, and the'total expenditure to Rs. 1.3,936. The 
heaviest item of disbursement was a suiti of Rs. 13,005 granted as a contribn- 
tion from the lodpng-houso fund to tho municipality for conservancy and the 
improvement of drainage. Fever was prevalent among pilgrims in September 
1881, and caused 139 deaths. There wore also three deaths from small-pox and 
34 from cholera. 

In Oeoghur the Act was enforced from April 1881, and its working is 
rmorted to have been fairly satisfactory. Fifty-eight licenses securing shelter for 
1,770 persons were issued. The total receipts amounted to Rs. 402 and 
the expenditure to Rs. 43, leaving a balance of Rs. 350. It is proposed to utilize 
the balance in providing a better water-supply for the town and an improved 
system of house conservancy. 

Since the close of the year tho provisions of the Act have been extended 
to the town of Oolooboriab in the district of Howrah. The town is situated at 
the heeid of the Orissa trunk road, and is the point of departure of large 
numbers of pilgrims to Pooree, who are token down by water from CUoutta, 
and commence their land journey from that place. There ora several bazars 
here, lining both sides of the trunk road, and on an average from 350 to 400 
pilgrims per diem pass through the place at the various pilgrimage seasons, 
wmch extend over a great part of the year. Most, if not all, of these stop for 
the night in the lodging-houses in the bazars, the sanitation of which is reported 
to bb very drfective. The huts are low and damp, and are often dangerously 
crowded; there are no privies, and the hanks of the canal and river are freely 
resorted to. To throve the condition of the town and to afford protection 
to pilgrims, Ai^ IV (B.C.)of 1871 has been introdocod with effect from 1st 
July last. 

Proposals have also been made iar the extension of the Aet to the towns 
of Raneegunge in Burdwan and Donton and Gurbetta in the district of Midna- 
pore, and are still under consideration of Government. These towns are situated 
on roods leading to Pooree, and large number of pilgrims pass through thwn 
on their way to tie temple of Juggunnath. 



ns, Jtudii tif Mtmictpat Aeceunt8,~—ln Septotnbor 1881 the Examiner of 
Zx3oal Accounts having been provided with a proper staff for the purpose 
undertook the work of auditing the accounts of niofussil municipalities. 
During the latter half of the year under review ho formally audited the 
accounts of 134 municipalities and unions in the Burdwan, Presidency, Baj- 
shahye and Cooch Bohar, Dacca) Chittagong) Patna) BUagulporO) Orissa, 
and Chota Nagpore Divisions. 

In the great majority of cases the accounts of these municipalities had not 
been previously audited, and in all such cases the preliminary audit extended 
over the accounts of tlio two, and, in some oases, the throe, preceding years. In 
cases the audit reports were forwarded with such remarks ub tiio Accountant* 
Gleneral deemed necessary to the municipalities concerned through tho 
District Magistmto. Tho accounts of tho Howrah Municipality were audited. 
every month, and those of the Burdwan Municipality every quarter. 

110. A complete sot of forms of account for the use of uiunicipalitios, 
together with instructions for using them, were prepared by the Examiner 
during the year and circulated to ail Municipal ComniisHionors. These forms 
have been very generally adopted, and considerable simplicity and uniformity 
of practice has resulted from their use. Some municipalities, however, have 
objected to tho forms, and tho Municipality of Patna in particular h^ 
declined to adopt any of them. These cases arc a small niiuoritv, and if* is 
hoped that as the advantages of the forms become more apparent tlioy will bo 
univemally adopted. 'The point will bo considered in couuuctiuii with tho now 
Municipal Bill. 

120. Arrangements are now being made for the extension of tho system 
of local audit, and a system has boon introduced by which the accounts of all 
municipalities will bo audited at least once a year; those of the larger towns 
being audited once ove^ quarter or once every half year. The total amount 
contiibuted by all municipalities in the jirovince towards the cost of tfao 
Examiner’s Office is Hs. 13,478.

122. LegiilaHte neasutres afecting municipaUtm in Bengal .—Duringihe year 
the Government of Bengal had in view certain measures of legislation anoct- 
ing the maaici|ml administration of tho province. Since the close of the year 
these measures have been introduced in the Oonncil of the Lioutenont-Govemor 
for making laws and regulations. 

12B. The first is a Bill to amend and consolidate the law relating to 
mnnicipalitios. Its object is to modify and extend the present Act feinting to 
municipalities in Bengal with tlie view of ^ving the people a larger share in 
the management of their own afiaiis. As Uie changes introduced are consider- 



■ble, it luui been thought more convenieot to repeal theexietlng law, and to 
paid s revised and coniolidated measure, than to introduce a merely amend¬ 
ing Bill The present Act relates to institutions oi four dilferont kinds, viz. 
munidpalitiea of the first class, municipalities of tbo second class, unions, and 
stations. It is proposed to aholifdt these distinctions, and to have only one 
class of munioipalitios, which will embrace, besides the two classes of munici¬ 
palities now existing, such unions as ore sufficiently advanced to be entrusted 
with municipal respnsibilities, and the two stations under the Act both of 
which can without diffioulfy be raised to the status of municipalities. The 
less advanced unions will bo placed under the Isxsal Boards, which it is intend¬ 
ed to establish by a sepurate Act of the Legislature. The retention of 
Chapters III and IV of the present Act, which treat of unions and stations, 
will thus be rendered unnecessary. It is intended that the Municipal Com¬ 
missioners shall, as a rule, be elected by the rate-payers, the Government 
reserving only a power to nominato one-third of the whole number of Com¬ 
missioners. No ex-offiao Commissioners will be appointed, and the existing limita¬ 
tion of the number of salaried officers of Government will be retained. Instead 
of the Commissioners retirmg by rotation, os at present, it is proposed that the 
whole body of CommissionerB, as well as the Chairman and Vico-Chairman 
shall remain in office for three years. The Chairman will bo either apiM>inted 
by Government or elected by the Commissioners; the Vice-Chairman will, as 
at present, be elected by the Commissioners, but the sanction of Oovemmont 
will DO longer bo required. Municipalities in the interior ore no longer 
required to bear their own police charges, and Part V of the present Act, 
which relates to this subject, has been omitted from the new Bill. The 
powers of municipalities to adopt more advanced schemes of town conservancy 
and improvement have boon gi'eatly enlarged. Parts VI to X of the Bill, in its 

f )rcsent form, contain provisions relating to such matters as water-supply, 
ighting, the construction and cleansing of latrines, and the establishment and 
regulanon of markets; but as many of these provisions ore inapplicable to tlie 
circumstances of an average mofussll municipality, it has been expressly declared 
that none of tlicso ports shall be extended to any municipality except at the 
ro<iuost of the Commissioners at a mooting specially convened for the purpose. 
It is anticipated that the Commissioners being now elected will only ask to bo 
vested with such powers as the rate-payers may desire them to cxeroise, 
and as arc suited to the requiromsnts of the municipality. 

131. The second measuro is a Bill to authorizuthe making and to regulate 
the working of road tramways in Bengal. Proposals wore roeoived by this 
Government from local anthuritios for tlio construction of tramways at lEowrub, 
Patna, and elsewhere, and it was found nocossary, in order to give effect to 
these, to have an Aet passed empowering the local Government to mithorize 
promoters to construct tramways, to break up tho roads for the purpose 
of laying the rails, to run ears upon them, to levy tolls upon passengers, 
and to do all acts that may be necessary for the efficient making and 
working of tramways with duo regi'ird to tho public safety and convonionce. 
The onW Act on the subject of tramways in force in Bengal is Act I of 1880 
of the Bengal Council, which is a special one for Calcutta, and is so framed 
that its provisions cannot bo extended to other munieipalitios or places. It 
was therefore decided to draft a general Act, which will apply 0) all local 
au^orities, whether in municipalities or in rural districts, in whom tho charge 
of roads is vested. The Bill has hooa passed by tho Legislative Council, and 
is now awaiting tho sanction of the Governor-General in Oouncil. 

126. Tho third measuro is a Bill for the general control of coolies in hill 
municipalities. Tho object of this Bill is to regulate the conditions under 
which certain coolies may work for hiro, and be hired in hill municipalities 
where their labonr supplies the only form of looomotivo power ordinarily avail¬ 
able. Numerous oominaints were made by residents of baijooHng of the mis¬ 
conduct and extortionate charges of c/nady men aud porters, and it was decided 
to bring them under a law similar to the Act for tho regiilatioii of hackney 
carriages and palankeens, by which, on tlie ono hand, their charges will bo 
limited to a certain tariff, and provision will bo made for tho jiunishment of 
misconduct, and, on the other, they will bo secured tho payment of snob hire 
as they may earn, The Bill now awaits the assent of the Governor-General 
in Council.-

with tho instructions contained in the orders of the Government of India in 
.he Homo Department, No. 2—103-14A, dated the 27th J uly 1882. 


CALCUTTA. 

2. Period emhraeed hy thw report .—By Act I (B.O.) of 1882 the Calcutta 
Municipal year was modo to coincide with the official year from let April to 
SIstMArch, instead of, as was formerly tho case, with tho calendar year. This 
change was made in accordance with the instructions of tho Government of 
India eommunicated in ymur letter No. 160, dated tho 19th Octoher 18S1. The 
present report in so far as it relates to the Calcutta Municipality accordingly 
comprises a period of IS months, viz., from 1st January 1882 to 31st March 
1883. 
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8. Oenerdl elecHon of Oommiotnonert. —One of the chief erenta of iokportaace 
in the history of the year was the general election of Municipal Oonuniaaioners 
held on the 8nd October 1888. This was the third general election since the 
introduction of the elective syatem under the provisions of Act IV (B.O.) of 
1876. Eleven thousand four hundred and thirty-seven persons were register^ 
•as qualified to vote, and tlio number of votes given, including plural votwm 
wards wish more than one Municipal Commissioner, amounted to 24,338. The 
following statement shows the number of persons of each nationality who were 
registered as voters at each of the three elections that have been held

It will be seen that, while the Hindoo voters have doubled during the six 
years, the Mabomedans hare increased more than throe-fold, and the 
Christians more than six-fold, whifo the Jews have increased nearly twenty¬ 
fold. It is satisfactory to notice the marked growth of public interest evinced 
on this occasion and the gratifying evidence it nfi'ords of the incre^asing desire 
of tho people of Calcutta to taJto part in the management of the affairs of their 
city. Both in the increase in the gross number of votes recorded—an increase 
as compared witli 1S79 of upwards of 80 per cent.—and in tho keenness of 
competition for scats in some of the wards, there is evidence that the political 
pulse of Calcutta has been decidedly quickened by six years of municipal free¬ 
dom. Kor is this all. An inspection of the lists of elected Commissioners 
shows that of those who held office prior to tho election of 1882, 23 
were re-elected and 30 either were not candidates or wore rejected by the cons¬ 
tituencies. It appears also from tho record of attondanoos at committee meetings 
that of those’Commissioners who werp re-elected, all hut 4 wore conspicuous for 
their industry and attention to munif^i^al work, while of the 20 who have found 
no place in the new*Corporation, only i seem to have ^givon any considerable 
portion of their time to their duties as Commissioners. This is an encouraging sign 
of the desire on tho part of the pqonlo to secure tho best men as their representa¬ 
tives, and shows that a seat at tiie Municipal Board is neither sought by candidates 
nor coluerred by the rate-payers os a mere honorary distinction, but is regarded 
by both alike as a position which involves real duties and substantial 
respunsibili ties. 

4. Meetings of the Commissioners .—'1 hirty-seven gciiorel meetings were 
held during the, year, of which 24 wore special general meetings. The 
number of mootings hold by the various standing epmmittees was 129, 
including 51 meetings of the Town Council, 10 of the Water-supply Exten¬ 
sion Committee, and 17 of the Bustce Committee. Four Special Commit- 
tees were appointed during the year. Ihese were tlio Conservancy Com¬ 
mittee of 1882, which held 10 meetings, the Sanitary Committee appointed' 
to consider tlio memorial presented to tho Ucutenant. Governor by a number 
of infiuential residents of Calcutta, the Budget Committee, and the Souttar 
Memorial Committee. The total number of attendances at mootings aggregated 
3,892 out of 6,223 invitations during the 15 months, showing an appreciable 
increase over the figures of 1881. The incroaso was slightly greater among 
, the nominated than among the elected Commissioners. 

6. Street improvements .—Various structural improvements in the streets 
of the town were effected during tho year, some from capital, some from 
the regular Town Improvement (Revenue) Fund, and some from other 
revenue funds. For the former the money was ^effy found by tho sale 
of surplus lands and of the out-offices of the Town Hall. Among the 
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Unds BO dupoBod of was a portios of the old Mahratta Ditch, iWations 
questioa haa been raised whether any portion of the ditch is the HteMnl 
proMrjy of the Commissioners, and if so, whether it is advisable that a site\ 
such historical intm-eBt and importance should be obliterated. This matter ir -> 
now under the consideration of OoTernment. A part of the sum realized by the 
sale of the surplus lands was, at the instance of the Town Council, devoted to 
acquiring lands for the purpose of widening the Chitpore road. A 
grant of Es. 60,000 had been made by Covernraent for this purpose 
from tho assets of the old Fire-Brigado fund, and a further assignment of equal 
amount had boon provided in the Municipal Budget. It was found, IiowoW, 
that the cost of carrying out this important scheme in its original comprohen- 
sivo form was practically prohibitive; and the funds originally provided were 
suppleracntod hy the appropriation of Its. .50,000 out of the sale-proceeds of muni¬ 
cipal lands alreedymentioned. The Commissioners completed during the year the 
widening of tfio road for a length of 700 foot between Burtollali and Machooa 
Bazar Street. The widening of Nimtollah Street and DImrmahatta Street 
at its junction with tho Strand Bond was effected at a cost of Rs. 19,858' out of 
the proceeds of tho sale to Government of the out-offices of the Town Hall. 
These two important thoroughfares, which formerly tapered at their orificoi, 
causing almost incessant blocks among the gorged cart traffic, have now fino 
wide entrances in which blocks no longer occur. - . ’ 

General street improvements at a cost of Rs. 46,241 were effected out of 
revenue. One of these—tho widening of Sikdnrparah Street at a cost of 
Rs. 10,054—has mot a great want by substituting a carriage road westwards 
from Chitpore Road for tlio narrow foot-ifath which previously existed. The 
surplus of the Hackney Carriage Pund.eiupplemontod by a grant of Rs. 2,721 
from the General Fund,—in all Rs. 20,981,—was expended on new hackney# 
carriage stands properly paved and drained. 

6. JUixeellttiteims proceedingn of the Toma Counoil. —Among the miscellaneous 

matters which were dealt with by the Town Council during the year were tho 
passing of rales to regulate tiu! licensing of dopOts for the sale of strew, hay, 
and tiuilier; the proposed ostablishniont of a isciitral railway statiou; the estab- 
lisbnioiit and maiiiteiiaiHOi of wafer-troughs for. cattli;the quaUty of tho ga.s 
suiiplied by tlio Oriental Gas Coinpaiiy; and tlio disposal of arroar rate-bills. 
These bills'had Ijoeii acounmhiting from 1870 down to tlio second quarter of 
1879 and the labours of tho Sub-Committee resulted in the cancellation of bills 
aggregating Its. .‘),SG,170 Thi.s is a heavy loss to the mmiicipality, for although 
a large pai't of tlio amount represciitod hills mode or sent out in en'or, a sub¬ 
stantial part represented perfectly good luid reolizuble assets, which would have 
been rccovcr<;d had ordinary proiiiiititiule been used in colloetiiig them. These 
facts do not i-oflci't credit on tlio nianagoinoiit of tho finaiicos of tlio Corpora¬ 
tion in the tliroo yours iimnodiately following the estaliUshmcnt-of the present 
system of municipal administration. * 

The year under review witnessed tho settlement of the question of 
innreasing'^tho supply of filtered water and extending it to the suburbs. This 
important question liad formed tho subject of protracted negotiations between 
the Government, the Commissioners, and tho Suburban J’lunu-ipality, mid it 
has now h^ finally arrmiged that tho incTcascd supiJy shall be provided By ' 
means of an iron main from Pultah, forty-eight inches in diameter, and capable 
of supplying 12 million gallons per diem, of which eight millions will be 
reserved for foe town and four millions will bo available for foe suburbs. Tho 
price at which foe Suburban Municipality .are to receive their water will, if 
necessary, bo settled by arbitration. 

7. Fimnaes of Ote MunicipaUlff .—At tho end of 1881 tho total debt of foe 
Corporation amouiitod tp Rs. 1,44,14,777, against which there was a sinking fund 
valued at Rs. 20,12,.5'b7. Tho net indebtedness of the Municipality at foe 
beginning of tho period under review was therefore Its. 1,24,02,270. 
During the year Rs. 9,60,500 was borrowed on two occasions. On tho 
othef band, the Government debt was roducod by Rs. 1,50,754 and the 
vMue of foe sinking fmid was raised to Rs. 23,31,145, or by Rs. 3,18,638. 
On the 31st March 1882, therefore, tho net indebtedness of tho Corporation 
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montlJoted to Bs. 1,28,83,378. The loan* raised daring the year were 
guliwftirod partly for exj^nditare on works to ho executed from capital and partly 
the cost of the new out-fall sewer. They were raised at 4J per cent., being 
/the first loans raised by the Corporation at less than H per cent., and were token 
up at an arebage premium of Bs. 2-3-0 Although daring the last 3J- years 
the Corporation has borrowed in all Ks. 12,00,500, the not tnunioipal debt has 
procticdly remained stationary, having &on Bs. 1,28,78,770 on the 1st 
January 1880. 

8. Revenue (erdtaary).—The following statement shows the revenue of the 
Jdunicipality during 1882 and three months of the year 1883, compared with 
that of 1881. These figures will not agree with the statement of Income and 
expenditure of the Municipality appended to this rtfport, os the latter contains 
figures for twelve months of the ofiiciid year 1882-83 :—

9. The receipts of tiro I’olico-rato Fund, Hackney Carriage Fund, and Jute 
and Fire-brigade Fund, wliich are separately brought to accamnt, have been 
excluded. The two last-named funds have now been closed. The receipts 
of the Municipality for 1881 included one quarter’s collections of the house- 
rate at the higher rate of 8^ per cent.; whereas during the period embraced 
by the present report this was levied throughout at 7i per cent. Night-soil 
fees also were levied at a lower rate durina 1882-83, and a«eduction of 
Ks. 30,000 was thus caused in tnb demand. Notwithstimding this, however, 
and in spite of the fact that the house-rate receipts of the previous year were 
swollen by the recovery of arrears aggregating Ks. 15,000 which hod no 
counterpart in the past year, the totJ collections of 1882 (twelve months) 
exceeded those of 1881 by Ks. 26,979. This satisfactory result was due 
partly to greater promptitude in realizing the current demand, partly to 
increased license receipts in conscquonco of the demand for the first three 
months of 1883 being made payable in advance, and partly to the higbi-r jrents 
paid by the Tramway Company. The bond fide growth of revenue is estimated 
at about lis. 49,000 for the twelve months of 1882.

11. The total cxjmiidituro (luring ISSJ amounted to lla. 22,65,600 against 
Ks. 27,61,805 in 1881, wliilb in the whole 1.5 months from the Ist January 
18S2 to the 31st March 1883 tin; total c.\p('n(liturc was lis. 1,80,000 less than 
tho o.stiniat(!, and,Us. 1,06,853 hiss than the mceipls. It appears, however, 
that the amounts actually falling due and paid within tho first (juarhsr of 1883 
on account of interest and sinking fund were loss by al>out Us. 1,33,000 than 
tho proportionate sliare for that period of the (jon'esponding charges for tho 
whole year. The general fund, therefore, ended tlic 15 months virtually 
poorer by Ks. 26,000, thongh nominally ricLcr than on the 1st .lauuarv 1882. 
Tho expenditure, however, was ertnsidcrably below the estimate, tind it is 
a satisfactory feature of tho operations of the year that almost all the savings 
.occurred in current oxpcndilure, while tho grants were exceeded ou works of 
improvement. Tho rocei])ts of tho Water-rate Fund aggregated Us. 6,23,952 
for the 16 months. Of this sum. Us 4,95.196 was collected (luring 1882, being 
Ks, 30,727 in excess of tho collections of 1881. Tho dishurseineuts, however, 
added to the proportionate share of interest and sinking fund charges, exceeded 
the receipts by Us. 28,000. This rate is levied at 3 ])or C('nt. on tho annual 
valuation against a possible maximum of 6 per cent. The Lighting Uato, 
which is levied at tiro maximum rate of 2 per cent., showed a small excess of 
receipts over expondituro. Tho Police-rate Fund alsc' showed an increase in 
tho net balance at tlio close of tho year of meuro thou Its. 20,000, sltliougli lire 
rate was reduced in 18b3 from 2J to 2.| jrer cent. This result is satisfactory. 
Tho old Jute Warehouse and Fire-Brigade Fund was closed shortly after the 
end of the period under review under the operation of Act IV (B.C. 1 of 1852. 

12. ' The receipts under the head of Iic(m8e foes aggregated Us. 0,12,377 
during the 15 months. Of tins amount Us. 4,96,798 was on aecoimt of 1882, 
against Bs. 4,87,6.59'collectcd in 1881. Tnido and profession liceuse .1 yielded 
Ks. 8,2,5,lid, carriage and horse licenses Us. 1,26,733, trade refuse fpes 
Bs. 44,108, hackney carriage registry fees Us. 16,624, and cart registration 
fees Us. 98,933. 'Jhore was an increase of 2 iu tho number of Joiut-stoek 
Companies, of 258 among traders, aud of 2,422 among shop-keepers of all

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iwhUetiie nuiaber of meroliBiits fell from 1,774 to 1,760, aod o{ itinmat 
j_,ah from 7,362 to 6,914. The oolleotions under this head for 1882 
Counted to Ks. 2,63,406. The number of carts ref'istered rose from. 
d,095 to 19,732, the receipts being largely in excess of thoso of 1881. TTie 
increase is said to be mainly due to th'e greater commeroial activity that 
prevailed throughout the past year. The number of first and secona olaas 
hackney carriages registered during the year increased, but there was a falling 
off in the numlmr of third class carriages and palankeens, owing to the farther 
extension of the tramway. 

18. Sanitary eondilum of the Toim. — Water-supply .—The sanitary state of 
the town received an unusually large share of public attention daring 
the year, and the alleged prevalence of conditions at variance with the laws 
of hygiene led to the publication of severe strictures in the local press, 
and on some occasions to wide divergence of opinion among the Commis¬ 
sioners themselves. The measure* of .improvement which mainly occupied the 
attention of the Commissioners were numerous and important, aud included 
the .extension of the water-supply, both filtered and unfiltered, the com¬ 
pletion of the sewerage system, tlie improveifient of the privies of the town 
and of the arrangements for tho removal of night-soil, the reclamation of 
bitstees, and the obliteration of foul and dangerous tanks, Tho arrangements 
for the extension of the supply of filtered water have, as already mentioned, 
been completed. Tho new engines and tho main have been ordered from 
England, ftnd it is hoped that the end of 1884 will see the works fairly on the 
road to completion. Meanwhile a virtual increase of tho present supply has 
been made by the extended nse of unfiltered water for a variety of less 
important purposes. The* efibrts of the Corporation to meet Uie growing 
requirements of the town are illustrated by the following figures, which show 
the average daily supply of water in each year since 1879;—

14. According to tho census returns, tho population of Calcutta was prac¬ 
tically the same in 1881 that it was in 1876, and the supply available per head 
was tnerel'oro proportionately greater. The increase in the supply of unfiltered 
water was obtained by working tho old engines to their fullest extent, as it was 
considered safe to do this in view of the early completion of the scheme for the 
extension of the unfiltered supply. It is hoped that this scheme will be in work¬ 
ing order during the current cold season. Tho now engines are calculated to deliver' 
4 million gallons a day, working six hours, and it is estimated tlwt over 2 
million gallons of filtered water, now usod for purposes for which unfiltered 
water would be suitable, will thus be sot free. When the new scheme for 
increasing the supply of filtered water is completed, the present actual supply 
of filtered water will be about trebled. Tho cxecu'.ion of those two schemes 
cannot fail to have a salutary efloet upon tho health and general well-being 
of tho town. 

15. Drainage .—A large amount of progress was made in 1882-83 in 
tho extension of the drainage system. An expenditure of Bs. 4,19,938 
was incurred in laying down 20 67 miles of sewers of all classes and in 
oOQStruoting 3,596 new house connections. The agitatiou in the press 
during the cold weather of 1882-83, and the attacks which wore made by a 
certain section of tho community upon tho whole system of under¬ 
ground drainage, as applied to Calcutta, have invested the subject with an un¬ 
usual degree of interest, and have caused tho existing arrangements to be 
investigated with a minuteness which, whatever may be tho result, 
cannot fml to throw much valuable light on this important subject. The total 
mileage of sewers actaally laid down is—brick-sowers 36‘77, and pipe-sewers

Il3'14j—lW'91 mUea in all. Good progress was made daring r^nitiee 
and it is now ii^orted that only about 15 ‘ miles of pipe-sewers remotheir 
be constructed. _ An important change was introduced during the year by ac- 
transfer of the night-aoil establishment to the Health Officer. This reform is. 
laid to have infused a larger amount of energy into the department, and to 
have resulted'in a materia) degree of improvement. 

16. Ueelamation of huntm .—During the past year the important 
work of refiairaing the bustoee ■.'recoiv^ more practical attention at the 
bands of the Oommissioners than in previous years. .Tho scheme for the 
reclamation of tho large Soortee Hagan buatec of 64 bighas, whioli was 
drawn up and taken in hand in 1661, was carried almost to completion, 
and the projected works of improvement', were constructed at tho expense of 
thd Huniciiwity. Tho Patwar Hagan bus^tce, measuring 29 bighas in extent, 
was also taken up; tho oifrners were induced to undertake the works ordered . 
by the Committee at their own cost, anH these are now said to be rapidly 
progressing. Proceedings have also boon tak pu with regard to' the Hathee 
Bagan, Jorapooklir and Gowalpara, Bamun ' Bagan, Colvin, -Kola Bagan, 
and other bustccs, and the schemes have alP made more or less progress. 
The areas of the bustces so dealt with aggrleguto 296 bigh'as. In addi¬ 
tion to these, the .Jora Bagan bustee, which covers 28 bighas, was taken- in 
hand under the new section 283A of the Municipal A-ot, which confers extensive 
summary powers on the Commissioners for the rcclafCl>ation of bustees ■whose 
owners prove contumacious. Tho original cost of the s^ohemo for the reclama¬ 
tion of this bustee, as estimated, exceeded four lakhs of rupees, but tho 
modifications subsequently made proved so acceptable to thtio people that the 
owners of tho bustee have in almost every instance oonsenteOd to give up, free 
of cost, the land required for the municipal. improvements, rdseouping them¬ 
selves by the enliancod value of the remainder. Thirty-three tan.’k* tvere obli¬ 
terated during tho year at a not cost of only Its. 1,706 to the 

but very many old and objectionable tanks still remain. Thirteen 
38 tanks were filled up by their owners. D., 

17. Metwrolngy of the gear .—There was nothing worthy of noN® 
the meteorology of tho year. Tho average temperature was a 
higher than usual, and tho average humidity was also high, especially i ^ 
October and November. The rainfall was practically normal, falling shor 
of the average of the last 48 years by only two-tonths of an inch. The 
disfributinii, however, was to some slight extent unusual, being in excess 
in February and October, and in deficit in June, July, and August. The price 
of food was generally moderate, rico selling at Hs. 2-9, Rs. 2-3, Bs. 2-1, and 
Be. 1-14 per maund according to quality. These prices entitle the year to 
rank as a year of plenty. 

18. lifgutratum of vital ataUoties —B»><5«.-r-The number of births regis. 
tered was 7,505, besides 1,862 registered during the first three-months of 188.3- 
The birth-rath of 1882 was 17*3 per mille, which is slightly in excess of that of 
the previous year.

The Health Officer of the Municipality observes that the statistics for non- 
•Asiatics and mixed races are open to groat doubt, and a recorded birth-rate of 
42'7 per 1,000 certainly seems abnormal. It is probable that the actual 
number of births is on tho whole correctly returned according to races, whereas 
the birth-rate is calculated upon a census population which was reducAd by the 
inclusion among non-Asiatics of many members of tho mixed races. It is im- 
prohablo that there is any appreciable concealment of births among the Eurasian 
class.

. '*1,177against 13,000 in 188.1, and an average oaxcess of tlno ten years 1873-8^. 
•There were also .‘{,434 deatiis in the period froirtter cony to March 1883. The 
death-rate permille was 30*'4 against an'averagober of>- Tho main cause of the 
increase was cholera, which was unusually p^creas, being credited with 3,340 
deaths against 1,693 in 1881, and a decenniupalerage of 1,341. 'Qie Commis¬ 
sioners point out that tho year was undonbJ(Ml> one of general, prevalence of 
cholera, and that the outbreak was more se^serein the tracts adjacent to Calcutta 
than in Calcutta itself; and they infer, nqt only that tho outbreak was due to 
general and not to local causes, but that local cause* tended to mitirate it. It is 
possible, however, to push this inference too far. It would certainty be un^ir 
to point to tlie increase in cholera mortality in Calcytta and ascribe it wholly 
' to municipal neglect, without adverting to the general influences of the season 
which the exjHirience of tlio metropolitan tracts generally shows to have been 
in operation. But it is quite certain that had tho Commisigpners of Calcutta 
pursued for some years tho poljcy which they have now adopted.—had they 
adopted the advice unccasingty tendered to them by their officers aud provided 
properly for the sanitation of tho bustees, and roiuovcd well-known sources of 
‘ disease which wore undoubtedly rcinoveable,—tho uiitigatioir of the outbreak 
would have been much greater and the mortality consequently much less. 
The responsibility fur a great deal of .pliulcra mortality in lo83 unquestionably 
rests with the predecessors of tho present Commissioners. The Army Sanitary 
Commission quite justly remark:—“ From what has been said, it will bo seen 
that increase of cholera in Calcutta is a perfectly legitimate oonsequenoo of 
filth unremoved wnd accumulating among tho dwellings of the people, aud wo 
have also seen where the blame of this lies.” 

20. The other chief diseases show a sensible decrease of mortality, 
especially small-pox, which caused only 17 deaths during 1883. It is to bo 
owerved, however, that there were as many as 38 deaths from small-pox in tho 
first quarter of 18r3. Under pressure of tins outbreak vaocination was pushed 
on with great vigour, aud it is reported that 0,063 persons were vaccinated 
within the quarter in question. The infant death-rate was as usual very- high, 
being 437T per millo. In other respects the vital statistics of Calcutta for 
1883-83 do not present any remarkable features.

Compared •with tho figures of 1881-82 the statistics show a decrease of five 
in the total nuniboi’ of municipal institutions in the country. If each class is 
taken separately, it will be seen that there was an increase of one in the number 
of municipalities of the first class, and a decrease of two hi that of the second 
class. The number of institutions styled Unions fell from 68 to 84, but that of 
Btations romainod the same as in the previous year. Tho town of Naraingungo, 
which was a second class Municipality, was raised to tho status of a first class- 
Municipality, .with effect from the 1st January 1883. 

22. IHio decrease of two in tho number of second class Municipalities • 
was due to tlio abolition of tho Municipalities of Kalaroah and Kaligungo in 
the district of Khulna. The Union of Sitaniarhi in tho district of Mosufforpore 
was created a second class Mutticipality, with effect from the 1st October 1882. 
The decrease of four in the number of Unions wa.s duo to tho abolition of the 
Unions of Jyhauabad, Cliand, and Chynporo in tho district of Shahabad, and of 
the Cantonment Union at Berhampore. A now Union was created dorinc the 
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yew at Khnrnckpore Bazar in the district of Monghyr. Both the two uwnittee ^ 
were abolished after the dose of the year, andshavo been converted into sCtheir 
olasB MunicipalitieB. •«-

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24. In the first class Municipalities there was a decrease of 5 in the 
number of Kuropean Commissioners and an increase of 42 in the numhor of 
native Commissioners. The number of ofiScial Commissioners fell from 186 to 
175 and that of non-official Commissioners rose from 341 to 389. 

25. In tlie second class Municipalities the Eurojrcan element in the 
managinjr boards decreased by 23 individuals, while the innnbur of native 
Commissioners increased by five. There was also a fulling off in the number'of 
both official and non-official Commissioners. There was a total decrease of 20 
Commissioners in tho constitution of second class Municipalities, and this is 
explained by the fact that two second class Municipalities were abolished during 
tho year and one was transferred to the first class. 

20. There was a total decrease of 29 in the number of members of Union 
Committees. This was duo to the abolition of four unions and tho erection 


of one into a second class Municipality. Tho total number of Commissioners 
in stations remained the same as in tho previous year, but there was an ac¬ 
cession of one in the number of Km’opean Commissioners. 

27. If the whole number of Kuropean Commissioners is compared with that 
of native Commissioners, the proportion is three to five. The legal pro- 

E ortion of oflicial to non-ufficiul Commissioners is still apparently exceeded, 
ut this is entirely due to tho inclusion under the terra “officials” of 
all persons in tho emjJoy of Government in every de{>artmcnt whatsoever. 
The Municipal law regards as officials only those who are employed in tho 
Judicial, Police, or Kevenue Departments. 

28. Meetings of Ootnmittecs. —Tho statement in the margin shows tho number

. in thy nJBBtings was only five, the Commissioners did active work in 
^xcerOommittecs. The Distriot Magistrate’s remarks on this point are quoted 
j,I7?i'e—“ Tho Government resolution concerning local self-government fell 
riierather fiat in Chittagong, The Commissioners are not able to devote much 
dr more time to public duties than they at present do, and they have always 
shewn good interest iu their municipal work, and in speaking their opinion 
freely. I think the general opinion in the town is that very little benefit is 
likely to be gained by change from the existing system. I have continued 
steadily from the time 1 came to tho distiiot to put tho municipal work as much 
as possible into tho hands of tho Commissioners, and to interfere as little as 
jmssible. The result is thakncarly all tho work is done by the Vioo-Cbairman, 
who is their own nominee, and this is tho best aiwuigemcnt.” 

29. In the Burdwan Division the attendance of the Commissioners with a 
few exceptions was generally fair. In tho Burdwan Municipality the attendance 
of the elected Commissioners was very creditable. Almost all of them attended 
all the meetings. In the opinion of tho Commissioner of the division tho 
municipality was “ vigorously and ably managed ” during the year. In the 
Midnapore Municipality, whore there were eleven meetings during tho year, 
the attendance of tho Commissioners was generally fair, and most of the 
native members evinced a lively interest in tlic aifairs of tho municipality. 
It was their practice to sit by turns every Wednesday to decide cases under 
tho Municipal Act, and assist the Vico-Chaimian by enquiring into petitions 
referred to them for disposal. In tho Hooghly and Chinsnrah Municipality 
the non-oificial members took much more interest in municipal affairs than tho 
official members, and tho Cliairman entrusted most of his duties to the Vice- 
Cliairman and his non-official colleagues. In Seramporo most of tho Commis¬ 
sioners attended the meetings regularly, and showed a satisfactory 
interest in the discharge of their duties. During tho year under report the 
Uttorparah Mmiicipality sustained its reputation for good management, and 
the members oftheCoriioration continued to devote much time and attention to 
its welfare. The appointment of the former Vice-Chairman, Baboo Bojoy 
Kissen Muokerjee, to bo the Chairman of tho municipality fur a term of two 
years was mentioned in the report for 1881-S2. Tho Commissioner of the 
division, Mr. Beames, thus notices his work:—“ This gentleman discharges his 
duties with great zeal and efficiency, and tho excellent condition of tho town 
is mainly dne to his conKtaiit supervision and care.” In Howrah several of 
the non-official Commissioners regularly attended tho meetings of the Muni¬ 
cipality, and showed much interest in its affairs. 

.00. In the IVosidency Division the Municipal Committee of the Suburbs of 
Calcutta is composed of 13 cx-olBcio and 29 ordinary Commissioners. Of the 
ex-officio moniocrs, inclusive of the I liuirman and Vice-Chairman, one (tho 
Vice-Chairman) attended all the fhii-fccii meetings held during the year, one 
attended 11 meetings, two Omoctings, eight loss than fimectiiigs, and one did not 
attend any meeting. Of tho non-official ordinary mernhers, two attended 12 
meetings, throe attended 10 mootings, four 9 meetings, three 8 meetings, 
two 7 meotings, tliree C mcHitings, nine less than 6 meetings, and throe failed 
to attend any meeting at all. In Kislmaghur tho attendance of tho Commis¬ 
sioners was satisfactory. Tho lowest number of meetings attended by any¬ 
one member was 9. In Santipore the attendance of the Commissioners is 
reported not to hav<' boon so satisfactory m it should have boon. There 
were 25 meetings held during the year, and out of sovoutoon Commissioners, 
only nine attuudod i meetings. In Kanaghat the Chairman alone attended all 
the meetings held during the year. The ordinary members wore apathetic, 
and displayed very little mterost in the affairs of tho Municipality. 

31. In the Bajshahyo and Coech Bcliar Division the attendance of the 
Commissioners of the Itampore Bcaulcah Municipality was not very satisfactory. 
Of twenty-six Commissioners, throe attended 6 meetings, one 7 meetings, and 
tho rest less than 6 meetings. The Chairman alone attended 10 meetings. The 
Committee of the Darjeeling Municipality consisted of sixteen European and 
three native members, of whom eight were officials and eleven non-officials. 
The attendance of tho Commissioners was on tho whole satisfactory. 
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32. In the Dacca Division the attendance of the Commissioners of th^njuittee- 
Municipality was not very satisfactory during tho yoar under report, 'their 
Coiumia«ioner8, however, did good work in investigating complaints af®- 
in reporting upon petitions relating to tho imposition and rension of taxes.*' 
Tho town of Naraingunge has only recently been raised to the status of 

a first class Municipality, but tho work done by the Commissioners is said to lye 
very creditable to thorn. The Comniissioner of the division, Mr. Alexander, 
writes thus about tho improvements made in the town:—“ Daring the past nine 
months very groat improvements havo been effected. I wlxo have known Narain- 
gungo dunng the past 15 years hardly recfxgnized tho place when I visited it 
fast in January 18B3. In tho place of a small dirty villago burled in dense 
matted jungle, full of filthy^ ponds with nai-row muddy footways, it is now 
open in all directions down to tho rivor side with broad roads intersecting it in 
all directions; many fine buildings havo been and aro beiui; orec;ted ; solid quays 
and landing places are being constructed; and the whole place has tlio air of a 
thriving trading centre witli ra})ldly iucrcasiug business.” 

33. In the Patna Division the Oommiasioners of the first class Municipalities 
wore not so regular in their attendance as could be wished. In Patna only one 
Commissioner t tho Chairman) attended all tho fifteen meetinirs held during tlie 
year. Tho District Magistrate makes tlio following remarks about the peraopHtil 
of tho Municipal Committee:— 

“T cannot say that tlH‘history of tho Patna Municipality during tho past year has 
boon altogether a oroditahlo one. Tho Commissioners never seemud to Icnow their own 
wishes. rtometimoH ilie majority ^'isliod tor a paid Vioe*Cbair[naii, Eometimes for an 
honorary one assisted by a paid Koerotnry, and somotirat.'s for both a paid Vioe-t Jliuirman 
and a pnidSccrctuiy. Patna it is well known is a city full of factions, and unfortunately 
representatives of most of thorn wero found amongst tho Municipal Oomiiiissionors. The 
result was private tjunrrelling, iiidtd'cnsibU' exprosaions used publicly and ])rivHtely, and a 
coiuplnte want <tf uuaniniity (a want of imanimity too very ditforont from intrf‘Uigent 
opposition) in many imjtorf-ant )>oints. Kspocially want of unouiniily was manifest 
mricemiiig tho appointment of a Vice-Chairman and tho rotention or <jlhorwise of tho 
HcfTotary. Matters 'mlminated since tho conclusion of tho y(‘:u‘ in what looked veiy like 
an attoi'upt to oxpol the memliors who opposed tho retention of the latter. A meethig was 
held on the i?nd April, in which the Koerirtury laid before my predecessor a fist- of grntle- 
mon who were nlloged to have strved thoir three years, aud thereforo bound to it'tinr. The 
necessary action was taken on (his, and a few days afi<'rwards 1 disnovered only just iu 
time that tho dates laid iKjfcrro my predeoessor were incorrect, and that tho so-callc-d out¬ 
going mnmhers had another yoor to serve. It was to suy the least a curi<ius coincidouee 
thot fo\ir <mt of the five gentiemon who were put up for ro<u*cni(mt voted for tho ahtditxoii 
of Iho Soerotary. The wliole five wore appointed on the samo daj', so that if one went out 
oil would have to do so. 

** Ilio tfoerctory has since placed his resigrftilion in my hantls, which has hoon aecoptotl 
“Tho real cause of this want of unanimity is, I heliove. the drwid of tho permanout 
salaried Vieo-Ohaimiau boi-oniing a partizan of one of tlio factione; nor do I w**' how either 
a Hindu or a Mussidman could avoid bc«'oming bo more or loss. My (»wn ('piniou is—and 
thU opinion is, I heliove, shared by the bulk of tho Municipal Oommijvionerfl--that tho work 
will never bo satisfactorily carried on until there is a Kuropcan Vice-Ghoivtuan of high 
oharouter on a sufficient salary.” ^ 

34. In Uio Bhagulpore Division the attendance of the Commissioners was 
pretty regular. 

35. In the Pooroo MunieipaUty in tho Orissa Division the number of 
meetings held during the year was 12, and the average attendance of the 
Cominissionors at each meeting was 8. 

3(>. Tlie numbear of meetings held in tlie second class Municipalitios in the 
Burdwan Division was on an average 13'6 during tho year; in tho Pi“(‘sidoncy 
Division 13-7 ; in the Bajshahye and Coocb Behor Division 11 '5; in the Dacca 
Division 14’6 ; in the Chittagong Division 9*6; in the Hhagulporo Division 
10*2; in tho Orissa Division 11, and in Chota Nagporo U'8. Tho Patua 
divisional report contains no information on this point. 

37. Elective iSlystow.—-There was no change in tho number of municipalities 
in wldcb tlio elective system was in force. These were tlirec in number, viz., 
Seramporo, Burdwan, and Kishnaghur. In Serompore tho introduction of tho 
property tost in the election of Commissioners has materially imjiairod the popu¬ 
larity of tho system. The Chairman has reported that the people take very 
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. in thterest in the polling, and that at a recent election none oi_ the rats- 
ixcecra took the tronhle to attend personally to record their jotea. It is import- 
j,17^ to olisoire that the ^stem was successful before the introduction of the 
rhe^B. 4 rate, which reduced the number of voters from 7180 to 602. This will be 
dc rectified under the new law. 

88. In Burdwan the town is divided into four wards for the purposes of elec¬ 
tion. During the past year there was a vacancy of one member each in three 
of them. Out of 5,149 persons entitled to vote, 1,921 persons oxcrcised_ the 
privilege, and the highest number of votes secured by any ono candidate 
was 414. 

39. In Kishnaghur five of the elected Commissioners retired from the 
Committee during tho year, but the election of members in their places excited 
very little interest among the people. There was a contest in one ward only, 
ana the number of votes obtained by the successful candidate, out of four com¬ 
petitors, was 79 only. The Cliairiiiau of the mutdcipality reports as follows:— 
“ It is noteworthy, however, that very few respectable persons voted, the efforts 
of tho partisans on either side being directed to gain the votes of poor rato-pay- 
ore Bomehow or other dependent upon the candidates. Some cf these did not 
know why they had come to vote, and had to be told that they wore electing 
their Municipal Commissioners. The rules allow the poorest rate-payers to 
vote, and 1 doubt whether their votes are freely given.” lie suggests that a 
property qualification for voters should be introduced. This will be provided 
in tno rules to be framod under the new Act. 

40. Ward Committees .—In the Burdwan Division, the town of Burdwan 
is divided into four wards for tlie purposes of election. Each ward consists 
of a certain number of nioliullaiis of tbo municipality, but no Ward 
Committees exist iu the strict sense of tho law to supervise conservancy, and 
sanitary and other matters. Durbig tbo year under report tho Commissioners 
of the Jtidnaporc Municipality divided the town into four wards, and appointed 
four gentlemen as members of each of the wards. IWers under various 
sections of the Municipal Act have been delegated to them. 

41. In the Presidency Division, as stated in the report for 1881-82, six 
Word Committees have been appointed for the .six wards of the town of Kisb- 
nagbur. These Committees were composed mainly of Municipal Commissioners 
and one or two ros]H!ctablc residents of tho wards who take an interest in 
municipal affairs. 'J’liey were entrusted with the fiower of lookmg after 
and preventing cncroaehineiits on drains and roads, sujierintending tho work 
of sub-ovorseors and coolies employed in rejiairing and opening kuteba reads, 
revising the assessment of the house-rate, and superintending the con¬ 
servancy operations. Tho Chairman of the Municipality states that some of 
these Ward Committees have done tlieir work satisfactorily, and that the 
roads and drains of the town were bc-ttcr kept during the year under 
report than in any previous year. Uo adds, however, that in matters 
of assessment these Cemmitioep showed a tendency towards undue leniency. 
There were no W'ard Committees in any of tho second class Municipalities 
of this division, except in the Munieipalities of South Barrackpore, North 
Barraokpore, Baraset and Nuiliatty in tho 24-Pcrguunalis. The dutiea of 
these Committees were confined to the work of assessment only, no other powers 
having been delegated to them. 

42. In the llajshnhye and Cooch Bshar Division there are no Ward 
Committees in any of the Munieipalities except Uinagepore and Rungpore. 
In tbo former tlioro were five such Committees during the year, and in the latter 
two. The duties of these Committees were to report after personal enquiry on 
petitions for reduction or rouiission of taxes. 

4.8. In the Dacca Division tho sohomo for the creation of elective Ward 
Committees mentioned in the last report was abandoned, as it proved a failure. 
In the Barisal Municipality the Ward Committees appointed under tbo Municipal 
Act had nothing to do during tho year, as there was no now assessment to be 
made. 'I'he preparation of new assessment lists under sections 79 and 80 
of tlie Act was tho only jHiwcr delegated to them. In tho Kishoregunge

Mnnieipality the duty of making aaseaamcnts was entrusted to a Committee 
consiBtmg of twelve members, and it is reported that they performed their 
duties sarisfaetorilv. In the Jamalpore Municipality in the district of Mymen. 
eingh seven Ward Committees wore appointed during the year for the seven 
wards into which the town is divided. The assessment of taxes was the 
only duty entrusted to them. In tlio Shereporo Municipality the ward 
system was introduced during the year. The Municipality was divided 
into ten wards, and the totid number of members appointed to them was 36. 
The power of assessing taxes on the rate-payers was the only power that was 
dolegutod to them under section .03 of the Municipal Act. 

44. In the Patna Division, the Patna Municipality is divided into eleven 
wards, each of which is in charge of two or three Municipal Commissioners. 
Tlieir duty is to hold local enquiries and report u])on petitions refcired to them. 
It is stated that the number of Ward Commissioners being small, great incon¬ 
venience is experienced in the disposal of cases requiring local enquiries. It 
is proposed to organize elective Ward Committees in this Municipality. In 
Gya the Ward Committees did not work well during the year. The Chairman 
reports that the members sliowed a very lukewarm interest in the business 
before them. In Arridi the AVard Coniinittoes were entrusted with general 
power to siqiervise the cousorvaiicy of the W'ards; and ore reported to have been 
of some service. In the I bupra Municipality tliero are four Ward Committees, 
consisting of three members cacli. Tlicir chief duty is to supervise the conscr- 
valley operatioips of their respective Wards and to report on any matters referred 
to them by the Vico-Cliairman. Kaeli Coinmitteo deputes one of its members 
every week to bear the conservancy reports of its mobullahs. The Conservancy 
Sub-Overseer submits Ins rejiorts once a day to this member, who forwards them 
to the Vioe-Chairnmu of the Municipality with his remarks and recommendations 
for final orders. Each Committee lias a book in which are noted briefly the orders 
given in matters other than such as are merely routine. 

45. In the Bhagulpore Di vision Ward Committees exist in the Muni- 
eipalitics of Kliagulpore, I’uriioali, and English Dazar and in the station of 
Jamalpore in the District of Mongliyr.

department of the Subm'ban Municipality was satisfactorily performed. The 
number of houses inspected, re-valued and re-assessed during the year was 
11,017, of which 1,0(50 were pucca and 9,387 wore thatched houses. The number 
of houses which were either for the first time brought under assessinent or the 
valuations of which were enhanced on account of improvements was 5,875. It 
is reported that the year’s operations resulted in an increase of Bs. 6,000 in the 
honse-rato assessment. In tlie Santiporo Munici))ality a re-assessment of the 
rate on holdings was made during the year under i-oport. The revision took 
effect from the comracncoment of the current year. It is roporte-d that the 
re-assessment added aljont Rs 400 a year to tho income of the Municipality. 
There was a re-valuation of the house property made during tho year in the 
Ranaghat Municipality. Tho work was divided by tho Commissioners among 
ttuflnsolvcs, and it is reported to have been satisfactorily performed. The 
object of die revision is said to have been to equaliao tho incidence of tho 
house-tax. In tho second class Municipalities in tho Tresidency Division revised 
assessments wore made during the year in tho South Suburban, Rajpore, 
Kumarkhali, Hohesliporo, Ohandmaa, Dcbhatta, Berbampore, Junghiporc, and 
Kandi Municipalitie-s. In Bcrhamporc tho revision of assessment was made 
in consequence of the inclusion of tho Berbampore Cantonment and some 
additional villages in the Municipality. 

49. In tho Rajshaliye Division tho general revision of assessment which 
was made in the Darjeeling Municipality in 1881-83 came into effect from 
tho commencement of tho year under report. The result of the revision was 
the raising of the demand of house-rate from Ks. 14,197 to Rs. 17,000. 
A general re-asscasment ef taxable property was made during the year 
in all the second class Municipalities of tliis division, with the single exception 
of Fubua. The result of the revision in Dinagopore was tliat certain anomalies 
in ihe a-ssessment were corrected, and a graduated scale, according to the cir¬ 
cumstances of tho people, was adopted. It is reported tliat in Nattore tiio revised 
assessment made in 1881 83 underwent a further and more thorough revision. 
The revised assessments in Serajgunge and Bogra took effect from 1st April 
1883. In Sborepore and Ruugpore the alterations were slight. In Kurseong 
and in the union of Julpigoroe tho revision resulted in an iuoreasa In 
the demand. 
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50. In the Dacca Dmaion the aseossment in the Naraingunge Mnnici* 
pality was altered from a tax on persons uffler clause (o) of scotion 77 
of ActV (B.C.) of 1870 to a rate on the'annual value of holdings under 
olausB (1) of that section. It is reported that tliis alteration” in the 
mode of assessment effected an increase of lls. 5,576 to the income of the 
Municipality. In the second class Municipality of Nalchitty the assessment 
was revised during the year. It yielded an increase of Its. ll)-4 to the income 
of the Municipality. The assossmont is reported to he now neither heavy 
nor oppressive to the people, and to bear a fair proportion to their circum¬ 
stances and property. The average rate of taxation is stated to bo Its. 3-2-3 
per holding per aimum. In the Shoropore Muiiiuiiiality. in the district of 
Mymensingh the assessment of the tax on persons was also revised during the 
year. The revision effected an increase of its. 778-8 in the demand of tho 
tax. 

51. In tho Chittagong Division tho asscssinont of tho Bralimunharia 

Municipality was revisod during the year utuhir report, and the result was an 
increase of lls. 300 in tho income of the Municipality under the head of “ tax 
upon persons ” ’ 

62. In the Patna Division there was no revision of assessment ifi any of 
tho first class Municii»nlitie.s e-xcept Durhhunga. The result of the revision is 
reported to have been not very successful. In Patna and .Mozullerporo the 
practice of collecting the ta.x by half-yearly instalmeuts was changed, and the 
municipal duos are now collected every throe months. 

63. In tho Bhagulpore Divn.sii)n tho assessments in tho Monghyr and 
Colgoug Municipalities were revised during the year. The result of the 
revision in Monghyr was an increase of lls. .302-2-3 in the collections of 
tho house-rate for 1882-83 over tho.se of 1881-82. In C’olgong the revised 
assessment came into operation from tho beginning of tho ciuToiit year. 

04. In llio Orissa Division there was a triennial revision of assessment in 
some of tho wards of the Cuttack Municipality. Tho result was a not increase 
of lls .'i29-l!t.3 in tho demand. 

65. Fresh imposts levied during the gear, —During the year tho pro\-i.sion 3 
of tho Bengal Municipal Act, 1876, which provide for the levy of a tax on 
carriages, horses, and other animals were cxtonderl to the Municipality of 
Dnrbhunga. The ta.x was introduced during the second half of tho year, and 
99 lioi-sos and 22 vehicles wore registered and charged at full rates. Mention 
w-as made in tho report for 1881-82 that sanction had been accorded to tho Com¬ 
missioners of tlio Doomraon Municipality to register all carts kept or habitually 
used within tho Municipality and to ehargo a fee not exceeding that spoeifiod in 
section 134 of tho Municipal Act for such registration. Tho orders took effect 
from tho commoncemoiit of tho year under report. Sanction was also given dar¬ 
ing the year to tho levy by tho Commissioners of the Jessoro and Eaglish Bazar 
Municipalities of foes for tho registration of carts kept or used within the limits 
of those Municipalities. Tho fee sauelionod for .Icssore was annas two per 
month or annas twelve 2 Jcr half-year upon every cart. That for English 
Bazar was lls. 2 per half-year. 

56. Hectifieation of umnicipal houndaries. —In April 1882, ctli Commis¬ 
sioner of tho Patna Division submitted a projiosal from the Commissioners of 
the Revilgunge Municipality for the revision of tho boundaries of that Munici¬ 
pality. The object of the revision was stated to be to make the ea.steru and 
western limits of the town distinct and caualile of identification. Tho proposal 
received the sanction of Qovurnraent in the following mouth. 

57. The boundaries of tire Durbhunga Municipality were also revised 
during the year. The proposal was made by the Muuieipal Commissioners 
with a view to provide for tho sanitation of certain villages lying on the 
outskirts of tlio eastern boundary of the Municipality. 

58. In March 1882 the Commissioner of the Itajshahyc and Cooch Behar 
Division submitted a proposal to revise tho boundaries of tho llamjmro 
Beauloah Municipality in the district of Bajshaliye. Tlio object of the 
change was tho inclusion of eight suburban villages within the limits of the 
town. The proposal received tho sanction of Government in July 1882. 

59. During the year under report tho Commissioner of Dacca submitted a 
proposal for tho exclusion, ixom tho limits of the town of Dacca, of eight hamlets 
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which had hitherto been included within the Hnnicipality- These villages were 
very remote from the centre of the town and were thinly populated. The tax 
raised from them, though inconsiderable, was felt as a heavy burden by the 
people. In the infancy of the Municipality the inclusion of these tracts 
was probably thought advantageous as helping to swell the municipal income 
without adding much to its expenses. But it has l>ecn found impracticable to 
extend to those tracts the liltored-wator supply which the town of Dacca now 
possesses, or to light the streets in them, or to attend properly to their con¬ 
servancy, and it was therefore considered expedient to coiitract the Munici¬ 
pality within limits whioli wi\l render it practicable to extend equal advantages 
to all parts. The sanction of Government was accorded to the promisal, and 
the revised Iwundaries came into effect from the Ist Octolicr 1883. The revi¬ 
sion had also the effect of excluding from the municipal limits the khedda 
grounds at Dacca. 

60. The limits of the town of Mohesporo, a second class Municipality in 
the district of Nuddea, were extended during the year by the inclusion within 
them O^wo villages called Hamidpore and JoUlporc. Both tliese villages lie 
on the bowlers of the Municipality and enjoy tlio advantages of municipal ad¬ 
ministration as regards the means of communication. But their sanitary 
condition was defective, and they fonned a source of danger in times of 
epidemics of disease. The population of the villages wore moreover mostly 
engaged in pui'suits other tlian agricultural. The revision was sanctioned, and 
it came into effect on the 1st January 1888. 

61. Inemne .—The following statement sliows the receipts of the different 
classes of Municipalities, Unions, and Stations during the [year 1883-83, as 
compared with the previous year:—

65. The increased receipts under the head of Congervaneg ccss were duo to 
the introduction of the Latrines Act VI (B.C.) of 1878 to the-Municipality 
of BhaguljKire and to tho oxtonsioii of the area of operations nndor the Act 
in certain other Municipalities. 

66. Tho increase under the head of Tax on Owners of homra and lands 
was chiefiy duo to the transfer of tho Municipality of Naruingungc from tho 
second to the first class. Tliero was an increase of Ks. 8,008 under this hoad 
in tho Suburban Municipality due, it is said, to improvement in the collections. 

67. Thh increase under the head of “ Lighting tax,” which is levied 
only in Howrah under Act V (B.C.) of 1873, was duo to the c.xtcnsion of tho 
area of lighting. 

68. Tliore was a total incroaso of Rs. 33,S04 under the hendof Tax on 
carriages and animals. This unimmt was distributed 
among all classes of Municipalities in the maimer 
shown in tho margin. The incroaso was duo to 
greater activity of trade during the year under 
report. In Appendix A will be found a statement 
showing the number of carnages and animals 
licensed during the year under ro))ort in first class 
Municipulitic.s. 

69. The increase under the heed of Toils o» 
roads and at ferries was due to the order of Cfovormnent passed in Juno 1881 by 
which Mumcipalitics wore allowed in cortan oases to appropriate tho receipts 
from ferries situated within their limits. 

70. The next hoad of inoomo which demands special mention is Miscel¬ 
laneous receipts.

tioBid clerical agency and to increased office contingencies, 
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70. EitaSIMnmt anil Appliaaea for exititgttuhing fires .—The expenditure 
wider thig head amounted to Es. 18,359 against Rs. 13,498 in the provioua year. 
There was an increase of Ra. 2,156 in the Suburban Municipality, due to increas¬ 
ed contributions paid by the Municipality on account of the maintenance of the 
fire-brigade. In second class Municipalities the charge under this head rose 
from Rs. 141 in 1881-82 to Rs. 1,383 in 1882-83. Tlie MunlcipaUties in which 
the bulk of the expenditure was incurred were Gankuora, Gishenpore, Bhuddes- 
sur, and Bogra. 

In the suburbs of Oiloutta there occurred 28 fires during the year, and 
property to the value of Rs. 11,46,883 was destroyed. The principal fires wore 
those which occurred at the Strand Bank Jute Press, the Camperdown Jute 
Press, and at the Uhitporo Hydraulic Press. Iii the last named place a fire 
occurred at about the same month of the previous year, when property worth four' 
lakhs of rupees was destroyed. In Howrah 20 fires took place iluring the year, 
and the property destroyed was estimated at Us. .35,900. There were 4 large 
tiros, in one of which tho Calcutta Fire Brigade rendered very material assist¬ 
ance. 

80. lAghlmg .—Tho expenditure under tho bead of lighting shows an 
increase of Rs. 14,410 over that of the previous 3 'ear. 'I’lio increase was 
distributed among all classes of Municipalities, Uoioiis and Stations. The only 
Municipality which shows a decrease is the suburbs of Calcutta. In Hewrah 
the increase was duo to tho increased area to which the gas lighting was 
extended during the year. In the 'second ela.ss Munieipalities named below 
lights were introduced tor tho first timo during tho j-car under report 
Rankoora and Bhuddossur in tho Burdwan Division ; Jhissoerhat in the Presi¬ 
dency Division; Bogra and Sherepore in tho R.ijshahj’o and Cooch Behar 
Division ; Burrisal and Nalcliitty in the Dacca Division ; Barh, Bnxar, Sasseram, 
Hajipore, and Lalgungo in tho Patna Division; Dcogliur m tho Bhaguljiore 
Division; Cuttack iu tlie Orissa Division; and Rancheo in tho Ghota Nag[H>re 
Division. 

81. Polue. —Tho-cxpcndifure on account of police fell from Rs. 5,55,633 
in 1881-83 to Rs. 1,19,62'2 in tho year under report. This was due to tho fact 
that effect was given during tho year to tho policy of Govomment by which all 
Municipalities except tlio Suburbs and Howrah, were entirely relieved of the 
charges on account of police, in order that, tliey might be iiblo to utibzo their 
resources more comiiletoly in carrying out schemes of improvement as regards 
consorvanCT. drainage, and water-supply. 

82. The Howrah muni<dpal police force consisted of 3 inspectors, 4 
sub-inspectors, 19 head constables, and 337 constables. Tho total cost of 
the force including office establishment and contingencies amounted to 
Rs. 47,615. One-fourth of this amount, or Rs 11,904, was paid by Government 
and three-fourths, or Rs. 35,721, were borne by the-Municipality. 

83. The strength of tho Suburban Police Force consisted of 2 superintend¬ 
ents, 68 subordinate officers, and 054 constables. Among tho subordinate 
officers there were 30 Bengalis and 16 up-country men. The constables 
included 78 Bengalis and 558 up-country men. Tho cost of tho force, which 
amounted to Es. 1,63,743 in II 5 S 2 , was paid in equal proportions by 
Government and tho Municipality. 

84. The Iiieutenant-Govcmor has since taken over three-fourths of the 
Police charges in tho Suburbs and Howrah, iu order to make funds available 
to these Municipalities for expenditure on water supply. _ 

86 . Maintenanee of Medical InsUlutiens .—Tho expenditure under this head 

_ rose from Rs. 77,663 in 1881-82, to Rs. 1,63,077

Throo new diapenaaries were establiehed during the year within Mnmoipalitiea 
Q{ these, one was at Berori in the town of Bbaugolpore, one at Barripore in &e 
24>PergannafaB, and one at Bamjibunpore in Miauapore. The building in which 
the charitable hospital at Monghyr was located being insofficient for the wants 
of the station, and low and unsightly, it was resolved by the Commissioners 
to enlarge and improve it. Mr. 11. Dear, an influential resident of the town 
and a Municipal Commissioner, expressed his willingness to erect a new build¬ 
ing for tbe hospital at his own expense. The oBer was accepted and the 
bmlding was under construction when the year closed. It will be !i08 feet 
long and 42 feet brood, and will be divided into suitable wards for male and 
female'patients, both European and native, and a ward for ojithalmic cases. It 
is also stated that provision will be made for the isolation of contagious 
cases and for an operating room. 

87. Another very useful institution which was opened during the year was 
the Eden ^nitarium at Darjeeling. This is a hospital for the treatmunt of 
European patients and convalescents on payment of a graduated scalo Af 
fees. The receipts of the hospital from private sources up to 31st October 
188.3 amounted to Ks. 37,256, and the expenditure up to that period was 
Bs. 33,411. The cost of construction and furniture amounted to Bs. 1,68,976, 
the greater part of which was contributed by Oovornment. 

88. Vaectmtim .—'I he statement below shows the results of vaccine 
operations carried out during the year in Municipalities nud dispensaries:—

89. During the year under report the Compulsory Vaecinatiou Act, V 
(B.C.) of 1880, was extended to tho Municipalities of Howrah, Dtterparah, 
Oya, Hasscram, Monghyr, and English Bazar in Moldali, and to the station of 
Jamalpore. At the closo of the year the Act was in force in fourteen 
towns. 

90. In December 1882 the Sanitary Commissioner submitted a set of 
rules for the gnidunee of oflioers of the Vaccination Department in the perform¬ 
ance of.their vaccination and sanitary duties, i he rules provided for the sub- 
mpision, in the shape of a monthly diary of prescribed form, of information re¬ 
garding the number of operati ens performed by the vaccinators and their 
results, and also the sanitary condition of plages visited. The rules were 
approved by Government in January 1883. 

91. The table below shows the number of villages visited by tbe officers 
of the Vacciiiation Department as Sanitary Inspectors:— 
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8i. W»ttr-iu^ig.—’tb» expendiWe under fliU Wd shows an increase o< 
Rs. 9,038 OTer that of the previous year. Hie increase is observable mostly is 
second class Municipalities, where iiie expenditure rose from Ks. 5,637 to 
Bs. 12,674. Unions and Stations show diminished expenditure under this head 
by Bs. 746 and Es 41 respectively. Howrah and the Suburbs of Calcutta spent 
nothing (m this object; bat the outer first class Municipalitlos shew an increase 
(rf Be. 2,777. The greater portion of the expenditure was incurred in the town 
of Dacca, for the maintenance of the water-works. 

93. The achome for supplying the town of Burdwan with water from the 
Damuda, referred to in the report for 1fe81-82, .was undertaken during the year 
undra report. and the construction of the necessary works was entrusted to 
Messrs. Mariliier and Edwards, contractors. 

94. A scheme for supplying tho Municipality of Howrah with filtered 
water was under consideration when the year closed. It contemplated bring¬ 
ing the water from Eishra, a place on tho west hank of tho rivet within the 
jurisdiction of the Seramiioro Municipality, and three miles below the point 
from which water is drawn by the Calcutta Municipality. The initial cost of 
the scheme was estimated at Rs. 13J lakhs, and the working charges at 
Es. 29,190 per annum. It pnividod for'a supply of 10 gallons per head-of 
filtered water of similar quality to that supplied by the Calcutta water-works. 
The scheme was submitted for the sanction of Corcrument, but as it 
appeared doubtful whether it would he safe and wise to take the water from 
tho Hooghly at Eishra, or indeed from any point below Pulta, the Commis¬ 
sioners have been asked to reconsider this matter and enrao to a settlement 
about it in tho first instance. They have been also asked to prepare a scheme 
that wUl include all the riparian municipalities licfween Scrampore and Howrah. 

96. 'I’ho lihagulporc water-supply scheme, to which reference was made 
in paragraph 79 of tho report for 1881-82, lias not yet been finally settled. 
A revised estimate has been submitted by the Commissioners, and bos been 
referred to the IVblic 'VV^orks Department of Government for report. 

96. Much has been done during the year under review towards the ex¬ 
tension of the system of water supply to the Suburbs of tho town of Calcutta. 
Tlie Commissioners of the Suburban Municipality having expressed tboir in¬ 
ability to provide the means for a sufficient supply of filtered water to tho 
Suburbs, it has been decided to place them in a position to defray tho cost of 
providing a 48 instead of a 45 inch main. To this end they have been given 
to understand that Government will he prepared to relieve tho municipality of 
one-half (about Es. 38,000) of the e.liarges now homo by it on account of jlolloo 
with effect from the beginning of tho ensuing financial year. The necessary 
machinery is now on its way from England. A hill has also been recently 
introduced into the Council giving the Commissioners power to levy a water 
rate ki the Suburbs and to construct, tho necessary works for the distribution of 
the water. The water-works will admit of a daily supply of 4,000,000 gallons 
of filtered water, but it is considered desirable for the present to restrict the 
supply to half this quantity. 

97. Conaarvanen and Jimite Jmprorment .—The expenditure under tliis 

head shews an increase of .Ks. 34,413 over 
that of the previous year. The increase 
took place in all classes of Municipalities, 
Unions, and stations, except only in tho 
Municipality of the suburbs of Calcutta, 
where there was a decrease of Rs. 8,212. 
Tho statement in tho margin shows in 
detail the particulars of the increased 
expenditure under this head.

The deoroa»o in tlio Suburban Municipality was due to the cussatiou 
of expenditure in consequence of tho completion of the drains aloiijr the 
Uussapug^lu road. In second class Municipalities a decrease is shown, 
as the expensive drainage works in the town of Diiiiigeporo were com¬ 
pleted daring tho previous year. Tho drainage of the Lalbagh Municipality 
in tho district of Moorshedahad was also completed during tho year and a 
^stem cf subsidiary drains was under construction when tho year closed. 
The drainage of the town of Kungpore was also completed during tlic year at 
a cost of Ks. 10,059; and the e%ct of tho improvement in tho drainage upon 
public health has boon most salutary. The death-rate of tlio town before tho 
drainage scheme was undertaken ranged ficom OT'Ol to OU O'l per 1,000 of 
population, whereas it is now 24'82. 

104. In the Darjeeling Municipality tho Lochnnghiir Jliora drain was 
im proved, and lengthened, and several n'- . .tone drains wore constructed. Tho 
drainage of tho town of Gya was proceeded with during tho year, and one of 
the series of drains embraced by the scheme sanctioned in 1880-81 was 
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completed durinj; the year at a cost of Rs. 17,783. In the Durbhunga 
Municipality two sluice gates were erected at the mouths ol two large drains 
which coiiToy the overflow of the Bagmutti and Kamla rivers. In the Purneah 
Municipality the drainage of the old station, which is water-logged in 
cnnBO(picnce of olutructions caused by the Ganges and Darjeeling road, was 
taken in hand during the year. Bystomatic drainage schemes were inaugurated 
daring the year in the Municipalities of Ouliia, Berampore, Sun and Tnmlook 
in the Burdwan Division.

108. During tho year two influential native rosidciita of Dacca, Babfxw 
Roop I.al Dass and Raghn Nath Dass, made a donation of Rs. 10,000 to the 
Municipality for the purpose of extending tho embankments along the river- 
facing of the town, known ns tho Bnckland Bund. Tho liberality of these 
gentlemen was duly acknowledged by Government at tho time, and the corre¬ 
spondence on the subject was published in tho VeUMtta Gaiette. 
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110. Working ofihe Pilgrim^ Lodging-houn* Act IV (B.C.) of 1871.—This 
Act 08 amended by Act II (B C.) of 1879 was in force during the year in the 
towns of Pooree, Gya, Dooghur, and Ooleobariah in the district of Howrah. 
Since the close of the year the Act has been extended to the towns of Rauee- 
gungo in Burdwan, and Donton and Gurbetta in the district of Midnaporc. 

111. In Pooree, 5,994 houses affording occommodation for 10,1.5.3 
lodgers were registered during the year under 2.59 licenses. The receipts 
from fees and fines amounted to Es. ,5,.554, and there was an opening 
balance of Ks. 6,846. The total amount available for expenditure was there- 
fore Ks. 12,400. The actual expenditure amounted to Ks. 8,497. There were 
only 22 prosecutions instituted during the your against 267 in 1881-82 The 
lulling off in the pro'secutions is reported to be due to the fac.t that breaches 
of conservancy rules are now punished under the Municipal Act. In 19 cases 
convictions were obtained, and fines amounting to Rs. 171 were realized. 
The Fund maintains the two pilgrim hospitals at Pooree and Pipli. During 
the year 1882, the two dispensaries gave relief to 03.5 iu-d-jor patients and 
10,452 out-door patients. The cost to the Lodging-house Fund for the support 
of the two institutions amounted to Rs. 3,720. Two vaccinators were 
employed by the Committee of the Fund on a salary of Its. 10 each per mensem 
for four months. They vaccinated 721 persons, and in 547 cases the operations 
were successful. 

112. In Gj'a, 528 licenses wore issued during the year for the accommo¬ 
dation of 19,204 lodgers. The tolal inoonio of the Fund, including a balanee 
of Ks. 17,300 which remained in hand at the close ot the previous your, 
amounted to Its. 32,108. The total expenditure of the year was Ks. 2.l‘51C. 
The number of prosecutions instituted during the year was 34, and the amount 
of fines realized was Ks. 280. The working of tbo Act is reported to have 
been on tbo whole satisfactory, and tlio conservancj'^ of the town was well 


looked after. , , . , 

113. In Deoghur, 128 licenses wore issued during the year under report 
against 68 in tlio previous year. This indicates that fair progress has lu'on 
made in working the Lodgiiig-houso Act in the town. It is reported that 
about 25,000 pilgrims visited the temples in the town during the month from 
.Septoinbor 1882. The receipts of the Fund, inclusive of a balance of Ks. .3-59 of 
the previous year, amounted to Ks. 888, and the expenditure to Us. 243. There 
remained a balance of Rs. 647 at the close of the year 1882-83. 

114. In Ooloobariuli, the Act was enforced from the Ist .July 1882. The 
number of licenses issued during the year was 37 only. The receipts amoimtnd 
to Rs. 466, and the expenditure to Es. 4-52. Two sweepers and two niglitmen 
wore employed from the fund for attending to the conservancy of the bazar. 
A latrino was provided for the ooDveiiience of lodgers, and one was under 
construction when the year closed. Many foul tanks wore cleared of weeihs 
ami rank vegetation, and coolies were employed to cut the overgrowth. Oii the 
whole a good beginning was made in carrying out tlio provisions of the Act. 

115. Awiit of Mumcipat Accounts .—During the year theKxamiiier of Local 
Accounts was assisted by three auditors. Towards 
its close throe more auditors anil two assistant 
auditors were sanctioned by’ Government. For 
facilitating the work of audit, a division of tho 
province into circles was made as shown in tho 
mai'giii, and an auditor was allotted to each circle. 
With this staff tho Local Examiner audited tho 
accounts of 28 Municiiialitics hi the Vresidoney 
Division, 22 in the I’atna Division, 8 in the 
Bhagulpore Division, 14 in tlio Kajshahye Division, 
14 ill tho Dacca Division, 4 in the Chittagong 

Division, 1 in the Orissa Division, and 23 in the Burdwau Division. Most of tho 
accounts wore audited up to the 30th September 1882, and audit reports were 
forwarded with the remarks of tho Accouutant-Gcnoral to the M.uuie.ipalities 
concerned tlirougli the District Magistrate. Tho cost of audit establislimont, 
including contingencies and travolliiig allowances, amounted to Ks 28,638-15-6.

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116. Semnrkahk tvenU of the year .—On the night of the 8th March 1883 the 
office of tlio Suburban Municipoliiy was partially destroyed by fire. Property 
wortli lU. 7,000 to Its. 8,000 was destroyed, besides Government securities and 
currency mtes to the amount of Its. 31,900 deposited with the Commissioners 
by contractors, and valuable office rocords and boohs. It was at first supposed 
that the fire was caused by lightning, but it was subsequently discovered 
that this belief was unfounded, and that incondiarisiu was the real cause of 
the destruction of the records and the building. The durwan of the Municipal 
Office was tried and convicted of the theft of certain currency notes which were 
supposed to have been destroyed by the fire, and was sentenced to two years’ 
rigorous imprisonment by the Magistrato of the Suburban Police Court at 
Alipore. 

117. Another fire occurred during the year, and destroyed the office of 
the Jaj))nre Municipaliw in the district of Cuttack. The building was a mud 
and wattle structure with a thatched roof, and was situated close to another 
shed which was used os a rost-houso fur travellers and itinerant vendors of 
goods, who sometimes cooked their food in a verandah of this hut. An enquiry 
was hold by the Sub-divisional Officer of Jajpore in )>orson to ascertain the 
cause of the fire, but no evidence was forthcoming from which it could l>e 
gathered that it was the work of an incendiary. The fire broke out on the 
momiiig of the 20th March 1883, and destroyed all the records and furniture 
of the office. 

ll.S. During the year under report a case of embcsslemeut of public 
money occurred in the Cuttack Municipality. The head clerk of the municipal 
office, who was also the accountant of the Municipality, misupjn'opriated to 
his own use diverse sums of money amounting in all to Ks. 841-8. The 
man was tried for the offciiox), and convicted and sentenced to six years’ 
rigorous imprisonment. 

119. Amendment of the Sengul Mnnieipnl Act, 1876.—TIio Bill to amend 
and consolidate the law relating to Municipalities in the interior of the province, 
referred to in paragraph 123 of the report for 1881-82, was under uie consi¬ 
deration of the Bengal Legislative Council when the year closed. The Bill 
has since been passed by the Council.

I AM dirootcd to submit, for the information of His Excellency 
the Governor-General in Council, the following report on municipal taxation 
and expenditure in the Lower Provinces of Bengal for the year 1883-84, 
together with classified statements allowing the income and expenditure of 
the ■nunicipalilics and unions during that year, prepared in accordance with 
the instructions contained in tho orders of the Government of India in the 
Home Department No. 2—103—14A, dated the 27th July 1882. 

OALOUTTA 

2. As stated in the report for last year, the municipal year in Calcutta 
now coincides with tho official year, and the present review of the work 
of the Calcutta Municipality embraces a period of 12 months from Ist April 
1883 to 3l8t March 1884. 

3. Meatinga of tha Corntmaabrnra. —Twenty-six general mootings wore held 
by the Commissioners during tho year, of which eight wore special general 
meetings, four wore quarterly, and five whro special meetings. Of standing 
committees there were 110 meetings, and of mccial committees 27 
meetings. The Town Council met 41 times, tho Water-supply Extension 
Committee 14 times, the amalgamated Tank and Bustoe Committee 18 
times, and the Market Committee 12 times. The Sanitary Committee, 
which is one of the two special committees, hold 18 meetings during 
the year, and did a large amount of important business. The total number 
of attendanees at meetings amounted to 2,347, out of 6,188 invitations, 
which compares somewhat unfavourably with ue corresponding figures of

tlie previooB year. The distinction observable beiareen the amoant of atten¬ 
tion to work mown by elected and nominated CommissionerB reBpectively 
seems to be gradually disappearing. The elected are to the nominated 
CommissionetB as 48 to 84, Wt their attendances in 1881 were os 48 to 
16'1, in 1882-8S as 48 to 17-7, and in the past ywi as 48 to 20'2. , 

4. Work of the Toten ComeU .—The Town Council, ns nsual, dealt with 
a large number of miscellaneous matters of varying degrees of importance. 
Among others were the preparations for the reception of Their Koyal 
Highnesses the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, the negotiations for the 
lease to the Corporation of the Mahratta Ditch, a number of minor street 
improvements, the most considerable of which was the construction of a 
road to conned Arpooly lane with Punchanantola Lane, the Marcus Legacy, 
and the inspection of articles for food and drink exposed for sale. There was 
reason to beUeve that considerable quantities of ghee, mustard-oil, and other 
provisions were exposed for sale after being so adulterated as to be unwhole¬ 
some, and even dongorous, and it was felt that the public, especially the poorer 
classes, was not able to protect itself adequately ag^st frauds of this descrip¬ 
tion. A qualihod Insjieetor on Bs. 100 was accordingly appointed experiment¬ 
ally to examine articles of food exposed for solo, and is reported to have done 
much good. 

Arrangements have been made at the instance of the Howrah Municipality 
to systematize the licensing of hackney carriages, and the new rules have come 
into force from the 1st April last. The hackney carriages of Calcutta are, os a 
rule, very inferior, and it is hoped tlmt some improvement will now be effected. 

6. Mvmicipal Loam .—At the end of 1888-83 the total debt of the Cor¬ 
poration amounted to—

Against the debenture loans the Commissioners bad a sinking fond of the 
nominal value of Rs. 23,31,145. In July 1883 they were authorized to borrow 
three lakhs by means of debentures, bearing interest at 4} per cent, on the 
security of their water-rate. The money market, however, was not favour¬ 
able, and the Cummissionois raised a loan of Ba 97,800 only. Daring the 
yw the Government debt was reduced by Rs. 1,57,228, and the reserve of 
Sinking Fund rose to the nominal value of Rs. 25,59,385. Allowing for this 
amount, the indebtedness of the Corporation amounted to Rs. 1,25,95,710, 
being 2,87,608 less than at the close of 1882-83. 

6. Income .—The following statement compares the income of the Munici¬ 
pality under the three ordinary revenue funds during 1863-84 and 1882-83:—

The total expenditure from the General Fund is shovm to bo Rs. 19,65,36S. 
To this should be added the fourth instalment of payments to the Reserve or 
Sinking Fund, amounting to Rs. 32,498, which was not paid till April, but 
was due for the year 1883-84. This would raise the expenditure to

exceeded the reoMpitg tiv 5(^003, ihitoad M Bi. 3,06,863 aapronrided 
for in the budget, and fw short of the amount (Ba. 29,66,863) provided , in 
the budget b^ Bg, 2,^,100. Of this decrease upwards of One lakh cd rupees 
was on account <A the ex^diture on bnstee improTement, whudi fell largely 
short of \ho estimate, ^ere was a saving of Bs. 25,334 in the payments 
to the Sinking Fund, in consequence of tire loan which had been projected 
not havii^ been rmsed during the year. There was bIso short expenditure 
of some 40,000 under the head of road repairs, and Rs. 16,000 in conse¬ 
quence of the postponement of the repairs of the Town Hall. The expendi¬ 
ture from the Water-rate Fund is' shown to be Bs. 4,99,430. Allowing for 
a quarter’s instalment (Bs. 2,500) to the Sinking Fund, which was paid in 
April, the receipts exceeded the expenditure by Bs. 10,633. This result, as 
compared with that of the previous year, is satisfactory. The expenditure 
from the Lighting-rate Fund was less than the receipts by Bs. 6,34K 

8. Siate of ihe Special Fsntb.—There are certain special funds the accounts 
of which are not included in the above statements of receipts and expen¬ 
diture. The receipts of the Police-rate Fund during the year amounted 
to. Bs. 2,81 ,.548, and the disbursements made to tlie Commissioner of 
Police on account of the municipal share of tho police expenditure amounted 
toBs. 2,78,666. Including the opening balance of tho year, Bs. 21,6)10, 
there remained a sum of Bs. 24,622 m hand at tlio close of the year. The 
receipts of the H^ireAoiwe'AViadconsist of 20 per cent, of the collections 
under the licensed Warehouse and Fire-Brigade Act of 1883. The old 
arrangement, under which the Commissioners were hound to pay seven-tenths 
of tho cost of the Fire-Bri^de, lasted till the middle of May, when the net 
deficiency was found to bo Bs. 8,519, which sum liad to be made good from 
tho General Fund. Tho receipts of the new fund amounted to Ks. 4,054 
against disbursements of Bs. 3,010. Tho balance was a set-oS against the 
Bs. 8,519, and reduced the contribution from the General Fund to Bs. 7,476. 
The gross receipts of tho Hackney Carriage Regictratim Fund amounted to 
Bs. 19,010, agaiust Bs. 17,343 in the preceding year. Tlie increase was 
probably due to tbe Exhibition. After defrajring working expenses, the receipts 
from Calcutta, the Suburbs and Howrah are divided in tlie proportion of 
eleven-sixtoentlis, four-sixteenths, and one-sixteenth respectively, tho Calcutta 
share being credited to the Police Fund. Tho receipts from carriages plying 
between Calcutta and Dum-Dum are divided in e(|ual proportions between tbe 
Calcutta Municipality and the Dum-Dum Cantonment. The receipts of the Cart 
Regitiration Fund amounted to Bs. 74,196, and llic disbursements to Bs. 4,739. 
The balance is sburod by Calcutta, the Suburbs and Howrah in the propoiiiuns 
of nine-twelfths, two-twolftlis, and one-twolfth. The Mareue Ltgaay Fund was 
created during tho year. In 1864, Mr. G. T. Marcus loft property ra the value 
of about Bs. 1,16,000 for tbe benefit of Calcutta, subject to the liability to 
^y £250 a year to his sister, Mrs. Thornton, during her life. For this purjiose 
Bs. 70,000 was invested, and the balance was utilized in building the Municipal 
Office. In the course of the year under review, information was received of 
the death of this lady, and the Administrator-Gonoral mode over to the 
Corporation the securities to the value of Bs. 70,000, together with a cash 
balance of Bs. 2,228. Tlie CMijtore Road Jmpreemeni Fund hod an opening 
balance of Bs. 1,55,207, to which was added Bs. 20,.592 duri^ tho year, 
being the sale proceeds of surplus land and building materials. The expendi¬ 
ture amounted to Bs. 1,63,829, leaving a balance of Bs. 11,969. Adi tho 
claims for compensation for property acquired, however, were not finally 
adjusted at the close of the year. 

9. Percentage of rates .—Tho various branches of municipal taxation were 
levied during tho year at the same rates as in 1882-83, viz :—

The Taloation mw 
eniianoed in 4,S40 oases, and reduced in 1,I3S cases. The increase ha ^ 
assessed rental Toluatioa of property amounted to Ks. 3,23,978, and the 
decrease to Be. 1,07,048, with the net result that the rates wore increased by’ 
Es. 82,838. 

* 11. The work in the Bill, Collection, and Warrant Departments sustained 

the efficiency displayed in previous years. The gross demand made by the 
Bill Department amounted to Es. 21,93,046, against Rs. 21,89,237 in 1882-83. 
The outstanding balance on the 31st March 1884 was Hs. 67,240 as compared 
with Rs. 92,630 in the previous year. It is stated that this would have been 
reduced to Es. 46,289 had not bills to the amount of Es. 20,951 been returned 
W the Collector and Warrant Officer a few days before the close of the year. 
Of the total demand of the year, the Couector recovered 92'24 per cent, 
against 90'06 per cent, in the previous year. In the Warrant Department 
the outstandings amounted to Es. 44,849 against Es. 73,999 in 1882-83. 
Collections in the Night-soil Department arc still backward as compared with 
those of the four principal rates, but some improvement was effected during 
1883-84. The efficiency of the collocting staff of the Corporation and the 
material progress that has been made in successive years in the realization of 
the municipal demands is evidenced by the following statement, which shows 
the percentage of eollections realized in each of the last six years:—

These figures reflect high credit on the officers of the Corporation, especi¬ 
ally on the Collector, Babu Omesh Chundor Dutt. 

12. The receipts under the head of License fees aggregated Es. 4,94,735. 
Nour-fifths of tho foes realized during the 15 months of 1882-83 and the 
fees realized in 1881 amounted to Bs. 4,89,902 and Ra 4,87,659 rospoctiyely. 
Trade and profession licenses are sliown to have yielded Ea 2,64,508; carriage 
and horse Imenses Ks. 1,00,1.59; trade refuse fees Es. 38,603; hackney carriage 
registration fees Bs. 17,053; and cart registration fees Es. 74,208. lie 
receipts from the carriage and horse licenses are gradually falling off owing 
to the extension of the tramways. In 1881 the receipts were Ks. 1,03,823, 
in 1882-83 Es. 1,02,479, and in the year uader review Es. 1,00,159 only. It 
is observed that tlie receipts of the License Department during a year in which 
trade was active, and in which tho Exhibition attracted such a large concourse 
of strangers, did not come up to the expoctatious formed by the Budget 
Committee. 

13. Law suiU .—The Co^ration wore engaged in nine civil suits during 
tho year, being plaintiffs in eight cases and defendants in one case. Of the 
eight suits, decrees in favour of tho Municipality were obtained in six cases, tbe 
remaining two cases being pending when the year closed. In tho case in which 
the Corporation were defendants, an application was made to the High Court by 
a rate-payer praying for tbe issue of a writ of eertimari against tho Commis¬ 
sioners in tho mattor of the assessment of his house. The High Court held that 
it had no power to issue such a writ against tlie Commissioners, as they hod 
tusted within the powers conferred on them by the Mftnicipal Act. Judgment 
was given daring the year in tho case of Andorson versus the Coimoration, 
Mr. £ider8on sued the Corporation, together with the Secretary of State, for 
the recovery of damages sustained by him in March 1882 in oonaequenoe of 
his carriage and horse falling into an excavation in Chowringhoo Eoad, _ which 
had been made under orders of the Executive Engineer, Isc .Calcutta Division, 
who, on behalf of Government, had obtained pgrmission iirpm the Municipality 
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to make it. Mr. Aadbrson claimed dattiageB to ibe extent of Be. SO,000. Hie 
Hizh Court held that there was negltonra on the part of the oontraotars, 
and Ast the Secretory of State was mot noble. The oamages were fixed at 
Rs. 6,500, and it was ordm«d that the ooste of the plaintiff should be paid by 
the contTMtor and the Corporation, and the costs of the Secretary of State by 
the pluntifi, whidi, howerer, he was empowered to recover from the contractor 
and the Corporation. Having regard to toe result of this case, the Commissioners 
decided that it was not expedient to allow any excavations in the streets to bo left 
open without payment of a fee sufficient to defray the charge of maintainii^ a 
spedal-establishment for snpervisiug the fencing and lighting of the openings 
at night. In the Criminal Courts 12,387 persons were prosecuted for variou 
offences, against 11,611 during the 15 months ending the Slot March 1883. The 
increase occurred among the cases instituted W the Conservancy Department, 
in which 6,698 persons were proBeouted, 2,870 persons were fixed, 2,114 
persons were warned and discharged, 1,560 cases were withdrawn, and 154 
oases were dismissed. The total amount of fines imposed was Hs. 6,703. 

14. Water-supply .—There was some increase in the supply of filtered water 
during the year, the daily average being 7,975,960 gallons against 7,868,062 in 

1882- 83 and 7,208,453 in 1881. In the hot weather, March to June, when the 
needs of the Town are the greatest, and the filters work best owing to the river 
water being more free from silt, the daily average reached 8,238,000 gallons. 
The Commissioners state that the increase of the supply in the hot weather is 
not recognized by those who use the water. When the weather becomes hot, the 
consumption of water is so much increased that the portions of the Town which 
are less favourably situated have a very inadequate supply. The dwellers in 
connected houses all want water simultaneously, the head of water is not 
sufficient to roach all parts of the Town at once, the entire supply is intercepted 
by the connections lying nearer to the head works, and none is left for those 
which are more remote. The officers of the Department wore, hbwever, not 
unmindful of the necessity of adopting measures to minimise the inconvenience 
Iw securing a more equal distribution of water. Experiments were made during 
the year by which the water was shut off periodically from those ports of the 
Town where the pressure is generally high, and by this moans much relief was 
afforded to those parts whore it is generally low. After some trials, an arrange¬ 
ment was arrived at which appears to have given satisfaction to the public. 
It has long been recognized that the supply of filtered water is incommen¬ 
surate with the essential requirements of the Town. Calcutta is now, 
however, -within measurable distance of an adequate provision of this first 
necessity, though unfortunately it does not seem probable that the new 
extensions -will be in working order by tiie hot season of 1885. The unfiltered 
supply shows a steady progressive increase, the doily average during the year 
under review being 2,035,808 gallons against 1,988,175 in lfffi2-83 and 
1,257,387 in 1881. 

15. Drainage .—In regard to th^xtension of the drainage system, the work 
done during the year under review does not compare favourably -with that of 
previous years. In 1881, 74,751 feet of pipe sewers were laid down, and in the 
15 mouths of 1882-83 a furtlier length of 109,158 feet was completed, hut in 

1883- 84 only 46,672 feet of sewers wore constructed. It is urged that the work 
was retarded to some extent by the time of the superior officers being taken up 
with preparing an answer to tho charges brought against the Department. Two 
yooxB ago tlie Commissioners were sanguine that the main drainage scheme wotdd 
be practically completed before the end of 1884, and it is tho more desirable that 
this should not he delayed, for the reason that arrangements vriU probably have 
to be made before long for extending tho system. Out of the 46,672 feet 
of sewers constructed, 18,798 feet were converted into paths from 3 to 10 
feet wide, and 3,713 feet were converted into roads 15 to 20 feet -wide. The 
Cemunissioners observe that, as the Town has been more and more opened up for 
oonservancy, there has been a steady increase in the quantity of refuse removed. 
In 1878 the number of waggon loads removed by theMunicipol Railway was 7,284. 
This has gone on increasing year after year, till in 1883-84. 14,189 waggon 
loads were removed. There was a falling off in the number of house connec¬ 
tions; 2,160 houses were connected against 3,053 in the 16 months of 1882-63. 
The totm expenditure on the sewers during the year was Rs. 1,76,767, in 
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«d<Ji(don to Hs. 2,57,624 g|^t on the storm-wtiter outfall works. Of this fatter 
amount ono-heJI was contributed by Government. 

16. £oa ^.—Some progress was made in the constmction of metalled roads, 
but there was a foiling off in the rood repairs. Tho grant for repairs was 
Bs. 2,68,204, but the expenditure amounted to only &. 2,45,575. Many 
streets and lanes are in a bad state of repair, which is specially noticeable 
during the rains in the northern division of the Town, and it is therefore 
unsatisfactory that the Kngindeifs Department failed to utilize the whole grant. 

17. Toon Improvement !.—The question of the redamation of bustees was 
repeatedly before the Commissioners during the year. The points on which stress 
hag been laid by Government are— 

(1) —The obliteration of foul tanks and the substitution for them of 

stand-pipes and bathing platforms. 

(2) —Tlie provision of means of access for tlie conservancy carts or wheel¬ 

barrows, tho connection of all premises with the pipe-sewers, 
and the cleansing of the connecting drains and the waste lands 
of the bustees. 

The latter class of sanitary measures is the more important of the two. 
It appears that a great divergence of opinion existed as to the extent of bnstee 
area in the Town, as well us the number of bustees, and it was accordingly 
resolved, as a preliminary measure, to have tho whole of them surveyed and 
dassiiiod by the new conservancy establishment under the control of the 
Chairman. The result showed the bustees to bo as follows:—

These figures are not strictly accurate, as the census of tho bustees was not 
carried out by professional agency. Accepting the figures as approximatdy 
correct, the report showed that there are 124 bustees, with a total area of 
1,583 bighos, in the north of Calcutta. The special establishment sanctioned 
during 1883-83 for the deansing of bustees consisted of 200 scavengers, callod 
dbanguts, with 32 carts and 12 noons, under two Inspectors, assisted 
by one sircar each. They commenced their work in the north of the Town, and 
cleansed 72 bustees covering an area of 1,270 bighas, which wore then placed 
under a permanent staff of 1.56 dhangurs. The work thus done consisted 
of the removal of accumulations of refuse which was biu-iod in holes and 
ditches and covered over with earth, the levelling of the surface, 
sad the filling np of small ponds and hollows. In tms way the whole 
of the bustees in Wards 4 and 8 and the greater part of those in 
Wards 2, 3, 6, and 9 wore thoroughly cleansed, and a regular staff assigned 
to them to provide for their conservancy in the future. Exclusive of the bustees 
so treated, it seems that an area of 952 bighas remained outside the operations of 
toe special estoblishment. It is explainer that nearly the whole of this area was 
cleansed for the time by an extra establishment while toe Exhibition was open, 
but the work done was not sufficiently thorough to admit of its being placed 
under permanent conservancy arrangements. 

18. The structural improvement of the bustees stands on a different and 
higher footing from their conservancy arrangements. Eighteen projects, cover¬ 
ing an area of 453 bighas, of this class were under the considerstion of toe 
Cemmissioners during toe year. 

Work, however, was completed in one bnstoe only, :m. Soratoebagan, 
covering an area of 64 bighoa. This project bad been first token in by toe 







Bustee Committeeia, 1^1. Infotm bnsteee, iiritli an area of ISi^lt» 
work was well advaxised. In Soorted>afpn,B^iit one mile of roadway was odn- 
structed, nearly, half of die cost bein^ paid by the Municipality, and tee remain¬ 
der by the owners. Sewering to a length of 4,6S5 feet and siuface drains to the 
extent of 2,OSS feet wore also executed. The cost to tho Muniiapality on 
account of the Soorteebagan project amounted to Es. 28,767. The cost to the 
owners is not known. The works executed up to the end of tho year in the 
fow bustees, in which some actual progress was fliado, are shown bdow:—

The other thirteen projects appear not to haro advanced beyond tho preli- 
minaiy stage. Tho area doalt xnth under the compulsoiy provisions of sections 
280-283Adf the Calcutta Municipal Act was in all 481 bighas, out of tho total 
bustee area of 2,222 bighas. Tho Municipal Commissioners are of opinion that 
it should not be assumed that the whole of the remoiuuig area will require the 
adoption of similar coercive measures. Thoj remark:— 

“ As a matter of fact, when the projects now in hand have been carried 
through, not much bustee land will remain to need structural improvement, 
while the owners of this residue are in many cases manifesting a readiness to 
carry out the improvements required by die Commissiouers without legal 
measures of coercion. In no less than three of the bustees token up in 1888-84 
the owners have come forward and have spoutoucously coiistructed or are 
constructing the roads that are wanting.” 

10. Bathmg-pUitfarm .—Four bathing platforms, supplied with unfiltered 
water, were erected during tho year, and were eo^ly resorted to by tho 
neighbouring inhabitants. The Coinmissionors state that “ it is now clear that 
the poorer inhabitants will readily accept bathing platforms in lieu of foul tanks, 
but that separate accommodation is needed for females.” The cost of the 
aanitaiy and structural improvements carried out in the bustees as given by tho 
Commissioners is as follows:—

The grant made by tho Commissioners for tins purpose was Bs. 1,50,00(7, 
out of which only Ks. 5.6,871 was expended. The Commissioners remark that 
tiie expenditure could bo shown at a much higher iiguro if certain heavy barges, 
for wtoh provision liad been made on account of acquisition of land and 
salary of special establishment, but which were not actually incurred, be brought 
into the auconnts of the year. < 

20. Tank-JUting. —During the year under review forfy-four tanks were oUi- 
terated, besides 477 small holes and pito. Those were filled up with reiuse 
covered over with earth, and with the znatoiials obtained by levelling mounds 
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east- of. the Town. ‘Aere isatin, however, a large number of: tanlcs 'dm 
reelamation Or oblit^tion of whA is a matter of veiy great importance. 
The Commiaeioners expreae the intendon of acquiring many of tho tanks 
in future, convBrdng the larger and hotter tanks into small public squares, and 
filing np only the smaller and dirtier ones, the spaces thus liberated being 
utilized for battling platfonns, or for building stables for cattle and niilob cows. 

21. Pitef s/aUsitai.—The number of births registered was 7,6.5.5 os com¬ 
pared with 7,500 of the previous year. The average number for the previous 
ten years is 6,79B, but this decennial mean admittedly does not represent cor¬ 
rectly tho annual number of births in tho Town. The birtti-rato was 17‘6 per 
mille as compared ■with 17'4 of ttie previous year. Tho Health Officer ia of 
opinion that birth registration ia still defective, though gradually manifesting 
si^s of improvement. As compared with European standards, the birth¬ 
rate is certainly low; but aDowance must bo made for tho floating character of 
the population of Calcutta where only 33 ^r cent, are females. Among the 
'various races, the recorded birth-rates per miUe wore—

22. Tho number of deaths recorded during tho year was 12,.34e ns compared 
with 13,453 in the previous year, giving a death-rate of 28-4 jior mille against 
31. Tho mortality from cholera was severe, 2,122 persons having died from 
this cause. This number is less than that (3,390) recorded in 1882-83, but is 
greater than that of any previous year since 1870. The deaths from dysentery, 
aiarrhma, and foyers show a decrease. The mortality from small-pox, however, 
was higher than in either of tho three preceding years. The -wave of small pox 
is now advancing, and there arc signs that tho disease will be again present 
in an epidemic form during the ensuing cold weattier. Tho numW of vacci¬ 
nations perfonned -was 9,538, of which 8,357 were primary vaccinations and 
1,181 re-vaccinations. Tho ratio of success in primary vaccinations was 99'38, 
and in re-vaccinations 16'17.

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Clompared ■with ttie figures of 1882-83, there was a det^ase of one in the total 
num wr of municipal institutions in the oomitry. Taking each class se^rately, 
it will be seen that there was an increase of three in tho number of second 
dass munioi^ttes. The town of Bali, which formed a ward of the Hownih 
municipality, was separated from it, and constituted a second class municipality. 
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'Bie gtatioiui ot JamalpoK in tlie distriot oi Mongh^p snd Seehe'bgtmge in 
the Sontbal Pergoonahs were converted into municipui&s of tbe second claw 
during the year. The town of Koteohandpore in the district of Jessiire was 
raised from the atatua of a union to that of a second class munidpaUty, and 
the municipality «f Echak in Hazareebagb was abolished. 

24. The decrease of two in the number of unions was duo to the aboK* 
tion of the union of Manbazar in Manbhoom and tbe conversion of Kotechaad* 
pore into a second class municipaUty as stated above. 

25. Tbe stations of Jamalpore and Sahebgunge having been erected into 
municipalities, there was no mumcipal institution of that denomination in the 
country. 

26. Under the new Municipal Act III ^BC.) of 1884, the distinction 
between various classes of municipalities has been abolished, and the only 
difference which has been established consists in the constitution of tbe Munici¬ 
pal Committees. In the majority of cases these include representatives elected 
by the rate payors, there bising only 16 municipalities in which the members 
are all nominated by Government. 

27. The municipality of Moheshporo was transferred from the district of 
Nttddea to tho district of Jessore in April 188.1 on the transfer of the 
Bongong sub-division in which it is situated. 

28. Cmutitution of Ootmmltera .—Tho constitution of tho Committeos of 
the various municipalities was os shown in tho taUo bolow :—

29. In tho first doss municijialiticH there was an increase of one in the 
ntunbor of European Commissioners and of four in the number of native Com¬ 
missioners. There was a decrease of two in tho number of ufBcial Coramis. 
sioners, and an iucreaso of seven in thot of non-oflicial Commissioners. 

30. In tbe second class maiiici{)alitio8 there was au increase in the number 
of both European and native Commissioners, being 10 in that of tiio former 
and 51 in that of tho latter. 'J ho official element in the managing boards of 
these municipalities decreased from 371 to 365; and there was an increase of 
67 in the number of non-official Commissioners. Tho total increase in the 
number of Commissioners in second class ninnicipalities was therefore 
61. This was doe partly to the separation of the town of Bali from tbe Howrah 
Municipality and its constitution into a second class municipality, and partly 
to the formation of the stations of Sahebgunge and Jamalpore and tbe 
union of Kotechandpore into municipalities of this class. 

31. The number of mombers- of Union Committees decreased by 18 
during the year. This was owing to tho abolition of the union of Manbazar 
and the conversion of the union of Eotecbaudpoie, in Jessore, into a second 
dasB mnnicipality. 

82. Compared with the figures of 1S82-S.S, there was a net increase of 
19 in the strength of the Municipal Committees daring tho year under rojxot. 
The European element decreased by 7, but the number of native Commis^ 
sioners rose from 1,790 to 1,816. There was also a corresponding increase in 
the number of iiun-official Commissioners and decrease in that of official 
members. The increase in the strength of the former was 33 and the 
decrease in that of the latter was 14. On the whole there was amarked tendency 
on the part of tho district authorities to entrust the management of the 
municipiu'affairs of the country to the people themselves.

In Qya, 
the Commissioners did not 
meet at all daring the months 
of May, September, Novem¬ 
ber, and December 1883, and 
January and February 1884. 
This was to some extent duo 
to transfor of ofScers holding 
the office of Chairman. The 
Commissioner of tlio division 
has directed his attention to the 
matter.

34. In the Burdwan Division, the attendance of the Commissioners 
at the meetings of the first class mnnicipalities was on tho whole fair, 
and tho non-oilicial members as a body shewed an interest in tho affairs 
of their municipalities. In tho Burdwan Mvinicii>ality, out of 13 elected 
Commissioners, all of whom are respectable native residents of tho town, 
eight attended more than half tho number of meetings hold during tho year. 
The Commissioner of the division considers this to be “ on tho whole 
a well managed municipality.” In tho Midnapore Municipality tliere were 
jl ordinary meetings and 6 8ub-Committeo mootings held during tho year. 
These meetings were generally well attended and “ most of tho native members 
showed an interest in the affairs of tho municipality.” In tho Hnoghly and 
Chinsurali Municipality, out of 18 meetings held daring the year, only 3 
moetuigs were attended by more than* half tho number of Commissionors; 
six native Commissioners attended half or more than half the number of 
moctiiigs. The Magistrate of the district, who is also the Chairman of tho mn- 
nicipahty, thus writes about the work of tho Municipal Committee: “In con¬ 
clusion, I bog to state that many of the Commissioners took an active interest in 
municipal matters, and tho municipal servants generally did their work fairly 
well; but more supervision cut of doors is required. This will probably be 
provided when the new Act comes into force: what is wanted is a paid officer who 
will be out all day looking after tbov.iriousoutsloor departments, and unfettered 
by too maoh office work. The office is in very good order, and no fault has been 
found with the accounts, which have liecn recently audited by tho Oovomment 
auditor. Tho Vice-Choirman is entitled to much credit for his office manage¬ 
ment.” In Serampore, the Municipal Committee mot 18 times during tho year. 
The meetings were generally well attended, and most of the Commissionors 
took a lively interest in the affairs of the municipality. The working 
members of the Mrmicipal Committee of Uttarparali were all non-official native 
gentlemen, presidod over by a non-official Chairman. The attendance at'the 
meetings was good, and tlie interest displayed ,by tho Commissioners in tho 
affairs of the town was keen and praiseworthy. In tiie Howrah Municipality, ■ 
out of 33 Commissioners, including tho official members, who hold_ office auring 
the year, two attended 38 meetings, one 27 meetings, one 36 meetings, two 24 
meetings, three 33 meetings, one 31 meetings, one 20 meetings, one 19 meetings, 
two 18 meetings, two 17 meetings, two 16 meetings, one 13 meetings, one 11 
meetings, and two 10 meetings. Tho Commissioners met regularly on the flnt .. 
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snd tiiitd Thiinda}v of erarr axmtb, isd admutistered ibe affair* ^ 
municipality with vigonr and judgment. 

3.5. In Ae Premdenoy Division the Commlesioiiers of the Suhnihsn 
Municipality met thirteen times during the year. Only the Chairman and the 
Vice-Chairman attended all the meetings. The attendance of ttie other ar- 
offido Commissioners, of whom there were thirteen, was very unsatisfactory, 
imong the non-official Commissioners, who numbered twenty-two, one 
attended 12 meetings, two 11 meetings, and three 10 meetings. Ten Commis¬ 
sioners attended less than 10 but more than 5 meetings. Two of the Commis- 
moners did not attend at all, and have ceased to be Commissioners under 
section 22 of the Act. In the i^hnoghur Municipality the Commissioners held 
11 meetings during the year for the transaction of business. Their attendance 
at the meetings was not very satisfactory, only ten Cummissionera on an 
averse being present at all _ tne meetings. In ^ntiporoj which is one of the 
mnnicipalitios in these provinces in which the Commissioners are all non¬ 
officials, except the Chairman, the total nnmbor of meetings held during the 
year was 17 and the attondanne of the Oommissioners was on the whole more 
satisfactory than in the previous year. In Uanaghat the attendance of the 
Commissionors at the meetings of the Municipm Committee was not very 
satisfactory. Out of seventeen members excluding ex-officio Commissioners, only 
one attended 9 meetings. The Commissioner of tlie Division reports that 
more than half the number of Commissioners displayed very little interest in 
municipal affairs. In Jessore the Commissioners hold lU meetings, which was 
doable the number of meetings held in the previous year. Tlie attend¬ 
ance was, however, not quite satisfactory. Only one meeting was attended 
by 11 Commissioners out of 19, who held office during the year. The 
rest of the meetings were attended by 5 or 0 Commissioners. In addition 
to tho general meetings, seven sub-oommittue meetings were held for miscel¬ 
laneous purposes. 

39. In the Pajshaliye Division, the Commissioners of the Kamporo Beauleah 
Municipality hold seven general and four special meetings during tho year. 
Of 25 Commissioners only two attended 9 meetings mid three 6 meetings. 
The rest of the members did not attend oven half tho total nnmber of meetings. 
The Committee of the Darjeeling Mnnicipality consisted of 24 Enropean and 
four native Commissionors. Seventeen Commissioners attended half or more 
than half tho number of meetings held daring the year. The attendance was 
on (he whole pretty fair. 

37. In the Dacca Division, the Cqmmittee of the Dacca Municipality met 
13 times during the year. The Chairman and tho Vice-Chairman attended 12 
mootings each. One Commissioner attended 10 meetings, five atteiidod 7 
meetings and the rest loss than half the total number of meetings. In Marain- 
gunge the Commissioners held 17 meetings. The attendance at Uiose meetings 
was fair. 

38. In the Patna Division, the Municipal Commissioners of tlie Patna 
City met 18 times during the year. The average attendance at each meeting 
was 12'6. The Commissioners appointed towards the close of the year a paid 
Vice-Chairman, who also possesses professional knowlcd^ as an Eugiueer. The 
District Magistrate, who was also the Chairman of the municipality, thus 
writes about tho work done by the retired Vice-Chairman. “ Moulvie Fasl 
imam had taken office nnder peculiar circumstances. He had been led to 
expect tliat his appointment would he a paid ouo, hut he had loyally continued 
to work,' even when be found that the contrary, was the case. He has been of 
great assistance to mo, and was thanked by the Commissioners tea the kind in¬ 
terest taken by him in all municipal matters daring his incumbeney as their 
Honorary Vice-Chairman.” The number of meetings held by the Oommissioners 
of tho Chnpra Municipality was less than the provisions of the law require, but the 
Commissioners took much interest in the affairs of the town. The Vice-Chair¬ 
man, whoso report is coimtersiguedhy the District Magistrate, writes as follows: 

The Commissioners as a body worked well both on the Bench and ss members 
of the several Ward Committees, and great assistance to the Vioe-Chair- 
man was lent by the members (espec^Iy Babu Deokumar Singh and 
Ur Qhush) of the special sub-committees in the shape of reports on the 



'itailgem cB ti to 1 m made fw Hghtinc the toira, on toe compenietioa toM-todd 
to paraonlar householden when widening certain roade, on toe beet mode of 
diitributing toe educational grant, and various otoer mattera. The only fault to 
be found with these sub-oommitte^ was on the score of unpunctuality in toe 
submission of their reports. Besides increasing the educational grant more 
than fire-fold, the following were the chief improvements that the Oommis- 
sioners succeeded in efiecting in the course of the year: two new rows of 
privies for males and females, forming a large pucoa latrine, were built; more 
patent moveable latiines were introduced;- a urinal was constructed at the 
cntcherriea; a cart-shed and a bullock-shed were erected; a new bridge over 
the Khanooa Nalla was made and a new sluice constructed; the old pueca 
roads had for tlia most part a fresh layer of htnitr given thorn and some 
altogether new metalling was completed; and a beginning was made at 
lighting the town.” 

39. Id the Bhagulporo Division, the Commissioners at theMongbyr Mnni- 
cipalitv held >2 general and 3 special meetings. Of the 20 Comiuissioaers who 
held office daring toe year, one attended 12 meetings, three 11 meetings, one 10 
meetings, two 9 meetings, and the rest loss than half the number of meetings 
convened during the year. The Vice-Qiairman, Mr. G. Thomas, attended all 
the meetings. He is an excellent officer and displayed great energy and tact in 
the performance of his duties. In the Bhagulporo Municipality there wore Iietd 
during the year under report 14 general and 2 special meetings. The average 
attondanco of the members at each meeting was nine. The Commissioners 
generally took an active and intelligent intwcst in the afiairs of the muni- 
dpali^. In his general administration report the Commissioner of the 
DWision made the following remarks regarding this municipality;—“ The 
Bhagulporo Municipality lost during the year its most useful member, Rai 
Gopal Chunder Sircar, Bahadoor, Vice-Cliairnian, who affected many impievo- 
monts. Hai Shib Chunder Banerjee, Bahadoor, has been elected in his place. 
He is also reported to bo a very energetic and excellent Vice-Chairman.” In 
the Pumeah Muiiicipalito there were 12 ordinary meetings held during the 
year under section 40 of the Act. Of these two were adjourned for want of a 
qnomm. A special meeting under section 41 was also held chiefly to revise 
the budget estimates. The attendance of too Commissioners at the ordinary 
monthly meetings was pretty fair. 

40. In the Orissa Division, the Municipal Commissioners for the town 
of Pooree held 15 meetings during the year. The Committee consisted of 
4 European and 14 native members. The average attendance of the Commis- 
siouers at each meeting was 11. 

41 The number of meetings held in the second class municipalities 
in the Burdwan Division was on an average 15 2 during toe year. In the 
newly created municipality of Bali, the Commissioners took a great interest 
in their work and fully appreciated the responsibilities they have taken upon 
themselves. In the Presidency Division the average number of meetings 
held was 10*7; in the Rajshahye Division 10'5; in the Dacca Division I2'6; 
in the Chitta^ing Division 9‘3; in the Bhagulporo Division 11 '3; in the 
Orissa Division 12; and in the Chota Nagpore Division 10*2. In the Patna 
Divisional Report no information under this head has been given this year also. 

42. Eleciive >y«tm .—^Tho number of municipalities in which the elective 

system was in iorce during the year was three as in previous years. These 
were Serampore, Burdwan, and KrisUnoghur The system worked satisfac¬ 
torily in all of them, and the elected Commissioners took much interest in 
the affairs of their respective municipalities. . . 

43. The Joint-Magistrate of Serampore and Chairman of the local 
municipality thus reports about the Municipal Committee of Serampore;— 

“ I have mnch pleasure in endorsing the remarks made by too Vice- 
Chairman as to the interest taken by the Commissioners in the affairs of the 
municipality. The interest shown by them has been both keen and intelligent.” 
” The charge of undue fondness for long speeches, which I have seen brought 
against the Commissioners of this municipality, is certainly quite inapplioable 
to them now, whatever may have been the case in former days. The business 
is got ttough rapidly and with no more discussion than is absolutely 
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PiBceBs^. There ha« been ft marked ftbaence of friofinn la the irorklnv of the 
Committee during the year. My acknowledgments are due to Baboo Mundolal 
Gossain for the effectiTe manner in which he has discharged the somewfai^ 
onerous duties oi Vioo-Chainnan.” 

44. In Bard wan there were fire racanoies in the list of elected Com* 
missioners for four of the wards of the municipality. In one ward there was 
no contest, but in the other throe wards 14 candidates offered themselves for 
election for only four vacancies, and there was a spirited contest. More 
than one-fourth of the registered number of voters appeared at the poll and 
recorded their votes. 

46. In Krishnaghur an election was held during the year to fill up four 
vacancies among the mectod Commissioners. There were only four candidates, 
and the highest number of votes secured by any one candidate was 147. 

46. The elective system has now been introdueed into almost all the 
municipalities in these provinces under the operation of the new Municipal 
Act, 111 (B.O.) of 1884, which came into force on the 1st August 1884. 

47. Warii Committees. —^Ih the Burdwan Division there were no regular 
Ward Committees in any municipality except Midnapore, but in some towns the 
Commissioners divided themselves into various sub-committees. I'heso sub¬ 
committees. were fully utilized in investigating matters of importance, and 
submitting reports for consideration of the whole body of Commissionera 
assembled in meeting. 

48. In the Presidency Division the only first class municipality in which 
there were Ward Committees was Kishnaghur. Their duties were to super¬ 
intend the repair of fair weather roads, and to revise assessments and report on 
petitions for remission of taxation, &c. It is reported that in matters of 
assessment and in reporting on petitions for remission of taxation the Ward 
Committees always recommended for reduction, so that from the date of their 
establishment the assessment of house-rate in this municipality has considerably 
decreased. Among second class municipalities 'in this division. Ward Com¬ 
mittees were appointed in the North and South Barrackpore, Barasot and 
Kaihati municipalities. Their duties were ooufiaod to the work of assessment 
only. 

49. In the Rajshahyo Division the municipality of Darjeeling was divided 
into words, and each ward was placed in charge of a single Commissioner for the 
purpose of iuspection. No regular Ward Comuiittoes, under section 60 of Act V 
(ll.C.) of 1876, were appohittid. Among the second doss municipalities in this 
division. Ward Oommittoos wore appoints in two only. Those were I'inagoporo 
aud llungporo. The members of these Committees express tlicir opinions after 
personal enqniiy on petitions of appeal against mmiicipal ossossmonto. No other 
duties seem to have been delegated to them. In the Pubna and Scrajgugea 
municipalities the Commissioners take in turn the duty of inspecting and 
reporting on municipal matters. In the former municipality each Commis¬ 
sioner is bold to be a roprosontativo of one or more mohuUaW. 

60. In the Dacca Division the municipality of Nasirabad was divided 
into five wards in March 1883, but Word Comraittocs wore not appointed 
till 18th August 1883. These Committees did not do any work daring 
the year under report, as the, necessary powers were not delegated to them 
till the 14th April 1884 after the close of the year. The municipality 
of Jamalpore was divided into seven words, and Ward Committees wore 
appointed with powers delegated to them under section 53 of the Moni- 
cipal Act to assess taxes. The town of Sherepore was divided into ten 
wards during the year, and Ward Committees appointed in each word. In 
Kisboregunge Word Committees are temporarily appointed whenever the 
municipal assessments on holdings have to bo revised. In the Bazitpore muni¬ 
cipality there wore five Word Committees in work during the year. Their 
duty was to prepare the assessment lists of the various wards into which the 
town is divided. 

61. In the Patna Division, as reported last year, the Patna Municipality 
was divided into eleven wards, each of which was put in charge of two or 
more Commissioners. All questions relating to the assessment, remission 
and reduction of the house-tax and house scavenging fees are refen^ to them 
for enquiry and report. In Gya meetings were held of the Ward Committees, 
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tnit it is reported tiiat tbe members took verr littltf’ interest in their ■waA, 
and were not regular in their attendance at the meetings. In AxiA, Ward 
Committees have berai in existence since 1879, but it is reported net their 
importance has not much increased since die time thcy'''>iqgrp appointed. 
Their dnfuee consist in looking after tho uleanliueas oT the town. 
In the Chnpra Municipality tho Word Committees continued to work well 
during the year. In addition to the duty of supervising tho conservancy 
operations of their respective wards these Committees wore entrusted 
with the power to report upon petitions concerning the assessment of the 
house tax. 

52. Mimidpal Bmeha .—^The statement below shows tho work done by the 
Commissioners of first class municipalities in their capacity as Honorary 
Magistrates in disposing of coses of nuisanco oud breaches of conservancy 
rules:—

64. Asmtsmentt. —In tho Bordwan Diriaion, an aasesament of new and 
improved holdings was made during the year in the Howrah Municipality. 
In the second class municipality of Ghatta! the tax upon occupiers of holdinM 
was raised in order to meet the oxpcnse of re-excavating a canal for the 
drainage of the town. In Kotrung also tlie assessment was revised daring the 
year. There were 103 petitions hied by the assessecs objecting to the revised 
assessments. The petitions were heard by s Committeo of tho Oommissioneni. 

55. In the Presidency Division, the work of the Assessment Department 
of the Suburban Municipality was satisfactorily performed. During the year 
the Assessor inspectodj re-valued, and re-assessed 8,069 houses, of which 1,094 
wore masonry buildings and 6,975 wero thatched struchfres. Under the 
orders of the Govornment of India dated thd^lst December 1883, No. 5-105-81, 
the buildings noted in the margin, which are 
S'situated witliin tho limits of tlio cantonment of 
a Tba(hrriuonwiiiW. Fort William, wero exempted from municipal 

4. |b« erwidnOTy^OTO™! BotpUai. taxation. This caused a loss of Ks. 7,009 in 

s! for nurni. houso-rate and Bs. 9,220 in house-service fees, 

s S' STS" sajinis. The not result of the year’s operations of the 

’ Assessment Department was a decrease of Es. 1,178 

in house-rate and an increaso of Bs. 30 in the house-service fees. The existing 
assessment was revised in the following second class municipalities-Joynagore in 
tho 24-Pergunnalis, Kushteaiu Nuddoa, Chanduria and Debliatta in Khulna, and 
Berhampore and Lalbagh in the district of Moorshedabad. In the other 
municipalities in this llivision, the assessments of tho previous year wore 
adopted with slight alterations on account of deaths, desertions, and now 
arrivals. 

66. In tho Rajshahyo Division, the assessment of tho Eamporo Beauleah 
Municipality was revised during tho year. The result of tho revision was not 
finally known when the year closed. The assessments of the second class 
municipaIitic-8 of Scrajgunge, Bogra, Shorepore and Buugpore were revised 
daring the year. 

67. In tho Dacca Division, tho assessment of the Furreedporo Muni¬ 
cipality was revised. Certain assessoes who were exempted in the previous 
year wore re-assessed during tho year under report. The result was an 
increase of income amounting to Rs. 125. In the Goolundo Municipality 
the Commissioners exempted all persons from taxation who had hither¬ 
to paid less than three annas. Those who paid three annas and four 
annas a quarter have been allowed to pay two annas and three annas 
respective^. This reduction in the assessment caused a decrease of 
EU. 45-8 m the total income of tho municipality. The rate of taxation varies 
from two annas to Bs. 50 per head. In the Madoriporo Mauicipality the 













Uxei wore eliglitly raised dormg the ^ear. The tax paid varied .from 9 pies 
•.loBe. 1-9-0 a month. Persons drawing fixed salaries are assessed at e%bt 
annas upon every 100 Ba of their income. Others whose earnings vary are 
assessed at four annas^pon every 100 Bs. of their esriraated income. The 
tax upon public buildings is lovi^ at the rate of 7^ per cent, on the assessed 
annum value of the same. In Burrisal a revision of the assessment was 
undertaken daring the year, hut tho result was not known until the year closed. 
The assessments in the Kalchiti and Sherepore Municipdities were revised 
during tiie year, and the revision resulted in a slight increase of income. 
During the year under report there was a partial revision made of the 
assessment of the Kishorc^unge Municiiiality, resulting in an increase of 
Bs. 110-4-3 in the annual demand. 

58. ' In the I’atna Division, the assessment was revised in tlie three first 
class municipalitios of Patna, Oya, and Arrah. In the Patna Municipality the 
work was entrusted to one of tlio Mimicipal Commissioners. Forty-two 
mobullahs have been assessed by him since tho close of the year. In Cya 
the work of revision commenced in December 1883, and was not completed 
when the year closed. In Arrah the revised assessment has been brought into 
force from April last. The rovision resulted in an increase of Bs. 1,505-13-2 
over tho demand of the previous year. The increase is said to be due partly to 
the increase in the number of new houses built during tho year, and partly 
to the assessment of houses which had hitherto escaped assessment or had been 
under-assessed. 

59. In the Bhagulpore Division, the assessment was revised in the muni¬ 
cipalities of Jf^alpore and Dooghur. In Jamalpore the revision was not 
finished when the year closed. In Deoghur the revision caused an increase 
of Bs. 103 in the income of the mimicipality. 

60. In tho Cbota Nagpore Division, partial revision of assessment was 
made in the municipalities of Banchi and Purulia. In Ilazareebagh tho 
tax upon persons is in force. It is levied at the rate of ono-half per oout. 
on tlie known or estimated income of the assesseo. In the Chatra Municipality 
the rate of tax is Bs. 3-3-6 per house per annum. In Furulia tho rate is from 
'i a pie to 3 pics in tho rnpeo on incomes ranging from Bs. 36 to Bs. 3,00,000 
per annum, according to a fixed sliding scale. In the Chyobassa Municipality 
tho lowest rate is 9 annas and the highest Bs. 36 per annum. 

61. In the course of audit of the accounts of tho Mozuflorporo Munici¬ 
pality, it was found by the Examiner of Local Accounts that tho assessment of 
bouse propery in that municipality was made by a mohurir under the super¬ 
vision of the Municipal Secretary. The illegality of the procedure was pointed 
out to the Chairman of the Municipality, and it has been reported that the 
practice has since been discontinued. Sanction was given during the year to 
tho Commissioners of tlie Sitamurhoe Municipality to levy a tax upon persons 
occupying holdings within the municipality according to thedr mrcmustances 
and property within tb6 municipelity in lieu of a rate on the annual value of 
holdmgs. 

63. About the commencement of tho year certain betel-growers of Chatra 
in tho Baidabatty Mimicipality complained of the action of the Commissioners 
in assessing their betel-gardens to municipal tax on the ground that as the 
lands on which hotel is grown arc not cultivated by the plough, but by the 
spade, they were not arable lands, and that they were not exemptea from 
municipal taxation. This view was opposed to the opinion of the Advocate- 
Generej, who held that betel lands were arable lands within the meaning 
of section 79 of tho Bengal Municipal Act, 1876. The Commissioner of 
Burdwan was accordingly asked to instruct the Mnnicipal Commissioners 
of Baidabatty to exempt these betel-gardens from municipal assesanent. 
A question Was raised during the year in the Darjeeling Municipality 
whether in assessing house property the valuation should he made upon the 
building, including the furniture it contains. It appears that in Darjeeling 
houses are commomy let furnished, and that the Municipal Commissioners used 
to fix the municipal tax upon the gross rental or letting value of house 
j>bu furniture and not upon the actual letting value of tire holding 
exclusive of the fumitoie. The Legal Bemembrancer on being oonsulted 
agreed with the views expressed by the Commissioner of the Bajduihyo 



DivinoD that this moda o{ waesnneDt was quits opposed to the petm^oaf of 
the Act. This opiaion has been oommnnicated to the Municipal Commissioiiei^ 

63. I'rtiA w^potii lantd during the gear, —^Duruq; the year the proTmonsiV 
the Bengal Municipal Act, 1876, which provide for the lev^ of a tax on caniaget^ 
horses, and other animals were extended to the municipality of Bali in the 
district of Howrah. The tax was levied during tlie second lialf of the year, 
and 31 horses and 12 vehicles were registered and charged at three-fourths 
of the maximum rates mentioned in the third schedule of the Act. Saucticm 
was also accorded within the year to the Municipal Commissioners of Bogra 
to levy a tax on carriages, horses, end other animals' mentioned in the said 
schedule at rates not exceeding those epecified therein. Sanction was also 
given to the imposition of a fee under section 134 of the Act on the registra¬ 
tion of all carts kept or habitually used within the municipality. Authority was 
given to the Municipal Commissioners of Hazoribagb on (lie 8th October 18s3 
to impose a tax, under section 133 of Act V (U.C.) of 1876, upon alt horses 
and other animals kept or habitually used withiu the limits of the munici- . 
pality. The orders camo into force from the Ist April 1884. Sanction was 
also givon during the year to tho Conimissioners of the Jamalporo Municipality 
in tho district of Monghyr to impose a tax on carriages and horses, and 
to levy a fee on the regiatration of'carts a_|trBte8 not exceeding those specified 
in the third schedule annexed to the Act, aM in section 134. Thu provisions 
of tlio Municipal Act regarding the regiatration of carts wore extended 
to the mnnicipalitios of English Bazar in the district of MaldaU and Eandi 
in the district of Moorshedab^. 

64. Jiectifieation 0 /municipal hoandariee. —^During tbe year underreport the 

four villages named in the margin were transferred 
( 1 ) ■oiion-, from tbe Howrah to the Bali Municipality. This 

(I) iiecossitatod a revision of the boundaries of tlie two 

(s) UikUiic rwctieiiois. Vuuuicipolitics. Tbe revised limits came into 

operation from tho 1st April 1884. 

65. On the lOtb July 1883 tho Commissioner of tho Burdwan Division 
reported that, owing to the cxelusiuu of the railway station and its approaches 
from tho limits of tho Hooghly Munieipality, certain prosecutions under the 
Hackney Carriage Act, which was extended to tliat munieipality when the 
railway station was within municipal limits, had failed on the ground that the 
Act was not in force at the railway station where tho offences were committed. 
To remedy this state of things, two alternative proposals wore made-—(1) to 
extend tho provisions of tho Hackney Carriage Act to tho railway station and 
its approaches by a fresh notification under section 54t of that Act; and (2) to 
extend tho limits of the municipality so as to include witliin it the railway station 
and tho roads leading to it. The latter proposal was preferred by the Municipal 
Ckimmissionors, as it had tho effect of bringing under tho operation ojf thp Act 
certain shops that had grown up roimd the railway station, and which, it was 
stated, needed municipal supervision. This was approved by tho l.ieutenant- 
Gfovemor, and a notification revising tho western boundaries of tho Hooghly 
and Chiusuroii Municipality was published in the Calcutta Gazette. These 
orders took effect from tho 1st January 1884. 

66. In March 1883 tho Commissioner of tho Burdwan Division reported 
that the villages Moheshporo, Bughunathporo, Koolloyra, Ghoea, and Toy- 
gharia, which were included in tlio jehanabad Union in the district of 
Hooghly, were purely agricultural villages, and as such were not liable to bo 
assessed to municipal taxes. These villages have therefore been withdrawn 
from the operation of tlie MimicipiJ Act with effect from tlio 1st July 1883. 

67. iTie boundaries of tho union of Porozeporo in tho district of Backer- 
gupge were revised during the year. This union, which was created in 1875, 
con^ted of a part of the village of Porozeporo and two other villages named 
Baerkati and Kumarkbali. In May 1883 tho Cummissioner of the Dacca 
Division recommended that the entire viilogo of Porozeiioi'o, as well as the 
villages of Masimpore and Erislmagur, should bo included in tho union._ _He 
reported that these villages were close to the head-quarters of the sub-division, 
and wore not agrioultural villages, such os ought to lie exempted from the 
operation of tbe Municipal Act. llio proposal received tb(;^.j>aaotion of 
Govemmeut on the ISth August 1883. 
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dS. A wopowl irH ■«!» dfoiog tite yew oacter upati to toiiw<«M 
Hotihan Miiai^pai% tm ^UnCM amed Bdhuim ttod Gh»a}seto> 
amdibeMotihariialcB vbicn tepaHtto* tfasM 'ViUagea from the to«n ol llotf. 
hari. Oiriag to tint oottatnuitian the oonrt'hoaeea and the railway ataliolB 
on the north aido of the lake, the tradmpeiqile ot the tows h^e moved up 
to thie jdaoe. It traa tberafore deemed necea^i^ to indnde within mnsicipu 
limHt theK new imildinga and the railway atatipn. It wa* Teported that the 
TCoposed limits wopld render the municipal area compact and symmetriod. 
^e proposal weis rtmctioned by Government and ,tfae revision took efibot 
firom let October 1883.' 

69. The boundanee ot the Madhubani Municipality in the district of 
Durbhunga were also revised during the year. The revision was m^e with 
the view of including within municipal limits a village called Mahatajgunge 
and portions of two other villages named Bliawia and Supta, where the cutpheryt 
the school-house, the dispensary, the dak bungalow, and some good private 
residences are situated. 

70. Itumu .—The following^ statement shows the receipts of the different

74. The increase under the head of Coruervanep Cets occurred chiefly in 
the Municipalities of Midnapore, Darjeeling, and Naraingungo. There was a 
slight increase under this head inllowrah, Ranipnre Beaulcah, and Khagulpore. 
The increase in Midnapore was duo to the introduction of the Latrines Act 
VI (B.C.) of 1878 to fourteen more mohullahs of Uie town. Owing to tho non- 
obsorvaiico of certain formalities, the introdnetion of the Act in these additional 


mohullahs was considered to have been illegal, and the Commissioners have bee^ 
asked to submit an raplication for the formal extension of part IX of the 
new Municipal Act III (B.C.) of 1884 to these mobullabs. Ko explanation of 
the cause of increase under this head in the Darjeeling Municipality has been 
mven in the annual administration report of the municipality. The increase in 
Naraingunge was due to the enforcement of the Act for the first time in this 
moDuapality during the year. The increase in the cases of tho other muni¬ 
cipalities was duo to the realization of the arrear demands of previous 
years. 

. 76. The increase under tlie head of Tax e» persont was duo to the conver¬ 
sion of tho stations of Jamalpore and Sahibgunge and tho union of Kotechand- 
poTO into second class municipaliries. 

76. The collections under the head of Tax on otoxers of ttomeo and land* 
showed an increase in the municipalities named in 
the margin. The increase in Midnapore was due to 
tho realization of the demand for 1882-83 in 1883-

8,760 being tho capitalized ralue of rent of certain locations taken up for 
public puiposes. An adTanoe of Es. 698 was made by Government to the 
Bali Municipality to enable the Commissioners to meet current expenses ro 
long as they had no funds of their own. Es. 298 of this sum was repaid 
during tile year. 

79. Ineidaioe of rnmt^al taxation .— ^Tho incidence of municipal taxation 
per bead of population was eleven annas one pie during the year. The inct- 
aence of total municipal income from all sources per head of population vras 
fifteen annas and three pie. 

80. Total sum available .—The balance at the close of last yeu as shown 
in the accounts appended to this report was Es. 6,86,529, which added to 
tiio income of tho ;^Br 1883-84 gave a total sum of Es. 35,32,194 available 
ft* expenditure. The total expenditure daring the year amounted to 
Bs. 28,01,356, os shown in the statement below, and the balance at the close of 
the year was Es. 7,30,839.

charges.” Thnre was no rapenditura against stations, as that class of mnaioi- 
pal institutions ceased to exist during the year. 

85. EaUMuhmmt and a/^Uaneeg for exlinguithing firet, —The expenditure 
under this head amounted to Ks. 46,720 against Rs. 18,360 in the prevmus year. 
The increase in the Suburban Municipality alone amounted to Es. 29,502. 
In Howrah the expenditure was less by Es. 4.38. There was an increase of 
Es. 147 in other first class munidpalities and a decrease of Rs. 841 in second 
class municipalities. The increaso in the Suburbs was diie to the cause stated in 
paragraph 79 of the report for 1883-8.3, vis., increased contributions paid by the 
municipality on account of the maintenance of the fire-brigade. Act IV (B.C.) 
of 1883, which repealed the Jute Warehouse and Fire-Brigade Act of 1879, 
came into force on the 16th May 1883. The Commissioner of Police for the 
Town of Calcutta lias been empowered by this Act to maintain an efficient 
firo-brigade for the toiro and suburbs of Calcutta and for the Municipality 
of Howrah, and for this puipi^ the Municipal Commissionots have been 
directed to pay to the Commissioner of Police 80 per cent, of the foes and 
fines levied under the Act. Under the old Act the payments by tlie Suburbs 
on this account were subject to a limit of Rs. 10,000 a year. Daring the 
year 1883 there occurred 19 fires in the Suburbs, and the aggregate value 
of property destroyed in these fires amounted to Rs. 1 1,689. There were 
ten fires in Howrah, destroying property' to the amount of Rs. 768 only. 

86. The expenditure under the head of lighting shows an increase 
of Rs. 10,0,54 over that of the previous jmx. The bulk of the increase 
was incurred in tlie municipalities of Naramgungo and Pooree. There was 
also increased expenditure under this head in the Municipalities of Jessore, 
Darjeeling, Patna, Gya, Mozufleriiorc, Durbhunga, Arrah, and Monghyr. 

87. The expenditure on account of polieo amounted to Rs. 1,05,650 
against Rs. 1,49,622 in the previous year, showing a decrease of Ea 43,972. 
The municipalities of the Suburbs of Calcutta and Howrah are the only 
two municipalities, besides Calcutta, which now bear a jmrtion of the • 
cost of tlie police establisliment of the county. The strength of the Suburlian 
Police consisted of 2 Superintendents, 68 subordinate officers, and 654 
constables. Among the subordinate officers there were 27 Bengalis and 17 
up-countrymen. In tho rank of constables tliero were 64 Bengalis and 573 
up-countiymen. The cost of the force, which amounted to US. 1,48,558 in 
1888, was paid in ctmal proportions by Government and tbu municipality aftei' 
deduction of fees and fines. 

88. Tho Howrah Municipal Police Force consisted of 3 Inspectors, 

3 8ul>-Inspactors, 14 licad-coiistubleH, and 325 constables. The total cost of 
the force, induding office establishment and contingencies, amounted to 
Ks. 44,040. One-fourth of this amount or Rs. 11,010 was pmd by Govern¬ 
ment and three-fonrtlis or Rs. 33,030 were borne by tho municipality. 

89. itainienance of Medical Jnelitutione. —There was an increaso of 
Rs. 16,781 in tho expenditure under this head 
during tho year under report. 'JTic increase 
ocemred in all classes of municipalities and unions 
as shown in the margin. The greater portion of 
the increase in first class monicipalilios occuiTcd in 
tho municipalities of the Suburbs of Galcntta, 
Dacca, Patna, and Pooree. The increase in second 
class municip^tius occurred chiefly in tho Presi¬ 
dency and Kajshahye Divisions.

93. Water-mpplg. —The expenditure under this head was Rs. 8,46,636 
against Es. .34,117 in the provions year. There was no expenditure under this 
head during the year in the municipalities of Howrah and tho Suburbs of Calcutta. 

In tho other first class municipalities in the interior 
of the province, the exjionditure rose from Bs. 30,891 
S,35,049. There was a decrease of Bs. 2,428

Total «. aiasso municiimlitios occurred in Burdwan, Dacca, and 
Darjeeling as shown in tho margin- 

fid. During the yoar under report considerable progress was made in the 
construction of wio Burdwan water-works. The settling tanks, three in number, 


construction of tho Burdwan water-works. The settling tanks, three m number, 
were oomplotod, tlie greater portion of the inping was laid down, and tho 
masonry cloar-wator rosorvoir and two .filter beds were near completion when 
the year dosed. 

95. Tho increase in Dacca was due partly to the repairs of the tunnels 
and filter-beds and pai-tly to tho purchase of lauds for tho purple of extonding 
the water-works. With a view to meet the heavy expenditure which the 
project for extonding the supply of pure drinking water throughout the town 
will involve, tho Commissioners obtained the sanction of Qoverumeut to draw 
Bs. 50,000 from the Water-works Maintonanco Fund, and to raise a loan of 
Bs. 50,000 in the open market The sum of Bs. 50,000 which has been borrowed 
from tho Maintenance Fund was the gift of Hawab Abdool Gunny, ag.!,, 
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Dacca. Doting tbe year Kawab Ashan UUah, tbe son of the fomer noUeniau, 
granted a sum of Bs. 11,000 to the Commiseionera to extoud the -watej-mpply 
to a portion of the town in c^momoratiou of the visit of His j^ysl Highness 
the Duke of Connaught to this country. 

06. Tbe increase in Darjeeling was owing to the extension of tbe water 
service to the Tumsang and Bbo&teu bustees, to the native town, and to the 
sUnghter-bonse. Three additional jhoras or springs wero connected with tbe 
main pipes from Senohal, by which the daily Bupply of water has been raised 
from 69,500 to 75,000 gallons. _ Eight additional hydrants were provided, and 
an auxiliary line of pipes was laid to guard against damage to the main pipes 
during the rains. 

97. The scheme for supplying the municipality’ oi Howrah and the other 
riparian towns lying between Seranipore and Howrah, referred to in paragraph 
ffi of the report for 1883-83, made no advance during the year, owing to the 
question of ways and means not having been settled yet. 

98. The question of the extension of the Calcutta ■water-supply lystem 
to the Suburbs engaged the careful attention of Government daring tiio year. 
One of the great difficulties in the way of the Suburban Commissioners has 
been removed by the Government agreeing to relieve them of throe-fourths 
of the police charges from tlio beginning of tho current financial year. A Bill 
to give efioct to the scheme and to authorise the Commissiunui's to levy a 
water-rate is now before the Legislative Council. 

99. In August 1883 when the Lieutcnaiit-Govonior visited tho town 
of HoogUy, tho Municipal Commissioners presented a memorial to him in 
which they asked the help of Govennnent in providing a supply of filtered 
water for that town. It appears that the idea of a water-supply for Ilooghly 
■was taken from tho arrangements made on tlio opposite side of tho river 
for the supply of filtered water to the largo body of workmen engaged 
upon the Hooghly railway bridge works. It -was reported that tho arrange¬ 
ments there were entirely sueeessful and greatly conduced to the health of the 
workmen. An officer of the Public Works 1 Icpartment was deputed to prepare 
a scheme and to frame estimates of the eost. A preliminary estimate amount¬ 
ing to Ite. 1,80,000 was prepared hy him, but before he could submit his final 
report he died. Since the close of the year tho Commissioners have applied for 
the services of anotiior engineer to complete the scheme, and tho Executive 
Engineer of tho Burdwan Division has been instructed to undertake the duty. 

100. Tho Bhagulporo water-works scheme made little progress dining the 
year in consequence of tho impossibility of raising the necessary funds. Since 
tho close of the year, however, the Lieutenant-Governor has agreed to have the 
■works carried out 1^ Govermnont, tho services of tho officers of tlio PubUo 
Works Department being given free of cost. The works are now in progress, 
and will, it is hoped, be completed, or nearly so, before tho 31 st March next. 

101. The water-supply of the municipalities in the eastern districts of 
Bengal is chiefly drawn from rivers, and is fairly good. 

102. Vomtrvttncy and Busted Improve¬ 
ment .—The expenditure under this hoed 
shows an increase of Ks. 60,312 over 
that of tho previous year. Tlie increase 
took place in all classes of municipalities 
except Howrali and in unions, as shown in 
the margin. 

103. The conservancy provUions 
contained in Part VII of the Municipal

107. During the year Act VI (B.C.) of 1878, which provides for the 
cleansing of all private and public latrines within first class municipalities, was 
extended to certain additional portions of Howrah, to certain mohnllafas of the 
Hooghly and Cbinsurah and the Bampore Beauleah Municipalities, and to 
Patna. The scale of honso-service fees in the Commillah Municipality was 
reduced from 8 to 6 per cent, on the annual valuation of holdings from the 
beginning of tho year 1883-84. Kevised scales of fees were sanctioned for 
the mutiicipalities of the Suburbs of Calcutta and Kislmaghar, and the limits 
of operation of the Act in the fonner municipality was curtailed by the ex¬ 
clusion of rural tracts. The Act was withdrawn from the town of Pumeah. 

108. Thestatement in Appendix B shows the strength of the conservancy 
and latrine establishments employed during tho year 1883-84 in the first and 
second class municipalities in the province. In the matter of the improvement 
of huUes very little progress was made in the Suburbs daring the year. The 
projects for improvmg tho Woolfuthagan and Gmgaram bmtees to which 
reference was made in paragraph 09 of the report for 1882-83 were not 
carried out. The Engineer’s estimates were found faulty and unreliable, 
and he was severeljr censured. Suhscqnontly, the Engineer resigned the 
service of the municipality, and the work of framing proper and correct 
estimates after actual measurements was entrusted to the ward overseer. The 
(piestion of improving the Kalighat hustee or blocks of huts surrounding and abut¬ 
ting on the tomplo of KaU was before the Commissioners since the year 1880, but 
beyond having the temple-yard paved and the hmdu or sacred tank on the 
east of the temple cleaned out and repaired nothing has up to this time been 
done to improve the hutUe. 

109. In the Howrah Municipality the buateet maiginally noted, covering an 

„ , , ni. « area m 170 bighas of land, wero inspected by a 

fiAJutoiu. ooiAiMm. salM»)mxnittee of the Comniissionertif and notices 

wereissuedunder section 265 of the Art, afterproper 
“ medical enqufcy, to the owners to drain and other¬ 

wise improvo them. The action of the Commissioners however has been in some 
degree fettered by a decision of the High Court in the case of Baboo Qobindo 
1^1 Seal and others venui tho munioipuity of Howrah. In this case the plain¬ 
tiffs were owners of a 5t»ie< called Ba^parrah, wliich was in so insanita^ a 
condition as to he highly prejudicial to the health of the inhabitants. The Mimi- 
cipal Commissioners on the report of the Sanitary Commissioner for Bengal and 
tho Civil Surgeon of Howrah called upon the owners by notices under section 266 
of ArtV (B.C.j of 1876 to cany oat the recommendations of the medical inspector* 
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Parti of tiieae ovdeza were oompUad with, but the ownen reftued io canr ont 
the order to widen the lane rnnning through the buttee, and the Maiifci|iai 
CommuBionera finding them contumacioue proceeded to do the work themeelvee, 
and to recover the coat from the plaintiffa, who thereupon inatitated luite 
agiunat the CommissionerB in the Court of the Judge of HoogU^. The 
deciaion of the Judge was in favour of the municipality, but the plaintrSs 
appealed to the High Court and auoceeded in having the judgment of the 
lower court reveraed. 

110. In the Serampore Municipality, the Bishra tuaiee, which belongs to 
Gkivemment and which was in an insanitary condition, was leased to the 
owners of the Hastings Jute Mills, who improved it considerably during 
the year by levelling the ground, coustructing long lines of huts for their 
worsen avith open oon^unds and broad roaiEi, and providing suitable 
latrines and good tanks. The Cbampdani bmtee, which was in a very Mthy 
state and where cholera prevailed severely in 1883, having been accidentally 
burnt, was improved by tno manager of the mill situated in the biutte, who 
has also constructed a covered reservoir in which the condensed water 
of the mill is filtered, and then supplied to the workmen. 

111. The following table snows the proportion of total income spent

The increase occurred in the first and second class muni¬ 
cipalities, except Howrah and the Suburbs of Calcutta, and in Unions. The

115. Tho sohome for draining the town of Gya, which commenced with great 
promise, was brought to a standstill during the year by the discovery of errors 
na tho levels, and a systomatie survey and taking of levels in detail are report^ 
to be now necessary Wore any further progress can bo made in this work. 
A proposal for improving tho drainage system of the town of Mozuffeimore wsis 
under the consideration of tho Commissioners daring fhe year, and levels of 
the dr^B were taken for tho purpose.

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117. PuiSe tommimce .—Tbe espenditoie under this head amoanted to 
Be. 6}7€f486 against Hs. 6]30|180 in the previous 
year. ^ There was increased expenditure in the 
municipalities of the Suburbs of Calcutta and Howrah 
and in second class municipalities, and decreased 
expenditure in the other first class municipalitiea in 
the interior and in unions and stations. The table 
in the margin shows in detail the amount of increase 
and decrease in the various classes of institutions. 

118. Under the provisions of section 32 of the 
Bengal Municipal Act, 1876, the Armstrong road 
in the Poorco municipality and a portion of the 
Kumtowl road in the Durbhuuga municipaUty 
Netinci™. ... 48,306 Were transferred to the charge of District Boad 
- Committoes. 

119. The success of tramways in Calcutta created a desire in the inhabi¬ 
tants of important mofnssil towns, such us Patna, Howrah, and other places, 
to have similar facilities for quick locomotion in their towns also; but os Act I 
(B.C.) of 1880 was aspecim Act passed for Calcutta and the Saborbs, a 
general Act applicable to all the territories under the Government of Bengal 
was passed during the year. Soon after the passing of this Act on application' 
was received from Mr. Gilbert Finlayson of Bankipote, contractor, for the 
construction of a lino of tramway in the city of Patna. The application 
received the sanction of the Lieutenant-Governor on the 28th .lonuary 1884, 
and the articles of agreement entered into between Mr. Finlayson and the 
Municipal Commissioners of Patna wore published in tlio CaienWi Gazette of 
the 30m idem. Kndcavonrs were made to raise a Company to work the con¬ 
cession, hut they have unfortunately been so far unsuccessful. 

120. The completion and ’ opening of the lino of tramway across the 
Calcutta maidan, from the Kidderporu bridge to Dhurrumtolloli, raised the 
question whether the provisions of Act I (B.C.l of 1880, or those of Act III 
(B.C.) of 1883, would govern the working of tnis line. It was manifest that 
Act I of 1880 could not properly apply to this new lino, as it only contem¬ 
plated the construction of tramways by routes lying within tlio jurisdiotion of 
the two municipalities of Calcutta and the Suburbs respectively, and it was not 
intended that its provisions should apply to any part of the province which lay 
outside the jurisdictions of the Calcutta Corjioration or the Municipal Commis¬ 
sioners for the Suburbs. The maidnn being outside the jurisdiotion of both 
tliese municipalities, the provisions of the Calcutta Tramways Act, 1880, could 
not apply to the line of tramway between DhuruintoIIah and Kidderpore 
bridge. The construction of the Ime might have been govornod by the pro¬ 
visions of the Bengal Tramways Act, III (B.C.) of 1883, wliich applies to all 
tramways not under Actl (B.C.) ofl880, but it was found to ho inconvenient for 
administrative purposes that the former Act should apply to the maidan, which 
was really, though not toehnieally, a part of Calcutta, and there was the 
further difficulty that the Kiddorporo-DIiun'iimtollah Tramway had actually been 
constructed and opened for truffio without the issue of any order under section 3 
of the Act, and without making any agreement. I'he Act did not provide for 
the issue of an ordor in respect of a tramway which was already con¬ 
structed. Under these circumstances, it was considered dosirablo to pass a short 
Act amending Act I (B.C.) of 1880, and providing— 

(IJ that for the purposes of the Act, the Maidan, Fort, &e., shall bo 
considered to be part of Calcutta; and 
(2) that in respect of tho area so included, tho Goyornment of Bengal 
shall exercise all the functions wliich are vested by the Act 
in the Corporation of Calcutta and tho Suburban Municipal 
Commissioners respectively. 

Tho Act was passed sinco the close of the year and has become law as 
Act II (B.C.) of 1884. 

121. It was a subject of frequent complaints by visitors and residents 
of Darjeeling that there was no rule or law by which the porters and dandee- 
walMi m that station could bo contollod. To supply this wiuit Act y_(B.C.) 
of 1883 was passed dm'ing tho year, and extended to the Daijeeling Municipality 
wito efEect from the I5th Juno 1883.

124. JitL Powree 5,821 Ubi^ affording aoeommodation for 7,788 lodgers 
wore registered dorii^ the j^ear under 226 licenses. The receipts from foes 
and fines amounted to Bn. ii,5w, and there was an opening balance of Bs. 3,903. 
The total amount arailable fur expenditure was therefore Bs. 8,483, The 
charges under all headsj iaolnding the sum of Bs. 4,000 which the Committee 
made over to the municipality for purposes of conseruaincy add sanitation,' 
amounted to Bs. 7,042, The total number of prosecutions instituted iind» 

. the Act was 74 against 22 in the preceding year. Convictions were obtained in 
55 coses, in 16 cases the defendants were acquitted. Mid 4 cases wore pending 
at the dose of the year. Tho fines realized amounted to Bs. 463-8. Tho 
pilgrim hospital at Pipli is the only dispensary now maintained from the 
Lodging-House Fund. The di.<paua!^ at Poores was maintained by tho 
municipality. During the year ftie Pipli Dispensary gave relief to 113 indoor 
patients and 1,688 out-patients. The cost to the Lodging House-Fund for the 
support of the institution amounted to Bs. 778-12-7. The amount of the Govern¬ 
ment contribntiott was Bs. 303-6. The cost di dieting each indoor patient was 
one arma six (nes. Two vaccinatoi'S at Bs. 10 each per mensem were enter¬ 
tained from tho fund for a period of tliree months to carry on vaccination 
in tho town of Pooreo. The inspection of the lodging-houses was conducted 
by the Health Officer with tho assistance of a mohurir of his office during the 
four principal festivals of the Kuthiutra, Doljatra, and Pandiak and Makarjatras, 
wheu the influx of pilgrims into the town was groat. The inspection of the 
inside of the temple vras made by tho Hindoo members of a sub-committee 
appointed for the purpose. 

125. In Gya 452 licenses were issued during the year for the aoocommo- 
dation of 15,558 lodgers against 528 Uoonses issued during the preceding 
year for 19,204 pilgrims. The docreaso was due to the inauspicious character 
of tho year and insufficient rainfall, which compelled the agricultural classes 
of Bengal and tho Upper Provinces to remain at their hpmep. The receipts 
of tho fund, including a balance of Bs. 7,592, which remained at the close of 
the previous year, amounted to Bs. 19,470. The total expenditure of theyear 
was Bs. 18,665. Twonty-ono cortificatos under section 6 of Act IV (B.G.) of 
1871 were granted against 56 in the previous year. Tho decrease is re¬ 
ported to be due to tho fact that almost all the houses in the tows, in which 

' pilgrims are lodged, liave already been certified as fit to be lodging-houses. 
There '-were 23 prosecutions instituted during tho year and fines amounting 
toTis. 121-8 were realized. Tho Committee of the Uodging-Houso fund contri¬ 
buted a sum of Bs. 17,182 to the municipality for drainage and conservancy of 
the town and for the construction of a new pilgrim hospital. Two licenses were 
withdrawn during the year under section 20 of the Aet for failure on tho part 
of jfiio owners to keep tlieir houses in proper repair. The health of tho 
.,|alj;rims was comparatively good, and there was no r^idemic outbreak of 
eholera or small-pox. The few cases of. cholera which came under notice 
were personally visited by tho Health Officer, Dr. Maclood, and under his ins¬ 
tructions sulphur fumigation was onforood. The Committee consisted of three 
official and tureo non-official members. They met only twido during the year, 
and dosed it with a balance of Its. 80S in hand. 

126. Id Deoghur 137 licenses were issued against 12S iu the preyious 
year. The receipts of the fund, including a balance of Bs. 647, amounted 
to Bs. 1,234 and the expenditure to Bs. 633. A sum of Ks. 350 was spent 
in improving tho water-supply of the'tovm, and Bs. 210 were mtde over 
to the municipality for purposes of conservancy and medical charity. The 
fund was administered during the year by a Committee consisting of 
two official and three non-efficial members with the sub-divisional officer as 
Chairman. They held five meetings. 

127. In Oolooberioh there wore 40 applications leceived during the 
year for'licenses, but in two cases they were refused,, as the applicants were 
reported by the H^th Officer not to have bed sufficient accommodation in

iwuad during; the year was therefore 37. Ihe total receipts of (fro fund, 
jineladinff the balanoe of Bs. U, which remained at the close of 1882-63, 
amountM to Bs. 522. The expenditure amoduted to Bs. 377, learing a balance 
of Bs. 145.* The pommissioDor of the Burdwan Dirision inspected the tpwn 
in Noyember 1883, and reported that he, was pleased wfth tho improve¬ 
ment that had taken place sittce tho introduction of the Act. During the ■ 
year an atteurot was made by - some of the lodging-house keepers at Ooloo- 
oeriab to evaae the law as regards the taking out of licenses by keeping 
lodgers during tho day only, and sending them away at sunset.' Section 7 
of Act IT of 1871 proscribed tiiat the owner of any house not licensed • 
as a lodging-house under tho Act, who shall receive any lodger in such 
house sludl be punislied with a fine of Bs. 2 for every lodger for each 
night daring any part of which such lodger shall be an inmate of such house. 
To guard against evasions of this kind, the Act was anionded during the year, 
and owners of lodging-houses are now i-cquired to toko out licenses whether 
they accommodate lodgers by day or by night. The Amending Act was 
pas^ by the Bengal Legislative Council on tho 2dth Janngry 1884, and is , 
numbered I of 1884. It received the aswnt of the Glovcrnor-Oenoral oil the 
1st March 1884. 

128. No report of the working of tho Act has lieon received from Eanoe- 
gungo and Oarbetta for 1883-84, as it was not in force in these towns through¬ 
out tho year. In Danton tho operation of the Act has been suspended pending 
tho introduction of the local self-government measnro, as the income likely 
to be raised under the Act would bo too small to boar the cost of improve¬ 
ments in the water-supply and sanitary condition of the town. 

129. JjiberaUtg of private gmiUmm. —The Kberality of Mr. Dear, of 
Monghyr, in bearing the whole cost of a building for the Monghyr Hospital 
was notiood in paragraph 86 of the report for 1882-83. During the year 
nhder report that genueman gave another instance of his generosity by Cor¬ 
ing, to Wid at his own cost a clock tower to tho Fort of Monghyr. The 
plans and estimates of the work were prepared by tho local engineering 
officers of Qovemmont, and approved by the Ihiblio Works Department. The 
bufiding is now in course o^ construction. 

130. Baiah Surjya Kantha Acharjea Chowdhry Bahadoor of Mookta- 
gacha, in the district of Mymensingh, proposed on the occasion of his investi¬ 
ture with the title of “ Bajaii Bahadoor” to dovoto a sum of Bs. 20,000 for the 
building of a Town Hall at Nussiiabad, tho chief tovm of the district, and 
with this view he deposited during the year in the local treasury Bs. 10,000 
in tho name of tho Ma^trate of the district. 

ISl. During the year another native nobleman, Knmar Girija Nath Boy, 
of Dinagepore, offered to spend tho sum of Bs. 20,000 for extending the 
drainage scheme throughout the whole of the town.

2. Chttitgeft m ihe Co> 7 >cra/w)«.—'During tlio vem' under JTport several 
changes took place in the personnel of tho Municipal Coraiiussion. Six Com- 
niissionors appointed by Government rosignod their s(»ats. To fill up llujir 
places five gentlemen were apiminted, and one seat romaincrl vacant wluui the 
year closed. This has siiico boon filled up. 

Of the elected Commissioners four resigned during the year and four 
were elected. 

Besides tho above, 81 elected and 4 nominated Commissioners submitted 
their resignations in iHHisoqucnco of the appointment of a Commission under 
section 28 of Act IV (B.C.) of 1876. Of those, 20 ^cnllomon, who offered 
themselves for ro-oleetion, were again returned as Comniissioiiers. ^ 

3. Twenty-four general meetings were held by the Commissioners during 
tho yc»r, of winch 16 were special general meetings, 3 wore quarterly, and 6 
wore s}>ocial meetings. Of Standing Committees there were 3 20 meetings, and 
of Special Committees 22 meetings. Tho Town Council met 49 times, tho 
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Water-supply Extension Committee 9 times, tUo Bustee and Tank Committee 
20 times, the Market Committee 9 times, and the Sanitary Committee 3 times. 
The total number of attendances at meetings amounted to 2,116 out of 4,520, 
the maximum number possible. 

4, Wurk of ike Toton Council .—The Town Council dealt with a lartre 
number of matters of varying degrees of importance. Among others were the 
arrangements made for the repayment of the debentures of 18(i4, the carrying 
out of miscellaneous improvements in the town, chiefly consisting of the exten¬ 
sion and widening of roads, the steps taken to provide more commodious 
hackucy carriages, prosentaiion of addresses to Lord Ripon on the eve of his 
departure from India, and to Lord Dufferiu on liis arrival in Calcutta, provision 
of additional establishment for extending vaccination operations owing to the 
provuloncu of small-pox, and the permanent appointment of an officer for tho 
inspection of articles of food and drink.

Against tho debenture loans the Commissioners had a sinking fund of 
the iiojuinul value of Es. 25,69,385. A dobenturo loan of Es. 25,62,100 Iwnir- 
iiig interest at 6 per cent, foil duo on the 3l8t December 1881, and was roj)aid 
by tlio Municipm Commissioners, tlic sinking fund being used up for this pur- 
j)oso. The operations for paying off tho matured debentures were very success¬ 
fully carried out. During tlio year the Coiumissionors borrowed Us. 15,00.000 
by debentures bearing interest at 5 per cent, for the extension of the drainage 
and water-works, and a temporary loan of lis. 6,00,000, without interest, was 
obtaiiiod from Goveminont.

The expenditure from the General Fund exceeded the receipts by Ra. 

This included Its. 32,498, being an instalment credited to the Reserve 
Fund on aceeunt of 1883-84, which was not paid within that year. The 
expenditure from the Wnter-rale Fund exceeded the receipts by Rs. J 6,070, 
and the Lighting-rate Fund had a deficit of Rs. 18,957. 

8. State of the Special /ioirf*.—There are certain funds not iiiclndcd 
in the above statements which arc maintained for special pui'poscs. The 
receipts of the FoUec-raie Fund during the year amounted to Rs. 2,85,418, 
and the disbursements made to the Commissioner of Police amounted to 
Rs. 2,83,250. Including the opening balance of the year, Rs. 24,622, there 
remained a sum of 11s. 26,700 in hand at the close of the year., The receipts of the 
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Jute Wan-hmK Fmd amounted to Re. 33,381; 80 per cent, of Bs. 18,633, 
was payable to tbo Oommumoner of Police for maintenance of the fire-brigade. 
After mooting collection and inspection charges, there was a snrplus of 
Rs. 1,031, which was credited to the Oenoral Fund. The receipts of the 
Haetmiy Carriagt Registration Fund amounted to Rs. 15,384, out of which 
Kb. 5,767 were expended on account of establishment and other charges, 
leaving a surplus of Rs. 13,618. The receipts of the Cart Registratim Fund 
amounted to Rs. 73,133, and the charges to Rs. 5,503, leaving a surplus of 
Rs. 60,600. The Marnus Legacy Fund had 4 per cent. Government securities 
to the value of Rs. 70,000 and a cash balance of Rs. 4,375. The Chitpore Road 
had a balance of Us. 11,969 at the commencement of the 
year. The expenditure for the acquisition of land amounted to Rs. 34,531, 
thus oxccuding the amount at credit by Rs. 11,053, which was to be made 
good from the General Fund. 

9. Working of the various fleparimimts of the MunieipaUlg. —The gross 
demand made by the Bill Department amounted to Rs. 33,59,683, against 
Rs. 31,93,045 in 1888-84. The outstanding balance on .Slat March 188.5 was 
Rs. 63,545, os compared with Rs. 67,340 in the previous ymr. It is stated 
tliat this outstanding balance would have been reduced to Rs. 31,968, had not 
bills to the amount of Rs. 31,577 he m returned by the Collector and AVarrant 
Officer a few days before the end of the last quarter of tlm 3 ’e.ar. Of the total 
demand of the year, the Collector rcalizod 91 "03 per cent., against 92 24 per 
cent, in the previous year. In the AV^arrant Department the outstandings 
amounted to Its. 46,105, against Rs. 44,849 at tho end of l,'< 33 -', 4 . 

10. The receipts under the head of license fees aggregated Ks. 4,85,104, 
as compared with Ks. 4,94,735 in tho previous year, and the decrease is attri¬ 
buted to slackness of trade. Trade and profos.sion licenses are shown to have 
yielded Ks. 2,64,183; carriage and horse licenses Ks. 99,744 ; tr.ido refuse 
fecs Rs. 36,944; hacikncy carriage registration fees Ks. 14,953; and cart 
registration fees Rs. 73.263. 

11. Law suits. —The Corporation were engaged as phiintlil's in seven civil 
suits, of which two had been ])cndmg from the previous year. I'hrcc suits were 
decreed in favour of tho (.'orporation, two suits were referred to arhitration, 
and two suits were peiiiling when tho year closed. Jl was stated in the reitort 
for 1883-84 that Baboo Nuiido Lai hoso, owner of No. (i5, Baghbazar Street, 
applied to tlio High Court, praying for tho issue of a writ of ecrWrirari against the 
i-imimisiiionors in the matter of the asscssineiit of his house. But Mr. Ju.st.ioi.' 
I’igot held that tho llieh Court htid no power to issue such a writ against the 
Commissioners. Buhoo Nnndo l^nl Bose preferred an ajipcal from that order, 
and tho Appellate Bench held that the Conimis-sioncrs had not hcen guided by 
tho piinciplo laid down in section 104 of tho Calcutta Municipal Act. 'I he 
order of the lower court was reversed, and the rate nisi for the certiorari against 
the CommissioiKirs was made absolute. In ono case the Cumnussioners laid to 
defend in the Police Court a charge brought against them for causing a 
nuisance by filling up a tank with street refuse. 'I'ho Magistrate, after making 
a personal insi)CCtion of the locality, dismissed the charge on tho ground that 
the Corporation had taketi the best means in their jmwer to abate the serious 
danger to public health caused t>y tho filthy tank. In the criminal courts, 
16,590 persons wore prosecutii'd for various offences, against 12,387 in 
188,3-84. In the license Department tho fines imposed amounted to 
Rs. 5,188. in tho Consorvaney Depiutment to Rs. 4,780, and in the Iloalth 
Ofiicsjr’s Department to Rs. 3,321. Prosecutions under the Vaccinution Act 
were for the first time instituted in tho Police Court; the number of summons 
issued was 358, and the amount of fines imiriscd was Ks. 82 only. 

12. Meteorology of the year. —The year 1884 was characterized by drought 
and abnormally high temperature in the earty months ; a temperature of lOS-T'F. 
was registered about tbo middle of April. The rainfall was below the overage, 
viz. 62'61 inches against 06"38, the average of tho preceding 48 years. 
During tho first four months hardly any rain fell. There was a nse in 
prices of food, but thei'e was no distress in the town. 

13. Vital Statislies. —The vital statistics of the town have been drawn up 
for tho calendar year 1884 instead of for the official year 1884-85. This 
change was recommended by the Army Sanitary Commission, so that the 
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liealth BtatisticB of Calcutta may easily b© comparable %nth the sanitary records 
of other to'^a and countri^ of the civilized world. The number of births 
registered was 8,290 as compared with 7,434 in 1883, and 6,986 the mean of 
the preceding decade. The ratio of registered births per 1,000 of population 
was 19*1 as compared with 17*1 in 18«3. The average birtb-rato in England 
is 84*4 per mille. The registration of births was comparatively satisfactory, 
and showod results better than those of any year of which there is record, 
though it is apprehended that birth re^'sti-ation in Calcutta is still imperfect. 
Among the various races, the recorded birth-rates per mille wtsro—

14. The number of deaths recorded during 1884 was 13,256 as com^iarod 
with 12,325 in 188Jf, giving a death rate of 30.5 per mille against 28‘4, Tho 
yciur 1884 was exceptionally uahealtl))" in two respects: thoro w*as a severe 
outbreak of cholera ill the rnontliH of March, April, and May, causing 1,616 
deaths against a mean ligure for the same months for the jirevious 14 years of 
605. Small-pox al.'<c> pr<!vnilcd to an unusual extent, cau.sing 478 deaths against 
73 in ISSl and 17 in 1882. 

15, Appointment of a Commi!iniuu muter seefinn 28, Act IV (li.C.) of 1876.— 
In the beginning of July 18H4 a mciuorial, signed by the Honourable U. »S. 
Cuuningluim and 1,011 other residents of the town of Calcutta, was jiroaciitod 
to the IJeutinumt-Oovornor, ]>raying th.at a Cominissiiin may be appointed 
undcT Hcctinn 28, Act IV (U.C.) of lo7(>, to enquire into the sanitary condition 
of I ho town. The uicinoriulistH urged (1) that the stepH taken by the Com- 
inissiuners for the gcricrul sanitary improvciiiiont of the tovvn were inadequate; 
{2) that tho mortality of March and Ajiril 1884, eK])e(UHlIy that from cholciu 
and smalhpox, wus of an ahnornml and ularming character, and that tlu^re was 
a likolihoo<l »»f the ivcniTcncc tho mortality in the succeeding }'ciir; and (3) 
that the Cominissionerit uk a ho<ly were not qiutlifu'd to judge of the special 
sanitary measures most immediately required, or to realize the res|x>nsi- 
hility under wJiich Diey lay as regards tho condition of the unhealthy 
portions <»f the <‘.ity. This memorial w;is forwardocl to the CommisslonerK, 
with the ixMjuest th.at no time should hh lost in preparing a comprohensivo 
sclnane for, iirst, the thoi*ougli saiiitaiy improvement, and secondly, f»ir the 
struetunil impi*ovcmont of the streets of Ihetown. Ti» this object the Govoni' 
meat of Jhengal invited their eo-ojicration, and proposed t(» appoint a(!\»nnnissioii, 
of which tlic Chairman of tho Corporation would he tho President, and 
of which the mem hers would bo two* of their own lM»dy nominated 
by tho Commissioners, with two medical ofiicers, an engineer and a 
non-official European gentleman to he nominated by Government. It was 
pointed out that the duty of tho Commission would be not to sit in judg¬ 
ment upon the protioodings of tlie Cominissioncrs, but to draw up (1) for each 
section of the town a complete stdicmc for tho rcclaniution of hustcos, tho 
tilling up of tanks, tlie provision of water-supply, suiface drainage and tlio 
liko, and 12) for the whole town such n Nclicme of structural improvements in 
the way of opening up of new streets and straightening or enlarging existing 
streets, as might come within the limits of tho prohahle financi.'il n’sourcos of 
tho Corporation. The Commissioners rejected tho proposal madi5 by Govern¬ 
ment, and tho Lieutenant-Governor was therefore obliged to accede to the 
prayer contained in tlie memorial, and accordingly on the 14th August 1884 
a Commission, under section 28 of Act IV (It.C.J of 1870, was appointed, 
consisting of— 

(11 The Sanitary Commissioner for Bengal. 

(2) A member to bo appointed by tho Cominiasionors in meeting 

within thirty days of the date of the Goverument notilicatiou, 
or in their default by the Lieutcniint-Govornor. 

(3) The Hun’blc U. Beverley of tho Bengal Civil Service. 
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16. The members of the Commission were requested to report whether 
they wore of opinion that tho cleaning and the cooHorvancy of the town wore 
defoctiVO to an extent likely to be prejudicial to tho health of tho inhabitants 
<»f tho town, or of any part thereof; and if they should be of such ojnniou, 
to specify in thoir report what further prt>vi8ion should be made for tho 
cleaning and conservancy of the town up to tlio end of 1885-86, and to 
submit an ostiniato of the cost of tho said further provision. Tho Commis¬ 
sioners scloctod as their nomineo Mr. IT. J. S. Cotton, of tho Bengal Civil 
Service. 

17. Tho Commission concluded thoir enquiry in the month of January 
last, and submitted their report on tho 19th of that month. 

18. Tlio Commission, while giving the Commissioners every credit for the 
way in whicli th(?y liad controlled theur hnancos, wore of opinion that tho 
expenditure for the cleaning and conservancy of tfio town had not been on a 
scale commensurate with its requu'eiuents. They held 58 meetings, took 
the evidonce of a number of witnesses, who came forward to testify regarding 
the work of the Corporation, and visited nearly all the bustees and <jthcr 
insanitary parts of tho town, Tho fullounng is a smumury of their principal 
recommendations:—

IV. —That tlio supervision of Jiousti draiuage bo improved. 

V.—That the underground system of drainage be extended t * 
llastiugs. 

VI.—That the drainage of Bugh Baxar bo taken into ciarly consider¬ 
ation. 

Vll.—That the IMahratta Ditch bo oblitoratod. 

In regard to Waicr-Hupplg tlio Commission rocoimuondcd— 

VIII.—That gi’eater woiioiny bo exercised in tho use of filtered w'atei 
for road watering and tiusliing drains and latrinc.s, 

IX.—That more stand-pipes bb erected in lutsU^es. 

X.—That the extension works bo pushed on as rapidly as possible. 

XI.—That more nipid progress ho made in the distribution of unliltci - 
ed wati'r in tho princijial streets. 

Xll.—That foul tanks bo iillcd as fast as possible under tho pros<mt 
system. 

XIII. —That foul tank.s which cannot be filled be dewatered and guarded 

in tho hot season. 

XIV. —That section 283 of Act IV (B.C.) of 1870 Ixj more strictly

MUNICIl’ALITIKS IN THE INTERIOR OF THE PROVINCE. 

1!». During the year 1884-8.) great changes wore introduced in tho law 
which regulated tho |)roe.cdurc for tho administration of municipalities in 
Reugal. The old Municipal Act V (11.0.) of 1870 was repealed by Act III 
(IS.C.) of 1884. This Act was passed by the Uongol Legislative Council on 
the 4th April 1884, and it received the assent of His Excellency tho Govenior- 
Coiw siniowii. Oeiieial on the loth of that month. By a 

AiVi'snx. notification, dated tho iiOth April 1884, the 

Act was brought into force on the 1st August following. The first and tho 
most noteworthy innovation that was introduced by this enactment was the 
bestowal of the privilege of electing their representatives in the Municipal 
Board to the rate-i).ayerH living within municipal limits. IVo-thirds of tho 
number of Commissioners of each municipality as fixed by Government were to 
he eUictod by tho rate-payers, tho remaining one-third being nominated by 
Government. A copy of tho notification fixing 
■ the number of Cominissioncrs for each municipality, 

constituted before the passing of the new Act, is annexed. 

20. Introduciiou of the dee tine ei/aUiH. —This system of electing Municipal 
Commissioners by the votes of the townspeople, which was in force in previous 
years in only tho three mimicipnlitios of Scrampore, Burdwau, and Kishn^hur, 
was introduced during tho year under roijort m all tho municipalities in the

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21. Tho next change which was eftected by the now law in the former 
state of things was the abolition of all distinctions in the classification of mnni- 
cipalities. The new Act provides only for ono class of manioipality instead 
of two ns formerly; and “ unions ” and “ stations ” have ceased to exist The 
latter had fallen into dhsase before tho passing of the now Act, while the class 
of municipal institutions called “unions” under the Act of 1876, which 
wore in most cases essentially rural in their character, have now been with¬ 
drawn from the operation of muuioipal laws. 

22. Thofirst clectionof Commissioners in all Uie municipolitios, oxcoptthose 

situated in the distriots of llooghly

election rules are appended. 

24. Ojtinion of locat officers on the elections, —After the elections were 
over a circular was issued to nil Commissioners roijuesting them to submit 
a {reneral report as to tho results of the elections held in their respective 
dixTsions, showing tho proportion of voters who exercised the fraiicliisc to 
registered rato-jiaycrs, tho cliiss of men elected, and the general working 
of the system of personal attendance and ivm voce voting. From tho 
reports received, it appears that throughout the province a general interest was 
displayed by tho people in tho election proceedings, specially in towns at the 
head-quarters of districts and in those which arc contiguous to tho metropolis 
of Calcutta. Tho attendance at tho polling stations was vciy satisfactory, and 
in some places devices and decuriitions were put up on tlie day of the elections. 
There is a general consensus of opinion among the district ollicers that the 
system of vivd voce voting was well suited to the cirimmstunces of tho country. 
In the Suburbs of Calcutta, whore the ehastions wore conducted by moans of 
voting papers, the procoi'diiigs were more dilatory, and in the ciises of illiterate 
voters there was risk of the votes being obtained by misi'iqiri'sentation. The 
Magistrate of the 24-1‘ergunnahs thus writes in lus report on tho Suburban 
elections;—

“ It was not to 1)0 expected that so lai-go an undertaking as this (probably 
indeed the lnrgc.st of its kind which has ever been attempted in India), 
unfamiliar as it was in its nature to almost all—candidates, voters or establish¬ 
ments—concerned in it, could possibly bo conducted without the slightest error, 
misunderstanding or failures. Our registers, which wore prepared in 17 days 
w'ith groat labour, were far from being perfectly accurate, and methods of 
procedure of doubtful expediency w'bcii begun had to be continned ratlior than 
that change sliould be made which might lead to greater inconveniences. It 
is inqiossiblo for us to say that experience has had no lessons to teach us, and 
has failed to show us errors, which, on another occasion, may bo avoided; but 
I believe that tlie work has been done ns well os could have been reasonably 
expected under all tho circumstances. 

“ I have already referred to the lessons to he taught ns by tlie experience 
of these elections. 'Iho chief of these, in my opinion, is that the system of 
voting papers is -not well adapted to a body of electors, a large number of 
whom are illiterate and of a low class. It is open to much abuse, and in 
practice has been found to pve much trouble and occasion for objection and 
dispute. In the mofussir elections, the apprehensions of those who have 
thought that voters of the higher classes would not assemble at the poll with 
those of tho lower have proved to bo without foundation, and I would advise 
that in future the system of oral voting should bo adopted in tho Suburbs also, 
p<.>lling plui-es being multiplied so as to meet the couvenienco of tlie electors. 
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In some other points—for example, the nominaladn of candidates—I think the 
Suburban rules are better than t he others.” 

“ In conclusion, it lias Ratified me to find that whatever shortcomings and 
enurs may have boon committed in the conduct of the elections, the results 
appear to have been generally accepted as satisfactory by tho public. I see 
no reason to doubt that the goutlomon elected will prove valuable and efficient 
Commissioners. The only matter which I see reason to regret is that more 
activity and interest have not been shown by tho European and Mabomedan 
communities.” 

20, Heault of ike eleetions .—Tho statement below shows the number of 
registered rate-payers and votcra and the number of persons who actually voted, 
the number of elected Commissioners, and their professions:— 
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Kcgarding the personal qualifications of tho persons elected, the district 
and divisional oflicors are of opinion that in every place the successful candi¬ 
dates are well fitted by intelligence, acquaintance with business, and respi-ct- 
ability for the post of Municipal ('ommissioners. The present election will stand 
good for three years. The new Imdy of Commissioners in general entered upon 
uioir work from the beginning of tho year 1885-80. 

26. Number of Muniei/ialilies .—Inclusivo of the Suburban Municipality, 
the number of municipalities in the interior of the province was 129 
against 127 in the previous year. Tho incroaso of two in tho number of 
municipalities was owing to tho establishment of a new municipality at the hend- 
quartcra of the district of Khulna, and the conversion of the union of Julpigoreo 
into a municipality. On the 2Cth April 1884, Mr. Harrow, tho Magistrate of 
Kliulna, submitted a proposal for the creation of a municipality at tho head-quar¬ 
ters of tho district. lie stated that as the place was rapidly uicroasiug in 
pojmlation, and now houses wore continually being built, no delay 
should be allowed to take place in assuming control over Hio town in 
order to prevent encroachment on roads and tho commission of nuisances by 
tho large number of workmen congregated in the place for building 
oporations. Accordingly a notification was published in the Cahnlln Gazette 
of tlio 20th May 1884, declaring tho intention of tho Lioutenaiit-Qoyornor 
to constitute the town of Khulna, comprised of the villages of Khulna 
with Koylaghat and Hclatola, Bauiokhamar, Tootjmra, Gobarcliaka 
with Shekhpura, Noornagar, Bhibbati with Cbaiabati, and Chota Boyra 
with Bariapara, with eflect from tho 1st July 1884, unless good reasons 
were sliown to the contrary within one month from tho date of the publication 
of tho notification within the town. Some petitions of objection against tho 
measure were presented by the inhabitants of the village of Oobarchaka 
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Shekhpara and Noomagar, and it appeared on enquiry that most of the inhabi¬ 
tants of those Tillages were agriculturists. It was thereiore decided to exclude 
them from tlie limits of the proposed municipality, and the rest were formed 
into a municipality with eSoot from the Ist October 1884. As the muni¬ 
cipality was ostablislied in a newly-created district wh-re public 
opinion was comparatively feeble, and education was in a backward state, 
an elective constitution has nut been granted to it, but the Commissioners 
have been allowed to elect their own Chairman. The number of Commis¬ 
sioners has been fixed at fifteen under section 18 of Act 111 (B.C.) of 1884. 

27. The town of Julpigoree, whicli was a union under the old Municipal 
Act, was created a municipality under section 8 of the Act with oHoct from 
the Ist April 1885. The name of the nmnicipality has been entered in both 
the first and second schedules of the Act, ana the number of (Jommissiouers 
has been fixed at twelve. 

28. Of the remaining 51 unions, which were in existence on the Slst 
March 1884, the following have been recommended by the Commissioners 
ooncemod for erection into municipalities:—

29. Since tlie close of the year, orders have been passed extending the 
provisions of the now Municipal Act to the towns of Porosepore in the district 
of Backergungo, and Tikaree and Dandnugger in the district of Gya. The 
names of these municipalities have been inserted in both the first and 
second schedules of the Act. The number of Commissioners for Perozopore 
has been fixed at ten and for the other two at twelve each. The Act 
came into force at Perozopore from the Ist July 1885, and in Takaree and 
Daudnugger from the 1 st October last. 

.30. In October 1884, the Commissioner of Bui-dwan submitted a proposal 
for the creation of a municiiiality at Assousole, a station on the East 
Indian Bailway- It was stated that the concentration of the railway 
officials at this place had rendered it a verv important place, and that the 
necessary sanitation was not likely to be secured by any other coarse thou by 
creating it a municipality. Accordingly a prolimiuaiy notification was issued on 
the 6th November 1884, announcing the intention ofthe Lieutenant-Governor to 
declare the town of Asscusole, comprising the mohnl- 
2 .' KSSLsn.riCT. lahs noted iu thc margin, to be a municipality, un- 

8. riitane. Jess good reasons were shown to the contrary within 

s.’ I’ll™. six weeks from the date of the publication of the 

?■ i™’kuromtu notification within the town. No valid objections 

7 . pu ur m . were raised against the proposed measure within 

the appointed period, and the town was created a municipality under 
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Act III (B.C.) of 1884, with effect from the let July 1885. It hoe been 
entered in both the first and second schedules of the Act, and the number of 
Commissioners has been fixed at ten. 

Jl. The district of the Sonthal Pergnnnalis being a non-regulation 
district, the general laws of tho country, which have effect in other parts of 
the province, must be specifically extended to it, before effect can bo given 
to them. Accordingly a notification, dated the 6th November 1884, was 
published in the Calcutta Gazette, under section it' of tho Sonthal Perguunahs 
settlement Kogulation, 1872, directing that_ tho Bengal Municipal Act, III 
(B.C). of 1884, shall have force and effect in tho bouthal Pergunnahs, and 
shall be deemed to have come into operation on and from we 1st August 
1884. 

32. Cemhluitm of Committees.—The constitution of the committees of tho

Compared with tho figures of 188.3-84, there was a uecrease of 329 in tho 
total number of Commissioners. This was owing to the number of Commis- 
sioncra having l)Oen fixed by Government under tho provisions of section 13 
of the now Muinci]>al Act at a lower figure than the nuiul>er actually in 
office under Act V (B.C.) of 1S7C. The diminution was also partly due to tho 
abolitiun of ex-offieio ap])nintmcnts which are not authorized by tho new Act. 
The few Government officials (altogether 61 in 1884-85 against 463 in 
1883-84) who have been appointed to be members of Municipal Committees 
were almost all appointed as Oiairmcn by name. 

The effects of the general introduction of the elective system are illustrated 
by the fact tliat the number of nominated and cx~ojficio Commissioners was 
reduijcd from 2,264 in 1883-84 to 979 in the year under report, while the 
number of elected Commissioners increased from 41 to 997. It should be borne 
in mind also tliat the number (979) of nominated Commissioners in 1884 85 
includes tho whole of tho official Chairmen, and also all Commissioners 
nominated by Government under section 16 of tho Act in coses where tho rate¬ 
payers failed to exercise their power of election. This was notably the case 
in Kurseong, where not a single election was made. 'J'ho proportion of 
two-thiros to one-third fixed by section 14 of the Act between tho number of 
elected and nominated Commissioners has not btssn shown in the etatoraents 
fur the Uajsbabye Division, which are incorrect in this respect. The number of 
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European Commissioners decreased by more than SO per cent. This was 
mainly due to the fact that in very few towns Europeans stood as candidates 
for election. In most towns in the interior, the great bulk of the rate-payers 
are Natives, and European candidates stand a very poor chance at the polls. 
This result was foreseen by Government in framing the Act, and cannot bo 
considered a sign of failure. 

33. Meetingt of CommUteei .—The statement below shows the number of 
meetings held by the Commissioners of each municipality in the province during 
the year 1884-85:—

34. It will bo soon from tho above Btetement that out of 113 munici- 


palitioH, regarding which information on this point has been given in the 
divisional reports, the Commissioners of forty municiiialities held less 
than 12 meetings, which is tlie minimum number proscribed by section .38 of 
the Act, It has been explained that in most of these places tho municipal 
work was not so heavy and multifarious as to require tho assembling of the 
Committees once a month. The attendance at the meetings was, on tho whole, 
satisfactory, and tho new body of Commissioners, wherever they took their 
seats before the close of tho year, showed a better roster of attendance than their 
predecessors. “ This may be duo,” says Mr. Lyall, tho Commissioner of the 
Chittagong Division, “ to the introduction of tho elective principle in 
tho constitution of tho municipalities, or it may bo owing to the infusion of 
now blood, it being a fact that newly-appointed mombers generally attended 
more regulai-ly tlian old members.” The Commissioner of tho Bliagulpore 
Division makes tho following remarks in his report on tlic working of the 
municipalities in his division:—“ Tho opinion which my contact with the 
municipalities has led mo to form regai'ding certain amongst tho number is tho 
following: Monghyr and Jamaljwro aro tho best organised municipalities. 
They work smoothly and show the best results. Bhaguljioi'e, the largest 
municipality, while apparently being active, is behindliaud, and has some 
serious drawbacks against it. Tho old scandal of the state of tho roads 
has continued pretty much during the past year. They are now to bo renova¬ 
ted witlikunkur, and we are hoping for improvement.” • • * “Maldahand 

English Bazar are paralysed by the smallness of their funds, which forces them 
to limit tlioir action to petty improvements. Sahibgunge, judged by practical 
results, is progressing; but in working out tho provisions of tho law, the 
Committee are slack. The other municipalities call for no remarks.” 

3b. Wal’d Comviittees .—As stated in paragraph 47 of the report for the 
year 1883-84, there were no regular ward committees in any of tho municipalities 
in tho Burdwau Divi-siou except Midnajiore. In tho Howrah Sluiiici* 
polity several special and standing committees were appointed by the Commis¬ 
sioners to consider and report on various subjects connected with the working 
of tbo municipalily. 

36. In tbo Presidency Division, ward committees were appointed in (he 
municipalities of South Barrookporo, Boraset, Barunagore, and Nailiati, in tbo 
district of tbo 24-I’crgannah8. In no other municipalities in this Division 
ward committees were apfiointcd. In the above munieijialitios the duties of 
those committees were eumined to the work of assossmont only. No other 
powers wore delegated to them. 

37. In the Itajshuhye Division, ward committees wore in existence 
in only two of tho municipalities. These were DinagO])oro and Kung)>ore. 
Tho functions of those committoos wore to express their opinions after personal 
enquiry un petitions on appeal against municipal assessments. 

38. In tho Dacca Division, ward committees were appointed under 
tho Municipal Act only in the municipalities of Burrisal, Nasirabad, Jamalporo, 
and Shereporo. In BuitIsoI, Jamaljuire, and Shorepore the ward cominittues 
were entrusted with the jiowor oi assessing taxes. In Nasirabad, ilio ward 
committees were vested with the powers under sections 191, 195, 202, 
204, 208, 210, 224, 225, 230, 231 and 251 of the Municipal Act. They 
were also ompoworod to issue notices under tho existing bye-laws, vvhioh wore 
not required to be issued by tho Commissioners at a meeting. It is reported 
that several of tbo ward committees did much towards tlie improvement of 


their respective wards. 

39. In the Patna Division, ward committees were in existence in the 
districts of Patna, Gya, Uurbhuuira, and Chnpra. They had, however, very 
little work to do during the yoar under report. 
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40. ifmicipal Benches .—The statement below shows the work done by 
the Municipal Commissionors in their capacity as Honorary Magistrates in 
(lis]>o8iiig of cases of nuisance and breaches of conservancy rules 


1884-85. 



41. In the Kajsliahyo llivision, there wore throe municipal benches in 
work during the year, vie., at Nattorc in the district of Rajahahyc, Shereporo 
in the district of Bogra, and at Daijeeling. Cases arising under the Municipal 
Act in tlie other municipalities were disposed of by Stipendiary and Honorary 
Magistrates, who did other criminal work besides. 

43. In the Hacca Division, municipal benchos were constituted only in 
the towns of Dacca, Nataingniige, Burrisal, Jamalpore and Slierepore. At 
Jamalpore and Sherepnre, however, the benches did no work daring the year. 

48 In the Bhagulpore Division, besides the cases tried by the bench 
of Magistrates, there were 131 municipal cases tried by Stipendiary Magistrates, 
and the amount of fines infliuted and realized was Its. 135-8. 

44. There was no niunicdpal bench, properly speaking, in any of the 
three districts of the Orissa Division In Cuttack, there is a bench at the head¬ 
quarters, presided over by a 8ti(>endiary Magistrate. It disposes of all cases 
occurring within the jurisdiction of the sndder sub-division, which the Magis¬ 
trate of the district makes over to it for trial. They include cases under Act V 
of 1861 and the municipal laws, as well as Penal Code offences. Out of the 
fines imposed and realized by magisterial authorities, Ks. 314-1-4 were credited 
to the municipal fund. Jn Fooree, municipal cases were tried partly by 
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Deputy Magistrates of the regular staff, and partly by a judicial bench of 
Honorary Magistrates. 

In Balasore, the Hon’ble Kumar Baikantha Nath Doy, Honorary 
Magistrate, tried all cases under Act V of 1861 and Act V (B.O.) of 1876 from 
the bepuning of the year till November, when ho went to attend the meetings 
of the Legislative Council in Calcutta. During his absence the sudder bench 
and the Deputy Magistrates of the head-quarter staff tried these cases. In the 
two sub-divisions of Kendraparah and Jajpore, municipal cases wore disposed 
of by the sub-divisional officers. 

45. In the Chota Nagporo Division, no muiiicmal benches were consti¬ 
tuted in any of the nmnicipalitios during tlie year. In Uanclii, cases under 
Act III (B.C.) of 1884 and the Gambluig Act were tried by a Deputy Magis¬ 
trate- The fines imposed, amounting to Its. 224-2, were credited to the muni¬ 
cipality. In ruKulia, these cases were tried by an Honorary Magistrate 
sitting alone. 

46. Aascssments .—In the Burdwan Division, now and improved holdings 
to the number of 398 were assessed within the limits of the Howrah Munici¬ 
pality during the year 1884-S5; 878 holdings were ascertained to be non. 
existent and were struck off the assessment books. Thu total number of 
appeals against now assessments was 193. In 139 cases tlie valua¬ 
tions were reduced ; in 34 cases the assessments were confirmed; 12 appeals 
wore struck off for non-uttondanoo of appellants ; and 10 cases were pending 
for enquiiy at the close of the year. In Culua a revised assessment was 
made during the year by which the amount of demand was reduced from 
Ks. 6,908 to Ks. 0,670. 

47. In the Presidency Division, the assessor of the Suburban Municipality 
inspected and re-valued 6,220 houses in Ward No. 8 comprising the thannabs 
of Eutally and Baniap(H)kur. Of these, 882 were puccu and 3,888 
were thatched houses. Tlie result of this revision was not known Isdore 
the close of the year. In the Kiddcrjjore Ward, owing to the acquisition of 
lauds by Govemmout on account of the wet docks, 98 masonry and 1,080 
thatched houses were dismantled and removed. I'his resulted in an annual loss 
to the municipality of Ks. 2,808 in hou.so rate and Ks. 2,779 in foes for the 
cleansing of latrines. Two masonry and 453 thatched hou-ses were rebuilt in the 
neighbourhood of the site selected for the docks, which resulted in an increase 
of Its. 1,000 in house-rate and Ks. 1,227 in house-scavenging fees. In the 
remaining wards of the municipality 81 new masonr}’ holdings and 498 kutcha 
houses were brrtught under asstjssment. 8'his causetl ait iuereaso of Rs. 1,.394 
in house-rate and Ks. 1,370 in the eoiuscrvaney cess. T'hu net result of the 
year’s operations showed a decrease of Ks. 149 in the house-rate and Its. 182 
in the latrine fees. 

A revision of the existing assessments was made in the Baraset, South 
Dum-Dum, and Borripore Municipalities ill the district of the 2 I-l‘ergaunahs, 
in Mclierjioro in Nuddea, and in the Satkhira Municipality in the district of 
Khulna. The result of the revision in Mehcrporc was a falling off of Ks. 800 
in the income of the iimnicipaHty. In Satkhira it caused an increase of 
Ks. 294. The result of the revision in Baraset, South Dum-Dum, and 
Barripore was not known before the close of the year. In the other muni¬ 
cipalities of the division the assessments uf the previous year were adopted 
with alterations on account of deatlis, desertions, &c. 

48. In the Kajshahye Division, partial alterations in the a-sscssment lists 
wore made in the niiuiicipalities of Fubna, Bogra, Nattore, and Kurseoug. 
The result of these alteratious has not been reported. 

49. Ill the Dacca Division, a revision of assessment was made in the 
municipalities of Burrisal, Nalchiti, Shorepore, Kislioregunge, and Bazitpore. 

50. In the Chittagong Division, the tax levied in the Chittagong Muni¬ 
cipality was a house-rate. It was realized at the maximum rate uf 7J per cent, 
on the annual value of holdings. The tax in ell other inuriiuipalities was 
an assessment on persons according to their circumstances and property. 
A oonservancy cess, at the rate of 6 por cent, on the annual value of boldings, 
was levied in the municipality of CommUlah, in order to reimburse the 
Commissioners for the cost uf establishment employed by them for cleansing 
private and public latrines. 
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.01. In tbe I’atna Division, a revision of assessment was made by Moulvi ' 
Sjed Fnzlur llahtcan, a Municipal Commiasioiior, who was ajipointcd llonorur' 
Assessor in Sej>tember 1883. Since his appointment and np to the close of th.; 
year, ho assessed 77 mohullahs, and increased the demand of tlie houso-mt.- 
by Jls. 0,010. In 6ya the work of revisiujf the assessment was commenced is; 
1888-84i, but was not finished during 1884-85. In Motiliaree the assessment 
wore revised during the month of March last, which resulted in an addition o 
Ks. 655-1-6 to the income of the municipality, the total demand of the house- 
tax having increased from Rs, 4,080 to 15 s. 4,741. It is reported that several 
appeal cases arc pending, and that after all those C/ases arc disposed of the net 
gam to the municipality is not likely to exceed lls. 400. No alterations in 
the assessments were made in any of the other municipalities in this Division. 

62. In the Bhagulpore Division, the revision of assessment of house-pro¬ 
perty in tbe town of Jamalpore, reported in paragraph 59’of tbe report for 
1883-84, was completed during tho lust year. It resulted in a decrease of the 
income of the municipality by Ks. 899-2. In the Bhagulpore Municipality the 
existing assessment was not regularly revised, but some new holdings were 
entered in the register of assessment, and the valuation of the improved holdings 
was raised. In Colgong the assessment was revised daring the year on the 
coming into operation of the new Municipal Act. It is reported that the 
revision caused on increase of Bs. 800 over tho old a.sscssmont. Tho Com¬ 
missioners of the Sahebgungo Municipality caused a revision of the assessment 
to 1)6 made during the year tmder report. It is reported that the revision will 
cause a slight increase in the income of tho muniri])alit.y. 

63. In the Orissa Division there was no alteration made during the 
year in the mode of assessment, nor was there any revision of tho existing 
assessment made in any of the mumcipalitics. in Cuttack tlie tax on per¬ 
sons was assessed at one per cent, on the supposed income of the rate-payers. 
Tax on carriages and horses was imposed at half rates, and that on carts at 
full rates. The rates of ossossment at rooreo and other municipalities have 
not been reported. 

In Balasore there was a proposal under discussion to change the mode of 
assessment. Writing on this subject, the Magistrate of Balasore observes as 
follows 

“ There has as yet been tio change in the mode of asse.ssmcut, which 
continues to bo at the rate of 7^ per cent, on the annual value of Oovern- 
meut holdings, and in all other cases of a rate of 12 annas per Rs. 100 
on what tho Committeo has estimated as tho annual income of the rate¬ 
payers. ITic jiroposal to change the mixed system for a uniform tax of 7^ per 
cent, on tho amiual value of holdings Las raised much division among the 
Municipal Commissioners, and some excitement among the rate-payers. There 
is a very strong feeling against the chiuige, because the j)rescnt system touches 
tho bulk of the j)opulation with the very utmost possible leniency; in fact 
bal dly touches them at all. The total assessment on houses is only lis. 7,634 
per annum ; hut 7^ pei- cent, on Oovernment holdings brings in Rs. 981 of this, 
and 14 persons wiUi incoincs of not less than Rs. 933^ per mensem (who pay 
the full legal maximum) contribute Rs. 1,176 more. Tliis leaves only Rs. 4,477 
of assessment to he distributed overall the rest of the inhahitauts. It must be 
remembered, too, that a very considerable proportion of this small sum is paid on 
salaries drawn from tho Government at the rate of 13 annas per Rs. 100 of salary. 
The non-official residents have but to find some Ks. 3,000 a year among the 
whole 20,000 and odd of them, say 2J annas apiece every year. Tho people 
find that, uudei' the existing system, they pay much le.s3 than half of a light 
assessment; whilst the Government itself, the well paid officers of Government, 
and some dozen of exceptionally wealthy men, make up much tho bigger half 
of the assessment among them.” 

“ On the other band, the Government officials and tho dozen or so of men 
of known great wealth do not think it by any means fair that they should pay 
so large a ];)roportion of the house assessment. The wealthy men urge that tney 
arc obliged to pay Its. 84 a year, whereas if the system of taxing the annual 
value of their houses prevailed, a house must have a letting value of Bs. 93J^ 
per mensem before it could bo taxed lis. 84 a year. Now, there is not one 
residence in the whole municipality that comes up to this. Indeed, I only know 
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of one case in wUicIi a rent of more tlian Ks. 50 is paid even in the European 
quarter. The Oovcmmeiit officials urjic that they are compelled to pay 
nil re in proportion than non-officials who arc just as rich, and often much 
rii iicr. Fur the official salaries are known to a pice, and cannot evade paying 
thu whole tax due upon them, while the true amount of non-official incomes are 
in ist carefully concealed, and are aln-ays very much under-stated. In fact, tho 
Co itest is a very pretty one. Tho wealthy and the official residents complain 
tl. it they pay, under tho existing system, very disproportionately. Tho non- 
u lalthy and the non-official retort that tho wealthy and the officials ought to 
p.iy more in proportion than the rest of tho town. (I do not see the logic in 
t!ie COSO of the very many officials who are really poor), and that this 
movement is nothing but a selfish device of tho rich to shift some of their 
kurden (to them so small as to be scarcely sensible) on to the shoulders 
of tho poor <who are represented as being ground down to tho dust by even 
the jircsent incidence of the tax).” 

“ But on one most important point all parties are closely agreed, whether 
they bo residents of the town or members of me municipality. It is accepted by 
every body, as a sort of axiomatic maiter of course, that, whichever system is 
finally adopted, the total house assessment shall he unchanged. ITie rate¬ 
payers and the Oommiasioners are all determinedly resolved that, come what 
may, they will not raise the present bouse assessment. Tho advocates of the 
existing system ask, wliat is the use of having all this quarrelling and distur- 
banc.e since tho municipal income is to remain unchanged, and their opponents 
reply that, though the income is to So unchanged, it is worth all the trouble 
and disturbance to ensure that all oontiibuto fairly to it.” 

‘‘In fact, tho present contention is nothing more, whatever tlmn a 
heated discussion as to whether (a given income being to be collected) 
the system of section 86 (a) or that of section 86 (4) of the Bengal 
Municiiml Act of 1884 is the preferable method of collecting it. Such 
a discussion would be proper enough before citlier metbnd bud been decided 
upon, but it scorns to mo to ho out of place when once a selection has 
been made, unless tho municipality is lo be distinctly bettered by the 
change. It does not seem to me to ho open lo the opjioncnts of the existing 
method to argue (as in fact they do argue) that the method of section 85 (a) 
of the law is radically, and in its essence, unfair; neither can the same argu¬ 
ment bo used against section 85 (4) by the other side. We are all hound to assume 
that theoretically one method is just as righteous and proper as the other, and 
so it is loft to every municipality at tlio bcgitiuing to make its choice lictween 
either of two unobjectionable plans. But when the choice has once been mode. 

1 do not think that an alteration should be allowed, unless very good reason is 
shown for it. Here I see no reason fur it, if the municipal income is to be left 
uncliungod. Now, as when the municipality was first started, all who find that 
85 (o) will give them loss tax to pay, vote against 85 (4); while all who find 85 (4) 
will relieve them of some pressure from the tax, vote against 85 (a). 'I'ho party 
in favor of 85(a), who are incomparably the larger number of the rate-payors, 
and aliout half the Commissioners, had tho question decided in their lavor. 

1 see no reason tor re-opening that question at the cost of raising a boated 
controversy and considerable animosity at tho voiy outset of the now system 
of administration, when it is still quito certain that incomparably the larger 
number of the rate-payers, and about half the Commissioners, are m favor of the 
existing state of tilings ” The Commissioner of the Division, Mr. Metcalfe, 
adds—“ 1 agree with Mr. Grant that such a change in tlie mode of ossossmeut 
should not he allowed if no increase in tho income of the municipality is expected 
from its introduction. It appears that the question arose from the tact of a mixed 
system of taxation—one for Government buildings, and another for’othor rate¬ 
payers—prevailing in Balasore. Buildings such as eutchuries, circuit-house, dfik 
bungalow, &c., belonging to Govenimont, cannot be assessed except on their 
annual value, because they cannot have such occupiers as the law requires to 
calculate the tax on income. In all municipalities where there ore Government 
buildings, a uniform system of taxing the income from them, as well as from the 
public at large, cannot possibly be introduced. I do not see, therefore, why 
uniformity in one mode of taxation should be preferred while it is impossible in 
the other, and especially when no advantage is to bo gained by the change.” 
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54. In tho Chota Nogpore Civuion, a revision of amessmont was made 
in the Chattra Manieipalitj. It resulted in a decrease of Rs. 825 in the 
income of the municipahtjr. It is reported that by this many poor people 
bare been osem^ed. A partial revision of assessment was made in the RanoU 
Munici^ity. It raised the demand of the tax from Rs. 4,660 to Rs. 6,422, 
of which Ks. 5,951 were collected and Ka. 93 remitted, leaving a balance 
of Rs. 378 at the close of the year. It is reported that of tliis amount, ■ 
Rs. 286 have since been collected and Ks. 08 remitted. 

55. Preth imjmtta levied during the gear .—During the jeai the {wovisions 
of the Bengal Municipal Act V (B.O.) of 1876, which provided for the levy of a 
tax on carriages, horses, and other animals, were extended to the municipalities 
of Baidabati in the district of Hooghly, and Borhampore in the district of 
Moorshedabad. A proposal was made W the Municipal Commissioners of 
Pubna for levying a tax on all four-wheeled carriages kept or babitoally used 
within the to^ at rates not exceeding those specified m the third schedule 
of Act V (B.C ) of 1876. Tho authority appued for was granted by Govern¬ 
ment on the 16th April 1884, in the exercise of the powers conferred on it by 
section 78 of the Act. 

56. In May 1882 the provisions of section 122, Act V (B.CS.) of 1876, 
were extended, with tho sanction of Government, to the Durbhunga Munici¬ 
pality. They continued to be in force from that date until M^ 1883, when 
the Commissioners at a meeting resolved to withdraw them. The date from 
which tins order for withdrawal was to take effect was, however, not recorded, 
and, as a matter of fact, the tax contmued to be levied up to March 1884. 
In tho month of May following, the Commissioners again decided upon 
re-imposing the tax, and issuod notices under section 124, Act Y (B.C.) of 
1876, to the owners of carriage and horses, calling on them to pay the 
usual tax. Borne of them, however, objected to pay the tax until fresh 
sanction of Government was accorded to the measure. The question was 
referred for opinion to tho Legal Remembrancer, who held that, as the 
Municipal Commissioners had the power to take off the tax without the 
sanction of tho Lioutenant-Ctevemor, and as they had recorded a resolution 
rescinding the order imposiiig the tax, though they did not expressly fix any 
date for its withdraw^, they must be considered to have treated it as with¬ 
drawn from March 1884. He was of opinion, therefore, that the Municipal 
Commissioners could not re-imposo the tax in May 1884 without fresh sanction 
from Government. The requisito sanction was accordingly given on the 
28th November 1884. 

57. Sanction was given on the 11th July 1884 to the Commissioners of 
tho Bigheimore Municipality, in the district of Bauhoora, under section 78, 
Act V (B.O.), of 1876, to the levy by them, under section 134 of the Act, of a 
fee not exceeding Rs. 4 for a year, or Rs. 2 for a balf-yoar, on the registration 
of all carts kept or habitually used within the miimcipality. 

58. Tho Commissioner of the Fresidcucy Division submitted on the 28th 
March 1884 a proposal made by the Oommissionors of the Nuddea Munici¬ 
pality for authority to levy a fee for the registration, under section 133 of Act V 
(B.C.) of 1876 of all carts kept or habitually used within the munienpaUty atthe 
rates not exceeding those mentioned in section 134 thereof. The required 
authority was granted for tho registration of enrts, and sanction was given for 
the levy of the fees with effect from the 1st Octobcw 1884. 

59. Sanction was given on the 8th December 1884 to the Municipal 
Commissioners of Durbhunga to levy a fee, under section 143 of Act III 
(B. C.) of 1884, from the Ist February 1885, for the registration of all carts 
kept or habitually used within the municipality. The rate sanctioned was 
not to exodbd Ks. 4 per annum as provided by section 142 of the Act. 

60. Tho Commissioners of the Kotechaudpore Municipality, in the 
district of Jessore, applied in February 1884 for sanction to the imposition by 
them of a tax on carnages, horses, and other animals, mentioned in the third 
schedule of Act V (B. 0.) of 1876, and to the levy of a foe on the registration 
of carts kept or habitually used witliin the municipality. 33ie requisite 
sanction was given with effect from the 1st July 1884. 

61. Sanation was also given during the year to the Commissioners of the 
Pooree and Balasore Municipalities tu impose a tax on carriages and on horses 
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and other aniinalg mentioned in the fifth schedule of Act III (B.O.) 
of 1884, and to levy a fee on all carts kept or habitually used within the 
municipalities, at rates not exceeding Ks. 4 per annum, or Bs. S per half-year. 

32. Beetificatim vf munimpal hmndariet .—A proposal was made during the 
year for revising the boundarira of the Bnrdwan Municipality by withdrawing 
a village called Fakirpore from its limits. This village is situated at a 
distance of more than a mile from the nearest group of buildings in the 
municipality. The whole population numbered only 88 persona, of whom 48 
follows Bgrioultural pursuits. The tax paid by them amounted to only 
Es. 22-4-9 i«r annum. There were no good roads to the village, and the 
inhabitants derived no benefit from the munioip^ity, either in the shape of 
lighting, conservancy, or in any other way. The Municipal Commissioners there¬ 
fore recommended that the village should bo withdrawn from the operation of 
the Municipal Act. Government sanctioned the proposal with effect from the 
1st November 1884. 

63. During his tour in the cold season of 1884, the Commissioner of the 

1 . Go««. I 3. Tull*™. Burdwan Division found that certain villages 

s. Nibh#. I *. named in the ma^n, included within the muni¬ 

cipal limits of the town of Culna, were ossentimly rural in their oharaotor, the 
greater proportion of the inhabitants living by agricultural pursuits. Ho there¬ 
fore suggested to the Municipal Commissioners the advisability of excluding 
these viUages from the boundaries of the municipality, ospeciatly as they wore 
situated at a distance from the main town, and produced an income which was 
quite inadequate to thoir wants. The Commissioners concurred with his sugges¬ 
tion, and recommended the withdrawal of the four villages from the operation of 
the Municipal Act. The Government of Bengal accepted the recommendation, 
and in the exercise of the powers conferred on it by section 13 of Act V (B.C ) 
of 1876 excluded the viUages from the limits of the Culna Municijiality with 
effect from the Ist September 1884. This revision has given the municipality a 
compact and well-defined boundary. 

64. Towards the close of the year 1884, a proposal was madofor tlio revi¬ 
sion of the boundaries of the Bishenpere Municipality, in the district of Bankoora, 
with a view to exclude from it about 580 acres of uninhabited land situated 
within tiie'villages of Koostorin, Chooramonipore, and Shyamsundarpore, and to 
include within the limits tliereof two bandt or reservoirs of water, known as 
Krisioband and Jumnaband. The proposal was sanctioned under section 9 of 
Act III (B.C.) of 1884 with effect from the Ist April 1885. 

65. About three-fourths of the Goalundo Municipality as it .'stood in 
February 1881 having been swallowed up by the encroachments of the 
river Ganges, the railway, together with all its numerous employes, both 
European and native, was removed inland. The bazar.? followed the railway, 
and quite a new town was erected outside the old boundaries of the municipa¬ 
lity. To provide for an adequate conservancy service and efficient supervision

66. The boundaries of the Colgong Municipality in the district of 
Bhagulporo were also revised during the yeor.j It appeared that an indigo 
factory called the Gungledihi concern, and a large tract of country in which 
there were only low-lying paddy fields situated at the distance of a mile and a 
half from tho Colgong Railway station, were included within the municipality, 
and that altiibugh the factory paid Bs. 4 a month as manieipsl tax, it derived 
no advantage of any kind from the municipality, and that the road leading 
from Colgong to the factory, though witliin the municipality was never 
kept in repair by tho Oommittoe, but that the owners of the indigo concern 
hM to undertake the repairs at their own cost. Much inoonvonionoe was also 
felt by tile Municipal Police in having to keep.watch over a tract of country in 
which there were no houses. It was Iherefore resolved by th,e CommissionerB in 
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meeting to ask Government to revise the boundaries of the mnnicipalify bjr 
excluding therefrom the indigo feetory and the paddy iioldB. Tlieir recom¬ 
mendation was accepted by Government, and the revised boundaries wore 
sanctioned with eSect from the lot Februaiy 1885. 

67. Towards the close of the year 1883-84, a proposal was submitted by 
the Commissioner of the Orissa Division for the revision of the boundaries of 
the Pooree Municipality by including within them two villages, named Matia- 
para and Mahantishahi. The object of the Commissioners was to bring under 
municipal supervision a tank, named Indradumna, and a place caUnd the 
Goondichabari attached to the temple of Jug^unnath. Large number of 
pilgrims congregate at these places, and their sanitary condition was anything 
but satisfactory. It was thoreforo resolved by the Commissiuners that a con¬ 
stant sanitary control should be established over thu tank and the environs 
of the Goondichabari in the interests of these visiting the place. It 
was also reported that nearly all the people of these villages were employed 
in pursuits other than agricultural. The proposal was sanctioned by 
Government on the 14th August 1884, and the villages of Matiapara and 
Mat^ntishabi wore brought under the operation of the new Municipal Act 
from the Ist October 1884. 

68. Owing to the withdrawal of troops from Hazaroebagh, the canton¬ 
ment there virtually ceased to exist as a military post from the loth May 1884. 
It was proposed therefore that the cantonment which was surrounded on all 
sides by the town ahonld be included within the limits of the Municipality of 
Huzareebagh. The Municipal Commissioners agreed to the proposal, and recom¬ 
mended that the cantonment should be united with the municipality with eSect 
from the 16th idem. As, however, it was illegal to give retrospective effect 
to any scheme of taxation, the union of the cantonment with the munioipality 
was sanctioned with effect from the ISffl June 1884. 

69. insMW.—'The following statement shows in a condensed form the 
municipal revenue raised in these provinces during the year 1884-8.1 as com¬ 
pared widi the prevrous year. The statement has been prepared in a different 
firm from that mven m paragia^ 70 of the report for 1883-84 This was 
JteoeMitoted by the abolition of aU distinctions by the new Municipal Act as 
'«e^r4s the massification of municipalities. The statement, however, shows 
'^reoeipta diviiion by division, BO that an idea may be formed at a glance 
reqieoting the . progress made in each division in the directim^of Local 8elf- 
Qovemment, and the lesouroes possessed by each for works of improvement 
of a perijgment nature 
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70. It will be seen from the above statement that the total mohibipal 
revenue of the year fell short of that of the previous year hy Bs. Ij79,668. 
The decrease occurred in all the divisions except Dacca, (!mittagang, and Bhagul- 

S ore, in which the receipts were more than in 1883-84. There was a sl^ht 
ecreaae of Bs. 1,525 in the Howrah Municipality, but the Suburban Municipa- 
lify showed a falling ofi of Bs. 27,457. In the former the decrease was caused 
W the separalion of the villages of Belloro, Barraokporo, Echapore, and Mali 
Fanoh^hurra from the Howrah Municipality, and their inclusion within the 
municipal limits of Bali. In the case of the Suburban Municipality, the decrease 
was due partly to ttie witltdrawal from the operation of the Municipal Act of 
certain Government building situated in the Lower Circular Boad and the 
Bhowanipore Boad and their inclusion with the limits of the cantonment of 
Fort 'William, and partly to the removal from Kidderpore of a large number of 
holdinm! on account of the proposed wet docks. The amount of decrease in 
other Municipalities is shown Mow;—

71. The incrense in the Dacca Division was due to the increase in the 
number of holdings in tlie Dacca Municipality on account of the Dacca- 
Mymenidngh Bailway, and the collection of arrears of previous years in the 
Municipalities of Goalundo, Burrisal, Nalohiti, and Mufctagaclia. In the 
Kishoregunge Municipality there was an increase of Bs. 328 in toe tax upon 
occupiers of holdings, which was duo to toe revisiou of assessment and to the 
assessment made upon new settlers. The increase in the Chittagong Division 
was slight. 

72. The increase in the Bhagulpore Division was principally under the 
bend of “ miscdllaueouB receipts.” This was duo to tlie sale proceeds of two 
ranges of shops belonging to the Mongliyr Dispensary being credited to the 
muaicipal fund during toe year. They have since been invested in Govern¬ 
ment securities.

Thede- 
creasein the Subur¬ 
ban MnnicipaUty 
was due to the em¬ 
ployment of an un¬ 
paid Vice-Chair¬ 
man in the place of the salaried officer who had held that post in the municipality 
for several years. It is very doubtful whether this economy was conducive to 
efficiency in the administration of the municipality. The report of the muni¬ 
cipality, which was received on the 6th January 1886, after repeated reminders, 
was very meagre in details and full of inaccuracies. It does not show a single 
work of importance to have been executed during the year. As, however, Sie 
sdieme of amalgamating a large portion of this municipality with the Metro¬ 
politan municipality of Calcutta is about to be considered in the Legislative 
Cirancil, the Lientenant-Govemor b^es the time is not far distant when the 
suburbs will moke a better figure. The collection ohargos proper showed a 
decrease of Rs. 10,691 below those of the previous year. The decrease was 
distributed over all the mnnicip^ities in too province, except the Suburban 
Municipality and the municipalities in the Rajtoakye and Onssa divisions, in 
which there was an aggre^te increase, under this head, of Rs. 1,046. This 
general doercaso in toe cost of collection was due to the diminished revenue which 
was realised during toe year, toe collecting agency in the majority of cases 
being paid by commission at a fixed rate upon the total sum of municipal dues 
collected by them. 

81. iSatahlahmmt and applumeea for extinguishing fira.~Th» expendi¬ 
ture under this head amounted to Rs. 11,479, against Us. 46,739 m toe 
previous year. The decrease, which amount^ to Rs. 35,350, was due to the 
non-payment by the Suburban Munidpality of its share of toe cost of 
the Metropolitan fire-brigade daring the year, and was therefore only 
apparent, llo Municipal Commissioners failed to arrive at a decision within 
the year as to toe rate of license fee to be- charged for jute warehouses 
situated in the suburbs, and oonsequently no foes were realized by them 
from toe owners thereof during 1884-85. Twelve fires occurred in the 
Suburbs, destroying property to the value of Rs. 83,350. Besides these, 
there occurred another fire just before toe commencement of the year <m toe 
river, which might have been attended with most disastrous results to toe ship¬ 
ping in toe port of Calcutta. It broke out on board toe American ship Aurora, 
lying ofi Matiabrooj, laden with 27,032 coses of kerosine oil. Twenty-five 
hours elapsed before the fiames oould Jje got under, and the loss is estimated at 
Bs. 3,50,000. In toe Howndi Municfpcdity the number of fires whicto occurred 
during toe year was also twelve. The value of property destroyed by these 
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oonflamtioiu wu Mtimated at Ba. 61,194. one fira osdy the loaa 
was Bs 60,000. It (^unedin the premises of tiiie Howrah Hvdmalio Press, 
belonging to Messrs, Haworth ana Company. The CommWoners isssed 
licenses to owners of 27 jnte warehouses during the year, and realized fees to 
the amount of Bs. 6,000. Eighty per cent, of the fees were paid to the 
Commissiono' of Police, Oaloutta, who was in charge of the entire fi^brigade 
establishment. 

82. The eKpondituro under the head qf liahHng shows an increase 

of Rs. 7,522 over that of the previous year. The bulk of the increase 
oceurred-in the municipalities in the Patna Division. There was also an 
increase of expenditure under this head in the Suburban Municipality. This 
was due to 67 kerosine lights being added to the number of lights burnt 
during 1888-84. , 

83. The expenditure on aeconnt of poUoe amounted to Rs. 55,983 
against Bs. 1,05,650 in the previous year, showing a decrease of Bs. 49,667. 
This was duo to the operation of section 7 of Act IV (B.O.) of 1884, under 
which the proportion of the cost of police chargeable to the municipal 
funds of Howrah and the Suburbs is not to exceed one-fourth of the estimated 
total expenditure of the year. After the passing of the new Municipal Act III 
(B.C.} of 1884, it became ille^ tb expend any part of the municipal funds on 
the payment of the police employed in municipolitios, as Part V of Act V (B.C.) 

.A aUrVS _^ __ i 


of 1876, which contained provisions reading the apraintment and payment 
of municipal police, was omitted. Howrw and we Suburbs of Calcutta 
being the only two municipalities which wore not relieved, under the orders 
of 20th February 1882, from the charge of maintaining the police force 
required for their watch and ward, it became _ necessary to pass a separate 
Act to meet the cases of these two municipalities. Act IV of 1884 was passed 
by the Bengal Legislative Council on the 4th April 1884, and it received 
the assent of the Govemor-Gcneral on the 22nd at that month. It came 
into force on the day on which the Municipal Act came into force, i.e., on the 
Ist August 1884. 

84. The strength of tho suburban police consisted of two Superintend¬ 
ents, 68 subordinate officers and 654 constables, as in 1883-84. Among the 
sutordinate officers there were 30 Bengalis and IS up-countrymen. In tho

80. The provisions of the Act, while afiording sufficient protection to 
children and permanent residents of towns, have failed to secure an equal 
measure of benefit to immigrants, visitors, and temporary sojourners. To 
remedy this defect it has been proiXMed to’ainend the Act—jfntlj/, by permitting 
notices to be served on the parents of children, in the same way as in the 
case of adults, requiring such children to be vaccinated within fifteen days 
of the service of notice; secondly, by authorizing the U^th OfSoer to require 
any unprotected person on board any vessel arriving in the Port of Calcntta 
to TO vaccinated; and thirdly, by requiring persons occupying bouses, ami 
the masters of vessels, to affora reasonable access to a public vaccinator 
to ascertain whether the inmates are protected or not. A Bill to this effect 
has beeu introduced in the present session of the Bengal Legislative CounciL 
90. The table below exhibits collectively the number of villages visited 
by the Deputy Sanitary Commissioners and tlio Deputy Suporintondonts of 
VacedDation, in connection with their sanitary duties:—

After deducting the amount of increased expenditure from that of decrease, 
the net decrease was, as stated above, Rs. 13,669. 

92. During the year tho construction of the Burdwan water-works 
was completed, and they were formally opened by the licutenant-Govemor 
on the 4th November 1884. The regular supply of water commenced horn 
the 1st December. The measure has proved to be of great benefit to the 
inhabitants of the northern portion of the town in which & pipes have been 
laid and hydrants set up. It is reported that at first many of the inhabitants 
were unwilling to use the filtered water, but the prejudice soon died away, 
and now about 99 per cent, of the inhabitants have begun to use it. Owing 
to scanty rainfall during tho past two years, many of the tanks in the 
town dried up, and there would have been scarcity of water, if tho water¬ 
works had not been completed. _ The supply of water is ample, and the 
Oovernmeut Chemical Examiner is of opinion that “ the water is of good 
potablo quality.” It is stated that the Commissioners have sanctioned bouse 
couneotions, which wiU soon be carried out. There wore erected 60 hydrants 
during the year, but applications for more have been mado by tho inhabitants. 
The people living in tho southern part of the town draw their supply from 
the Banka nulla and tho Eden Canal. 

93. In the Seram)Kiro Municipality, tho manager of tho Wellington 
.Juto Mills had a large eistorn constructed, capable of contaiuing 73,000 gallons 
of water from the river of comparatively pure quality, for the benefit of 
the work-people in the Mabesh and Gishra bustoes. 

94. The scheme for supplying filtered water to the riparian municipalities 
lying between Howrah and S^ampore, referred to in paragranh 97 of tho report 
for 1883-84, did not make much progiess daring the year. Plana and estimates 
of the scheme wore under preparation by the Executive Engineer ot the Burdwan 
Division, whose services have been lent by Government for the purpose, 
free of cost. A meeting of delegates from the municipalities of Howrah, 
Borampore, Bali, Baidyabati and Kotrung was hold, and it was decided 
that the municipalities should make a j>n rata coutribation to meet the cost 
of the plans and estimates. 

95. In the Presidency Division, the municipalities in the district of 
the 24-Pergunnah8 obtain water froip local tanks and rivers, but the 
sources of supply are neither good nor abundant. In some of tho municipalities, 
such as Baranagore, South Barrackpore, North Barrackpure andNoihati, tho 
chief source of supply is the river Hooghly, but the people living in tho interior 
have to depend upon tanks and ponds which dry up in the hot season. Bussirhat, 
Taki and Boduria are suppUed by the river lohamutty, and Oovordanga 
by the Jumna. With the exception of Bimugger, every municipality in the 
district of Nuddea has a river flowing by it, and a part of tho population 
draw their supply of water from thorn. The river Jellingbeo supplies water to 
Kishnsghur, the Hooghly and the Haripore khall to Santiporc, tho Chumi to 
Rauaglmt, the Bhugiratbw to Nuddea, the Goroi to Kushtoa and Cnumerkhally, 
and the Bhoirub to Meherpore. The water-supply of the Jessoro Municipality 
also is obtained principally from the Bhairub. The water of this river is fair 
in the rains, but bad in tho cold season, when it. becomes little better toau a 
stagnant pool. In Khulna the water-supply is drawn from the rivers Bhairub 
and Rupsa. In tho Moorshedabad district the main source of sup^y for the 
towns of Berha^ore, Isdlbagh and Jungipore is the river Bbagirauioe. The 
munieipality of Elandi is suppued with water by the river Mpurukhee. 
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96. In the Bajehahyb Diviaion, opjwHnnity 'WMlakeDl^ tbe Obmmiamonen 
of the Bampore Beadeiih and Nattore innnicij^iMes, at Bie time of tbe flood* 
iog of the Ganges in the rainy season, to flush out all the stagnant pools, 
tanks, and wells in these towns. 

07. In the Dacca Division, nearly two-thirds of the population of the 
town of Dacca are now supplied with Altered water from the water-works; 
the rest resort to tanks, wells, khalls and the river. Ihe Connaiwht extension 
of the water-works, referred to in paragraph 05 of the report for 1886-84, waa 
completed during the ^ear under report, and a new line of pipes is being laid 
through one of the principal streets of the town at the coat of a native gentleman, 
Baboo Madan Mohan Bysack, who has made a gift of it to the khmioipality 
in memory of his late brother Baboo Lai Mohun Bysack. 

98. In the Bhagulpore Division, the water-works project for the town of 
Bhagulpore, referred to in paragraph 100 of the report for 1883-84, did not 
make much advance daring the year under report. Materials for the construc¬ 
tion of tihe works were being collected when the year closed. The Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal has lent tbe services of the Superintending Engineer and his 
subordinates for the undertaking, free of cost. Since the close of the year 
a great advance has been made, and the works will probably be oomplked 
in the course of the present year. 

09. In the Orissa Division, the town of Cuttack mainly receives its supply 
of water from the two rivers that surround it, and also from scattered wells. 
During the rainy season the floods in the rivers cause the water to be excep- 
tiomtlly muddy, and make its use for drinking purposes undesirable. The wma 
and tanks situated near the rivers also become unclean from percolation of 
flood-water from the rivers. Noting has yet been done towards the intro¬ 
duction of water works. 

100. In the I’ooroe Municipality the water-supply is entirely drawn from 
wells and tanks. There arc three large tanks within the town. These are 
called the Surendra tank, the Mark^da tank, and the Indradmmona tank. 
The greater number of the tanks are useloss for drinking purposes, as they 
contain foul water. There is a largo number of wells in this town, but not 
fit for use. During the pilgrim season, when people from all parts of India 
assemble here in immense numbers, great difficulty is experienced in procuring 
good water, and the poorer pilgrims and lower dosses generally are oompelM 
to use whatever they can get, and the town is constantly exposed to the risk 
of pestilence. 

101. The Commissioner of the Division thus writes on the subject:_“ The 

very unsatisfactory nature of the water available in most of the tanks and wells 
in Pooroe attracted my notice when 1 wont there on inspection daring the last 
coH weather. I requested the Civil Surgeon to examine the well water of the 
different parts of the town, and tliC following extractfrom Dr. Lyons’ letter will 
show the result of his examination, and the causes to which thisbad state of&e 
water-supply is attributable. He says: ‘I have examined two samples of 
well water from eatih of the seven, sahies of the town, and one from the 
Nurendra tank, much used by the town tieople and by the p%rims who visit 
Pooree * * *. All fifteen samples ghowed the presence of organic matter in 
solution, and sand in suspension; besides in eleven of them (induding the 
Nurendra tank), insects and various forms of life were visible, sample No. 1 being 
the worst, in which ^ht different forms of insect life were observed under the 
microscope. The soil in which the town of Pooree is built is extremely permeable, 
and sewage, spillage and the like quickly gravitates to the sub-soil water levd, 
which according to season ranges but from 6 feet to 11 feet from the surface. 
The drainage of the town is at pre^t but partially carried out, and conser¬ 
vancy by the municipality is very limited. Hence the soakage from the private 
latrines and from the house drains, often situated not far oflf from house- 
wdl, oontamuates the drinking water-supply, and without exception no well 
in the tosrn Can in these drcumstatioes be regarded as free mnn oiganio 
taint * * *. Kven with a mote efficient system of dminaM and conservancy 
it does not seem practicable to ovenianie entudy the dUBoimy of providing a 
pure drinking water-snp^y otherwise riien a system of filtratibn, and 
obtaining the supply from a source free from contamination.’

104. The work of conservancy in &e Howrah Municipalify so far as 
regards the removal of surface refuse, the sweeping of streets and the 
clearing of drains was carried out with eiSciency, but the arrangements 
for the removal and burial of the -nightsoil of the town were not satis- 
faetoiy. The various trenching grounds leased by the municipality hav¬ 
ing been in use for several years have become thoroughly saturated with 
night-soil and tho deodorizing properties of the earth have been to a groat 
extent destroyed. The Commissioners propose to cease operations in these 
lands for some time, and to sow them with strong feeding crops, such as reana 
grass, sugarcane, &c. In almost all the other municipalities in the Bnrdwan 
Division, tho streets were regularly swept by sweepers employed for the 
purpose, and the sweepings vvore utilized in filling up unwholesome tanks, 
holes and hollows within municipal limits 

105. The conservancy arrangements of tho Suburbs of Calcutta were very 
unsatisfactory. Tho roads were swept at uncertain intervals and tho drains wore 
never proprly cleared of deposits of earth and the refuse which flows from 
house ^ins. The work havmg been given out on contract is constantly ill- 
performed. The night-soil service was also perfomed very indiflerently. Di the 
other mnnicipalities in diis division, there was no nnifonu system of conservancy 
maintained for ihe sweeping of streets and removal of refuse and night-soil. 
In Barripore, Joynagore, Taii and Baduriain the district of the fld-Pergunnahs, 
in Nudoea, Kumarkhally and Mehorpore in Nnddea, in Mtfiieshpore in Jessore, 
and Satkhira in Khulna, there was no fixed establiriiment of cooUcs. In the 
North Dam-DumMunicip^ty iii.the24-Pergunnah8,in Kushtoa in Nuddoo, and 
Dehhatta and Chandurum in Khulna, there was no conservancy establishment 
at all. In all these places temporary coolies wore employed at intervals when 
required. The anrangement for sweepers is reported to have been good in the 
towns of Jessore, Berhampore and Lalbagh. Most of the roads in these towns 
were swept daily, and the sweepings and other refuse were regularly removed in 
carts and baskets to the places ossiraed for their deposit. In the latter two 
monicipalitaes drains were regularly cleaned by drain oooUes, and dead bodies 
of paupers were immed away by domes employed by the municipalities and 
bnmt at the municipal cost. 

106. In the Hajdiahye Division, the oonservanoy of the towns of Dinage* 
pore, Bungpore, Bampore Beauleoh, Dsijeeling, Fubna and Kurseong was 
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well looked after. In Darjeeling the street sweepings and garhage were 
carried away in spring carts drawn by ponies, and shot down a precipice 
below a location called the “ Fomdale ” on the Victoria Rood. To facilitate 
the work of removing the refuse, numerous boxes for depositing stieet sweep¬ 
ings and garbage have been provided in the bazar alongside the roads, and at 
the expense of owners in private compounds. 

107. In the Dacca Division, the conservancy arrangements of the towns 
of Dacca and Naraingunge were commensurate with the means of 
those municiplaities The street sweepings and garbage of the towns of 
Dacca, Naraingunge, Furreedpore, Burrisal, Nasirabad and Mukiaeacha were 
utilized in filling up pits, holes and low grounds. Those of Ooalundo were 
removed to the adjacent chur, where they were burnt. The sweepings in 
Hadaripore, Nalchiti and Jhalokati were thrown into the river or khall Bowing 
by. In Jamnlpore and Sherepore these were kiisjKiBed of by private indivi¬ 
duals ; in the former in their own compound, and in the latter at a public 
place provided for the purpose in a mohnllah called Madhabpore. 

108. In the Bfaagulpore Division, the conservancy supervision in the 
towns of Monghyr and Bhagulporo was satisfactory. In Monghyr the sweepings 
were regularly removed every day from the roadsides, and utilized in filling 
up unwholesome hollows and useless wells in the town. Tho contents of reser¬ 
voirs and ccss-pools were removed in barrel carts, and were disposed of in pits 
in the municipal waste grounds set apart for the purpose. _ For purpose of 
complete supervision, the town was sub-divided into two divisions, and each 
division was placed in charge of an overseer with an adequate estahlishmont. 
In Bhagulpore tho sweepings were carried to the public garden, and there 
utilized as manure for enriching the soil. 

109. The conservancy provisions of part VII of Act V (B.C.) of 1876 was 
extended to the following municipalities during tho year:— 

hhnildcssur, I Oulaa, 

Buasberiab, Jornugger, and 

Bali, I Seiajguttge. 

Part IX of Act V (B.C.) of 1876, reg^ding the regulation of markets, 
was extended to the Patna Municipality during tho year. 

Act VI (B.C.) of 1878, whicli provided for the cleansing of all public and 
private latrines, was extended to the Shahagunge Mohnllali of the Hooghly 
and Chinsurah Municipality, and to the municipalities of Rampora Beauleah 
and Naraingunge. 

Part Ia of Act III (B.C.) of 1884, which corresponds to Act VI (B.C.) 
of 1878, was extended to the Raneegunge Municipality towards the close of 
the year. 

Part X of Act III (B.C.) of 1884, which corresponds to part IX of the 
old Municipal Act and contains provisions for the regulation of markets, was 
extended to the municipalities of the Chittagong, Baidyabati, Raneegunge, and 
Roserah.

to the Municipal Commissioners. 
Ho reported that improvements 
had h^n effected, to a more or 
less extent, in all the towns inspect* 
ed, in comparison with their pre¬ 
vious condition, except in Chupro, 
where ho observed a retrogression, 
andin Soory, Gya and old Maldah 
where little or no progress had been ma.de. Tlio sanitary condition of 
Burdwan, Darjeeling, Monghyr, Kurseong, Borhamnore, Lalbagh or City 
Moorshcdabad, Hoognly and Chinsurafa, Howrah, purbliunga and Purnoah was 
reported hy him to be fairly satisfactory. The towns noted below were un¬ 
favourably reported on by him—

with the Civil Surgerai of the 24-Pergunnoh8 two bustees in the Suburban 
Municipslitv, called the Moti Jheel bustee and the Kantal Bagan bnatce, 
and forwarded a joint n'port indicating the defects observed in them, and the 
recommendations fur their reclamation and improvement. 

112. PttbUe /lu/ruc&in.—The amount spent on education by municipalities 
in these provinces during the year 1884-8S was Rs. 80,729 against Rs. 87,SOS 
in the previous year. The decrease occurred in the municimdities in the 
Burdwan, Dacca, Patna, Orissa and Chota Nagpore Divisions. The statement 
below shows the classes of institutions to which municipal support was

.... Under the provisions of section 30 of Act III (B.C.) of 1884 
tho roads named below situated in the Rungpore Municipality were excluded 
from the operation of that Act, and transferred to tho charge of the District

11.5. Working of Ac< F (jS. C.) of \ 883.—In paragraph 117 of the report 
for 1883-84, it was stated that to provide for the registration and control of 
porters and dandewallalis in tho hill stations in these provinces, Act V(I1 CI of 
1883 was passed. By a notification, dated tho 25th May 1883, the A(jt was 
extended to the Darjoehng Municipality with effect from tho 15th June 
following, but the law was actually worked from the 1st January 1884. Under 
section 4, the Vice-Cliairman of the Municipality was appointed registering 
officer. Under section 10 a table of rates of hire was framed liy the Anicinal 
Commissioners, in respect of all coolies empowered to work by the job or for 
period not exceeding 24 hours. It was approved by the Licutenant-Oovomor 
r«.Ajp,.„di.F. and published in the CakuUa GauUe. A copy 

„ “ norifiealion is annexed. From 1st Jannare 

to Slat December 1884 the number of liceiiBCs granted was 697, TLirteen 
liconseB were returned dunng the year, there were tlierefore 684 licenses in 
force ()U the SIst Docoraber. One hundred and fifty brass badges were 
issued dunng the year at a cost of Ks. 155. It is reported that though oooliS 
frequently offered themselves for hire without their kdgos, no action was taken 
^der section 9 of the Act, as it was desired to work tho law with moderation 
It was for this reason also that no action was taken under sections 12 13 and 1 4 
tWgh numerous coinplaints were received against the coolies by the Re’gistorhig 
u expended by the Municipality in workini 

the Act, but it IS expected that the expenditure will bo much less in future 
yc^. It IB reported that the Act has conferred great benefits to tho visitors 
toDmechnp Before it was passed, the station was infested by labourere, 
mostly Tlnbetans, who worked at their pleasure and took whit rates they 
chose to ask, and who made themselves obnoxious in a variety of ways, were 
in«oIent) clamorous and turbulent, and completely beyond any control cxcent 
what the police coidd exercise over offences committed in their sight. Now 
there are 700 registeredcoolies in tho station, a number quite enfficiMt for the 
wants of the piece, who know what tluer duties are and at what rates they are 
entitled to be paid. The fact that the coolies are now identidable has made them 
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more amenable to control. As ^et there has been no prosecution under the 
Act, as complaints to the Registering officer hare had the effect of procuring 
compliance with the prorieions of the Act. 

116. Loam eoniracted bff JUvnicmiUiiia .—The followmg statements show 
the loans that have been obtained by municipalities and other corporations 
from Government and also those raised by them with the sanction of Govern¬ 
ment under the Local Authorities Loan Act, 1S79. The first statement 
was published in the Caleatta Gazette of the 33rd December 1885 in accordance 
with the rules issued by the Gk>vemment of India under the Loan Act. Both 
the statements were prepared from the accounts kept in the office of the 
Accountant-General, Bengal.

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117. Wark^ vf the Pi^rtmt’ LeSging-hmue Act IV (jB C.) ef 1871.-—This 
Act as amended Act II (B.C.) of 1879 and Act I (B C.) of 1884 ■was in force 
during tho year in the towns of Pooree, Gya, Denghor, Ooloobariah in the 
district of Howrah, Raneegunge in Burdwan, and Gnrbetta in the district 
of Midnapore. In Raneegunge there were no proceedings taken under the Act, 
as all the hotels or lodging-houses in the town were closed, and no applications 
were received for the grant of licenses. 

118. In Pooree 5,803 houses afiording accommodation for 10,095 lodgers 
were registered under 314 licenses. The income of the year from fees and 
fines amounted to Bs. 6,075-6-6 against Rs. 4,580 in the year before. Tho 
increase was due to a large influx of pilgrims during the last Dolejattra 
festival, the time being a propitious one for pilgrimage from a Hindu point 
of view. The total reoeiptaoi tho year, including the closing balance of 1883-84, 
amounted to Bs. 7,616-10-3. The charges under all heads, including Rs. 3,000, 
which tho Lodging-house Committee made over to the municipality for purposes 
of conservancy and sanitation, amounted to Rs. 5,190 against Rs. 7,041-13-3 in 
the previous year. There were 41 prosecutions instituted under the Act during 
the year against 74 in 1883-84. Convictions were obtained in 36 oases, two 
trials resulted in acquittals, and three coses were pending at the close of the yoar. 
The only medical charity which was managed by tho Lodging-house Committee 
was the Pipli Dispensary. It afforded relief to 138 indoor and 1,749 outdoor 
patients, and cost the Committee lis. 1,085-11-S for its maintenance, besides a 
contribution from Oovemmont amounting to Rs. 802-10-3. The average cost 
of dieting each patient was one anna and five pics only. Daring the year 
several batches of poor pilgrims came from tho North-Western Rrovinces 
to visit tho temple of Juggunnath, and were obliged on account of their 
poverty to toko shelter in the gardens of their pandaht (priests). The pandahe 
were prosecuted under clause 19 of the bye-laws under the Lodging house Act. 
The cases wore pending when the year closed. The Commissioner of the Orissa 
Division considers the lodging-houses in Pooree to be hot beds of disease, and 
tbe bouses are so closoly i>ackod that there is little, or no ventilation. Ue 
adds—“ I see no immediate possibility of any improroment till tho railway 
is extended to Pooroe, whon pilgrims will have less necessity to linger in order 
to rest and recover their strength before tho home journey. If the country 
around wore favourable to camping, 1 beUeve few would uso tbe lodging- 

"hotises, hut tho country is so wet and undrained that there are no suitablo 
camping grounds.” The inspection of tbe conservancy arrangements 
within the great temple was made by the members of tho Sub-Committee 
^pointed by the President of the Lodging-house Committee for this duty. 
T:he inspection of the lodging-houses was made by the' Health Officer with the 
assistance of tho municipal staff. 

119. In Gya 546 licenses were issued for the accommodation of 17,057 
lodgers against. 452 licenses for 15,558 pilgrims issued during the previous 
year. Fifty new certificates were granted by tbe Health Officer under sec¬ 
tion 6 of Act IV (B.C.)_ of 1871 against 21 issued during tho year 1883-84. 
The certificates were given to owners of lodging-houses after personal inspection 
of tho houses by the Health Officer, and on his being satisfied that the houses 
were sufficiently ventilated and had within a reasonitole distance a sufficient 
' supply of water fit for human consumption, and had also sufficient privy 
Boeommodation, and were otherwise fit for the reception of lodgers. On the 

S roduction of these certificates, the requisite licenses were granted by tho 
[ag^rate under section 3 of the Act. The receipts of tbe year, including a 
balance of Rs. 804-11-1, amounted to Rs. 14,754-3-1, and tbe expenditure 
amounted to Rs. 18,711-IS-l. There was a balance of Rs. 1,042-4 in hand 
on the Slst March 1885. Tbero were 92 prosecutions instituted for breaohos 
of the' provisions of the Act, and the aggregate amount of fiues realized was 
Rs. 1,100-4. The Lodging-house Committee contributed to the municipality 
a sum of Rs. 12,000 for tbe following purposes:—

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The Committee under the Act consisted ot three ofBcial and three non- 
oiScial members. _ They met only twice darioK the year. It is stated that 
they bad no occasion to hold more meetings, os all conservancy matters under 
the Act were dealt with at the ordinary monthly meetings of the Municipal 
Commissioners. The number of deaths among pilgrims was 344 against 116 in 
the previous year. The increase was accounted for by the Health Officer as 
being due rather to more accurate registration of deaths and closer supervision 
over the pilgrims than to any actual increase of mortality, as there was no 
epidemic of cholera or fever daring the year. Dtmng tho pilgrim seasons the 
lodmng-houses were constantly visited by the Health Officer; and where cases of 
cholera occurred, the houses were disinfected by sulphur fumes and other means. 

120. In Ueoghur 149 licenses were issued during tlio year for the accom¬ 
modation of 3,631 lod^s against 1.37 licenses granted in the previous year. 
The receipts of the fund, including a balance of Rs. 601-1, amounted to 
Rs. 1,221-7, and the expenditure to Rs. 1,028-4 11, leaving a balance of 
Rs. 193-2-1 to tho credit of the fund at the close of the year. The Lo^ng. 
house Committee gave a grant of Rs. 700 to tho local municipality for 
expenditure on tho conservancy of the town, and constructed a reservoir 
for water and a well at a cost of Rs. 238-7-6. The Committee met throe 
times daring the year, and exercised a strict supervision over the working 
of tliO Act with a view to prevent tho accommodation of pilgrims in unlicensed 
houses. The working of the Act in tho town of Deoghur was on tho whole 
satisfactory. 

121. In Ooloobaria 20 applications were received during tho year for the 
grant of licenses to open lodging-houses. In all the cases licenses were granted 
on the certificate of the Healtli Officer as to tho fitness of the houses for the 
recmition of lodgers. The receipts of the fund including an opening balance 
of Us. 148-2-9 amounted to Ks. 562-6-9, and the expenditure to Ks. 473-1-4. 
I'he conservancy establishment employed by tlie Committee consisted of two 
sweepers at Rs. 5 each per mensem for sweeping the streets daii^, two mehters 
at Rs. 9 each for removing night-soil and urino from- the public latrines and 
urinals in the town, of which there are two of each kind, and one peon at Rs. 5 
for supervising tho work of the sweepers and tho mehters. Besides these, there 
were six more mehters employed by the Committee, who were paid by the 
iudging-hoiise keepers and other residents of the town for removing filth from 
their houses. Tho night-soil of the town and the street sweepings were daily 
removed to a considerable distance from the town, and there buried under 
ground at a proper depth from the surface. The Committee held nine meetings 
during the year and took a great intei’estin the working of the Act. 

122. In Gurbotta, the working of the Act commenced from tho 1st 
January 1884. Tho receipts of the fund during the year 1884-85 amounted to 
Rs 116-8, and tho e.xpcndituro to Rs. 68-2-3. A set of bye-laws was framed 
under section 37 of Act IV (B.C.) of 1871, and approved by the Lieutenant- 
Governor under section 38 thereof on the llth November 1884. Tho Lodging- 
house Committee, which consisted of three official and three non-official 
members, held throe meetings daring tho year, and were very careful in super¬ 
vising tho working of the Act in tho town. Three prosecutions were instituted 
during the year under section 17 of the Act, in two of which the accused were 
convicted. A sweeper was employed by the Committee on a salary of Its. 4 per 
month for sweeping the streets of tho town and separate places wore fixed for 
the burial and burning of corpses. It is reported tnat siuue the enforcement of 
the provisions of the Act the mortality in tho town of Gurbetta has consider¬ 
ably diminished, and there was not a single case of cholera or small-pox during 
the year. 

123. Aetion iaJeen hy Government tender tecUom 63, 64 and 65 of the 
controlling eections of the Municipal Act .—These sections arc numbered 
59 to 66. The Select Cotamittee in the report on the Mnnivipal Bill thus 
explained -the object of these sections;—“ Wo imagine that the principle 
will generally be accepted, that it is desirable to leave to municipalities the 
greateist possible fre^om of action so long as precautions are taken to ensure 
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tliat the liberty accorded to them 'will be rightly need. It is in the apjrlication 
oi the principle that differonoee of opinion will be found. In our view the 
iiocessary precautiona do not lie in the direction of reatraining the power of 
the rate-payera to elect their own repreaentativea or of the Commiasionent to 
elect their own Chairman. We ahould prefer to attain our object by pro¬ 
viding—that the Magiatrate ahall have full opportunities of knowing what 
the municipality ia doing or reaolving to do; gecomily, that power ahall be 
reserved to restrain a municipality doing any specific act which may be 
dangerous to the public peace or injurious to the common interest; thirdly, 
that measures sliall be possible by which a municipality may be compelled to 
perform any specific duty which it may have neglected to fulfil; and fourthly, 
that a municipality which may show peraistent neglect or incajiacity shall be 
liable to be suspended for such time as the Government may direct- To these 
safeguards we are disposed to attach much importance, and we have not 
only included them in the Bill, but have emphasiz^ them by classing them 
together under a sub-bead of Control in that part of the Bill which deacribea the 
constitution of tlio municipality.” A case in which the power of gnsjiending 
the proceedings of the Commiasionerg vested in the Local Government 
under section was oxerrised occurred in the Patna Municipality. On the 
Slat March 1884, tlie Commissioners of this municipality elected Mr. R. C. 
Mackcimio, a Civil Engineer, to be their Vice-Chairman for a term of two years 
on a salary of Es. 800 a month, in consideration of his performing the duties 
of Engineer to the muiiicipality in addition to those of the Vice-Chairman. 
The Section was sanctioned by the laeutenant-Govemor under the first 
proviso to section 30 of Act V (B.C.) of 1876. When the new Municipal Act 
came into force and a new set of ^mmizsioners were elected, they passed 
a resolution to the effect that they were entitled nndcr the first part of section 26 
to elect a Vice-Chairman without reference to the previous appointment 
of a Vice-Chairman under Act V (B.C.) of 1876. The Commissioner of the 
Division pointed out to the Municipal Commiasionera that their proceedings 
were ultra vireg, and that the appointment or election, by whatever name it may 
bo called, of Mr. Mackennie v as saved by clause 3, .section 3 of Aid III (B.C.) 
of 1884, but they persisted in their course and refused to reconsider the 
matter. Tlic Commissioner was therefore compelled to pass an order under 
section 63 suspending the execution of the resolution and reported the matter 
to Government. The Superintendent and Remembrancer of Legal Aflairs, to 
whom the question was referred for opinion, held that even if the election of 
Mr. Mackennie as Vice-Chairman of the Patna Municipality was not an appoint¬ 
ment under the Act of 1876, the new Act cannot aSeet the validity of the 
election for two years of the Vice-Chairman, nor aflect his right to salary for that 
period, nor the liability of the Commissioners to retain his services under the 
contract. The Commisaioner’a order has accordingly lieen directed to bo in 
force until further orders. 

124, Another case in which the jjowera vested in the Government under 
clause 3 of section 63 wore exercised occurred in the town of Burriaal in the 
district of Boefcergunge. The town is situated on the western bank of a river 
which goes by tlie name of the town. In front of the station there has 
formed a sand bank, or what is called in the vernacular a chur. It remains 
totally submerged from May to November, but during the rest of the 
year a few patches of earth here and there get dry owing to the fall of 
the river. One Cfaundi Cliaran Bai alleging himself to bo tbe proprietor' 
of tlie sand bank applied to tbe Chairman of the Burriaal Municipality 
for permission to cause excavations to be made near the water’s 
edge and earth to be heaped on the chur: The Chairman gave him 
the necessary permission belioviiig that he was not entitled to take into 
consideration the probable further use wbidi the petitioner would make of tbe 
land thus raised artificially. Some of tbe residents of die town complained 
to the Magistrate against the order of the Chairman, under cover of which 
Chuudi Charan Bai was laying tbe foundation of a buitee right in front 
of the town, which would seriously injure the health of the public. 
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llie importance of keeping the sand bank dear of habitations was so 
thoronghljr reoognizod that a resolution to accjuire it, in order to prevent its- 
ever being cultivated was passed by the mumoipaUty so long ago as 1872, but 
t^ proposal fell tlirough in oonsequonoe^ of want ol urgency, as no attempt 
was ever made by any one to cultivate it. The Civil Surgeon of the district 
was of opinion that if the chur be dlowed to be built upon it would vitiate 
the whole drainage of the town. The Magwtrate of Uie district therefore 
passed an order under section 63 suspending the execution of the order 
granted by the Chairman of the municipality permitting Baboo Ohundi 
iCbaian Bai to make excavations on the ehtir, and reported the matter 
to Government for infmmatien and further orders. The Commissioner of the 
Dacca Division, who was consulted by Government, stated that he had not tho 
“slightest hesitation in saying that the result of erecting a btaiee in front of the 
statmn, as desired by the petitioner, would be fatal to the heaUh of tho town. 
No interference with the river frontage should be permitted.” On the receipt 
of this report, the Lieutenant-Governor confirmed the order of the Magistrate, 
and directed that it shall permanently continae in force without any modifi¬ 
cation. 

1^5. The JJengal Local Self-Government Act of 1885.—A report on the 
working of municipal and other institutions in which the people of the 
country take a share in their management would not be complete unless some 
notice were taken of a measure which was passed at the lost session of the Bengal 
Legislative Council, and which is calculated to excite a practical interest among 
the ]:>eopIe in the management of their own affairs, to develop self-help und self- 
reliance, and to promote the establishment of voluntary and intelligent agencies 
to assist tho Government in tbo administration of the internal affairs of the 
country, viz, Act. Ill (B.C.) of 1885, the Bengal LiOcal Self-Government Act. 
The object of this enactment is to give the people of Bengal a substantial 
interest and responsibility in the management of their own local afiairs. The 
existing District Koad and School Committees have very limited powers, and 
these powers ore generally exercised under close official control. Tlte Com¬ 
mittees hardly offer any attraction to men of education and ability who desire 
to participate in tho management of public business, and they afford no relief 
to the Government staff in the administration of the departments of work 
with which they are supposed to deal. The Local Self-Government Act will 
supply the people with that field of usefulness they wanted, and will, it is 
hoped, relieve Government officers of much responsibilty. It is to have 
force and effect in every district in those provinces, except in the distrirfs 
of Singbhoom, the Sonthal Pergunnahs, and the Chittagong Hill Tracts, 
and in the town of Calcutta, and in all those towns which are incorporated 
into niunicipaUties under the provisions of the Bengal Municipal Act III 
(B.C.) of 1884. It provides for the establisfament -of a District Board 

in every district and of Local Boards in 
sub-divisions of districts, where the Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor may think there is available 
material for the formation of such Com¬ 
mittees. It directs, however, that in every 
sub-division of the sixteen districts, named 
in the margin, a Local Board diail be 
established. It also provides for the furmatian of Union Committees in a 
village or group of vulages in any sub-division of a district. The members of 
Union Committees shml be elected from among the residents of the unions, 
and shid], in no case, bo less than five or m<ao than nine. The Act has, 
however, given the Lieutenant-Governor power to direct, by an order in 
writing, for reaaons to be stated in such order, that any Union Committee shall 
uonsiat, either wholly or in part, of members appointed by the Commissioner of 
the Division. The constitution of Local Boards in tho districts mentioned 
above shall consist of uiemhen, of whom two-thirds are to bo elected and one- 
tbird nominated by Government. In all the other districts the members of 
Local Boards are to be appointed by Government, but the Lieutenant-Governor 
has been vested with the power to enter the name of any district in the

The Act has entmsted these 
Boards with extensire powers and duties in regard to roads and conunnni- 
cations, hospitals emd dupensaries, sanitatian, vaccination, famine relief, takmg 
of census, maintenance of staging bnn^ows, holding of fairs and exhibitions,' 
and other matters of public intor^ and utilitj. They have also been entrusted 
with the maintenanoe and management of all jmmarjr and middle schools 
under public managemeut within &eir respective jurisdiotions, and tho distri¬ 
bution of grantfr-in-aid among foirate institutions for the promotion of prima^ 
education. Powers have also been given to them to construct and nuuntain 
tramways^ railways, and wntei^works, imd to take charge of or construct 
public buildings on behalf of Government. Such are brimy the provisions 
of the moasore which was passed by the Bengal Legislative Council on 
the 6tii April lust, and received the assent of lIis Excellency the Governor- 
General on the lltb July ld86. It now remains with the people of the 
country themselves to show by theii attendance and devotion to work in 
the liocat and District Boards which are about to be formed whether the 
concessions made in the Act limited though they are at tho beginuing, 
should be widened, and more important affairs of me country placed in thew 
hands. 

126. CoKcluston.—In the report for 1881-82, a brief summary of the 
municipal wants of some of the pnneipel towns of the province was given. In 
this year’s report, a short account of the present condition of these towns has 
been furoisbed. It will be found in appendix G.

Miscellaneous. 

30. No eleotion shall be invalidated on a point of form, provided that these rules have 
been substantially obeyed. 

31. No election shall be invalidated on aocooni of any irrogulsriiy whatever, unless it 
shall appear that that irregularity was such as'materially to afieot the result of the 
eleotion. 

32. ^ No person in the employment or pay of the munidpsUtyriuill, directly oriodireotiy, 
engage in oanvaasmg for votes, or otherwise assist in the eleotion of any candidate, otherwise 
than by giving his own vote. Any breach of this rule will render him liriale to 
dismim. 

33. All oo^ incuned in the preparation of the register of voters, the publication' of 
notices, the holding of elections, or taking any otiior neeeesaiy actions under these ruleri tiiati 
be payable by the Uonuaisrionen out of toe musio^ tond.

19. jEfaoh voter shall be entitled to vote for the word in which he ordinarily resides, 
and for no other. He shall be ouiitlod to vote for as many candidates os there are vacancies 
lor such word. 

20. All nersons wishing to vote must bo present at the elections. No votes by proxy 
or in writing snail be rewived. 

21. Tue Magistrate, or such other gazetted otBoer as the Magistrate may depute for

22. The prooeodiugs shall commence by the presiding officer expluiniu^ the nature and 
objects of the meeting to the nssomUed voters.

23. Bacli oandidato shall then ba proposed by one qualified voter, and seconded by 
another, t^ubjei^ to tbo control of the presiding officer on points of onler, oooh oaudidato 
and his proposer and seconder shall ho permitted to od^ss the assembled voters on tite 
subject of ffis condid^ura. The names of candidates not duly proposed and seconded shall 
be removed from the list. 

24. All objections to votrn^ shall, if possible, bo sumumrily decided by tbe presidiug 
officer, after refereneG to the ropsier. No objections sbail be entertmoed other than 
objections oritii^ out of matters subsequent to registration under rule 8. 

25. The presiding officer shall record with his own hand the votes of the electors 
present.

Mieeellaneom. 

30. No person in tbe employment or pay of the municipality shall, directly or 
indirectly, engage in oanva^ung for votes, or otherwise assist in the election of any candi¬ 
date, otherwise than by giving hh» own vote. Any broach of this rule will render him 
liable to dismissal. 

31. All costs inourml in tho preparation of the register of voters, tho publication of 
notioes, the holding of elections, or taking any other necessary actions nnder these rules, 
shall be payable by tbe Commissioners out of the monicipai fund.

The 25^A October 1884.—The foJlowing rules for the election of Municipal Commis- 
eioners for the Uunidpalit^ of the Suburbs of Calcutta have been laid i>wn by the 
Lieuienant-Govemor under section 15 of Act III (B.G.) of 1884. 


Ojfthi nmiher of Commieeioime and WanU. 

1 . The Suburban Municipality bo divided into six wards, in the following 
maimer 

Ward No. 1, compriamg the police tbanas of Oossiporo, Chitpore and Ooltadanga. 

Ward No. II, comprising the tbanas of HanicktoUah and Baliaghatta. 

Ward No. Ill, oompnaing the thuuas of Entally and Baniapookur. 

Ward No. IV, combing the thanos of Ballygunge and Tollygunge. 

Ward No. V, comprising the tbanas of Bhowanipore and Alipore. 

Ward No. VI, oomprising the thanos of Watgunge, Ekbalpore and Garden Beaoh. 

2. There shall bo thirty Municipal Oommissioners, of whom ton shall bo nominated 
by Govoromont and twenty olecsted under those rules to reprosoni the seveml wards. 

8. The twenty eleot^ OommiBSLonun shall be allotted to the soveml words in the 
following maunor

Of the qualification cf wten. 

4. Persons otherwise qualified to vote must he males, who have resided within tho 
limits of the munioipality lor one year previous to the date of the election. 

Subj4oi to the above rue, all persons who have, during the year immediately 
jmeoeding the olection, paid an aggregate amount of not less than Bs. 0 in respect of any 
rates itnposed by the Act, and who have been duly registered os hereinafter piuvidcd, shu 
be qualified to vote. 

0. Subjeot to the proviso oontaiued in Kule 4, any person who, being a merobor of a 
joint undivided family, one of tho members of which boa, during tho yoar preceding such 
olecrion, paid, in res^xjct of any of tho ratos imposed W the Act, an aggregate amoimc of 
uot loss than Bs. 3, or is a graduate or Hoentiate of any TJmvorsity, or holds a X 3 ertificate as n 
H<^cr or Mooktear, or holds any office or employment carrying a salary of not loss than 
Bs. 50 por mensem, shall bo entitled to vote. 

7. Each voter shidl be entitled to vote for the word in which ho ordinarily resides, and 
for no other. Each voter shall have as many votes os there ore vaoaacios, aud may give us 
many of these votes as ho pleases to any one or more candidates. 

Of the t'egiatmtion of oolere. 

8 . For each ward a register shall be prepared by the Municipal Commiauemen, in 
which shall bo entered the names of tho persous quaiiW to vote at eleotions. This register 
for each ward shall bo prepared us soon as possible after the appro^ of tlieae rules by 
Government, and hereafter shall be revised annually, and repul&ihed on ^o Ist October in 
eaoh year.

41. If an objection, on the sround of personation, of non-registry or any other cause, 
be made to the polUng officer in any case, tlie vote shall nevertheless be noted and separated 
as above, and the objection shall be recorded. 

42. Any agent appointed by a candidate in oocurdanoe with Rule 2G may insi>oct any 
voting pai)OT. lie may, nt any time up to the close of tlie poll, object in writing to the 
rt*coptioa of any vote, stating the grounds of his objectious, aud he shall sign such stotement. 

43. If in any oftw* the presiding offitMT shall find that a second voting pajior is presented, 
piu]>ortiiig to be on account of n person whose vote has been already recorded, he shall 
proceed ini the same manner oh in the case meutinned in Rule 41. 

U. At the <'lose of the poll, the presiding officer shall transmit to the Chairman all 
objectiems, togolhox* with all the records relating to them. Tiie Chairman, or, if he bo 
provoulod attending, n Sub-Commitfee of Commiifiuoners appointed by him, shall 
proceed ou the next following day, not being a Sunday or holiday, to hoar and determine 
such objections, and the deciriou shall be final. 

45. At the close of the poll, the polling officer shall forwanl to the Chairman all 
the voting napere, orrimged according to thoir couseoutivo numbers, in a packet duly sealed 
and secu^. 

40. As soon a.s may be after the deoislou of objection has been oonoluded, the 
C'hairmau shall publish, iu the Calcutta Qazrttey and at the munioittal office, the names of 
the petrsen or |>ersons in wliose behalf votes have been recorded, and the number <»f votes 
given for eacb of them ; and the candidates for whom the greatest number of votes shall 
have been givoQ shall be declared to have been duly elected. 

47. If the same poison be a candidate for eleven iu more than one ward, on his elec¬ 
tion for one ward he shall cease to be eligible in any other ‘imd. 

48. In case of on equality of votes tho Chairman shall give a casting vote. 

49. No election shall be invalidated on a point of form, previded that theso rules have 
been substantialiy obeyed. 

50. No election shall be in'relidated on account of any irregularity whatever, unless it 
shall appear that that irregularity was such as materially to affect the result of the election. 

51. No person in the omploymeut or pay of the municipality shall, directly or 
indirectly, engage in oanvafwing for votes, or otherwise assist in tho election of any imndidate, 
otherwiso than by giving his own vote. Any breach of t)^ rule will render the offender 
liable to dismissal.

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APPENDIX G. 

DESCEimON OF TOWNS. 

Howr&h is the most importaat town is Benfpa.! next to Calontta and its 
Suburbs. It is the hood-quarters of the magisterial distriot of Howrah, and is situated 
on the west bank of the river Hooghly. It was oonrtituted o muuioipallty in November 
1862. Its poiiuiation is 99,764 and area 11 square miles. It is lighted with gas and is the 
terminus of the East Indian Itoilway. It has several mills and manufaotories of various 
sorts and some im^rtant dooks for ue repair of shijM. It is oonnooted with Otiloutta hjr a 
massive pontoon Wdge construoted aoross the river in the year 1873-74. Howrah has a 
Town Hall and a hne bridge built over the railway oonneoting the northern portion of the 
town with the southern portion, where all the pablio of&oes, the jail and the hospital ore 
situated. 

XJtterparah is a enmll town sitaatod on the north of Bali klml, and is 
bounded on the north by Bliadrakali, on the south by the Bali khal, on the east by the riyet 
Hoo^y, and on the west bv the Kasf Indian Hailway line. Its area is about 1 square mile. 
Tho U tt^arah Hitnkari Sabah, the x>ublio libraiy, the oharitahle disponsoiy, the Grovemment 
Bnglirii school, tho vemooular school and the rirVs school, arc tho institutions wMbh oontri- 
huto greatly to the importance of the place. The large and well-built houses and well laid- 
ont gardens of tho worthy residents add to tho beauty of the town. 

Seramporfi.~^D\(i Sorompore Municipality is situated on the right bank of the river 
Hooghly between Kntrung Municipality to the south, Bydahati Muniolpalitv to the portb, 
and tho Elaai Indian Railway to the west. A portion of it lies to west oi the East Jnthan 
Bailway at Soiamporo station which is about 12 miles north of Howrah, the terminus. 
Tho municipality lies on the high bank of tho Itiver Hooghly and on the slope outwards 
towards DankoonI heel. Towards the north, tho railway is very olose to tlie river. It 
diverges from the river at the shoulder formed by tho south sido of a creek of the river, on 
which stands the old Danish settlement of Sorompore. Tho munidpolity begins a short way 
south of Seoorufooly station where the branch trunk rood lies immediately to the west of 
the Huo, and comprises within its limits the Senunporo station, whore the road following the 
river bonk, oi'osbph the lino to the cost, and Connogor station throo miles to tho south of it. 
The area is about 5 square miles, and the length about miles. The northern ond of tho town 
is the most thickly populated. Here is the old settlement of Serampore, now the head-quarters 
of tho sub-division with tho old missionary college, the outcherira, ohuroh. sub-divisional house, 
and other bnildings dating from the time of tho Danes and the houses of the Gossain and De 
Fasces with many gooil houses, ftortly their property and partly that of others. By the 
college stands the India Jute Mill. The old curiom of rich mombers of |oiat faiuilies going 
out, and bnilding houses for themselves, gives the native quarter a very rumous appoarouoe as 
many old houses got out of repair. The population of Seramporo town, with BuUubpore 
and Chattra, is about 16,000. 

Next to Sersmporo, BuUubi)ore and Chattra, is tbo Mohesh and Rishra ward. Mainly 
by means of tho Kastiogs and WelHngton Jute Mills, this is beoonung a busy place of trade^ 
On tbe side of the Grand Trunk road hero, there are the two Jugg^ath oars of Mohesli 
and Bulli^pore, which are dragged every year. The inferior of the ward west of tho road 
is thinly populated, and has not much tromo except bricks, which are manufactured towards 
the mlway. Population about 6,000, area 1J square miles. 

('onnagar, which is on tho south of the Bwlmi ward with a similar population and area, 
is a village of educated men. It has one of the earliest sehools, which takes rank as a 
rillidi B(^ool, a good vernacular school, a girTs school with about 60 pupils. The main 
support of its inhabitants is tho inoomo from the situatioiu in Calcutta and elsewhere held 
by many of them. 

Uooghljf and Chuniurah.-^T!KiB munimp^ty is hounded on tho east by tbe Hooghly river, 
on the west, by tlie Grand Trunk road and the bridge at its junction with tho Buvtofa rood, 
on the north by Khamarporab, and on the south by the French Chandronagore. 7.'be area 
of tho town is about 6 square miles, and the population aeeoi'ding to tho last census, is 31,177. 
Some parts of the town such as Hooghly, Ohinsurah proper, the major portion of Chandiu- 
nogore and Bhabngunge are tliickly populated; while othen are more like large villages and 
are inhabited chiefly by the poorer olasses. The river Hooghly runs along the east end the 
Grand Trunk roa^l along the west of the town up to Ncldanga. The two main outlets for the 
discharge of tho rain water ai^ the Kooshigunge drain on tho soutii and the Bali khid on the 
north. The former drains Ohinsurah and Chandranogoro and the latter Hooghly. Besides 
these there axe other largo drains whioh as woU as the two diief ones oommunicato with the 
river. The pj^went state of tiie town in comparison with its h)nne 2 ' condition shews 
great improvement, {mriioularly in roai^, drains and other sanitaiy works. Since the 
establishment of the munioqiality many metalled roads have been oonstruetod, and tho 
conation of tbe kutcha roads lias also been greatly improved. The construction of now 
drains in several parts of the town and the closiug up of woll priTi<*s and others which 
esistod on the side of the old Dutch drains in Ghinsui^, tho gr^ual fllHng up of low places 
and stagnant pools with ^o street sweepings, tlic disoontinuonoe of the praotioes of throwing 
dead bodies into the river and fouling tho chur lands, the construction of puhUo latrines 
at different localities, the removal and disposal of night-soil, the regulation of the burial and 
bumifig grounds, and tho ligbt^ of some of the prinoip^ roads have greatly cmitributod to 
tiie coimort^ convenience, and hMith of tho people.

The town Bardwsn estonds over an area of about 8 aquare miles. 
Through the oentre of from west to east flows the rivor Banka, a small stream that 
reoeivea ite swply from the river Damooda that runs in the samo direotion on Ihe south of 
the town. The town is open nearly throughout, and oannot boast of any buildings irith 
claims to arohiteotoral beauty. The palooe of the Maharajah is a Urge extensive range of 
buildings solidly oonstruoted, but its environs are moan and squalid. There is ample rood 
oommunioarion, W some of the roads require widening. There aro some largo tanks bdoug* 
ing to ^e Maharajah which ore i^ed by the people for bathing and drinking purposes. 

jif)Mfn0;3or6.*~*Midnapore is situated on the north bank of the river Co^ye on the edge 
of the latGiiie. The iWn slopes from oast to west with a fall of about 50 feet in two 
miles. The drainage is naturuly very good falling into the Oossve eiUier through 
a khal which runs through the town or throuih tiie paddy flclda lying on 3ui 
oast. There is only ono part oi the town lying in a stuall hollow where there is any 
ditflonlty about the drainage. Until of late the town has hod a very good reputation 
for health, but daring the past two or three years the epidemic Cover oaused a considerable 
number of deatlu. The greater portion, of the nte>pay6Ti!( ore small shop-keepers, and the 
monio^ality is by no means rich. Act III (B.O.) 1864, was extended to the town of Midno- 
pore on the 1st April 1665. The population of the town according to the lost oensus 
was as,924. 

Kuhnaghur.^Tho town of Eishnaghur is an irregularly buUt oollootion of huts and 
poooa buildings erected without much order or desi^^n. One predominating feature of the town 
is ^e number of bamboo (dumps which oro found in all ports of it, and which bring a great 
profit to the owners. They greatly imxtede ventillation and aflord oonvoniont shoto for the 
commission of nuisance. The area of the town is 7 scpiare miles, and it contains a population 
of 27,477 persons. There aro a few good broad roods, but the larger number of thorough¬ 
fares aro lanes which become waior-ouursus in the rains. The town being built on tbo bod of 
an old branch of the Jellmghee nonsists of many ugly holes and low lauds require either 
filling up or turning into servioeable tanks. 

Santi/wre .—Tlie town of Bautinoro is the s(K)ond town in the district of Nuddeo. It is 
bounded on the north and east by the rivulet wiled Nisur, on the south by the (laugos, and on 
tho west by the Horipore khol. Tho aroa of the munioipality is about 9 square milw The 
generality of tho people ore far more civilised than the iimabitAnts living in more rural towns 
of Bengm. There is, however, much party feeling among the inhabitants and tho work of 
the municipality is oonsequently rotaidod for want of unanimity. The sanitary oonditian of 
tho town is not satisfacto:^. 

Itanag/uU.^ThB town of ij^noghat is situated on the banks of the river Ohtimi, whioli 
runs on tite north and west. It has a klial on (ho north-ocut and the Eustoin Bea|^ Btalo 
^ilway lino intersects it almost in the tniddlo. The portion of tlie town lying to the west is 
inhabited by the well-to-do section oi tho community. It is remarkable for its good health, 
and is growing in importance sinoe it has become the converging point of tho nulway system 
in Oontnd Bengal. 

Jessoro Munioipalily is bonudod on tho noiih by Nowaparah and Bhokhati, 
on the west by tbo Jhmiida road and Arilpoor, on the south by tho Ohansrah rood and on 
the east the river Bhoirob. Its area is nearly 5 square miles, and it contains 1 i villages. 
Tbe houses are mostly thatohod, and thereforo jpoouliorly liablo to coadagration. Masonry 
liouses ore rare, and such os there are, are mostly in the occupation of prustitutos. There 
is indeed a very great dearth of house accommodation. To the (Mist and south of tho 
town, there is a huge tract of country whi(b is much overgrown v^ith j angle. Tho Bhurub 
suppUes a large part of the town witli drinking water, and is tbemaiu agency for carrying 
away dramage of tho town. Naturally tho aniinago would have been away from the 
river, but by a system of deep cutting it Lm been taken through tho high bulk into the 
river. Tbis, of course, makes it additionally imperative to keep the drains door, a duty 
which is retorted to be by no means adequately performed. The munioipaUty is 
orowded with tanks, most of which are extremely foul, and is much overgrown with rank 
v^etotioD. 

KhHlm.-~Tho new municipaUty of Khulna is at the head-quarters of tho district of 
that name. It is bounded on the north bv the river Blmirub, on the west by the viUi^os of 
Bara Boyre and doalparah, on the south by tho Laboncora Nowdora khal and Matiiakhali 
khal, 03^ ou tike east by the river Boopsa. Its area u estimated to be 5 square miles, 
ooutuning seven villt^^. A portion of the town was much improved by the flood Cess 
Oommitttee just before the muniinpality was ostablished. 

—Borhampore covers on area of about 10 square miles, and is divided 
into six wards, vis. G-orabosar, Cantonment, Berham^ro, Khugm, 8ydal»d, and (’t^imbosar. 
With the exception of the last ward aud x)Qrt of the sydabad ward, tho entire portion of the 
town is thidiuy inhabited. A sloioe gate was oonstruoted last year at Gorabasar^ at a 
cost of about lU. 1,500, with a view to improve the sanitotiou of the town by opening a 
oommuntostion between the river Bhagirathi and a large beel to the cost.

1864. Hia population liviri Witnin municipal limite is 76,4lo ocoordiug to the oonaw of 
Febmary 18B1. The town of 0ya » sitoatM on the western bauk of the river Fholgu 
whioh up in hot weather, but in the monsoon swells to a considerable stream. The 
town may be divided into three parts, via. (1) Sahebgunge m- the new town; (2) the 
European quarter, and (3) the old (jya town or Gyaji as it is colled. The eastern portion 
is situated »n a ridge running parallel to the course of the river which is its eastern 
boundary. The western side slopes gmduolly to a plain which is terminated on the south 
by the Brahmojoni and Gobaohhoa hills. The Bomslla and the Murli hills skirt the 
norihem slope of the town. The greater port of the town is thus in a valley with hills 
on all sides, The houses in Gya are made of puooa or kutoha bricks and mud. The 
first thing tliat strikes the attention of a visitor in Sahebgungd is its wide and clean 
streets, wpooially near the chawk or market, which are a striking contrast to the narrow 
lanes of the old town. The extreme limits of Gya eatend about 44 miles by 2, but many 
parts of the induded area are oooupi^ by gardens and plantations. Sshebgunge is 
intersected by roads which are metalled with one or two e-xceptions. Thoro are no metalled, 
roads in Uie old towQ, its streets being ill-paved with boulders. The ghats on the river 
Vhalgu, which are many, ore built of puooa masonry. Some of tht*He are new and in good 
condition. There are very few public buildings at Gya worth mentiouing. except the 
Gnvemnient offices, the school, the public library end the dispensary. In the old town of 
Gya is the famous temple of Vishnupad overlooking tlie river l^halgu. It is visited hy 
pilgrims at all times <»f the year. There arc, however, three fixed times in the year when 
the pilgrims come in larger numliors, vis. in March, Septeralwr, and DeoombHr. The climate 
of Gya is healthy aud genial. It is very hot and dry lu the summei* mouths, but delight¬ 
ful in the c<dd weather, and in the rains which begin to fall from June and continae till the 
end of September. The trade of Gya is considerable. Its exports are chiefly grain, such 
as rice, pulses, linseed and tussur cloth manufactured at Maupur. The imports ore chiefly 
pieoe-g<x>ds. A vast improvement has boon offoctod in the present condition of Gya as oon- 
trostod with ite i>ast. Tho roaiis and streets have in many plate's been widened by 
breaking down the e/M6u(rmt (platforms) and other oucroudunento, aud a oumplcle system 
of improved drainage lias been provided. Many public latrines which were greatly neoded 
have been opened for the oouvenionoo of the people, and unwliolesomo hollows have Iksub 
filled up. There has also been considerable inqirovement in the lighting of tho town. Since 
the opening of the Gya-Patna State Bailway a great impetus has beou given to the trade 
of Gya, 

Arnt/i.-^T^o municipality of ArroU was established in tho year 1865. It luis a popula¬ 
tion of 42,998 persons. The town is situated on a table laud somewhat undulatiug. The 
natural slope is towards tho north. Tho surfaoo drainage all flows in this direction, and 
thenco into tho Gauges. Some eight miles from tho town is a small atroam called tho 
** Gaugec,” which is probably the abandoned bed of a river. The town is divided intc two 
portions by this stream. There are two large bridges over it oouueoting the two 
portions. 1'he town Js rather crowded aud tho condition of the lanes, tliough greatly 
unproved, is not su<di os could be expected. Much attention is now b(sing paid in 
their improvement. On the west of the t^wn iboi'e is a very large open space of ground or 
maidan, in which the offices of the Magistrate and Oollootor, the church, the Government 
school and tho oirouit bungalow are situated. The maidan also contains a rooe-oourso, and 
is known bv the name of Aamns!. The place is generally regarded as healthy, though at 
times it sufiers from epidemics of cholera. 

Tho town of Mozufferpore was inoorporated in November 1864. It is 
skirted on tho north by a narrow stream called the “ Burhi Gunduok.” The avo^e length 
of the town from north-west to south-east is two miles and a half and its breadth is two miles. 
It has an area of about 0 sqaaro miles. On tho north and oast of the town there are orchards 
and handsome gardens, and on the west ore rand villages. The town, except in a few pla(H)s, 
stands on su^montly high land. 

DurhhHuga. —The municipality at this place was established on the 1st of November 
1864 under tho Bistrict Towns Impn»voment Act of that year. The town is sitimted on very 
low land, and abounds in tanks ana largo hollows which were excavated in order to obtain 
earth for building purposes. It contains of 63,955 persons densely packed in parta. It has 
very few good vmo roads, though in this respect it is bettor oif than many other towns. 
Fmm the period that the Durbhunga Baj came under the management of tho Court of 
Wards, improvements have been made in this direction, aud the Maharajah since attaining 
^ majority has continned to assist in tho work of improvement. The town owes to tho 
Durbhunga Baja a handsome hospital, a spacious regularly built bazar, aud several other oon- 
siderable advantages. Owing to the low situation and the dense crowding, tbe place has a 
reputation for uuhealthmess from which tiie neighbouring district bead-n|uarter towns are 
comparatively free. 

Chuprah. —Ohupra is a long narrow town, about 6 mil€» in length and throe-fourths of a 

in breadth, on the left bank of tho Ghogia just above the confluence of that river 
with the Ganges. The general slope of the town is from the river bank inwards. The 
natur^ drainage and the water-supply being good, the town is lieattjjiy. The inhabitants 
are for the most port fairly well-to-do specimens of artisans, agriculturists and traders in 
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oounti; prodnoe, and their serrants sad dependonti. 1!he toil ot Ohnpra ii nit and 
gritty, but produce! exeellent drops It is apemally famed tor growing good pesdiet, toaee 
and ieediM. 

Monghyr —^The munidpality o{ Monghyr wm oitabliihdd in the month o£ November, 
1864. Its InriedLotion extends over an area of about 3| square miles. For fadlitating the 
tioUeotion of taxes, it is divided into 25 saotionB or mobullahs. The municipality oontams a 
populstion of 55,372 Mrsons as asoertoined by the oensus of 1881. Via town of Monghyr 
IB situated on the ri^t bank of the Ganges. Xts distance from Calcutta by rail is 304 miles. 
It is oonnooted vrith ^e loop line of the East Indian fiotlway by a branoh line wUoh has 
much facilitated the t^'alBo m the district, and added much to the convenience of the rMidents 
of the town and suburbs. The juneiien of the Uses is at Jamalpore, a distance of six miles 
from Mouebyr. The municipality contmns 9,640 houses, some of whioh are very fine hand¬ 
some buildings. The scenery of the ftni is obonmug, and when the river, during the rains, 
oversows its hanks, the flood oxf ends over miles, and in Rome parts as far as the can 
rea^. All the Govemmmit oflioes, exoopt the post-offloe, are situated inshie the fort, 
and almost all the Eurhpwn residents live within ite walls.- This part of the town may be 
calletl the Obowringhee of Monghyr. The climate of Monghyr is saluhrious, and is much 
thought of by invalids wbo repair hither as to a simitarium'—in foot, by many of the natives 
of l^ugal it is oonsidored as such. The town is celebrated for its hs^ware manufaotorim. 
Its arwsans are very ingenious and are good workmen, and since the ostablishmont of Uie 
Railway wccrkshops at Jamolpore, almost every desori^rfion of iron and brass work may bo 
mode up in the town, suoh as no European workman need bo ashamed of. Looks nuule in the 
town are olmost like, if not equal, to Chubbs. Monghyr is unrivalled for its tablo-mats, ladies^ 
fans, work-boxes and baskets; also for the manuMure of pots of all kin(L. Slate dishes and 
plates of eveiy dMorlption are also manufactured in. Monghyr. Those articles ore prized by 
the natives of Bengm, Tl»e date comoe from the Laheta quarries. 

Jihagufpore.~-T!lh» town of Bhagulpore is atuated on the right bank of the river Ganges, 
but tho main stream is now at a considerable distance from it, except the portion from 
Myagnuge to Berarai under which the riror now flows. The length of tlie monicipaUty is 
^ miles, and tho breadth generally, excepting the portion whioh lies to the south of the 
r^way lixu>, is about 1 mile. The area is about 7f square miles. The town is full of 
orohards, gsidens and mangoo topes. There ore very few tanks or jheols mthin muni- 
oipolity. The land is high and low, undulating in places and flat in others. Owing to tlie 
natural drainage of the surface, tho escape of min water is free and Mrfeot. The water Is 
discharged into the Ganges through ditches. By the constant actiem of water these ditches 
and the side-drams of tho roads ore getting deeper end deeper every year. Tho soil is 
yellowish, soft and sandy. There is veiy little clay. J^low a dqith of about 6 feet to 10 feet, 
a layer of kunker is found in most The place is full of tar and date palms, maugoe, 

j^k and neem trees. About two-thirds of the population is Hindoo and one thira Mohomedon. 
Their principal food-staples are rice, Indian com and wheat. The habits of the people are very 
siinple. Summer heat is intense rising sometimes to 100 F. in the ^ado. In some winters the 
cold is severo, in others not. The rainfall is ou on average 50 inches annually. During the dry 
weather tho westerly winds and during the rainy season eawterly winds previdl. Several 
ranges of hills being ol(»e, tigers visit the town occasionally, and duru^? the rains wild boars 
are sometimes driven in frtan the ftearas by tho floods. On account of tho silting up of the old 
W of the Gangos, tho place has become somewhat UDhealthy since the last three or four years. 
Cholera and small-pox bre^ out in March, April and May, sometimes in epidemic form in 
portionB of the town. 

Pvrneah.’^Th^ Pumoah Munidpality was constituted under Act III (B.C.) of 1864 and 
was established in the month of September of the that year. The area of the muniripality b 

square miles, hut it lacks very xnu^ in ooinpactucss. It b rllyided into six i^les for 
ftdminiEctrative purposes: First, Modnubani wHbh lies to the west and b bounded on the north 
and south by ruim tracts, on the west by the old Koosy river, and on the east hy the civil 
station. It b well drained and comparatively healthy. Second, the civil station, contrining 
the oourts and the pohlio building, as well as the houses of the principal European residents. 
Thb }KMrtion of the town b abo very h(»vlthy, and well dramed exoept the norUi'eastem 
portion of it bordering on tiio oM station. The third portion comprises the line bazar, 
Harobagh, MohaTajguuge, Sarupgunge, Gokulgunge, Madhu|uira and Baijnathgunge. It 
is deobtedly unhealthy. Tlio back water from the Soura river lodges in a tract of low 
land, and numerous oases oi fever that ooour eve^ year dining S^tomber, Ootob^ and 
November are attributable to a great extent to the insumoient drainage of the mareshes lying 
in the middle of thb tract. The water level of tho Soura for about oino months of the year 
remain higher than the level of the marshes, and it b ioir thb reason a thorough drrinage 
of the marshes has hith^o been found imj^cticablo, but steps are now being taken to 
efifoct this. The fourth circle consists of ^ajanohihat, Bhatta, and Bengalitolah. Thb 
traot b inhabited by the Bengali residents and a sprinkling of tlm meroontilo class. A well 
metalled road runs through the whole section, and many kuicha roads aro feeders to it. 
2%b part of the town b tolerably well drained, and is much less unhealihy than the third 
oirole. The fifth circle oemirrisos Nimtolah, Lahri-ke-Ohhauni and Bbamsunder Ghhauni. 
It b not properly drained and is intawoven with jungles. It b chiefly inhabited by the 
lower c^s of the people and is not at oU a healthy pmrrion. The sixth division of the town 
comprises the city ^rneah, inoluding Alumgengo and Jafirbagh. It is bounded cm. the 
Boutn and west by tie Soura river, on tho north by the jungles of Jdiabasar, AbduUanugger, 
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«ad KhoUfa-ohoukh and on the east by the jaaj^lee of Begamdeuri and Lalbagh. This 
portion is very thioklj populated, and prmotpaUy mhabited by the meroantile and trading 
classes. A metalled road, about three miles in length, runs nom line bazar through the 
City bazar up to its northern extremity. The deep driuns on both sides of this mam rood 
were very filthy, and the virulent type of the fever which generally visited the oity after 
the close of the rains was mainly attributed to the filthiness of these drains. They 
have now been filled up, and flat bottomed drains are being ooustruoted in their stead. 
It is hoped that the reoouB^uction of these drains will improve the sanitary oon(Htion of the 
town. 

Poortv .—The municipality of Pooree wos established on the Ist April 1881. The town 
was managed a union up to the bogiuning of the year X881>82. The population within 
munioipal Hmlts is 24,336 aocording to the census of 1881. The town close to the 
sea-shore upon sandy grounds on the buck of the Atharanalla river, which runs parallel with 
tlie coast, and only about two miles in-land, 'fho Jagannath Temple stauds on the ^hest 
ground v^eh is a sandy ridgo running north to south, and which acts ns a water-shod 
parting the rainfall to the oast and west. As the sea-shore to the south of tlie town and the 
rivmr bonk to its north are both higher than the average level of the town, its drainage is a 
diffioult matter, and this difficulty is increased by the foot that a great many of the stroots 
are no better ^an narrow lanes haying no n)om for effloieut drains. The <inly praotioable 
method seems to be to have two systems of drainage, one on each side of the wator^ed, each 
having a main outlet to the sea which must be a^fioially kept open, and be connect with 
the town by minor drains. Such a system has been oummenora for eastern side of the 
wat^-shed. The rnmn outlet drain has been nearly oomplotod, and the work of oonneoting 

minor drains with it is going on. The town exists for and depends on the temple of 
Jagannath, and the groat b^y of residents is immediately connected with the temple 
in some form or other. It is in a veiy great degree a town of lodging-houses 
for the reqoptioa of the pilgrims who flock to it at oertain times in numbers that 
exceed the population commonly two-fold, and sumetimos even five-fold. One of the 
great dilfioulties of the Municipality and the Xiodging-houso Committee is to moot tiie extra 
oonaerv'aucy requirements of this onormons body of temjtorary visitora. The difficulty is the 
more felt as there oau be no blinking of tho foot that the town is in a very insanitary state, 
and that tho moss of returning pilgrims un^ubtodly make that state Mpec^Uy dangoinus. 
Tffio people are filthy in their habits and object to bo improved. Their privies are nothing 
but pits, and when one u filled with lUtU, it is oovored up and another opened near it. lu 
thus way the whole ground inside and outride of the houses has for ages boon horribly defllol, 
and when the soil is saturated with uudrained rainwater, the oonsequeuoes ore seen in the 
returns of public hcMilth. Under the auspioiw of tho Lodgiug-houae Oommitoe, much has been 
done to put a stop to the praotice of erecting underground privies, but nothing con redeem 
the imllutiou of the srii in tim(» past. The funds at the disposal of the Municipal and 
Lodgiiig.house Committee for purposes of oouservanoy and sanitation have been helplessly 
iuBuffioient, and the work of removal of night-soil has been hitherto veiy ill-done simply from 
want of funds. On the oroaiiou of the munidpality the chief wants of the town wore 
first a good drainage system to avoid as much as possible the saturation of a deeply polluted 
soil; secondly, arrangements for the thorough removal and buriri of night-soil outside tho 
town daily ^ thi^y, a supply of para drinking water suffioiently accessible to remove the 
tompti^ioa to use foul water; and fourthly, a oouservanoy establishment suffioieutly strong to 
keep the streets okao and the drains in working order.

cipalities during that year, prepared in accordance with the instructions con¬ 
tained in the orders of tho Government of India, in tho Homo Department, 
No. 2—103-14A, dated tho 27th July 1882. 

THE CALCUTTA MUNICIPALITY. 

2. The report on the working of the Calcutta Municipality has been 
submitted separately with the review of His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor 
thereon. The present report deals only with the working of municipalities in 
the interior of the Province. 
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WORKING OF THE MUNICIPAL ACT, lU (B.C.) OP 1884. 

3. During the year 1886-87 an importmit change was made in the law 
which regulates the administration of municipalities. With a view to more 
edfectirely check the sale of adulterated food of any kind within municupal 
limits, Act HI (B.C.) of 1886 was passed during the year, amending section 251 
of the Act of 1884. The section as it origti^ly stood only provided a check 
on the sale of articles of food or drink render^ noxious W adulteration. 
The discovery made towards the middle of the year, that much of the gh$c or 
clarified batter—an article of human food of very common consumption, 
sold in Calcutta—^was being extensively adulterated with animal fats, caused 
considerable excitement, and induced many of the consumers to abstain 
altogether from the use of this substance. It was, however, declared by 
experts that the intermixture with ghee of fat and other matters of a similar 
kind does not make it noxious as food, and the firaudulent adulteration of the 
article could not therefore bo dealt with under the provisions of either the 
Penal Code or the Municipal Act. A BiU was accordingly introduced into the 
Bengal Council with a view to amend the Calcutta Municipal Act, so as to 
provide for the regulation of such cases. The Bill, in its passage through 
the Council, was amended so as to make it applicable also to the mofussil 
municipalities, and eventually it was passed as an Act amending both the 
Calcutta Municipal Consolidation and the Bengal Municipal Acts. 

Two cases were instituted in the Howrali Mnnicipahty under the new Act 
for the sale of adulterated gbetf in the town. In one case the offender was 
fined Rs. 30, and the other cose was pending at tho close of the year. 

4. A'iwmJw of Four towns were newly constituted munici¬ 

palities, namely, ^ogda m the district of Nuddea, Notrokona in the district of 
Mymensingb, ^namukhi in tho district of Bankoora, and Johanabad in tho 
district of Hooghly. There were thus 138 municipalitieB in the Province at the 
dose of the year, against 134 in tho preceding year. Of these municipalities, 26 
are situated in the Burdwan Division, 36 in the Presidency Division, 11 in the 
Kajshabye Division, 16 in the Dacca Division, 24 in the Patna Division, 10 
in tho Bhagulporo Division, and 5 in each of tho divisions of Chittagong, 
Orissa and Chota Nagpore. Tho statement in Appendix A shows the date of 
establishment of each municipality in the Province, the population within 
municipal limits, and the actual number of rate-payers in each. The average 
proportion of rate-payers in the municipalities for which complete figures are 
given was 17-92 per cent, of the population.

In the Kurseong and Pumlia Municipalities, however, the great majority 
of voters abstained from exercising their right, and Government appointed the 
Commissioners under sections 14 and 16 of tho Act. 

6. Betult of eleeiiota held during the year .—No general election was held in 
any of tho municipalities, as tho Commissioners dected in 1884-85 continued 
in office during the year. Of the 84 byo-dections hdd under section 27 to fill 
up vacancies in the place of Commissioners who had resigned, died or had 
ceased to be Commissioners, 80 were conducted successfully. One failed through 
the non-attendance of voters, and the remaining three owing to nominations of 
candidates not having been submitted by the electors within the time prescribed 
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by the rules. In several cases the elections mtotb keenly contested, and the 
voters generally di^layed considerable interest in the proceedings, except in 
one or Wo of &e backward divisiona. Although, towards the beginning of 
the year, the rule requiring the attendance of 10 per cent, of the qualiAed 
voters at the polling station was repealed, the attendance of voters felt below 
that percental only in six oases in all. The largest attendance was 80 per 
cent, in one case, and the average of all the successful elections was 30'5 per 
cent. The table given in Appendix B shows the result of these elections. In 
accordance with the instructions contained in Home Department letter No. 95, 
dated the SOth July 1887, a column has been added to the statement showing 
the number of persons entitled to vote in the wards in which the elections 
were held.

There has been a steady fall, from year to year, in the proportion of 
European and of official members to tho total strength of the Committees. The 
sudden fall in tho number of official and Europcau members who held office 
at the close of the year 1684-85 was the eSect of tho general introduction of 
tbo elective system in that year. 

9. Meetings of Committees. —The largest number of meetings held during 
flic year was 34 in two cases—Bishenporo and Ghattal—with an average 
attendance of 60 and 50 per cent, respectively of the total number of Commis¬ 
sioners; and the smaller, 3 in one case, Bhabua, and 4 in two cases— 
Jugdispore and Notrokona, the latter having come into existence in January 
1887. All the Commissioners of one mmucipality (Dumraou) aro reported to 
have attended at every meeting held daring tho year, and only in one ease did 
the atteudanco fall below 25 per cent, of tho strength of the Committee. The 
average attendance in about two-thirds of the municipalities, for which 
complete figures have been given, stood at or above 56 per cent, of the total 
number of Commissioners. The attendance was on tlie whole satisfactory.

In the Orissa Division there were no Municipal Benches constituted in any 
of the towns during tlie year. In Balasore all the munieipal cases were tried 
by an Honorary Magistrate. Ho tried 140 coses, in which 129 persons were oon- 
victod and 11 acquitted. The amount of fines realized wasBs. 171*11. 

In the Cbota Hagjwre Division also there wore no Municipal Benches. In 
Pumlia one of the Municipal Commissioners and an Honorary Ma^strate 
tried most of the municipal coses which ocotured within the municipality. 
The number of cases trioa was 127, in which 219 persons were convicted and 
16 were acquitted. The oases of two persons were pending trial when tho 
year dosed. Tho amount of fines imposed was Its. 74-13-9, of which 
Rg.

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11.‘ Atmmenti .—The statement in Appendix P shows the mode of 
assessment pievaiiing in each municipality in the Province, the rate at which 
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the tax on holding or ou persons was levied, and the result of any xerision 
of assessment made during the year 1886-87. Taxation increased from 12 
annas and 1*617 pie per head to 12 annas and 4'894i pies. It was highest in the 
Municipality of Darjeeling, where the rates amounted to Bs. 4-13-7, and least 
in the Municipality of Biwenpore, where the rates amounted to Re. 0-1-9, per 
head of th^opulation. 

12. Rvth tmpogtt letted during fi« year.—The provisions of the Bengal 
Municipal Act, III (B.O.) of 1884, regarding the levy of a tax on carriages, 
and on horses and other animals, and the imposition of a fee for the registra¬ 
tion of carts, were extended during the year to the municipalities of Commillah 
in the district of Tippemh, Serajgunge in the district of Pubna, Daudnagar 
in tho district of Gya, Jamalporc and Sberopuro in the district of Myrnensingh, 
Jomtti in the district of Monghyr, Obupra in tho district of Barun, and Arrah 
in tlie district of Shahabad. The Municipal Commissioners ofSonamukhi 
in the district of Bankoora also obtained the sanction of Government to the 
imposition of a fee for the registration of carts which are kept or under section 
143 of the Act for tho registration of carts whifili are kept or habitually 
used within the municipality.

14. Mecitficaiion of mmieipal boundariss,—-ln tho liajshahyo Division the 
boundaries of tho Serajgungo Municipality wore revised by the inclusion within 
municipal limits, at the request of tho residents, of two villages, named 
Dori Sealholo and Soya Shoebulla, with a view to their sanitary improvement. 

In the Dacca Division tho boundaries of the Pcrokcpore*Municipality were 
revised by the exclusion therefrom of certain outlying villages, wliicn wero 
said to derive no benefit from their amalgamation with tho mimicipality.

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In the Patna DiTision alteration of boundaries was made during the rear 
in the munieipalities of Oya, Bhabua and Ha^ubani. In Gya the tuter- 
Btion was necessitated to remove the vagueness of the western boundary^ 
Tbs boundaries of the Bhabua Municipality were extended during the year 
by the inclusion of the villages of Ekhlashpur and Seen within mimicipal limits. 
In Madhubani the alteration was necessary for the purpose of including within 
the limits of the municipality the adjacent village of Bowrah, a portion of which 
was already included within the municipality. 

1', Managemmi of eatiU pounds. —An important step in furtherance of 
the system of local self-government was the transfer of the management of 
cattle pounds situated within municipal limits to the Commissioners of the 
municipalities concerned. Under a Besolntion of the Government of Bengal in 
the Financial Department, dated 29th April 1881, all receipts and charges on 
account of such cattle pounds were transforred from the Provincial to the 
Municipal accounts; but the management of the pounds continued in the 
hands of the District Magistrate. During the year under report the powers of 
the Magistrate of the distr^, under chapters I to Ill of the Cattle Trespass 

^ °f 1871, were, by a notification* issued under 
* ™ ■ section 1 of the Cottle Trespass Act Amendment 

Act, XVIII of 1883, conferred upon the Commissioners of municipalities in 
respect of pounds situated within municipal limits.

The discrepancy between the closing balances of 1885-86 and tho opening 
balances of 188^87 in the Burdwan and Fatna Divisions is duo to the inclusion 
in 1886-87 of the balance at credit of the late unions at Sonamukhi and Daudna- 
gar. Tho former was constituted a municipality daring the year; and although 
the provisions of tho Aot were extended to the latter town daring the previous 
year, the amount at the credit of the late union was not shown in that year’s 
account. 

17. Income .—It will be seen from the above statement that the total muni* 
cipal revenue of tho year exceeded that of the provius year by Bs. 2,03,533.

18. The total income from “ Taxation’’amounthd to Rs. 20,92,935, against 
Be. 19,93,461, showing a not increase of Rs. 99,474. With the exception of 
tolls at ferries and taxes on kilns, all tho other heads of receipt from taxation 
show an increase; and tlie result shows that tho Municipal Commissioners aro 
exerting themselves to watoh and foster tho income under their control. 

19. The increase under “ Conservancy Goss ” was due to a large extent 
to tho levy of tho house sorviee fees for tho first time in tho municipalitios of 
Jessore in tlie Presidency Division; Pubna, Julpigoree and Nattore in tho 
Kajshahyo Division; and Monghyr and Sahebgunge in the Bhagulpore Division. 
Tho reoeipto had also increased, chiefly in tho municipalitios of the Suburbs of 
C^dcutta, Howrah, Midnaporo and Baranagoro. In the last-named town tho 
income rose from Rs. 2,275 in 1885-86 to Rs. 8,496 in 1886-87. 

20. The increase under “ Tax on persons according to circumstances and 
property” and “Tax on houses aud lands” was'shared by all the divisions, 
except the Chittagong Division, where tho income fell from Rs. 30,727 in 
1885-^6 to Rs. 30,361. Tlioro was a marked increase in the monicipalitieB of

21. The increase under “Water tax ” was duo mainly to tho levy of a 
water-rate for the first time in tlie Burdwan Municipality. A sum of Rs. 17,137 
was collected during the year, at tho rate of 6 per cent, on the annual value of 
holdings. In tho Darjeeling Municipality the income under this head rose 
from Rs. 9,830 in 1885-86 to Rs. 12,268 during tho year under review. In tho 
latter municipality the tax was levied at 3 per cent, on tho annual value of 
the holdings within the town. Those are the only two municipalitios where 
a watcr-rato is levied. 

22. The receipts from loans rose from Rs. 240 in 188.5-86 to Rs. 74,800 
in 1886-87. The chief items were a loan of Rs. 50,000 placed on tho market 
by the Howrah Municipality to pay off thoir share of the cost of tho railway 
overbridge, and of Rs. 24,600 by tho Burdwan Municipality to make fium 
payments on account of the cost of constructing the water-works in that 
town. Tho bulk of the latter loan was floated at par, discount having been 
paid on a sum of Be. 3,000 only at Rs. 2-2-3 per cent. The loan bears interest 
at 5 per cent, per annum, and is repayable in 20 years. 

23. Tho total receipts from tolls compare unfavourably witii the figures 

for the previous year, 'rhere has been a large decrease in the Burdwan and 
Presidency Divisions. The Commissioner of Burdwan reports that the ferries 
did not let weU, and that in the case of one municipality the bids obtained last 
year were abnormally high. The receipts in the 24-Pergannabs and Nuddea 
districts fell from Rs. 10,066 and Rs. 2,250 to Rs. 1,467 and Rs. 815 respectively; 
wbOst no receipts are shown to have accrued to tho municipalities in the Khoolna 
district, where the income during the previous year amounted to Rs. 1,428. 
The Commissioner will be called upon to report why no income at all has bemi 
shown under this hemd against several mauicipaUties in the 24-Fergunnahs 
district, and all in the Khoolna district. . 
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24. There was also a doarease of Bs. 19,454 nnder “ Hjscellaneons 
receipts.” This was distrilmtod among all the divisions, except F^den( 7 , 
Dacca and fihagolptore. In the last two divisions the revenue increased, and 
in the first the receipts did not fluctaate apprecialdy. The loss was specially 
felt in the Bmdwan and Sorampore Municipalities in the Burdwan Divisian, 
in Darjeeling in the Rajshahye Division, in the G^and Chnpra Municipalities 
in Patna, and in Chyebassa in the Chuta Nagpore Division.

_ 29. (2) Lighting. —The increase under this head was sliared by all 
divisions. In the Comillah Municipality the expenditure rose from Itt. 48 
in 188n-80 to Ks. 5,253 in 188C-87. 

30. (4) Water-worka.—ThQ increase is mainly explained by the fact that 
for_ the first time a charge of Ils. 38,367 has boon shown against the munici¬ 
pality of tlio Suburbs of Calcutta. In view of the great importance of procuring 
a fair supply of filtered water, and of providing for the reclaination of lustees, 
and for other uu]>ortant sanitary reforms in the municipality, the Commis¬ 
sioners were relieved by Government of one-half of tlie police charges 
previously borne by them, wifii effect from the beginning of the year 1884-85. 
It appears from the present report of the Commiasioners that they have 
invested the accumulation of the money thus sot free, amounting to Rs. 1,20,100, 
in Government securities.

—The hulk of the decrease under this head occur¬ 
red in the Patna Division, the charge in the Gya Municipality having been 
Ks. 614, against Bs. 3,006 in the previous year. There was an increase of 
expraditnre in the Suburban Municipality. No expenditure was incurred on 
thu item in any of the municmalities in the Chota Nagporo Division. 

34. {\\) Comervaneg. —There has been a large reduction of expenditure 
under this head in the municipalities of the Suburbs of Calcutta, Dacca, Narain- 
gunge, Patna, Sasserom, Chupra, Hazaribagb, Banchi, and Cuttack. The 
expenditure increased during the year in the municipalities of Pooree, Daijeel- 
iog, Bishenpore, Oya, Nattore, and in those in the district of Moorshedabad. 

35. (13) Education. —The decrease occurred mainly in the Dacca and 
Patna Divisions. During the year under report, the Midnapore College, with 
its attached school and together with its buildings, library and invested funds, 
was transferred to the control and administration of the Midnapore Municipality. 
The annual giant towards the cost of the maintenance of the institution has 
been fixed at its. 1,665, subject to revision after three years, if necessary. The 
Muuicmal Commissioners of Ghattal took over the management of the high 
English school in that tovm from its proprietory Committee. The Government 
grant of Bs. 600 per annum to the school has been continued. Enquiries are 
now in progress regarding the transfer to municipalities of expenditure on 
education now mot from Provincial funds. 

36. Inspection of mmieipaliiiea by ike Sanitary Commissioner. —During the 
year the Sanitary Commissioner visited 39 municipalities, and forwarded 
reports of his inspections to the Municipal Commissioners.

38. Tf'arKn^ 0 / tie Porter* and PandtiaalUe Aet, V (S.O.) of 1883, ib 
Darjeeling. —Tho Act worked satisfactorily during the 15 months, viz. from 
Ist January J 8 S 6 to Slat March 1887, and 660 porters and 605 dandywailas 
were registered. All tho porters and dandywailas who work by the job have 
been supplied with small brass badges. Only one prosecution was instituced 
undm' the Act. 

39. Working of tlte Pilgrim todgmg-JBouae Act, IV (B.C.) of 1871.—In 
Pooroe 86.5 licenses were granted to lodging-house keepers for the accommo¬ 
dation of 23,541 lodgers, against 658 licenses in 1885-86 for 18,042 lodgers. 
The income of the year, including a balance of Es. 4,748-12-11, was 
Re. 18,846.15-7. The expenditure amounted to Rs. 8,588-8-3. A sum of 
Rs. 1,898-8 was realized os fines for the infringement of the provisions of the 
Lodging-house Act, against Rs. 655 in the previous year. The increase was 
due to a greater number of prosecutions instituted by the Health Ofiioer and his 
staff, who exercised a more strict supervision over the lodging-house keepers by 
counting tho number of lodgers during the night and in the early hours of 
the morning. The Lodging-house Committee paid a sum of Rs. 4,852 to the 
Pooree Municipality for the purpose of conservancy and sanitary improvemrats 
in the town, and for the maintenance of the pilgrim dispensary. During

the year a cholera ward was erected at the_ Pipli Klgrim Ho^ital, and 
a sum of Rs. 100 was sanctioned for the maintenance of the ward. One 
hundred and twenty-three in-door patients and 1,883 out-patients were treated 
at the hospital. Tne total expenditure incurred by the Commit^ on aoecount 
of this institution was Rs. 803-15-2. The cost of diet for each in-patient was 
1 anna and 6 pies. The Lodging-house Committee was composed^ of_ three 
official and three non-offioial members, with the Magistrate of the district as 
President, and the Civil Surgeon as Health Officer and ex-oficio Secretary. 
The Committee met 11 times during the year for the transaction of business, 
and the attendance of the members was on the whole good. The space allotted 
for each pilgrim was raised from 12 to 18 superficial feet and 180 cubic feet, 
and measures were taken to improve the ventilation of the lodging-houses by 
widening their doors and putting up new windows. Of 793 lodging-houses, 
697 were thatched structures, 58 were one-storeyed, and 88 two-storeyed, 
masonry buildings. 

40. In Oya 525 licenses were issued for the accommodation of 15,592 
lodgers, against 498 licenses for 16,491 pilgrims during the previous year. 
The number of prosecutions instituted for breaches of the provisions of the Act 
was 64, against 67 in 1885-86. There were 57 convictions, 5 acquittals, and 2 
cases wore pending at the close of the year. The total amount of fines realist 
was Rs. 367, against Ks. 275-10 in the previous year. Tho total receipts 
amounted to Rs. 1.3,920-2-9, including a balance of Rs. 1,821-10-8, and the 
total expenditure was Rs. 11,8.33-14-6. There was a balance of Rs. 2,086-4-3 
at tho close of the year. The Lodging-house Committee contributed a sum of 
Rs. 10,151 to the Oya Municipality for the purpose of constructing a building 
for the pilgrim hospital. There were 513 deaths among pilgrims, against 
244 in the previous year. The increased mortality was due to the prevalence 
of cliolera and fever during September 1886 and March 1887. The Lodging- 
house Committee consisted of six members, of whom throe were officials and 
three non-officials. They met four times during the year. 

41. In Deoghur the Lodging-house Act is reported to have worked 
satisfactorily. The receipts tuider it increased from Rs. 529 in 1882-83 to 
Its. 904 in 1886-87, and tho number of licenses granted rose from 128 in the 
former year to 208 in the year of rejiort. 3%e expenditure daring the 
year amounted to Rs. 897-2-1, which was more than doable tlie amount 
spent in the previous year. Rupees 508-5 wore spent on original works, 
against no expenditure in 1885-86. The Lodging-house Committee contributed 
Rs. 210 to the Looghur Municipality for conservancy arrangements in the 
town daring the three principal festivals, when large numbers of pilgrims 
from all parts of India visit Deoghur. The fines inflicted during the year 
amounted to Rs. 85-10, as compared with Rs. 378-15 in tho previous year. It 
is explained that the infliction of heayy fines in 1885-86 for the infringement 
of the provisions of the Act had a deterrent oflect; and as there were fewer 
prosecutions, tho receipts from fines were consequently less. The Committee 
closed the year with a balance of Rs. 794-4-6 in their favour. 

42. In IJlaboriah the number of licenses taken up by lodging-house keepers 
was 27, against 23 in the previous year. The reoeipts from fees amounted to 
Rs. 243, against Rs. 269 in 1885-86. The decrease was due to the lodging- 
house keepers having taken licenses for a less number of lodgers than before, 
from an apprehension of reduction in the number of lodgers in con8ec|uenco of 
the continuance of regular steamer service between Calcutta and Midnapore, 
Qhattal and Cuttack. The fines levied during tho year amounted to Rs. 60-7, 
against Rs. 15-4 in the previous year. The increase was due to greater 
attention having been paid to the sanitation of tiie town, and to tho oonviction 
of persons detected in accommodating lodgers without license or in excess of their 
license. Two sweepers were employed, on a salary of Rs. 2 each per mensem, 
for sweeping the principal roads of the town. There were two public latrines 
and two urinals open in the town for the convenience of the people. Two 
Diehiers on a salary of Rs. 4 each per mensem wore engaged to keep toem clean. 
The night-soil and other sorts of filth were daily removed from the town to a 
considerable distance and buried there imder (pound at a proper depth from_ the 
surface. The Lodging-house Committee met three times during the year. Since 
the inriodnetion or the Lod^eg-honse Act in this place .great improvements 
have been made in its sanita^ arrangements, 
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43. In lUinigange no proceedings were taken under the Act during the 
year. 

44. In Ourbetta the receipts under the Act amonnted to Es. 10915.3, 
and the expenditure to Bs.^ 68-15. There wm a balance of Bs. 101-0-3 at tho 
close of the year. The Magistrate of the district has been asked to utilize the 
balance in the improvement of the water-supply or the sanitary condition 
of the town. A sweeper was employed by tho Committee to look after the 
roads. The general health of tho town was good. There was no outbreak 
of cholera or any other disease, and no deaths among lodgers who resorted 
to the lodging-houses. There was one prosecution under the Act, in which 
a conviction was obtained and a fine of Be. 1 realized. The Lodging-house 
Committee met four times during tho year. Tho members are reported to 
have carefully supervised the working of the Act in the town. 

45. Working of the Municipal Act, III (B.O.)of 1884, during theyear.—’Vha 
system of electing Commissioners, which was introducod into almost all the 
municipalities in the province under the operation of this new enactment, has 
now passed through the second period of its existence. It has on the whole 
worked well, and the elected Commiasiuners, os a body, appear to havo taken 
much interest in the affairs of their rospoctivo municipaUties, 

46. As has been stated before, Darjeeling and Julpigoroe are not elective 
municipalities, but the majority cf the Municipal Commissioners of Darjeeling 
have worked exceedingly well, and done much towards cleaning and improving 
tho town, and making its sanitation as good as the moiuis available would 
allow. The Deputy Commissioner of Ju^igoree, peaking of the Julpigoreo 
Municipality, writes:—“Those of tho Municipal Commissioners who are re¬ 
gular in their attendance worked well and showed an interest in their work 
during the year. A few, however, are practically of little use as Commis¬ 
sioners, oxcept that they tako thoir turn of ofSce for tho duty of auditing 
accounts.” 

47. The Magistrate of Bungporc, who is also tho Chairman of the local 
municipality, remarks that tho Commissioners under tho new system are 
certainly not inferior to those selected under the old, and are probably somewhat 
more efficient. Tlie Commissioner says in his emnual report on the working of 
the municipalitiM in the Eajshahyo Division during the year 1886-87:— 
“ I consider, on the whole, that the elective system has pntved a success. In 
some instances there has been an exhibition of local feeling, which has given 
rise to trouble, but generally tho Municipal Commissioners havo worked in 
harmony, and appear to have been anxious to discharge the trust reposed in 
them intelligently. This appeared to be especially the case os respects the 
municipalities of Pubna and Bogra. ” 

48. The Commissioner of tho Burdwan Division remarked that, with the 
exception of the municipalities of Cutwa, Bishenpore, Bai.dyabati and Uttorparah, 
where party feeling prevailed in a more or leas severe form, all the municipal¬ 
ities in his division had on the whole worked well. Many of tho Commis¬ 
sioners took a lively interest in their work, and appreciated the responsibilities 
they had taken upon themselves. 

49. The Commissioner of the Presidency Division stated that the elective 
system might bo said to be working fairly well in the mofussil districts, but as 
regards tlie 34-PergunnahB, the experience of the past year was not in all 
respects so favourable as that of the first year of the experiment. Mr. Forbes, 
the Magistrate of tbe district, was of opinion tliat a proper sense of their 
responsibilitios would teach the Commistioners to lay aside all personal feelings 
and to subordinate private to public interest*, nno especially that the rate¬ 
payers would come to see that the public good would beat be served by their 
selecting men of temperate views as their representatives. The people of 
Nuddea, it was reported, were beginning to take a very active and intelligent 
interest in municipal affairs. 

50. The Commissioner of tho Dacca Division recorded tho following 
observations on the working of the several municipaUties in his division■ 
“On the whole, wo have no reason to be dissatisfied with tbe year’s work. 
In most of tbe municipalities the Commissioners seem to take an interest i ' 
their business. Thar chief failure has been in the matter of keeping acoou;/ 
but in this respect they are being gradually compelled to improve. I 

more opportunitiM of observing the_ working of the Dacca Municipitl’'' 
any other, and I am inclined to think that it is not less efficient' ^ 
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poviouB period of its oxutenoe. Tltere was a struggle of rather serious 
unportance during the year, and the result showed that the sense of public 
duty in the end prevailra over an undue consideration forpriTate interest. ” 

SI. Enforcmeni of seeUon 63 oftko Jet.—The provisions of the section 
empowering the Commissioner of the division and the Magistrate of the 
distoict to snspend the execution of any resolution or order, or prcdiibit ^e 
doing of any cmt by the Commissioners o£ a Municipality in the special 
circumstances mentioned in the section had to be enforced in three mnnimpalities, 
viz., Dacca, Jessore, and Bogra. In the case of the Dacca Municipality 
difficulties arose in connection with a re-assessement of holdings. The Mraici- 
pal Commissioners issued a notice calling upon the owners and the occupiers to 
furnish returns showing the dimensions of tlieir holdings. This was protested 
against by a large body of the rate-payers in a petition addressed to the 
Magistrate, who finding that the resolution of the Commissioners was in excess 
of me powers conferred on them by sections 99 and 100, and was likely to 
cause a breach of the peace as also annoyance to the public, issued an order 
under section 63 snspendiDg the execution of the resolution. At Jessore the 
Municipal Commissioners passed a resolution permitting a person to erect a 
thatchM hut within a specified area in the town where the erection of such 
huts had been prohibited by the Commissioners under section 236 of the Act, 
except with their special permission, the necessary power having been reserved 
to thmnselves under a bye-law framed under the section. The permission, in the 
case referred to, was granted by the Commissioners subject to a condition that 
the house should be “ built at a place apart from any other dwelling-house.” 
The people of the neighbourhood objected in a body. Seeing that the 
permission was granted by the Commissioners without due rc^id to the 
injury and inconvenience it was likely to cause to a particular section of the 
community, the Magistrate suspended it under section 63. At Bogra the 
Municipal Commissioners ordered the cutting down of some fine pepul trees on 
the roadside, and actually felled one. The Civil Medical Officer objected to 
the destruction of these trees in the town on sanitery and other grounds, and 
the Magistrate issued a proceeding under section 63 requesting the Commis¬ 
sioners to desist from their action until orders had been passed by Government 
in the matter. After a full and careful enquiry into the circumstances of each 
case, the Lieutenant-Governor directed the orders of the Magistrate in the first 
two coses to continue in force permanently and without any modification. 
Although in the third case the Lieutenant-Governor strongly disapproved the 
cutting down of valuable roadside trees, which it has been the policy of 
Government to foster and multiply, the Magistrate’s proceeding, which was 
issued in the form of a request, and not as an injunction, as laid down by the 
law, could not be confirmed by the Lieutenant-Governor. 

63. Miecellaneoua .—Several fires took place daring the year, causing con¬ 
siderable damage to. property and loss to the mercantile community, especially 
in the Municipmity of Goberdon^, where about 590 houses and 18 sugar manu¬ 
factories, full of sugar and molassos, wore burnt down. The total loss was 
estimated at Ks. 3,50,000. The Municipal Commissioners did much to alleviate 
the distress of the sufferers. The Culna Municipality suffered to the extent of 
Rs. 56,000 from the fire which broke out on the 16th March 1887 and raged 
for some hours, notwithstanding all the efforts of the Commissionm's and the 
police to put it out. Five hundied and eighty-four thatched and 37 masonry 
houses were destroyed. In the Baidyabati Municipality the lives of three 
women were lost, and about 100 bouses wore destroyed by the fire which took 
place on the 34th March 1887. The Municipal Commissioners tried in vain to 
arrest the progress of the fire. The estimated loss was Ks. 60,000. The floods 
also did a ^od deal of damage to roads, drains, and bouses in the munici^ 
palities of Nuddeo, Maraingunge, Pumeab, Brahmanberiab, Furreedpore, and 
Cloomerkhally.

The wator'ionplj of tbia town ia ckicfty derived from the river BarralxdonK, 
on which the town itan^ and aIiK> from tanks and wcUa. The soorcea of 


residents, ^o water*works wore constructed during the year. 

Tn Banhun the oeople obtain their su^ly of drinkiag'Watcr from the riven 
GondiMwaii and Dalkessur, but when these dry np in the hot season, they have 
to scoop out liolca in the sand of the bods of the rirors to get water.

• Tanks mi ,wells—Well water good. 

• Wells’^^tuHrient. 

• The people of the town use both river and well water. There are six muni* 

cipri wells besides private ooes. Owing to the river (the Ganges) having 
shifted its bed, and the main channel no longer running close to the town, 
there U difficulty in obtrining water during the dry and culd«weather soaBoos. 
To romo^ this, waUir«wo»s cm a larf^ scale, at an estimated cost of 
Bs. 2,65,o97, have been cunstructod, which will anpply the town with water 
during the curreut year. 

•• There are many Toservoirs of water in the town of Biahontwre, of which the 
principal are Lalband, Jamunaband, and l^tkaband. The first contains 
good (mnkiiMt'Wutior, but as it ia situated ontsido the town, it is not much 
rosortod to by tbo people. Jamunaband has been partialiy ehok^ np with 
woods, and tiie wator of the Pakaband is not whotesomc. But owing to the 
oeutrai positiem of tho Pakaband, and to a mistaken notion that its water it 
vcwv wholesome, a large portion the fmopln use it. Hicro are also many 
tauVa which are being silted up and which reqture rcscxcavatlon. A few 
of the inhabitants use toe water of the Koch Borai, which is a branch of tho 
river BersL 

»• The river Korotoya, which flows below the mnsioipalty, it tbo Tmncipal source 
of too water-supply of this town. The river water it used for drinking pur¬ 
poses, though there aro weUt in almost every house. The quality of the 
river water is not bad, except in the rainy and dry seasons. In the runj 
season the water of rite river bocomos a little muddy and is polluted when the 
dnins of the town and nuiloM from jheels in the interior of the disiriot emptying 
their contents into it. In the dry soaMon, particularly in tbo months of Snarch, 
Ainil, and hfay, the water becomes stagnant. The well wator is genmlly 
good. * Tbo supply of water is sufficient to meet the ^uiremenls of the 
people. No new water-works have boon eoustructed during the year, but the 
old ones were repaiivd and trcpt in good order. No water-rate is levied, nor is 
Part Vll of tho Act in force. 

M. Water for batldng, drinking, and euUaary purposes is drawn oat of tanks, as 
well as from the river Teotas, on whioh the town stands. 

#•< The water-supply of this town is drawn from the river Banka by means of 
pipes. There are some big tanks beioni^g to tho BurJwun BaJ estate, toe 
wator of which is used by the people vmo live at a distance from the streets 
supplied liy hydrants. The river Bamudah and toe iCden oaiml also supp^ 
water to certain parts of tim town. On the whole, the wator-snpply of the 
town is now fairly sufficient, tho water-works having proved a source of groat 
benefit to the inhabitants of the norlhern portion of the town, whore toe ^pcs 
have been laid down. l%e water is first brought from the Bamudah by means 
of a channel whioh ccHmects this river with toe Banka. The water from toe 
latter above toe Kauohunnsgore weir rntent by a ride ehannel into a well, 
and tocacc through a tunnel into the supply pump well ^ The water from tois 
weU is pumped by too engines into the setuing lan^ which aro throe in num¬ 
ber. xhenco \t passes into two filths, from whioh it runs into tho clear-water 
reiervoir, whence it is pumped into toe ]^a and distributed through flO 
hydnnti for tho ust* toe inhabitants. consumption of water is about 
136,000 gallons during toe cold weather and 300,000 gallous during the hot 
season. The water thus obtained is pure and wholesome. The cost of 
I constructing too wator-works was about Bs. 3,36,600, which was met in the 
I following manner:—

SoQRses of water^flupplj. 


No reply boii yot been received by me, bnt the Bzeoati'ro ^Engineer and the 
Suponntending Bugineer have. X nnderatand, told the Secretary tihat the 
adiiitionel engine aaked lor by him will be prurtdod for in a aarolomeataiw 
eatiiuate. and 1 am now waiting to get oliloiai intimation to tnat effect.” 
No water-rate ia levied, the N»ao’i gift being lubject to the condition that 
no aueh rate ahoiUd be iDpoHoo. 

Tho poM>lo of Dainfaat moat^ obtain their inppty of drinking water either 
from tfie Bbagirutteo. which lioa at a diatonoe, or from a Iml called the 
Banor. Some people nac tank>water, which ia not good. 

The bonefita of the syatem of w8ter>worka have E}een widely extended by 
the erocti<m of more hydrau^ in the town and aubnrba at the <x>at <A 
tho municipality, and by tho introduction of water into houacs at the coat 
of owners. Tho supply of water ia ohiedy obtained from the springs 
ou tho Seuclud spur, and a viwy small supply from Masaona' spring 
below the Jelkpahar road. The qnaJUty of wator siippliorl has boon go^, 
but the quantity has been once or twice a littlo scanty, though there was 
no real scarcity and no complaints. Tliere ia anlllcaent water at SenoW 
for all purposes, but the present main pipe is not large enough to bring it all 
away. A water>ra(o at throe per cent is levied on the annum value o? houses 
where wator is supplied by munlci{ml pipes. Dart VII of tho Muuidpi^ Act 
is iu f(wee here. 

Wells and oaaal->Woll.water sufficient and wholosomo. 

The water-supply tho town is derived from a hill-stroam which flows by tho 
town, from four tanks, and from 67 wells, iuclftdiug tho mnnioipal and tlte 
railway wells. Tho quality of the water supplied by the h^-stream and 
wells is good. 

The river Purasbhaba, tonics and public aud private wells are the chief sources 
of water-supply. Tho woil-wator is good, aud the natives prefer it for drink* 
iug purposes. Tbo municipal wells arc kept clean, but as some of them are 
very old, the people seldom use the watbr from tlieso wolU for drinking. 
The tasks aud jmvate wells generally dry up during the hot weather when 
tho want of water is felt. No water-works were constructed daring the year. 
Fart Vll of the Act is not In force, nor is any water-rate levied. 

Wells. 

BagmoU river, wells and tank.—Water-supply abundant, bnt not good. 

The w'ater.suppiy of the town is chiefly drawn from the river H^auanda, but 
people living at a distance from tho river use tank-water. The water of the 
river hiahananda deterioratoH in quali^ daring the dry seasoo. There arc 
some private and public wells within tlm municipality which help in supply¬ 
ing water to a grmt extent, but their number is limited, aud the digging of 
some new w'olls in those ^rts wliich are situated at a distance from the nver 
is urgmitly required, l^o want of wells is much felt during tho hot season 
when ilie tanks diy un. 

The want of good wnhing and bathing water is scvctely felt at Furreodporc 
auring the greater part of the year, but more especially during the dry 
months. The water of Uie khal that runs by the west of tho basar and 
flows into the Dhole Somudra is still used for bathing purposes, while a few 
municiiMl tanks reserved for the purpose form the maiu 8U]ip!y of drinking 
water tor the whole town and the suburbs. The Loldegheo was re-excavated 
during file year at a cost of Rs. iK)0, and is said to have douo mnch good to 
tlio pwpie. Tbe Municipal Coranissioners haring failed to excai'at# a fairly 
largo tank, or deepen the old bed of the Jola which runs through the 
middle of the town for want of sufficient funds, adcautogo was token of 
the occasion of the Empress* Jubitetf to start a propusal for excavating 
a largo tank in coramemontion or thid bveni at a central place of the 
town with tlve ud of public sabseripUons and munioipid eoDtributtons. Sub. 
aoriptions were accordingly callcu tor from the several zemindars aod 
toluqdars of the district. Tho Municipal Coinmissioners also resolved to 
contract a loan of £s, 3,000 to supplement the subsoriutions in case they 
do not come up to an adequate sum. and to do the work during the ensuing 
cold season. The Chairmuu reports that subscriptions are not coming m as 
liberally ss was expected. 

' Weils and the river Falgu.-^Tho quality of water obtoinedlfrom wells is whole- 
j some, but this is not this case with what is obtained from the bed of the river 
I owing to many imparities. The supply of water is suflicient for the people, 
j but leaves comparatively little tor coasoirancy purposes. 

{ Guuduck and wells. 

Those residents of the numerous mnnioiiMlitios in the Hooghly and Howrolt 
I districts, bordering on the river lioc^hly, who live wuthin oiu$y reach of the 
rinw, use its wirier, but those who live at a distance resort to tanks for their 
• Nupply. Those inhabitonts of Banslraria who live iu the vicinity of the nver 
I -Saraswsti use its water. The wealthier portion of the inliabitanls of Utter- 
para procure their supply of drinking wator from the Calcntto raMs. paying 
I the usual Itcunse fees. Tluwo are thrui! public tanks in tho Xiuofdtly mid 
> Cbinsurah Municipality. In Soramporo a tonk is reserved by tbe East India 
Bailway Company fop driukiag water. An application from the Municipal 
OommisBioners for tbe grunt of a le^e in perpetuity at a nominal rent, of tho 
tonk situated witliin tbu khas mehali at Kisbra, was submitted to Government 
in Febniaty last. Since the close of the year Government has sanctioned the 
application. The river water does not suraoieutly meet the requixmcnts of the 
towns of Baidabati and Balli, whore a few good tanks are no^ed for. the use 
of the inbabilautd residing in the interior. Tbe town of Jehanebad. which 
is . situated ou both honks of the river Dalkessnr, derives its water^upply 
that river. The water thus obtained is good and wholesome. 
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In Howrah the Maoielpal CommiaatonorB made very little pro^aa doruig the 
pear towarda the eomplction of the prelimiDarp anrv^ with reference to the 
scheme tor the lupplp of filtered water to th6 town. Goremnait on the 
SSth June last called apon the Munici^ Commisaiouers to f alfll the oonditioni 
on which Iiatc been relieved ox threo^fbarths of the police charges. 
They hare sabmitted an appUcaiion to Oovornmeut rMjnesting ^t filtered 
water may be aapplied by the Municipality of Calcutta through a pipe laid 
across ttie river HoogUly. 

37< Haaatibagh.Iho water-supply of the i'>wn is derived from numerous wells and from five 

tanks* of which three are uudor the direct eootrol and uunagemont of the 
municipality. The water is good in quality, and the supply amply lufBcient. 
Care is tuiea to prevent pidlution by washing and bathing, gua^ being 
stationed at the gb&ts. Suooial tanks have been set apart lot use by dhobis 
and others fedr washing clothes. « 

38. Jaipur ••• WuUwater is generally used by the inhabitants of the mnnicipali^ for drink¬ 

ing aud culinary purposes. Some of the villages w'ithin this municipidiU 
Amro their sup^y of water from the river Btutumio. There arc many welm 
within private enclosures. The Mople of this town also draw ^eir supply of 
watOT from the lii u'eUx Kcattered within it. They are purged when ntKsessary 
at the eoet of the municipality. 17o water-works were coustraotod during the 
year; neither wss any wster-rate levied here. 

39. Jamalpore ... •*. The supply is drawn Cromwells belonging to the muoiuSpalHy as well as those 

^belonguic to privaUt individuals; 18 wells have been c<mitructed by the 
municipiaily for the use of the public. 

During the year under repi^ two puoca wens were constructed in the villages 
of Keshttb^iore Ohntta and Itampore at a c<»i of Kh. 268. The Chairman 
reports: **Tlie existing number of public and private wells is not sufficient 
to meet the requirements of the people, as some of them dry up during the 
hot weather, and the water in othoni booomos unfit for use. It ig Ute laten- 
tion of the Commisskmcre to increase the number every year." The scheme 
for supplying water by the Bailway Company is being raindly carried out. 
and will soon be eoniplelod. 

40. Jamni .Tho water-supply in tKio team is chiefly obtiunod from wells constructed by pri- 

'rate inditiduaU. Tho water of those wells is reported to bo generally good 
and sufficient, aud in certain cases above the averagu m qnality. There are 
also four tanks which were excavated during the famine as relief works. But the 
water in these tanks is not very good, and is addom used for drinking purpMes. 

41. Municipalitiefl in the The supply of good drinking water is deficient in all the municipaluies in the 
district of Jetaoie. district ot Jossoro. In Jessore itself the JBhairab aud a few tanks are the 

principal sources of water-sup^: the quality is very bad. The river near 
tho most crowded '^rts of the town it little better than a stagnant pool* 
Some of the tanks are set apart for driukii^ only, but even in these the 
water is inferior, and tho only good water m the place comes from the jail 
wells. The Magistrate hopes to indnoe the Mnuicipal Commissiemers to 
improvothewater-rupplyby Ninkingafew good pneca wells, which should 
give as good water as now comes from the jail. Koteebandporo and Mohesh. 
pore similarly draw their supply from the river and from wells. The water 
at SoteobaoiipoNi is extremely bad. The river at Muheshporo supplies little 
* or no drinking water. 

42. JugdiBhpore.Wellft—Water abundant and good. 

43. Jnlpigoree .The chief sources of water-supply are the liven Toesta and Knrla. The 

water of tho former is excellent, and is used by the Europeans and by the better 
* elassof tho native p^ulation. The rest draw Ihcirsuppry from tho river Karla 

and local wells. water of the Kurla is not good* as it is greatly oemta- 

minated by the steeping of logs. dm. Keeently a l^e-law has boon framed 
by tho mnnieipality to put a stop to this practice. The poorer class of peo}:de 
gcDoraily draw their supply from ontcha iroils, surfaces of which are not 
well protected. Uio result being that during the rains the water ia generally 
Contaminated by surfatte drainage. There are three masonry nucea wells 
hi the bsstr, two of which belong to the Kyu. aud are solely used by tlmm ; 
the other belongs to the Uauoe of tho late .Kaiknt, the water of which is used 
by lUl the basar people. Tbo supply of water is suflicieot to meet the 
drmsnds of tho residents of the town. 

44. Kendrnpara ..The total expenditure iscarrod under this head was Bs. 99-7-S, a^inst Ss. 28-6 

in tho preceding year.

The ** Shibbnry 
dishy," a flue tank, which was tiie sonroo of sup^y to a Urge number d 
resideBik* was included in tho lands made over to tho Bengal Central Bailway* 
aud nottilng has bwn done to compensate the public for its losi. In Satkhira, 
Cbanduria. and liebhatia, the river water is said to bo more or less brackish 
throuahont the year, aud couseqnoBtly the petmle generally resort to local 
tauks tot their supply. There are many tanks in these towns supplying 
pure drinkiug water. Ste}Mi arc being iakra to excavido a Urge tank in the 
Satkhira Mnnieipality, aud the Ohanduria Mxuicipality also oostomplatei 
excavating a large tank within a year two.

49. MoxiieiiHUitiet in the lu Midnajipre pco^e Itring near the liter Coiaye oae ita water, and thoae ia 
Midnapore diatnot. the interior depend upon tanks and wells, with which town ia fairiy well 
supplied. The river water is pure, except during the rainy season. The 
water, it is beliovod* is dotcrioratit^ in couiequeuce of the stagnation caused 
by the weir cooKtrucied for the oanal. Well water is bettor than tank water, 
aitd the well water of the u|^r or western portion of the tows is much 
superior to that of the lower eastern portion, which is liable to pollution by 
the percolation of surface drainage. Thoro are IG large tanks, the water of 
which is largely used lor bathing and other purposes by the lower classes. 
The heat drinking water is obtained from a welf named the Ballasyo well. Its 
water is used hv the Kuropean and higher class native residents, and its 
supply never rails. There is much scarcity of water during the hot season 
in the higher portion of the town, when moat of the tanks and wells dry up. 
In Tumlo<»k the supply of drinking; water U obtained from three tanks, one of 
which is sitnatod in the 8ub>divistonal Office eomponnd; it m excloiivelj set 
apart for drinking, and is well protected from surface drmnage. There are 
also throe other tanks, two of which belong to the nranici^ity. A well has 
been oxcHvated during the year under roTOrt, at a cost of about Ks. 194 It 
has boon usmed the Jnbilee well. Some further improvcTnents will be made 
in this well during the current year. The water of the river Kupnarain ia 
blackish, and is seldom resorted to by Ute people. In Ghattal the water of 
the river Silve and the numerous tanks with which the town abounds from 
the 801 ITCCI from which the supply is drawn. Ko tank has been speoially set 
aside for drinking water. The supply of water is sufficient, hut it is not verr 
wholesome. In ^andrakona there are several old tanks, most of whieti 
has become silted up and 'choked with weeds. Two of these tanks were 
rc'excsTated by ilietr owners in commemoration of the Jubilee. Tho 
municipality has leased and re-oxcavated a large tank in the heart of the 
town. It is also proposed to sink some wells as a memento of the Jubilee. 
The iuhabitants of Bamjibanpore and Khirpai have a fairly good supply of 
’ drinking water, as in each of these towns there am several large tanka 
situated in different quarters. In the latter town a tank has been leased 
and re-excavated l>y the municipality. 

60. Mongbyr . At prt'sent the town receives its supply of water from the river Gauges, as well 

as from pucca ami kutoha wells. Kxcept the seven kntcha weiis which the 
Commissioners have converted into pucoa mies, all belong to private indivi* 
duals. Only one well was ouustrueted last year iu mohuUa Dilwarporo at a 
cost of Hs. 633. All the puooa wells have water 16 feet deep or more. 

61. MunieipaiitiM in the Tho mein source of water-supply in tho Berhamwre and Moorshedabad 

district of Moorsho- Munieipalitics is tho river Buagirutheo. The European rasidonts and a few 
dabad. natives residing in or near the Cantoument Ward of Berhampore use tho 

water of the Chota laildeghee tank which is reserved for drinking purposes. 
During the hot season tho residents living in (he interior ti>wards tlte oast of 
Berhampore feel sumo inconvenieuco owing to tho private tanks in these 
quarlcrs getting naarly dry. The Berbrnupore bhil, which is situated in the

Tile excavation m some new tanks, or re-ex^vation of old ones for water- 
supply in those qoartersi and the filling up of dirty holes by Uie oartli thus 
dug out, are m conti>ir.plat!on. Hie Xa.loagb Municipality abounds m tanks 
and wells, but when most needed they are of'little use. The private tanks 
are generally ftthid by rain water, hut some are supplied with river water 
brou^it in through sluicra. The municipal tanks and wells are exolusiv^y 
reserved for drii&iug purpoun, and precautions are taken to prevent Ihoir 
pollution The supply was on the whole sufficient and good. There was 
some want of good water at Gasaibasar. but this has Wn remedied by the 
consiruetinn <«f a pucca well by Baboo Chuudra Narain Sing of ^ehaiia. 

The river Monrokh) and some large.jl^ukt supply water to the Kaudi Sfuni- 
cipality. In tho dry weather the mer bed oecomes one chain of pools, and 
tho water becomes more or less polluted. As the bed is saudy, this evil is 
not BO bad as it might be. A few of the large tanka were re-excavated two 
yours ago, and they are kept (Served by their owners for drinking purposes 
alone: the rest are more or less unwholesome m tho dry weather on account 
of vegetation and scantiness of water. On the whole the supply of tolerably 

g ood water is snOWemt. 

e priucipal sources oS water-supply iu the JTnngipore town are the Bbagi> 
ruthoo rirer and tho Kobra kh^ Hicro are a lew tanks, welis, and a ia^e 
ditch, the water of which is not, however, generally used for drinking pur- 
poaca. The water of the Bhagimthee, which forms the drinking water or 
hulk of the population of the town, was whoiesoine, ss the entranoe to the 
Bhagimthee was open to uavigati^ and thereloru there was sufficient current 
throughout tiie year. The Kohra lies to the nortit-wesiem extremity of the town 
and on the right bank of die river Bhagimthee, and its water is used by a small 
section of tlie people residing on that bank. It is stogunnt daring tho dry 
seanon. No works for the supply of water, besides the excavattm of a few 
tanks, w«>re carried out liy the munidpaKties.

Ihe people in the 
interior retort, however, to taifkt. whieh have been oxoavatra oy private 
individoali. Basirhat, Taki» and l^dooria being on the bank of the rinr 
lehamat^, and Ooverdanga on the Jamona, havo alto the advantage of river 
water, ui Barripore there are three tantt reserved for drinking porposet. 
In* Auaiet there are several good water tanka from which the people draw 
drinking wat«r. In &girhat there it one moniciMl tank near the eotoherry, 
hot it it not tnfllcient for all. In tlie Sooth Bunorban Mnnicipaliiy a tank 
hat lately been excavated by the Oommissiouers. 

In the Sobnrban mnnieipalitv there it no filtered water*tupply. Only the 
wealthier portion of the reti^ntt. who can afford to pay for ^ pipe wator» 
get it from the hvdranU on the Caluntta tide of the Oircnlar Boad, while 
others get their arinking water mostly from the river Uooghly and ToUy'e 
Knliah. and partly from mnnioipal tanks. A irartiou of the inhabitants, who 
live in the interior in the thinly-populated looalitiet, got their drinking water 
from the gardens of the rich, who allow the retidents to draw water from 
BOoh tanka free of cost.

There 
were, however, several bye-elections held under section 27 to fill up vacancies 
in place of Commissioners who had resigned or who had ceased to be Commis¬ 
sioners.

5. Number of Mumeij/alities .—Including the Buburban Municipality, the 
number of municipalitios in the interior of the Province was 138, against 129 in 
the year 1884-85. The increase of four is accounted for by the creation 
into municipalitios of the towns of Assensole, in the district of Btudwan, 
Porozepore, in the district of Backergunge, and Tikari and Daudnagar, in the 
district of Gya. An account of the creation of these municipalities was given 
in paragraphs 29 and 30 of the report for the year 1884-85. 
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6. In tiio town of Aasensolc, Burdwan District, tho sanitary and police 
arrangements were unsatislactory, and it was recommended that the provisions 
of tho Municipal Act should ho extended to that place. The usual preli¬ 
minary notification was published, and the Act was introduced by a notification 
dated tlic 2.3rd April ItfSu. It was, however, found that almost tho sole income 
would bo derived froin the Railway. Tho onlj’ persons who could be found to 
act as Commissioners wore Railway officials or persons connected with the Rail¬ 
way, and they, after trying to carry out tho provisions of tho Act for some 
months, found that tho income of the Municijiality was insufliciont. The Com¬ 
missioners individually were also unable to afl'ord the time necessary for dispos¬ 
ing of petitions and for carrying out their duties as Municipal Commissionm’s, 
and the Railway authorities were opposed to the continuance of the Muuicipality. 
For those reasons tho Commissioners at a mooting proposed that Asscnsole 
should be withdrawn from the operation of tho Municipal Act. A communica¬ 
tion has boon addressed to the Agent of the Railway Company, giving a state¬ 
ment of the actual retiuircraents of the native quarter of the town, and enquiring 
whether tho Railway authorities would provide for them if the provisions 
of tho Municipal Act are withdrawn from the town. On rocoi]it of tho Agent’s 
reply, tho question of the abolition of tho Mtmicipality will be finally decided. 

In Feroxepore tho Municipah’ty came into working order when nearly 
tho first-haK of the official year had elapsed. Tho taxes for only six months 
of tho year 1885-8G were therefore realised tlioro. In Tikaii and Daudnagai' 
tho actual working of the municipalities began after the close of 1885-80, aud 
no taxes were levied in them during tlio year. 

7. In Appendix A attached to this report, a statement is given showing the 
dato of estahlisnmeut of each Municipality in tho Province, the population living 
within municipal limits, and tho actual number of rate-payers iu each us ascer¬ 
tained from tho assessment register of tho Municipality. 

8. Coimlilutim of QmnmUtees .—The constitution of tho Committees of the 
various Municipalities as they actually existed at the close of tho year 1885-86 
is shown, division by division, in tho table below:—

16. RecUfication of Municipal Boundarus.-^^\iQ Commissionor of the 
Burdwan Division submitted, on tho 20th February 1886, u copy of a resolution 
passed by the Municipal Commissioners of Bankura, recommending, under 
section 9 of Act HI (B.O). of 1884, the exclusion of the villages of Baiibanda 
and Bejgram firom that Municipality. These villages were imited with the 
Muncipali^ in 1879. At that time the majority of the inhabitants were 
carters ana lived by carting goods; tliey have now given up that trade, and 
at present three-fourths of the population are engaged in agriculture. The 
proposal was sanctioned by Government in May 1885. 

17- In Janua^^ 1886 tho Commifisioner of Patna reported that the limits 
of the Bhabua Municipality, iu the district of Bfaahabad, might be extended so as 
to include within them the villages of Khelaspore and 8eon. Three-fourths 
of the adult male population of tlie villages wore chiefly employed in pursuits 
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other than agricultural, and the villages lay within a mile from the Munici¬ 
pality. The Municipal Commissioners at a meeting recommended tho proposal, 
and the sanction of Government was accorded to it with effect from the Ist 
July 1886. 

18. In the month of March 1886 it was brought to tho notice of Govern¬ 
ment that in tlie definition of the boundaries of the Gya Municipality, published 
in the notification of 9th June 1873, the western boundary was described in a 
vague and indefinite nmnnor. It was therefore resolved by the Commissioners 
to revise the limits of the Municipality, with tho object of giving it a well- 
defined Imundary. After some correspondence, tho proposal received the 
sanction of Government on the 22nd February 1887. 

19. About the commencement of the year a proposal to extend the limits 
of tho Itoserati Municipality, in tlie district of iJurbhunga, so as to include 
within them the idllagos of Damodurpore, Luchmipore and Safiiar, was 
received. _ Xhese villt^;^ adjoined, and were inhabited by persons who carried 
on trade in, tho Municipality. Difficulty was consequoutly often experienced 
in collecting taxes from persons who bud shops in Hosorah, but who removed 
fo their permanent homes in tlicse villages when the business season was over. 
The sanitaiy condition of tho villages was also very bad. For these reasons 
they were included within tho limits of the Municipality by a notification dated 
tho 16tli January 1880. 

20. The municipal limits of tho town of Madhubani included only a 
portion of a village c^ed Bhawra. Tho majority of the inhabitfurta of the 
excluded portion of the village wore non-agriculturists. Tho grounds of their 
exclusion from munieijial supervision, if any existed in the beginning of the 
Municipality, did not exist now, and tho Commissioners resolved to reirfify this 
anomalous state of things by bringing within the limits of llio Municipality 
tho remaining jiortion of the village. The proposal received tlie sanction of 
Govomment with effect from the 1st July last. 

INCOMK. 

21. Tho year opened with a balance of Its. 4,98,490, and the income of 
the year was Bs. 26,32,864, making a total of Bs. 31,31,354. The following 
statemont shows the municipal income of the year as compared with that of 
the previous year:—

22. The difieronoes under (e) and (d\ tax on persons and tax on owners, 
are duo to a re-arrangement in the exhibition of the actual receipts under 
each head in different Municipalities.

24. The amount raised by local taxation increased from Rs. 19,47,414 to 
Rs. 19,93,461, the difference being Rs. 46,047. This is equivalent to an increase 
of 1'454 pies per head of population, the exact amount last j-car having been 
13 annas and 193 of a pie, while this year it is 12 annas and 1 -647 pies. As 
the population was 26,27,866, while the income was Es. 26,32,864, the income 
was almost exactly equal to one rupee per head. 

EXPENDITURE. 

25. The year closed with a balance of Es. 3,0.5,676. Tlie following 
statement ahowa the variona heads o£ expenditure during the year 
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26. The statonifiut shows a decrease of a lakh and a half in the expen¬ 
diture under 3 (/) “ Water-works, cstahlishmunt, and repairs.'’ This is duo to 
the completion of the Uurdwan water-works, and to a decrease in expenditure on 
the water-suppW scheme for Bhaj^tilporo. 'i'lioro is a marked increase under the 
head “ Public Insti-uoliou.’l The charfce under tlie head of “ Miscellaneous ” is 
almost entirely due to buying and selling of Government securities this year 
and last year' in the Municipality of tho Suburbs of Calcutta and of Monghyr.

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29. During the the Compulsory Vaccination Act V (B.O.) of 1880 
was extended to the Municipalities of Jloxufferporo, Arrah, Serajgunge and 
Chattra. The Bill to amend this Act, referred to in paragraph 89 of the report 
for 1884-85, received tho assent of the Governor-General on the 5th March 1887, 
and is styled as Bengal Act II of 1887.

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31. Tho remarks contained in paragraph 2 of Homo Department’s letter 
Mo. 5-5, dated the 14th May 1886, concerning the amount of inspection work 
done by certain Deputy Sanitary Commissioners and Depuly Superintendents 
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of Vaccination in their capacity as sanitary inspectors, were oommanicated to 
the Sanitary Commissioner. It has boon explained that the disproportion 
observed in the work of the various officers was nominal and not real, as 
the officers who showed loss sanitary work had done more vaccination work. 
The Deputy Sanitary Commissioner of the Sonthal I’ergunnahs Circle inspected 
no less than 1,003 villages in cnmtectiou with his duties us Superintendent 
of Vaccination. In the Darjeeling Circle the outturn of work was necessarily 
small, as some of the northern districts comprised in the Circle aro sparsely 
peopled, and the villages are scattered wide apart, and are so difficult of access 
and so oxtonsivoly divided by natural barriers that to visit and inspect one is 
equivalent to doing the work of four or five villages in many other parts of 
Bengal. The Deputy Sanitary Commissioner of the Eastern Bengal Circle 
has been removed from tlio Sanitary Department for neglect of his duties. 
His work for the year 1885-86 has not been shown as he did not submit 
any returns for tlio year, though repeatedly called upon to do so by the 
Sanitary Commissioner. 

33. Burdwan Dimum ,—In Burdwan the regular supply of filtered water 
w.toMii i commenced from the Ist December 1884. The coat

It is proposed that the remainder of the cost as well as the amount of certain 
bills still due to contractors (which will bring the total cost up to Its. 2,;!C,000) 
shall be paid by a loan of Rs. 35,000, which the Commissioners intend to raise 
in the open market. The works have proved of great benefit to the 
inhabitants of the northern portion of the town in which tho pipes have been 
laid. The water is drawn from the Banka river behind tlie Kanchannogore 
weir, and pumped by engines into throe settling tanks. The water then passes 
into two filters, from which it runs into the clear water reservoir, and it is finally 
pumped into tho pipes and distributed throughout tlie town. In ]>aragraph 63 
of the report for 1884-85, it was stated that tho Commissioners had sanctioned 
house connections which were soon to bo carried out. This work was effected 
during the year under report, and 64 houses were connected with tho service 
main. In Hoory the Municipal Commissioners reserved a tank exclusively for 
drinking pur})us 08 . It was cleaned during the hot season, and a filtering drain 
constructed on its bank with a view to purifying the water of the surface drains 
which discharge into the tank. The cost incurred for this purpose amounted to 
Ks. 623. 

In tho Hooghly and Cliinsurah Municipality the Commissioners set apart 
during tho year four timks for the supply of good drinking water. Mr. Scott, 
the Government Engineer, whose services were lent to the Howrah Municipality 
for the preparation of the plans and estimates of the scheme for the supply of 
filtered water to tho riparian Municipalities lying between Howrah and 8oram- 
porc, fell seriously ill shortly after the commoncemont of tlio work, went on sick 
leave and died. An application was again made to Oovernmeni for the services 
of another Engineer, but os no officer was available, the work remained in 
abeyance. The Mimieipal Commissioners have since resolved at a meeting to 
accept the services of Mr. D. Anselmo for the purpose of making a survey and 
preparing a detailed map of tho Municipality. In Tnmlook the Commissioners 
caused two tanks to be cleaned during the year at a cost of Ks. 314, and seta part 
fur tho roservotion of drinking water. The Commissioners of the Chundorkona 
Municipality obtained a large tank in the heart of the town on permanent lease, 
and reclaimed it at a cost of Ks. 1,030. It has been set apart for drinking 
purposes. In Khirpai tho CoinmissionerB reclaimed on old tank situated in a 
tliickly-peopled part of the town at a oost of Ks. 300. 
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33. Preiidmcy Division ,—Tho Commissioners of tlie South Suburban 
Municipality excavated a tank for tho supply of drinking water. In 
Santipore, the Commissioners acquired an old foul tank called Choropukur, 
at a cost of Es. '3,521, and re-excavatod it. The Municipal Commissioners 
of Meherpore dug three wells during the year for tlie supply of drinking 
water to the people living at a distance from the river Bhairab wliich flows past 
the town. 

84. Dajihahye Division .—The Commissiunors of tho Darjeeling Muni¬ 
cipality discussed tho question of increasing the quantity of the supply of 
water m order to allow house connections to be made with the main pipes, and 
a second spring was tapped daring tho year. A new hydrant w'as erected on 
the cart-road, and another on tho Forndaie road, at a cost of Ks. 916. Part VII 
(Water-supply) of Act III (B.C.) of 1884 was in force in tho Municipality, and a 
water-rate of 3 per cent, per annum was levied from the let May 1886. In Nattore, 
tho excavation of a tauk for the supply of drinking water to the people of the 
Burgacha ward of the Municipality was commenced during the year. In Pubna, 
four masonry wells and eleven ring-wells wore sunk during the year in different 
{uirts of the town. In Scrujgunge, twelve wells with potters’ rings were dug 
during tho year. The Commissioners imnuTod an expenditure of‘Es. .552 in 
deepening a channel which connects the Dhanbundee river with the Kowlialtaree 
river. In the Kurseong Municipality the Commissioners laid during the year 
throe branch linos of pipes and constructed a bathing platform. A fourth line 
was also opened for tho supply of water to the shop-keepers and people of the 
western section of the brnsar near the Kurseong dak bungalow. The total 
expenditure incurred for tho purjmso was Es. 980, of which Es. 500 was received 
from the Darjeeling Improvement Fund. 

.35. Dacca Division .—In the Furroedporo Municipality the Commissioners 
re-excavated two tanks at a cost of Ks. 1,600. In Oouluudo the Com¬ 
missioners spent Es. 379 in excavating two tanks in tho town. In N.asirnl)ad, 
in the district of Mymensingh, a tank, called tho Dungabari tank, was re- 
excavated at the expense of the Municipality. It has been reserved specially 
fur drinking purposes. 

36. Jilmgulfiore Division .—The Commissioners of the Moughyr Munici¬ 
pality converted during the year six unprotected wells into substantial masonry 
ones. All tho wells are reported to have 1C feet or more of water, imd are 
much prized by the residents. In Jamalpore two masnnn’ wells wore constructed 
in the villages of .lahanaira and Keshubporeat a cost of Es. 383. The water 
of most of the wells is considered to bo impure. To remedy this want of pure 
water, the East Indian Eailway Company intend to supply water from the 
hills. Tho works, which are estimated to cost lis. 64,807, have been taken 


in hand. In tho Bhagulpore Municipality the constmctioii of tho water-works 
referred to in paragraph 98 of tho report for 1884-85 was not completed ; they 
are estimated to cost Es. 2,65,697. 

,37. Orissa Division .—The Commissioners of tho Jajpore Municipality 
spent Es. 25-7-9 in filling somo of the wells in the town. In Eendrapara the 
expenditure for this purpose was Ks 28-6 only. 

38. Conservancy.—Burdwan Division.—la Eaneeerunge the Commissioners 

introduced into the Municipality tho system of 
•isv«i wOTk removing sweepings by contractors. In Bali the 

town sweepings woreutilized in protecting the Strand 
from the encroachments of tho river. In Midnatroro tho supervision of the work 
connected with conservancy was delegated to the committees of the six wards into 
which the town is divided. It is reported that the committees performed this 
duty with care and attention. Each committee was allowed a certain number of 
jemadars, coolies, carts. &c. The total strength of the conservancy establish¬ 
ment consisted of I overseer, 10 jemadars, 1 sirdar oooly, 75 coolies, 14 mchtnrs 
and 2 keepers of bullocks. 

39. Part VI (Conservancy 1 of the Bengal Municipal Act was in force in the 
Municipalities of Burdwan, Oulna, Cntwa, Eaneegunge, Soory, Hovrrah, and 
Midnapore. In Hooghly and Chinsuroh, Seramporc, Boidyabati, Bali and 
Bankura, portions only of this jiartof the Act were in force. Part IX (Latrincsl 
was in force in the Municipalities ef Culna, Eaneegunge, ^oory, llooghly and 
Chinsurah, Serampore, Baidyabati, and Bhuddessur. In Ilowrah the various 
trenching grounds leased by tho Municipality have become so satuntted with 


c 
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ni^lit-soil SH to require rest and to have some feeding; crops grown on them in 
order to revive their deodorizinp properties. A scheme fur the removal of 
night-soil beyond municipal limits b^ means of a light tramw^ is under 
contemplation by the Municipal Commissioners, and the sanction of Government 
has been given to raise the sum of Its. 50,000 by a loan in the 0 {)en market for 
the execution of the scheme. Part IX of the Act is in force in this Munici¬ 
pality as well as in Midnapore. 

40. Vrenidency Vivmm .—In the Suburban Municipality, the work of removal 
of sweepings and garbage was done by a contractor, who was paid Rs. 3,750 per 
mensem for the work. The whole of Part VI, with the exception of sections 230, 
240, 241,243, 252, 275 and 276, is in force in the Municipality, The removal 
of night-soil of the Municipality was also done by contract, and Part IX of the 
Municipal Act was in force in the town. The conservancy work of tho other towns 
ill the Presidency Division was not adequately attended to. In many places there 
were no regular establishments maintained for this purpose, and the means 
at tlie disposal of the Commissioners were often times so very slender that 
they did not allow lar^ expenditure for the improvement of the sanitary 
condition of the towns. Part VI was in force in tlie following Municipalities 
in this Division:— 

South Suburban, South Dum-Dum, South Barrackporc, North Barrackpore, 
Naihati, Goberdanga, Busirhat, Baduria, Krishnagar, Nuddoa, Meherporc, 
Jessore, and Moheshporc. 

Part IX was in force in Baranagore, in the Tallygnngo ward of tho South 
Suburban Municipality, Krishnagar and Jessore. 

41. Hajshahye Divition .—In tho Darjeeling Municipality the street-sweepings 
and garbage wore disposed of by being shot down tho hill-sido by means of a 
wire-tramway. In all tho other towns of tho Rajshaliyo Division tho work was 
done by coolies and carts. Part VI of the Municipal Act was in force in tlio 
Municipalities of Darjeeling, Dinagcporc, Nattore, Pubna, Bogra, Rungpore, 
and in certain mohullahs of ^e Rampore J^auleab Municipality. Part IX of 
tho Act was in force in Darjeeling, Dinageporc Nattore and some mohullahs 
of Rampore Beuuleali. 

42. Dacca Divicion .—In this Division the work of conservancy and disposal 
of night-soil was performed under no regular system. Kxcept in Dacca, tliere 
was no other Municipality where a regular establishment was maintained for the 
purpose. In the former city the sweepings and refuse wore removed in carts and 
utilized in filling up cess-pools and mthy drains, called “ gors. ” The total cost 
of tho scavenging establishment amounted to Rs. 40,863-8-6. In Naraingungc, 
Furreedpore and Burrisal, the work of surface cleaning only was done, and the 
establishments employed for the purpose is reported to have been adequate. 
Parts VI and IX of the Municipal were in force in the Municipalities of 
Dacca, Naraingungc, Madarijiore and Burrisal, and Port VI only in FuiTced|)orc 
and Goalundo.

Sanitarg Cemmistioner .—Daring the 
year, the Sanitary Commis¬ 
sioner visited tho Municipali¬ 
ties named in the margin, and 
forwarded reports of his in¬ 
spections to the Municipal 
Commissioners. He reported 
that of these towns, the sani¬ 
tary conditions of only Dar¬ 
jeeling, Goalundo, Ranchi 
and Purulia were found to be 
foiriy satisfactory. In all the 
rest, many sanitary defects of 
a more or less grave nature 
existed. The Municipalities of 
the Suburbs of Calcutta, Khul¬ 
na, Krishnagar, Nasirabad, 
Furreedpore, Julpigoree, Uung- 
pore, and Pubna were reported 
to be in the worst possible con- 
The Municipal Commissioners of 
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Dacca, Naraingunge, Dinagoporo, Bogra, Bampore Beauleah, Pnrulia, Pooroe, 
Bnirisal, llazaribagh and Bunkura were found to have eifectud creditable 
improvements. There was retrogression reported in the condition of Furreed- 
poro, Kungpore and Chyebassa. 

44. Kegittratian of birthK and deaths .—The Act for the registration of births 
and deaths was in force in 117 municipalities; and the expenditure under this 
head amounted to Its. 0,461, os oguinst Its. 4,245 in 1884-8.6. 

In Burdwan, both births and deaths were recorded. In the other munici¬ 
palities of the district of Burdwan, deaths only were recorded. The work of 
r^stration was performed by tlie police in all the municipalities in this 
district, except Culna, Howrah and Bankura. 

In the Hooghly and Ohitisurah Muuicipality the work was done by the 
collecting Ameens, who wore granted an additional allowance of Bs. 4 each per 
mensem. The Municipal Commissioners of Borompore employed one clerk 
at Its. 10 and four mohurirs on Bs. 8 each per mensem for the purpose. In 
the other municipalities of the district of Hooglily, the Commissioners entrusted 
the duty to the clerks in their respective offices with a small increment to their 
pay. In the Municipality of Midnapore, births and deaths were registenid by the 
second clerk of the Muuicipal Office. In the other mmiicipalitios in the district 
of Midnapore, deaths only wore registered. The work in these towns was 
performed by the regular municipal establishment, and no extra remuneration 
was given. Part XI of the Municipal Act, which relates to the registration of 
births and deaths, was, in this Division, in force in the Municipalities of Bankura, 
Bishenpore, Midnapore, and the municipalities in the district of Hooghly. 

45. In tlio Suburban Municipality, Presidency Division, the registration 
of births and deaths is conducted by the police. Each police thana forms a 
registering circle, and the police officer in charge is the ex-oj/icio registrar of births 
and deaths, within his jurisdiction. Besides the above chock, registrars are 
attached to each burning ghat and buiial-giound. The hospitals, jails, public 
institutions, and coolie depots submit their returns direct to the Municipal Office. 
Part XI of the Municipal Act was in force in the Municipality during the year. 
In the Municipalities of Baranogore, South Suburbs, Barripore, South BoiTOck- 
pore. North B^rackpore, Nnddea, and Lalbagh, births and deaths wore registered 
by paid agencies employed by the Municipal Commissioners. Part XI of the 
Municipal Act was not in force in any municipality except Nuddea and Lalbagh. 

In Rajpore, Joynagoro, North and South Dum-Dum, Barosot, Naihati, 
Goberdanga, Busirhat, Taki, Baduria, Krishnagar, Santiporo, llanagliat, 
Kumerkalij Mehorpore, Bimagore, Kotechandpore, Mohoshporc, BerhanijMirt.', 
and Kandi, the work of registration was done by the existing municipal 
establishment. In Jungijmre the compounder of tho Charitable Dispensary 
did the work for an additional allowance of Bs. 5 per mensem. In nil the other 
municipalities the police kept the registers of vital statistics. Part XI of the 
Act was in force in the Municipalities of Krishnagar, Sautipore, Eanaghat, 
Mcherpore, Bimagore, and Jossoro. * 

40. In the Bajshahye Division the work of registration of vital statistics 
was performed by tlio police, except in Nattore and Rampore Bcauleuli. In 
tho former, a clerk was employed for the purpose, and in the latter, the muui¬ 
cipal pound-keepers did the work. Both births and deaths wore registered in 
tho Municipalities of Darjeeling, Ramporh Beauleah, Nattore, Bogra, Sheropore, 
and Kurseong. In Dinagi^re, Pubna, Sorajgungc, Bungpore and .lulpigoroc, 
deaths only wore registoreJ. Part XI of the Act was in force in Rampore 
Beauleah, Bogra and Darjeeling. 

47. In the Dacca Division, both births and deaths were registered by the 
police without any additional cost in the Municipalities of Dacca, Kurreedpore, 
Goaluudo, Madonpore and Kishoregungo. In Naraingungc tlie work was 
done by a registrar ap])ointed by the Municipality on a salary of Bs. 2(1 jier 
mensem. In N^irabad, JamiUpore and Sherepore, the work was done by 
one of the municipal officers on a small additional remuneration. At Burrisal, 
Jbalokati, Nalchiti, Muktagacha, and Baaitporo, deaths only wore registered. 
In Burrisal and Muktagacha the work was done by the police, and in the others 
by tho tax-collectors. In Poroxopore neither births nor deaths were registered. 
Part XI of the Municipal Act was not in force in any of the municipulitius of 
ibis Division, except Naraiuguiigo.

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48. In the CJhittogong Division, the registration of vital statiaties was 
conducted during the year by the police in all the municipalities, except at 
Brahmanbariah, where the work was done by a municipal clerk. Part Xl was 
not in force in any of the municipalities. 

49. In the Bhagulijore Division, births and deaths were registered in the 
Monghyr and Jaiualporc Municipalities by special registrars appointed for the 
purpose. In the Municipality of Bhagulpore the work of registration was 
done by the police during tlie first three mouths of the year. From July 1885, 
tlio Civil Surgeon’s dork was appointed the registrar. In Colgong the work 
was done by the municipal tax-collector, and in Pumeah and Old Maldah by 
the police. In English Bazar and Deoghur, deaths only were registered at 
the police station. In Sahebgunge the work of registration weis performed 
by the municipal employes under the supervision of the Vice-Chairman. 
Deaths only were registered. Part XI of the Act was in force in the Munici¬ 
palities of Monghyr, Jamalpore, Bhagulpore, Colgong and Pumeah. 

50. In the Orissa Division, the police kept the registers of vital statistics 
in the Municipalities of Pooree, Balasore, Jajporo and Kendrapara. In Cuttack 
the work of registration was dune by the pound-mohurirs. Part XI of the 
Act was in force only in the Cuttack Municipality in this Division. 

51. In tlio Cliota Nagpore Division tne work of registering births and 
deaths was performed by the Civil Hospital Assistant in charge of the chari¬ 
table dispensary on an additional ahowauce of Bs. 4 per mensem. Part XI 
of the Munici^ Act was iu force in the town. In tho Chattra Municipality 
the Act for the compulsory registration of vital statistics, IV iB.C.) of 1873, 
came into force from 1st August 1885. Tho municipal clerk was appointed 
registrar of births and deaths on an extra allowancn of Rs. 2 per mensem for 
this additional work. One of the collecting peons goes round the town daily 
enquiring about the births and deaths, and reports them to the registrar, for 
which ho is paid an additional allowance of Re. 1 per mensem. In Ranchi 
no vital statistics were kept during the year. In Purulia, births and deaths 
were registered W tho municipal overseer on an extra allowance of Rs. 2 per 
mensem. Part XI was in force. In Cbyebassa, deaths only were registered 
by the police. 

.52. Medical Melicf (MainUmnet of Dfspansartes).—Exclusivo of repairs 
Rs. 2,00.246, as against Rs. 1,99,486, was expended under this head. Tho 
following statement shows the number of dispensaries maintained

55. Workini/ of the Pilgrhn^ Lodging-JIime Act IV fS.O.) of 1871.—In 
Pooroo, 658 lioensos were issued during the year for the accommodation of 
18,04a lodgers, against 814 licenses in 1884-85 for 10,605 lodgers. The income 
of the year, including a balance of Its. 3,337 in hand ac the close of the pre¬ 
vious year, was Ks. 13,158, against Rs. 7,517 in 1884-85. The increase was 
due to a much larger number of licenses than usual having been taken out, 
especially in the month of July 1885, when pilgrims wont to the temple of 
Juggurnath in greater numbers than in most other years to be present at the 
car festival, which in this year was regarded as particularly auspicious. The 
total expenditure amounted to Rs. 8,409, against Rs. 5,190 in the previous 
year. There were 00 prosecutions instituted under the Act, against 41 in 
1884-85. Couvietions were obtained in 72 eases. In five cases tlio defendants 
were acquitted. Sixteen rases were pending at the close of the year. The 
Lodging-House Committee made a grant of Rs. 4,500 to the Municipality of 
Pooroe for the conservancy of the town. The dispensary at Pipleo was the only 
institution maintained by the Committee from their funds for the treatment (if 
pilgrims. The expenditure on account of it during tho year amounted to 
Rs. 1,144. It atfordod relief to 116 in-door and 1,900 out-door patients. 

56. In Gya, 498 licenses were issued fur the accommodation of 15,491 
lodgers, against 546 licenses for 17,057 pilgrims issued during tho previous 
year. Tho decrease in the number of pilgrims was owing tp the heavy inun¬ 
dation which occurred in various places last year, and prevented the poorer 
and middle classes of people from visiting the slirine during tho first pilgrim 
season. Sixty-seven prosecutions were instituted for breaches of the provisions 
of tho law, against 92 in the previous year, and the total amount of fines realized 
was Rs. 275-10, ^iust Rs. 765 in 1884-85. The decrease was due to fewer 

f irusecutions for broaches of the provisions of the law and to the imposition of 
ighter fines. Tho total income during tho year amounted to Rs. 12,973-0-9, 
including a balance of Rs. 1,042-4. The totJ disbursements under tlie various 
heads of expenditure amounted to Rs. 11,151-6-1. The balance on the 31st 
March 1886 was Rs. 1,821-10-8. A sum of Its, 9,549 was contributed by the 
Lodging-House Committee to tho Gya Municipality for tiie constmetion of the 
new pilgrim hospital and for tho repairs of the roads in tho old town of Gya. 
The lodging-houses were kept in good order, and measures were adopted to 
keep them clean. There was no epidemic in the lodging-Iionses during the 
year. Almost all tho houses were inspected by tho Healtii OfSoor daring the 
pilgrim seasons. A hospital was opened for the charitable distribution of 
medicines and the trbatment of sick pilgrims in the old town of Gya twice 
during the two principal pilgrim seasons. The services of two native doctors 
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were enifaffed from the 16th September to the 11th October 18‘<5 and from the 
15th March to tho 6th April 1886. The nnmber of oases treated in the tem¬ 
porary hospital was—

The native doctors also visited the lod^^ng-hoosos and treated the sick in 
thorn. Tho number of deaths amimp; pil^ims was 214 from all causes. Tlie 
chiof causes of deaths were cholera, fever, and bowel-cemplaints. 

57 . In Deoghui', 162 lioensos wore issued for 3,844 lodf^ers. Tho inuomn 
of tho year was Ks. 480-8 from fees fur licenses, Ks. 152 for the issue of Uculth 
Officer’s certificates, and Bs. 378-15 from fines. There was a balance of 
its. 193-2-1 at the close of the previous year Tlie expenditure amounted to 
Us. 420-3-6. The Lodging-House Committee contributod Bs. 210 to tho local 
.Mnuiciimlity for the conservanoy aud cleanliness of tho town during the time 
of the melas or annual fairs, when largo numbers of pilgrims como to Deoghur 
to worship at tho shrine of Baidyunath. Tho Committee intend to devote the 
acciimnlated balance of tho fund for the bettor water-supply and lighting of 
the town. 

58. In Banooguiijre there were no proceedings taken under the Act, 
no mootings of the Lodging-flouse tlommittee were held during the year, and 
no applications for licenses were received. 

59. In Ulubariah tho number of licenses taken out during the year by 
lodging-house-keepers was 23, against 28 in tho previous year. The fees 
realized amounted to Bs 269, against Its. 396 in the previous year. The 
falling off in tho receipts was due to the increase iu tlie number of 
steamers carrying passengers from Calcutta to Ulubariah and other places. 
Formerly passengers arriving at Ulubariah for Calcutta had to wait for tho 
tide and for favourable weather. At present the people come to Uhihariaii just 
in time to catch the steumoi's. There is no necessity for waiting fur the tide. 
The confectioners provide tho jiassengers refroslnnciit. Except when there 
is a laroo influx of people about the time of the Hindu festivals at Pooree, the 
neoplo do not rosort to lodging-houses generally. 'I’ho total iiicoiue of tho year 
from all sources, including the balance of tho previous year, was Ks. ST'i 9-5, aud 
the expenditure was Ks. 369-S-T. Two sweepers were employed by the Committee 
on a salary of Bs. 5 each per mensem to sweep the principal rond.s of tho town. 
Two public latrines and two urinals were erected within the town for the 
convenioneo of tho residents, and an establishment of mohtors was entertained 
to remove the night-soil at a distance from the town and bury it in trenches. 
It is reported that since the introduction of tho Lodging-House Act, groat 
improvement has taken place in the sanitary conditiou of the town, and that 
there has been a corresponding improvement m its health. The Health Officer 
made frequent inspections of tlio shops for the sale of articles of food in the 
town. The Lodging-House Committee met eleven times during the year. 

60. In tlie town of Gorbetta, the working of tho Act is reported to have 
been satisfactory. Tho mombors of the Committee took an interest in the 
performance of their duties and carefully supervised tho work of tho establish¬ 
ments employed by them. Fourteeu lodging-houses were licensed during the 
year. The income of the fund amounted to Bs. 165-12-9, and the expenditure 
to Bs. 69-13-6. Three prosecutions were instituted by the Committee for the 
infringement of the bye laws under the Act, and fines, amounting to Ks. 7 only, 
were realized. A tank was reserved only for supplying drinking water to the 
residents of tho town, and a sweeper was employed to sweep the main streets. 

61. The principal changes that occurred during the year wero, thou, the 
following;—Tho number of Municipalities increased from 129 to 138. The 
conservancy and latrine provisions of the Act were extended to 21 and 10 
Municipalities, and were in force at the close of tlio year in 124 and 31 
Municipalities rcsptxjtivcly. Tho provisions relating to wfttor-sujiply, and the 
provisions relating to markets, were extended to 3 and 12 Municipalities, making 
the numbers to which th"se parts of the Aet relate 2 and 43 respectively.

I AM directed to submit, for the information of His Excellency 
the Govemor-Gaioral in Council, the following report on Municipal Taxation 
and Eximndituro in tho Lower Provinces of Bengal for the year 1887-88, 
together with classified statements, shovring the income and expenditure of tho 
niuniciimlities daring that year, prepared in accordanco with the instructions 
contained in the orders of tho Government of India, in tho Home Department, 
No. 2 —103—14A, dated the aZth July 1882. 


THE CALCUTTA MUNICIPALITY. 

2. Tho report on the working of tho Calcutta Municipality has been 
submitted separately with tho review of His Honom- tho Lieutenant-Governor 
thereon. Tbe present report deals only with the working of muuicipalitioB in 
tho interior of tho province. 

WORKING OP THE MUNICIPAL ACT, III (B.C.) OP 1881. 

3. During tho year 1887-88 no changes wore made in the law which 
regulates the working of municipalities. 

4. Nmnher of Municipalities ,—The total number of municipalities at the 
dose of the year was 141, against 138 in the preceding year. The towns of 
Tangail, in the district of Mymensingh; Dinaporo Nizamut and Khagonl, in the 
distnet of Patna; and.Kissenguuge, in the iWueah district, were constituted 
municipalities, the first three 'mth effect from Ist July and the last from let 
April 1887. The municipality of Goalondo, in the district of Fnrroedpore, was 
abolished in September 1887 owing to the destruction of a portion of the town 
by the encroachment of tho river Fndma, which necessitated the removal of 
the railway terminus and tho sub-divisional hoad-quarters t<j Rajbari, a village 
in tbe neighbourhood. Tho question of the withdrawal of the town of Assensolo 
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frtmi the operation of the Act, which has formed the subject of. a iffokmgod 
eoiiespondenoe with the East Indian Railway Ctopany, was eet^ed dlWng the 
year. It has been decided to abolish the municipality as soon as the sanction td 
the Government of India hae been obtained to me provision of certain Mtnhm^ 
requirements of the town at the cost of the Company. The statement in 
Appendix A shows the date of establishment of earn municipalily in the 
province, the population within municipal limits, and the actmd number of rate¬ 
payers in each. The avera^ ratio of the number of rate-payers to the whole 
population in the municipalities tor which complete figures ore given, was 18'07 
per cent, against 17'92 in the previous year. 

5. EUctive Syitm .—The system under which two-thirds of the total 
number of Commissioners fixed for each municipality are elected was in force 
in all the municipalitios except those named below, of which eleven have been 
established since the introduction of the Act in August 1884:—

Since the close of the yoar the Hazaribagh Municipality has been with¬ 
drawn from the first schedule of the Act, and the elective system is now in 
force in that town. 

6. Jlemll oj Elections Jteld during the year.—The second general election of 
Commissioners under Act III (B.C.) of 1884 was held during tho year on the 
expiry of the term of office of those elected in 1884. The table given in 
Appendix B shows the results of tho elections, the number of registers voters 
in each ward and the number of persons who actually recorded their votes. 
The figures show a very remarkable improvement over those of tho bye-elections 
held in tho previous year. The percentage of actual voters to those entitled to 
vote was 33'8 against 20-B in 1886-87. The remarks which have been recorded by 
Commissionors on the subject show that the results of the present general eleotiem 
are everywhere more encouraging than those of the election of 1884, and 
that though in a fow cases the attitude of tho people is still apathetic, 
in the largo minority of instances there has been a real advonoe in the interest 
iffiown in the elections. 

Upon this subject the Commissioner of the Presidency Division observes 

“There ore mmuBtokeable signa oi a growing deaiie among the Eindn population to 
ele(4 better reprexmtatm men in the proper aenao of the word than formerly. The late 
deotiona were certainly more numeroualy attended and more hoUy oonteatod than on the last 
aooiision, and them is little doubt but that the memben of the new Boards, having been 
■hoeen mote on their own merits than formerly, will show a better disposition to woric 
together for the common good in a temperate and ooncOiatoiy spirit than has hitherto is 
some instonoes been the case.” 

The Commissioner of Bajshabye writes 

“ A good deal of enthnaiaam is said to have been exhibited in some places, but it was 
mainly amongst the educated olassee. In the Bampore Beauleah MunidpalKy the lower 
idaases ere reported to have shown undeniable aigiu that they are beoonuag alive to their 
rights and privileges, for in one ward they showed their independenoa by returning a butober 
08 Munioipal Oommissioner.” 

The Commissioner of Patna writes:— 

“Inalmost all the mnnioipalities in whiehthe eleotivesy^miainfone, intereat was 
displayed by the people in the election of their representotivee. In Bome of ffie muui- 
dpalitiea, notably in Batna and Chupra, the senta were keenly contested.” 

7. Affcintnunl of Chairmen of Mmtidpcilitiea faUiag wider the Second Schedule 
of the Aof.--Under section 33 of the A^ the Cbairmon of the munieipalities 
included in its second schedule have to be appointed by the Local Government. 
The necessity which existed at the time when the Act was passed W n provi¬ 
sion of this nature has now to a great extent passed away, and the fieutmiant- 
Govemor is satisfied that so long as the nomination of the Commissioners 

. remains in ilio hands of Government, the choice of their Chairman is a 
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privilege vhioli may be expeiimeatally eBtrbeted to nearly all tbe immiei- 
palitiee wfaidi ne now included in llie aeoond schedule. By a circular, dated 
the 23rd February 1R88, the CommissioneH of Divisions were therefore 
informed that the Lieutenant-Govemor would be prepared to appmnt, under 
section 23, any Chairman who might be nominatea by tbe Commissioners of 
the municipauties induded in that schedule, except Patna, Darjeeling, and 
the Suburbs of Calcutta. The experience which has since been gaijied has 
shown that the Municipal Commissioners exercise generally a wise discretion in 
making their nominatiuns to Gbvemmont, and that the concession was one which 
might safely be made. 

8. Constitution of Oommittees .—The constitution of tho committees of the 
various municipalities, as they existed at the dose of the year 1887-88, is 
diown, divisiou by division, in the table given below 
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3lbe following table shows the pmcontago of officials and of Europeans to 
the total number of Commissioners during each of the years 1881-82 to 1887-88

There was a small increase in tho proportions under both heads as com¬ 
pared with the previous year. But the ^ults of the late general dections, 
compared with those of the first, held during the year 1884-86, show a marked 
decrease in the proportion of European and of official members to the total 
strength of tho committees. 

9. Mseta^s of Cotamittees .—The following table shows the names of

The last-named munioipalit?, however, c^e info exiatenoe towards the 

middle of the year; and as regards the others it is explained that the committees 
had little businoss to transact. Detailed information on the subject of the 
meetings held by the various municipalities, with the average attendaaoe at 
each meeting, is given in Appendix C. The attendance was on the whole 
satisfactory, as in the previous^ear. 

10. Muaictpal SencAa.—^Tne work done by Municipal Commissioners in 
their capacity of Honorary Magistrate^ in disposing of cases of nuisances and. 
breach cd conservancy rules, is shown in the table below 



Convictions were obtained in 81-2 per cent, of the cases. 

In- Cuttack all munioipBl cases were tried by the Sadder Bendi ^ Magis. 
tmtee, as well as by Stipendiary Magistrates. One hundred and tiiirty-thtee 
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cases were instituted during tite yew, out of wMdi 131 were broUuM to trial. 
In these cases 120 pexsons were cannoted and 14: were acquitted. The amount 
of fines imposed was Bn. 248, out of which Rs. 237 was realized. In Balasore 
all municipal cases were tried by an Honorary Magistrate. During the year 
he disposed of 83 cases, in which 70 persons were convicted and 13 persons 
wmre acquitted. There was no case pending at the close of the year. 
total amount of fines imposed and realized was Rb._ 160-8. The Cantonment 
Magistrate disposed of all cases sent up by the police under the Cantonment 
Act. In Pooree, and in the Chota Nagjmr Division there were no municipal 
benches. . 

11. Assessmeafe.—The statement in Appendix E shows the mode of 
assessment prevailing in each municipality lu the province, the rate at which 
the tax on holdings or on persons according to their circumstances end property 
within municipal limits was levied, and the result of any revision of assessment 
made during the year 1887-88. Taxation increased from 12 annas and 4'89 
pie per head daring 18SG-87 to 12 annas and 7'3 pie during 1887-88. It was 
highest in tbo municipality of Darjeeling, os in the previous year, whore the 
rates amounted to Bs. d-ll-Sncr head of the population, against Rs. 4-13-7 dar¬ 
ing 1886-87; and lowest in Bishenporo, in the district of Bonkoora, where it 
was As. 2-7 per bead, against As. 1-0 in the previous year. 

12. Freth Imposts Umi during ths gear. —The provisions of the Act 
regarding the levy of a tax upon persons occupying holdings within the 
municipality according to thoir circumstances and property were extended to 
the new municipalities of Tangail and ICissengunge. Baiiction was also given 
to the levy of a tax on carriages and on horses and other animals in the 
Buxar, Rcvilgunge, Kissengunge, and Ranchi Municipalities, and to the imposi¬ 
tion of a foe on the registratioa of carts kept or habitually used within the 
municipalities of Jugdispore, Tnmlook, and Kissengunge.

Honed during the year. —The conservancy provisions of Part VI of the Act, or

In reviewing the Municiml Report for the year 1885-86, the Government 
Letter tromtb.o«.cn,»,ont of Indta. of Mia suggMtcd that a saoitwy Survey of each 
Home Detartioeot. lie. ss, dateii mamci{>ahty lu tho proviDco should be undertaken 
sots July 1887. I,y Sanitary Commissioner and by the local 

Engineering authorities, that plans and estimates should be prepared of all 
improvements necessary to provide each town with on efficient system of 
drainage, water-supply, and conservancy, and that these plans should be carried 
ooit from year to year as funds became available. It was added that the 
Government of India would bo glad to learn from each year’s report the pro¬ 
gress made in tho execution of this policy. The oj^ations which have Iwen 
effected during the year under review have been fully detailed by tho Sanita^ 
Commissioner in paragraph 117 of his Report on Sanitation for the year 1887-88, 
8 copy of which was suWitted to the Government of India, m the Home 
Department, with this Government No. 2fi47P, dated 10th September 1888. 
It IS evident that to give proper effect to tho orders of tlie Government of 
India, a very large expenditure must bo incorred which municipalities, as arule, 
are not able to bear, and it is justly pointed out by the Sanitary Commissioner 
that, in regard to diainago in particular, expenditure should be discouraged until 
proper sohemes are obtained, as otherwise much money will be lost in remodel¬ 
ing defective work. The sorvioes of a special Engineer havo boon lent by Go- 
venunent for employment on drainage projeots in the towns of Chupta and 
Dnibhnnga, and in many other places schemes for water-works and u^age

about Bs. 8,59,000; and a mmilar scheme has been prepared for (hittadc tp^ 
cost three lakhs, but they have both been abandoned as the money could mcif be. 

It is hoped that tiie Howrah scheme will soon be carried out, tot ^ 
difficulty ia this case is to obtain a supply of water sufficiently pure to justify 
the expenditure which must bo ineonto on it.

14, Seetificatum of Municipal Bomdariet —^The northern boundary of the 
Perozeporo Municipality, in the Dacca Division, was revised during the year, 
on toe recommendation of toe Municipal Commissioners, so as to exclude from 
toe municipal limits a portion of a village which was separated from toe main 
town by toe Mulgram Khal. The boundmos of toe Ranchi Municipality were 
revised in order to include certain adjoining villages within municipBl limits 
with a view to toeir sanitary improvement. The limits of the Pumeito Munici- 
jmlity were extended in order to bripg too site selected for toe railway-station 
under municipal regulations. Owing to the imid powth of a trading 
population near toe Bungpore railway-station, toe Commissioners of that town 
foive determined to make certain alterations in the boundaries of toe munici¬ 
pality, and appointed a sub-committee to consider too subject. The sub-com¬ 
mittee did not submit their report within toe year, but toe matter wiB, it is 
hop^, soon be settled by toe new Municipal Committee. The northern Wand- 
ary of-toe Purulia Municipality was extended to include a new settlement 
on a tract of land adjoining too municipality, in order that the Municipal 
Commissioners might have toe necessary authority to control toe location of 
houses in it, and to ensure its formation on a regular plan. 

15. Inoome and Sxpenditure.—The income, expenditure, and the opening 
and closing balances of municipalities during 1886-87 and 1887-88 are toown,

This amount has 
innoe been taken under “advances,” and is included in the total muniupat 
expenditure during 1886-87. In tho Dacca Division the closing balance 
Bs. 788 of the abolished municipality of Groalundo has not been included in 
the opening balance fur 1887-88, and revised figures showing an increase of 
Bs. 100 have been taken against the Shorcporc Municipality. In tho I^ina 
Division the closing balance of the Tikari Municipality was taken at Bs. 4,510, 
but the correct amount was Ks. 4,537. The increase in the Bhagulpore 
Division was duo to the inclusion of Bs. 99, the balance at credit of the' 
late Union of Elishengunge, which was created a municipality during the 
year 1887-88. 

16. It will be seen that tbe total municipal revenue of the year was 
Bs. 29,32,637, against Bs. 28,35,397 of the previous year, showing a net 
increase of Its. 87,240. The increase was maiuly distribute under the following

21. The increase under “ Tax on vehicles” occurred mainly in the 
municipalities of the Subnrbs of Calcutta, Mozofierpore, Chupra, and Bhagol- 
pore, where the receipts rose from Ks. 86,001, Rs. 89, Ks. 1,250, and Rs. 3,968 
during 1886-87 to Rs. 46,648, Rs. 1,058, Rs. 2,036, and Rs. 5,401 respectively. 
The tax was for the &st time levied in the Arrah Municipality, and the 
receipts amounted to Rs. 2,266. 

22. There was an increase of Rs. 2,279 under “ Tax on animals” in the 
Patna Municipality, and this tax imposed in tho Howrah Municipality for the* 
first time brought in Rs. 1,951 daring tho year. The balance of the increase 
was distributed over several municipalities. 

23. The receipts under bead “Conservancy and road-cleaning, sole- 
proceeds of night-soil and street-refuse, &c.,” show an increase of Rs. 5,953 over 
those for the preceding year, tho total income coming up to Rs. 14,193. 
it was pointed out m the Qovemment of India orders No. 95, dated 30th July 
1887, that this source of income was capable ot great expansion, and in oUier 
provinces, especially in the Punjab, yielded a considerable revenue. The Lieute- 
nent-Goveruor has every confidence that this hitherto neglected source of 
munioinu income will receive the careful attention of the Commissioners, In 
some districts, such as Hoogly and Monghyr, the (Question has not been 
neglected, and the Sanitary Commissioner has recently issued a circular to all 
municipalities oommunicating instructions for the proper disposal of night-soil 
in shallow trenches. The department of Agriculture has also not lost sight of 
the importance oi the subject.

The receipts fell o& iu the Burdwan, Dacca, Bhagalpore, and Bataa 
IBvisions, the largest decrease being in the last-named mvision, where the 
receipts amounted to Bs. 80,330, against Bs. 39,083 of the mevioua year. 
There was an increase of Bs. 2,098 in the Presidency Diviuon. The falling off 
was most marked in the Mozofierpore and Oorampore Municipalities, where the 
receipts amounted to Bs. 5,081 and Ra. 4,869, against Bs. 13,831 and k>. 7,096 of 
the preTions year. In MozuSerporo the decrease was duo mainly to the open¬ 
ing of the Akuora Gh3t bridge over the Little Gunduck river, and iu Serampore 
to the redaction in the demands of the ferries.

The late Baboo Sagore 
Dntta of C^cutia bequeathed property yielding a net income of Bs. 30,000 per 
annum for tire establishment of a charitable dispensary and hospital, and a 
school at Kamarhatty. Maharajah Girija Bath Boy, of Dinagcffore, contri¬ 
buted Re 19,600 for the improvement of the drainage works now- in progi^ 
fo the town. At Bassirabad, in Mymonsingh, the town hall, for the eonstruction 
oi which Raja Suijya Kant Acharjya, Bahadur, made a donation of its. 23,500, 
waa oompleted and made over to the Mnniuipal Commissioners in April laati 
fite Baja has expressed his willingness to famish the town hall vrith a suitable 
pablic library, and has promised to pay a further sum of Bs. 5j000 for the 
purpose. At Khulna, Mr. W. M. Clay, the late Magistrate and Oollector, 
whmr leaving the district on furlough, made a gift of Bs. 1,000 for expendi¬ 
ture on some work of public utility in the town. In addition to these gifts 
ftiere was a lar^ number of subscriptions and donations by private fodividoals 
for works of public utihfo. 

28. ShcpeniUun .—The total expenditure was Bs. 29,25,384, agunst 
fis. 28,23,139 in the previous year; and the year closed with a balance of 
Bsi 4,08,859, against Bs. 4.12,310 in 1885-86. There was thus an increase of 
expenditure of Bs. 1,03,345 during the year. The following statement shows

7,2^9, 
and Bs. 4,657 to Bs. 87,065, Bs. 9,164, and Ks. 6,331 respoctively. Asnottced 
in paragraph 28 of last year’s report, this charge has increased steadily sinoe 
1883-84. 

33. The increase under “ Bond cleaning” was distributed over all divi- 
(dons, and was largest in the Patna Division, where it rose from Bs. 15,550 in 
1886-87 to Bs. 36,605 during 1887-88. The Patna Municipality inonrred a 
charge bf Bs. 27,912 during the year, whilst the expenditure in the previosu 
year was nS. 

33. The decrease of Ea 62,588 under “•Water-works” occurred mainly in 
the Burdwan, Bhagulporo, Presidency, and Bajshahye Divisions. There was 
some increase in the Dacca Division. In tlie Suburban Municipalify the 
charges fell off from Bs. 38,367 daring 1886-87 to Bs. 30,068. In the 
Bha^pore Municipality the charges were reduced from Bs. 89,928 
during the previous year to Us. 16,193, owing to the fact that the head works 
had been nearly completed during the year 1886-87, and no money was 
avaulable for the completion of the rest of the project. The decrease of 
Bs. 5,835 in the Darjeeling Municipality was due to the nnusual expenditure 
in 1886-87 of Bs. 3,831 incurred in purchasing pressure-brakes, and to a 
diminuiaon of the extension works undertaken during the year under report. 
The ezponditore in the Burdwan Municipality fell off by Bs. 17,108 as 
comparM with the previous year, when final payments were mode for the 
conduction of the water-works. 

34. Regiiiration of Mirths and Deaths.—'ths method wliich has been 
adopted for the registration of births and deaths is not uniform in all munici- 
palitios. In some cases the Municipal Commissionurs themselves register the 
events, in others special establishments are maintained for the purpose, and fia 
others the work !s done by the ordinary establishment of the municipality. 
The total cost incurred by the mnnicii^ities during the year was Bs. 9,823, 
%gain8t Bs. 8,343 of the previous year. The very unsatisfactory result attained 
by the majority of municipalities has been noticed, in the resolution 
recorded on the report of the Sanitary Commissioner for 1887-88, and the 
Lieutenant-dovemor has by a recent circular strongly impressed upon all 
rmmicipalities the necessity of more carefully discliorgmg this important part 
of their duties. A copy of this circular, in which the registration of births and 
dea&s in municipalities during the year is reviewed at length, is anneked to 
this report (Appendix 0). 

35. Medical .—One hundred and twenty-one dispensaries were maintaiaed 
or assisted by mimicipBlitioB during the year at a total cost of Bs. 2,17,458. 
The table in Appendix K shows the details of attendance, the iaoome .and 
eqienditare. and the invested capital of eadi dispensoiy. 

86. Working of the Porterf and Dandtewattas' Act, F (jB.O.) V I883i, M 
Day^iselmg.-o-'I'he A^ worked satisfactorily, and 194 porters and 197 dondee- 
wallas were registered during the year. The cost iaourred was Bs, 139, of 
which Bs. 50 was paid frean the Darjeeling Improvement Fund. iKo proseontion 
was instituted under the Act.

The year closed wito a 
balance of Bs. 12,296-8-8. The Committee, consisting of 3 official and 3 &ob* 
official members, met eleven times during the year. 

88 . In Gy a 433 licenses were issued for the accommodation of 18,638 
lodgers, against 535 licenses for 16,593 lodgers during toe previous year. 
The decrease in tbe number of lodgers was owing to the high rate of 
mortality which prevailed in too North-West Provinces just oefore the 
pilgrim season, and to the absence of an auspicious time for the people of 
Bengal to proceed on pilgrimage. The number of prosecutions instituted 
for breaohes of the provuions of toe Act was 63, against 64 in 1886-87. The 
total amount of fines realized was Bs. 344-4i, against Ks. 867 for the previous 
’ year. The total receipts amounted to Ks. 13,0 .'0-10-9, including a balance 
of Bs. 3,086-4-3 of toe preceding year, and too total expenditure was 
Bs. 9,800-10-11. Thwe was a balance of Bs. 3,738-15-10 at toe close of too 
year. Tbe Lodging-boose Committee contributed Bs. 3,000 to tbe Gya 
Municipality for improving a portion of the Gya main road. They also ipent 
sums of Bs. 4,000 on the construction of a pilgrim cholera hospital and Bs. 1,478 
on too excavation of a -well in the old town. There were 167 deaths among 
pilgrims, against .513 in the previous year. The decrease in tbe mortality 
IS duo to too fact that tliere was no epidemic in the lodging-houses during tbe 
year under report. The Lodging-house Committee consisted of six members, 
of whom three wero officials and three non-officials. 

30. In Baneegunge no lodging-houses have been licensed under toe Act 
since its introduction into the town on tbe Ist July 1883, and tlie Act has 
been completely inoperative. 

40. In Gurbetta 17 licenses were issued during toe year for the accom 
modation of 145 lodgers. Three prosecutions were instituted for breaches of 
provisions of toe Act, in all of wnich the offenders whre Convicted. The 
total amount of fines realized was Bs. 13-5. Tbe total receipts amounted 
to 300-5.8, and the charges to Rs.. 115-13-9, leaving a balance of Bs 
at the close of toe year. The general health of the town was good, and im 
lodger died in any of toe lodging-houses. Tlie Committee held six meetings 
dnnng the year, and are reports to have taken considerable interest m too 
wellbeing of the to-wn. 

' 41. In Ulnberiah the Pilgrims’ Lodging-house Act is reported to have 
worked well. The number of licenses granted vras 85, against 27 of the 
previons year, and the license fees realized amounted to Ks. 830, showing an 
increase of Ks. 87 over the receipts for 1886-S7, The amount of fine reauied 
for lienees under toe Act was Bs. 101-1, against Bs. 60-7 in the previons 
year. The total receipts, including toe opening balance of Bs. IBl-frB, 
amounted to Rs. 612-6-6, and toe total charges to lU. 350-9-9. 'ITie yenir 
dosed with a balance of Bs. 261-12^8. The Committee, consisting of fow 
official and four non-official members, held eij^t meetings during 18»-88. 

43. In Deogbur the receipts from fees amounted to Ms. 832-10, agidinA 
Bs. 188-12 during tbe previocs year. The som of Bs. 64-8 ’was redized itai 
account of fines for offences uider the Act. There was a balance of Bs, 618-74

48. In November 1887 too Commissions Of the Chittagong’ D^sUm 
submitted a proposal for the extenrion of the movisions of the Act to totakitod, 
in toe tostrict of Chittagong, with a view to bring the lodging-honie keepen 
there under proper control, and to secure the proper sanitation of toe plsioe.

ConunitBcoaet of tbe fmidoKy Division obsorves;—“ Notwitostanding oeo»- 
aiOfud drsvbaoka, mudi good and useful work has been done bf the late 
BMrda during tho past veor. There has been a general desire among the 
Conniissioaers to honestly do their best, and awillingness evinced to chomnlly 
aooept tbe advice of the superrising authorities^ in respect of their budget 
eetimates and other matters, while at the same time actoution has been prid 
to the directionB contained in the reports of the official auditor, and fair 
progress made in bringing' the registers and accounts into proper order.” 

45. BimIvHtn Bivmon. —The Magistrate of Burdwan reports that the 
Municipality of “Burdwan is an admirabljr managed municipality, thoCoinmie. 
rioners of which have fully risen to theia responsibilities. Their increased 
expenditure on sanitation and education is far in excess of the police charge 

of which they have been relieved by Government..”Tbo Commissioner thinks 

more should be done hero with respect to roods and drains. Regarding the 
Outwa Municipality the Magistrate reports that “ with its narrow streets, 
crowded buildings, and deep narrow drains, it is in a most insanitary condition. 
Tbe municipMity is apathetic, and is far from equal to its responsibilities. The 
crying want of the place is an increased income with which to deal with tho 
conservancy demands and the bad drainage.” He is of opinion that the neces¬ 
sary enhanced income could be obtained ^m a revision of assessment. 

The Commissioner observes“ As in the preceding year, many irregu¬ 
larities noticed by the Examiner of Local Accounts in the accounts of many of 
the municipalities in this division indicate laxity of supervision on the part of 
the executive authoritieB. On this subject the Magistrate of Hooghly states 
that ‘the reports of the local auditor show, year by year, an increasing laxity 
of supervision over the accounts. Collections are not kept up to the mark, 
and out-door supervision in the matter of roads, drains, conservancy, &e., is 
not what it should be.’ Regarding tho working of the elective system in 
mnnioipalitios, the Ma^rate of Hooghly reports that, ‘ after another year’s 
trial of local self-government in mnnicipalities, I regret that 1 am not able 
to report more favouraUy than I did last year on the efficiency of the municipal 
administration. I am constrained to say that, os regards executive action and 
control, the Municipal Commissioners have gone from bad to worse.’ He then 
goes on to say tha| toe Chairman and Vioe-Cffiairman ‘ will, I think, generally 
bear me out m saying that they are rather objects of constant petty attacks and 
annoyances by memcKiis of rival factions. Party feeling runs very high in 
most of tlie riparian mnnicipalities. It is the curse of the country, and will be 

so unril the people leant to rink it in zeal for the common good’.No new 

works of improvement have been possible durii^ the year in any of the muni- 
cip^ties owing to the want of fun^: they have just been able to keep things 
gomg, and that is all.” 

48. Rajthahyi flmsKW.—In Dinagepore the Magistrate thinks that tbe 
elective tys^ has not yet been appreciated by most of the people. He 
states tbat the attendance of some of the members was very good, and tlmt of 
others &ir. Tbe Magistrate of Rajshahye states that tho MunicipBl Act has 
worked welh He reports that there, are evidences that both the Chairman and 
the Momcipal' Commissioners of tho Rampore Beanleah Municipality as a 
whole have taken an interest in their work, and are desirous of ameuorating the 
condition of the town. The Mi^tratos of Pubna and Bogra report that toe 
Act has worked well in the municipalities within toeir respective jorisdictionq, 

The Mj^istrato of Rungpore reports:—“ The present Chairman, 
Dr. B. Ih Duit, is entitled to mu^ credit for the energy which he has shown 
in getting toe uainage of toe town improved, enforcing toe sanitary bye-laws, 
and in toe large personal share which ho has taken in mimioipri work generally. 
.The most unsatisfactory feature in the working of this municipality consists 
"in tbe neglect of the Commissioners to maintain an adequate income. No 
general revirion of ta»ition has been held for ten yemw, white renussiora have 
been ireely granted. The result is that, notwitostanding toe steady mcreaee

The Drouty Commissioner of Jnlpgoree, who is also tiie (Aairmanof khe 
Jalpigoree Municipality, writes that the Commissioners, individloally and aa* 
bo^, have done their best in looking after the charge entrasted to them. Tlfey 
have worked hard, and have given no little time and trouble to a work wlU 
encroa^es somewhat on their spare moments. They are to ;b6 oongratokted 
that, -with the limited , means at their oomopand, they have been able to do as 
nnich as they have done ■within so short a period as th^ years. 

The Commissioner observes;—“With the exception of Nattore, ithe 
Municipal Commissioners have on the whole worked satisfsotorilyand Mown 
that they take an intelligent interest in their work. Many wants still remain 
to be supplied everywhere, but defects are recognized, and, as &r as, funds 
permit, efforts are being made to remedy the same.” 

Upon the whole, the Lieutenant-Governor considers tiiat there , is 
e-vidonoe to show Aat the Act has worked ^ satisfactorily,^ and that tiie 
CominiBsiDncrg have os a body discharged their functions with intelligence. 
In somo municipalities there has been a marked failure m administration 
owing to party faction and jealousy of individuals. This was ooxs^- 
cnonsly the case in the important town of Dacca, and it will be seen tiiat we 
Magistrate of Hooghly prominently alludes to this difficulty in his district. 
The difficulty is no doubt a very serious one, and can only he overcome by time 
and experience. Tbe sense of public duty which leads men to subordinate 
their personal intorests to the general welfare is the gradual outcome of the 
growth of responsibility, which, it may bo hoped, will be developed as experience 
u gamed. Tlio romBx'ks of the Magistrate of Bungpore regarding the neglect 
of the Commissioners to tako action for the revision of tlie assessments are 
also widely applicable. It is a matter of notoriety that the policy of 
municipalities in India tends always, whenever possible,_ towards lighten¬ 
ing the burden of the rate-payers in the matter of taxation, and it is no 
easy task for the executive authorities, by the exercise of judicious advioe 
and encouragement, to apply the degree of pressure, 'without unnecessary 
and improper intorforence, which is required to enforce a vigorous administea- 
tion in the asscasment and collection of rates. But in view of the expenditure 
which it -will be necessary for municipalities to incur in respect-of sanitation, 
it is now more incumbent than ever on all loeal bodies to examine carefully 
all their sources of income, and to avail themselves to tiie fullest extent nf u 


opportunities for improvement. 

47. Mnforoement of Seetioa 63 of iht det—The provisions of the section 
empowering tlio Commissioner of tlie division and the Magistrate of the district 
to suspend tho execution of any resolution or order, or prohibit fiie doing of 
'any Act by the Commissioners of a municipality in the special <arcBm- 
stanoes mentioned in the section, were enforced in two municipalities, viz., 
Serampore and Comillah. At S^mpore the Municipal Comniiaaionens paaaed 
a resolution to employ the aervioes of four men at the eoat of -Ae fe^er' td 
certain cattle pounds in the town, to seize stray cattle. This Besokfaon waa 
8 aq>ended by the Magistrate, but hia order was afterwards reversed'by ilw 
Lientenant-Giovomor, as the grounds on which he objected to k apraared’to be 
amtenable. It has boon ruled in oonnecti<m with this case that 'befioe phasu^ 
■an order under section 63, a Magistrate should diseuss the matter ' WiHt fbe 
Mumctpal Ooramisaionerai should point out-to thebe the ol^ectiMa to iiUoii 
be oonsidms their action to be open. AtOomiUabthe.Megwtrate iastM ttt 
order under section 63'prohibiting the exposure of oonunoditieB to sele 
'pn market days on oertain roads and roadaide lands in to 'town ’iwbibii 
bad bemi let in farm by the Municipal UommisaionerB to fhis'puipeie. ^Tbs 
Ifagiatrate at first endeavoured to iudnoe the Oommiasionets -to jseiRHlbl'to

tin^ the matter to Govemment, the Commuaioner observed that tbe faot 
of the'roads being vested in the Commissioners under section 30 cUdaot 
aatiioiue them to oortail any rights which the public possessed in them, and 
reemnmended that the order of the Magistrate uould be confirmed for three 
months. Concurring in the view of the Commissioner, tiiat the action of the 
Municipal Commissioners was in excess of the powers conferred on them hy 
the law, the Lieutenant-Governor directed in this case that the orders of the 
Magistrate should continue in force for three months. 

48. Hiteellsneoua .—The town of Ghattal, in the district of Midnapore, was 
vitited with a'flood daring the year, which, after making a breach in the circuit 
embankment, inundated the town on the left bank of the river Silye. 
This portion of the town was under water for some days, and much damage 
was mmo and inoonvenionce caused to the people. There were some serious 
outbreaks of fire in the municipalities of Knshnaghur, English Bazar, and Old 
Maldah, attended with considerable loss of propoi^, but no lives were lost. 
There wore two disastrous outbreaks of fire also in the Bungpore Municipali^, 
attended with loss of life and proper^. The floods were again very high in 
Ooomarkhally, and the greater part of the town was under water, there being 
from 1 to 5 fbet of water in all the stioots. lu Balasoro the oydone of 25th 
May 1887 did serious damage, and the municipality were put to groat expense 
in cleaning the tanks, roads, and streets, and renovating the mumcipal latrines 
which wore completely destroyed.

The watcr'iupf^y of tbia town ia clileSy derired from the river Barrabolosg, 
on which the town stands, and also from tanks and wells. The sources of 
water*supply an> abundant. The euteheny well water is oxeolleat ia quality, 
and is used Wh by the Europeans and by many woli>to<do persons. Thera 
arc two munioijMl wolis, ano these aro largely resorted to by the soighbov^ 
ioB residents, wator>wnrks wore construi-led during the year. 

Ia Bankura the people obtain tlioir anpply of dnukuig*water from the rirora 
Gondeswari and Daikessir. bat when these dry up iu the hot soasou, th^ 
have to scoop out holes in Uie saudy bods of the nrors to eol wator. Thera 
arc several tanks and wells, the water of which is used for bathing and otW 
parposes.

The people of the town use both river and well water Tliere are six muni* 
vi)iu wells besides private ones. Owing to the river (the Ganges) having 
Buil ted its hod, apd tlie main channel no longer runsiug close to tho town, 
there is difficulty in obtainiag water during the dry and cold«woaiher seasons. 
To romc^ this, water-works on a large seale, at an estimated cost of 
Bs. 2,(1.5,097. have been constructed, which now supply the town with water. 
No water-rate is rat levied, though part VII of tho Municipal Act is in fbreo 
io throe wards. There is a difficulty about levying a rate on the houses near 
the one main laid, when that is largely being umd by housoa at a distam^ 

There are many resorvoirs of water in ^e town of Kishenporo, of whioh the 
principal are Lalbaud. Jninuiiaband, tad Pakaband. The first uontains 
good arinldng-wator, but as it is situated outside llie town, it in not much 
resorted to by the people. Jaraunabaud bos born partially chokod up with 
weeds, ahdthe wator or the Pakaband is not W'holosoiiio. But owing to 
central position of Uio Pakaband, a lar^ portion of tho people use it. Thera 
arc also many tanks which arc being silted up, and which require rc-exi!ava> 
(ion. A few of the inhabitanlH use the water of the Eoch-Berai, which ia a 
branch of the river Bcrai. 

The river Korotoya, wbinh lloira below the municipality, is tlte source 

of the water-supply of this town. Tlie river water ia used for drinaing puis 
poses, though there are wells in almost every house. The quality of the mer 
water is not bad, except in tho rainy aud dry seasons. Ju the rainy season 
tho water of the river brumes a little mucUy.and is pollu^ when thedraiDB 
of the town and nullat from jhcols in tho interior of tho district empty ^ix 
contents into it. In iho dry season. ^mrUeularly in the months of Slarch, 
April, and hfay, the water becomes stagnant. The w'oll wator is generally 
g^. The supply of water is sofficiont to meet the requiroments of the 
]^pte. No new water-works have been cosstruoied during the year, bnt the 
old ones were rciMirod and kept in good or^r* No wator^rate is levied, nor 
is Pari VII of the Act in force. 

Water for bathing, drmkiug, mul culinary pnrposos is drawn out of tanks, m 
well as from the river TectM, on which the town stands. 

In Burdwan the people on the northern side of the Banka derive their water* 
supply from die street hydrants. The number of houses connected with (he 
mam water-pipes rose fim 06 in the year 1880.87 to 102 duriug tho year under 
report. The watm'-pipes havo been extended during tho year to mohullai 
BayiprntabiKir, Beeruatta, BLograsohid, Dangapara and Bandiaaar, and pro¬ 
vision has been made in tho current year's budget estimates of the mnnioipa* 
lity for further extension of wainr-sopply pipes. Those who do not nso {mne* 
water draw their supply from some of the teaks belonging to the Burdwan Baj 
Estate, the water cd these tanks becoming at certain seasons foul owing to the 
decomposition of aqn^io weeds, Ac. The pec^ie living on the southern si^ 
of the Banka nso tho water of that river as well as (hit of the Bamoo^ of 
the Eden Canal and of some of the prinoijHd tanks in the neighbouritood. 

Ganges and wells—The Ganges water is good, and it used by the majority of 
pe^e. 

The water-supply is drawn from the Boro river and from tanks and weUo. 
The supply is sufficient and go^. ^ Steps arc being token to clean out the 
three tanks set aside for drinking and culinary purposes. The dd wells 
in the town have been cleaned and deepened, and a new one has also been 
constructed at a cost of Bs. 810-lCb9. The large lake, which is fed chiefly 
by spring, is set aside for bathing. Washing of clothes, animals, Ac., in 
this lake is atriotiy prohibited.

The 
springs are not to bo found, however, in tho allavial tends near to the kliate 
and too river, atid in those parts firing watoT can only be had by those who 
can afford to pa^ for Its carriage by coolies or servants, itone tanks are also 
siippUed by spnngs, and thoir water is also good. It is tho sonthorn part of 
. tho town, adjoining the port, which is beeoiQiagmorcpoputeted,th^iscUofly 
in nci<d of springs. The soil being clayey, tanks are the only moans ^ water* 

• supply tJiere. To sQi^ply pure wator to the shipmng. a water-work was 

set un foot and romplcted at the expenscof tho Port Fund, but the municipali¬ 
ty has as yet nothing to do with it.

IF. Coi^u .In Comillah water is drawn from tanks, and a tank called iiani Digld, which 

has been set apart for drinking purposes, supplies drinking water to the 

S nblie. Tho water of other tanks is sdso good, and the water from rit*er 
Ofliuly ie also used. 

80. Cox's Dazar.In Cox^ Itaxar there are soring and wells, and some tanks which supply 

* water. The best water for drinking ptirpoiws is snpplicd to Uie roridoste of 

the towu and outside municipal limits b^ a well near tho sub^ivisional ,Qat- 
chfrry, which being under the Sub'divislonal Officer's eye, is well kept} 
it is pRriodli*^ly dug out and a few scori of lime occarionally pit in, which 
iinpri>res the water. Homo tanka also are kept apart for drinking purposes, 
blit little or no toonurao is luul to them, as the place is very straggung. 

2L Culna In Cniua the wc]l>to.do people and those who live close by the river Bhagi* 

rnttee, which fonus its northern boundary, use its water for drinking purposes, 
but those who lire in the interior derive their supply from tanka, tiio water 
of which is not wholesome. The Municipal Commissioners possess a tank, 
which partly supplies the wants of the iukabilouts, andmve undertaken 
the excavation of another tank in that quarter of the. town where it is much 
needed.

culiim^ purposes. Thoro arc also several private tanka aud wells ia Iho 
town, which supply.walor for cooking and other purposes. 

84. Dacca reported in previous yeari^ nearly two-ihiras of tlie population are 

supplied with filtered water from the water-fforks established in 1676 through 
the liberality of Navrab Sir Abdool Gunny, s.o. 8 . 1 ., who pidd a sum of 
Bs. 1,5U,(X1U tow'ards their cost and majutonance; the rest of tho population 
resort to tanka, wells, khals and tho river, the water of which is said to lie im* 
pure and unwhclraome. Ilte proposed extension of the water>works, reported 
ID previous years, is still in aueyaurc. The Ohairinan slates that tho 6uporin- 
tending Engin(*or having decided that u addiHoual engine aud pump were 
necessary, tiio Exeeulive Kngmeorof this Division asked tlie Coiumissionora 
in October last whether thov were prepared to undertake during tho year 
certa^ works same<l in his letter. The Cmamissioners, at a meeting held in 
January Jtat, agreed to take them in hmid, and sent mtiniotion to that ^ect 
to the EiMCufii'c Engineer, bat the Utter has not as yet moved m the matter. 
It seems to mo, however, that the initiative aboidd hare Iteen taken by the 
(^missioners ihejnsolves, and not loft to theExeemire Engineer. No water, 
rate is levied in this mnnieipality, the Nawab'a gift being subject to tue con* 
diti<m that no such rate should be imjiosed.

means of cast-iron pipca comprising a fi-inrh main from tho source to the 
eastern foot of too fXclla]^ar Hills near Jore Bungalow. From tliis point 
to tho reservoir, noar Koekville, a 4'' pipe is laid. From tho reservoir too 
water is distributed throughout the town Is pipes of difloront sises as ciroum* 
staneoB retjuire. A small nuantity of water >s also drawn from the springs on 
thewestem slope of the/TelUpahar Hills by moons of 4^ |)ipes. This line 
is connected with the Sinoual snpply distribution rapes near tho Union 
Chapel.

Borides the above works, certain house cooneetions were oUowed at the eoet of 
the owners. Part VII of the Act is in force, and a water<rate of three per 
oent. per annum was ohareed during the year on the annual value houiei 
where water is su]^ied from the manici}^! pipe!. 

27. Daudnagtr.Wolia sod caual~-''Wcll*water infilcient and wholesome. Chmal wator> not 

much used. 

88. Oeoghur .The wator*supply of the town ii derived from a hili-stream which flows by the 

town, from four tanks, and from 87 wells, ineluditm the municipal and tlie 
railway wells. The qxudity of the water supplied bj the hiil>stream and 
wclUtsgood. 

89. Dinageporo.Tbn rivrr^irnabUaba, tanks and pnblie and private wells are the elucf Honrees 

of water-supply. The well-water is good, and the natives prefer it for driuk> 

' ing purpeues. Tlio municipal woila arc kept clean, but as ttome of them are 
very old, the people seldom uae the water from these welU for drinking. 
The tanka ana private wells generally drr up during the hoi weather wluA 
tlm want of water m felt. No watfr-works were ooustmetod during tho year. 
I^rt VIT of tho Act is not in foroo, nor is any water-rate levied. 

30, Pnmraon .Wells. Well water sulficient and pretty clean. 

31, Darbbnnca. Bagmoti river, wells and tank.—Water-supply fairly good 

38. English Bazar ... Tbe water-au^ly of the town is ebie^ drawn from the river Idahananda. bnt 
l^eoi>lc living at a distance from the nver uae tank water. Tlie water c f Urn 
river hfahananda deteriorates in quality dtiring the diw season. There nro 
(Kune private and public wells within the munioi^lity which help in supply¬ 
ing water to a great extent, but their number is limitod, and the digging of 
some new wells in those parts which are riinatod at a distance from the river 
is urgently required. The want of wells is murii felt daring the hot season 
when the tanks dry up. 

33. Furreedjiore ... The want of good driuking and bathing water is severely fell at Fnrroodporo 

dorii^ the greater part of the year, but more specially during the dry months. 
At present tho water of the klial that runs along tlie western side of the 
bazar is used for liatbing, while that of the four municipal tanks is used for 
drinking and culinary purposes. Them* tanks are maintainni in fairly good 
order. An ordinary well is said to have been recently sunk in villagB 
Eanialapore at a eeat of Ea. 8n for tbe um of the village people. 

As reported last year, subscripticutB were called for from tm Hemal Eemindars 
and talookdaM of the district for exoavaliug a lai^o tank at a central plaoo 
wiritin tho town. The Magistnvte roporto that the pubUe have subscribpd 
about Es, 2,140. An ai^licnrion was id«u made to Government, but it 
declined to londor any assistance. With tlie above-mentioned sum of 
Es. 8,140, and a provision of Es. 1,700 made in the ourront year's budget, the 
Commiailonen have submitted a requisition for a(K{umng tbe laud requirod 
for the pnrposo, and if tho proceedu^s are dniiifaea before the rains, the 
CoDimisiioners may undertake tbe work aezt diy season. 

34. Gya ... ... Welle is^ the river F<dgu.—Tho quality of water obtained fhm wells ia 

wlioiesome, but this is not the case with what is obtained from the bed of the 
river owing to many impuritieB. The supply <n water is suffioient fw tlm peqile. ■ 

S5. Hajeoporo.Gunduck and weUs. 

83. 'liooghly and Howrah Those midonts of the numorous munieipalitioa in tho Ho(^hly and Howrah 
districts. Mtinici- distriots, bordering on the river Hooghly, who live within easy roach of tho 
polities in the— river use its water, but those who Uve at a distance resort to tanks for their 
supply. Those inhabitants cd Bansberia who live in tho neinity of the river 
Samswaii use its water. The wealthier portion of i&e tnhabituts of Gtt^ 
para procure thoir supply of drinking wi^r from too Oalcuttn pipes, paying 
ibe usual license fros. There are three public tanka in the Hooghly 
Chinsttiuh Hunicipidity. In Beramporo a tank is reserved by the East India 
Eailway Company for dimking water. The water of this tank has b^n filled 
up with noxious v^ctatiou and has consequently doterioratod. The river 
water does not aufliciently moot too requirementi of toe towns of Baidabati 
and Bali, where a few good tanka arc nooded for tho uso of the inh^tuito 
residing in the intoriori The people <d Jehauabad derive their water-sopp^ 
from the river Sail. The wattw thus obtained is good and whuleoomo. 

37. , Howrah ... ... In Howrah the wealthy few get filtered water from Calcutta, the hulk ci tho 

people draw toeir supjuy from too river Hooghly, and from tanks which are 
more or less unclean. Wito a view to remove this want, tho Munioiiml 
Commissioners rt^ueated the Corpoiatioa of Calcutta to givo them a supply 
of filtered water through a ]fipe laid across the river Hoogluy. The Corpi^ 
iion refused to comply with toe rcqaesi, and Government declined to intern 
with the derision of the Corwration. The Municipal Commissiohers now 
propoM to draw thrir supply cd water from Golabat^ or Bandaghdt But 
the questiem has not yet bora settled.

The water-Biipply in this town is ohiefly obtained from wells eonatmoted by 
prirate indiwauals. The water of these weila is reportedto be generally 
good and sufficicnti and in owtain cases above the avemfre in quality. There 
■re also four tanks which were excavated during the famine as relief w^hs. 
Bnt the water in these tanka it not very good, and la seldom used fev .drink* 
ing pnrposet. 

The atipiuy of good dnnkinff vrater it deficient in atl the mnnidpaliUes in the 
itiatrict of desioro. In Jessoro itself the Bhainib and a few tanks aro the 
principal sources of watcr*BuwIy: the quality is very bad. His river near 
the most crowded parte of iito town U u^le bettor than a stagnant pool? 

I Borne of the tacks aro set apart for drinking only, but even in these the water

A new masonry well ia being constructed in front of the thana at a coat 
Be. 1,100. BoUehandporo and Hoheshporo similarly draw t^r supply from 
the river and from wells. The water at Botechandpore bi extremely 
The river at Mcdicabpore supplies littie or no drinkmg vrater. Themuniei* 
pality, however, has commenced excavating a tank in the heart of the town, 
wells—Water abundant and good. 

The oliief sources of water-aupply aro the riven Teesta and Kuril and the 
looal wells. The river Teeata sapplics excellent and abundant water, which 
if used by th» Europwna and the better olass^of the native population. The 
zest draw their suppir from the river Kurla and loccd wells. By farthe latgR 
portion of the population derive their supply from wells, which are mostly 
loiicha.

The muninpal tank le in go^ condfSosu In Nuddea the 
Bhagirathee, the Fettahi khai and inivato i^s, of which last thoi^ are a 
great many, supply w«ter. The river water is gencmllv good. Bannghat ii 
well off for water. The river Ohoomey yields a neverjfailing supply of very 
good waterj beudes this, there aiw tanks and wells which are said to bo in 
good condition. In SanttpoM the aouroot of supply are the nver Hot^hly, 
Bcaur, Haiipore khai, private tanks, and the municipal tank, the water 
of all these, ettN^ the prinuo twka, is good * 

The waier-iup]ily of Uuh town ic ^iehy drawn from the river MahanaDda. 
There are ah(0 12 tenbr witiiin the limits of the muniripality. Aj«rt from 
the water supplied river KabanandatUiere does not in^r to beany 
supply of retdly good vmter. In the dry season tiicie tanks mnat contam 
ralhiw foul water.

This town derives its supply of wuterfroni tanks and wells. Thoordinaxr people 
use tank and well water tor drinking and euhnary purposes. The huVopean 
midents of the town, and also some m the weU<to<do jicreona, use the Water 
of the wells at the aeo'ihorr ftw dnikmg purposca. Tanks aud wells are also 
used 1^ the poocle for bathing purrees. Die most pressbg want of Uua 
town is good dnnkiog water. The Mniri'ct of 1 nlte^su|*pl 7 , thuuf^ abnndant, 
arc not good. The nueshou of supplying the town with pare water ]* of great 
nomenl, and it aff^ the honltb, not only of the permanent residents of the 
town, but also of the pUgrims who aisemblo here in immense numbers during 
the pilgrim season. 

The town receives a full supply of pxri w^er from the latter part of July 
to tho end of October, the period during which the riveT lobamutty remains 
navigpblo, after which th« want of water is fpcatlv felt. Die teaks in the 
town are annually fluslied with river water durmg the rains.

The iaoks in general 
do not lupply ptira water, but two of them arc rfnewid for dnnking puipoaoa.

^ By Gbreroment oinmlar Ho. ?T—dated 28th May 1888, the doty ofiregietering 

Hrtha ood deaths, and the work of keeping op registers yaoome operations under the 
Oompolsory Vaomxmtion Act,..wore transxorred from the police to the munioipal aathoriUei, 
with eSeot from the let July 1886. It was observed that, althooro this transfer might 
perhaps throw some additional expense on mouioipalities, the oost need not necessarily prove 
great where Oommittoes wore efficiently organised with a Chairman or o&er reoog- 
i^sed exeoutive head. It ^ms pointed out that in many mofi^U towns there were headmen 
4^ mohnllas reoognized by general consent, though not formally elected, and that in some 
oases it had been found practicable, advintageous, and economical to enlist th^ services as 
registrars of births and deaths. The X40utenaat<Govemor thonght that this experiment 
might Buooeed in other places aho, and it was suggested that the employment of indigenous 
agency should be extended to muntcIpaliUes gener^y. 

2. lieutenant-Govemm* now regrets to find, from the annual report of the Sanitary 
Gommusioner W 1887, that in many muniotpoUties this duty of registration U vary im- 
perfecciy performed. The following statement shows the result furnished in 1K87, and for 
purposes of oomparison the ratio of deaths during the mean of the previous five years is 
also given. It is not possible to institute any oomparison in regard to the number of births, 
as it was only during 1886 that the registration ot birtiis was revived in most munidpaUties 
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3. A outcry oxaminstion oi this stetemont will dioT that ih almost oU toinis .thorn 
bos been a palpable de&cienoy ia the aocurncy ol registration. The birth etatistioe are, 
as might be oxpeoted, mooh vone than the statistioa ot deaths; hnt it is easy to see 
that in to^ few places has any real attempt been made to record them. The comparatirs 
sueoess attained in snob mnuicipalities as Fnbna (4!i'2|,Oommi]]ah (3S'd), Hasoribagn (3S'5), 
Bettiah (84'5) and Burbhunm (33'4) show what might be done elsewhere; but even in these 
places there can be little douU that the registration is under-effected. The result in somo 
municipalities, such as Jehanabad (’6), Bnrrisal (2'6),Iiogra (40), Konaghat (9*7), Ohupra 
(7'1), Itosuflorporo (8’S), Jcssore (88), Itancbi (9 0), Doigeeling (9‘Ib Uungpore (9’2), and 
English Baser in Ualdw (9-6), is a mere traresty of rcgutration. J%e result could hardly 
be wone than it is in such large muuieipalitios as the South Suburban (11'4), Dacca (12‘2), 
end Burdwen (13 4). The mortuary statistics as a whole are, if possible, even more aneat» 
factory, not only because it is' more important for sanitary purposes that they should be 
accurately maintained, but because they show in nearly all cases a deplorable falling off from 
&e standard of the previous five years, when registrotion was in the hands of the police. 
Out of 64 municipalities enumeraM in the shove statement, there has been a deteiioontion of 
registration in no less tlion 61 eases. It is not to be supposed that iu dormer thnes the 
registration was effected with real accuracy; hnt it showed a general teadomy towards 
improvement, and in some oases probably reprosentod a very near approximation to the tmth. 
The muuieipiilities in which the lolling off is mest conmieuous are dooteo <trara'31'S to S'4), 
Eurreedpore (from 312 to 11'7), Eiinoghat (from 2ri) to 6'3), Jehanabad (from 17’5 bo 
6'0), Jessore (from ilO‘8 to I3'8), Chupra (from 21‘2 to 8’5), Khulna (from 30"4 to 14 0), 
Mosuffeipoie (from 26 2 to ID'S) and English Bazar (from 2U'9 to9'6). In all these oases it is 
evident that the work of regisbration has been entirely neglected by the Municipal Commis¬ 
sioners. In a few mnnicipalitiei, such os City Mooiehedabod, Seiam{iore, Beaulsah, Pubna, 
CommSlab, (fya, Doomroou, Bettiah and I’ooree, the work is stiU fairly and creditably done, 
and ibis observed that in these towns also the registration of births is generally attended to. 
Bid taken as a wkito, the Inures entirely justify the Sauitoiy Commissioner in his oom- 

t nt that the Municipal Commissioners of Bengal as a body are very inattentivo to this 
srtmont of their duties. 

4. The effect of such inaoourata statistics is to completely vitiate any oonelnsions which 
may be drawn from them as to the general health of the proviuoe. Aooording to the 
registration of tho rural areas iu Bengal, thera was an increase of 177,484 deatbe iu 1887 
os oompaied with the mean mortality of the fivo provious years: bnt'toking urban areas 
only, there was a decrease of 11,723 deaths. Tho Mt year was marked 1y the widespread 
province and heavy mortality from cholera. The number of deaths from this cause in 
rural areas was 164,363, against the qniniiueanial moan of 111J280. But in urban ezam 
tho figures show an aotid decrease, being 8,218 against 9,223. Similarly, the number of 
deatlis from fever in rural areas in 1887 was 1,002,873, against the quinquennial mean M 
828,287. But in urban oireles the reoordod deaths from fever are only 28,193 against 
33,321. Tho Simit^ Commissioner observes with truth that there tiM hrou no such 
remadiablo change in the incidence of fever in munidpaUties as has been represented, 
town figures are apparently worthless. The deaths m rural oirelsB go On inoreoaisg with 
improvra registration. ’ 

6. Looking to tha serious eharaotor of the results disclosed in the Ssaitaiy Cornmis- 
Stoner’s report, the lienlenont-GhiTomor oonsidersthat no time should now he lost in adopting 
measttres whioh wiU ensure the nooessaiy improvement in municipalitias. The gyitmin

Br. liidderdale’s itfo^ it appeate that is same muiaimpalitiai this lav is little bettw than 
s dead letter. Thus, in Burdvan Town, where the re^t of refiitiatian is exeeediiigly 
nnaaliiiaotory, there vat only one proseention during the past year, which resulted'in a oos> 
motion Ud the imposition of a fine oi ooe anna. In Banaghat, where regUtration oould sot 
have been worse efteoted, there was one proseeutioa, one oonviotion, an^ fine oi two rupeee. 
In Dacca, where the resulte are vety discreditable to the mnniinpal adminisbation, there 
were only two proseeutions. In llozuSerpore there appear to have been none. In Sooree 
and Bogra there were none. In Chunrs there was only one; in En^ish Baaor only one. 
In Bonehi there were only three, ^rhe Sanitary Oommisdoner obserros with pardonable 
wttmth “ that the Mnnidpai Commissioners at Uanchi presided over by a European Depuly 
Commissioner should onW lustituto three proseeutions, and realize in dnes the sum oi Bs, 2-13, 
wMIe the birth and death rates of their town only reach 9'05 and 11'92, respectively, reflects 
very little credit on flieir administrstion.” Only 931 pereens altogether wore proseented 
daring the year, of whom 710 wore oonvioted, or 76 per cent, and a sum of Ba 450-14, 
teoJized os uies in 68 towns of the Provinoa. The Iiioutenant-Qovemor has no doubt that 
fits feeble administration of this useful law is one of the priompal reasons of the inefficient 
regiatrstion now brought to notice. 

6. But it is not only by the judimons and prudent resort to the provisions of Act IV 
(B.O.) of 1873 that improvement is to be looked for in tho registration of births and 
dsaths. Sections 347 and 348 of the Bengal Hantoipal Act, III of 1881, contemplate the 
appointment of Sub-Uegistrarsat baming-ghdtsand butisl-gronuds, by whom all dead bodies 
brought for oremation or ioterment are to be registered. It is by this means that, as is 
done in the Oaleutta Monieipality, a complete system of check may he maintain^ on 
the mortnary registratbn efie^d by the Kesistrais of the district and substantial aeoura^ 
of registration aoeomplisheA It is true that some of the smaller inuuieij>alitios in 
Bengal may be too poor to afford to pay for suoh Sub-Begistrars. But in ordinary cases 
the expense of their appointment would he inconsiderahle in comparison with the income of 
the munioipality; and ii material improvement in re^tration cannot be effected in any other 
way, it must beoome a question whether it will not be nocossaiy for the Oovommont to insist 
on s^on being taken generslly under these sections. The point is one which should now 
be brought prominently before Munidpol Commissioners in all the larger towns for their 
early consideration. But above all, it is, in the lueatonant-Covemor’a opinion, important 
that the Municipal Commissioners themselves should be induced to take an interest in regis¬ 
tration. In the smaller munioipalitioB, with a popniation oi from 7,000 to 10,000 inhabi¬ 
tants, which may not he able to afford to pay rot special establishments, it woidd seem that 
the work of registration is one which the Munioipal Commisaiouers, who ore residents in 
thsii own wards, might be invited to undertake as a pubUo duty. The number oi births 
and deaths in mob ward, which it would devolve on them to register, is not likely to exceed 
fifteen to twenty a quarter, and the actual labour oi registration would therefore be very 
small. If tho system were propedy organized, the registration done by this agency would 
nndouhtedly show great improvement. In any case, ii the Commissioners are not able to be 
Be^pstrars themselves, their inflnenee should at least bo actively exaroiied in iaeiUtating 
registration by others who hare been duly appointed under the Act Tho Ineutenont- 
Clovernot is not awsie to what extent the snggesban made in 1880, that local agenep should 
be employed in this work, has been adiqitsd; but he oonsidets that the keynote oi impjove- 
aunt m toe future is to he ionnd in the services oi such an agency, and above all io the 
sotive oo-opeiation oi toe Mimieipal Ward Ocmmissioneis by either undertaking the work 
thenuelTei, or by personally aiding in it. 

7. Sir Stouak Bayley is eonfident that these observations will quiokly load to steps 
bemg taken to remove what must he considered a decided blot on the mnnidpal administration 
of these Fnmoes. He is, however, compelled to observe on this ooession that it is not only 
in the registration of hirtlis and deaths that there has been a falling off in munieipu 
Itatodica. The Sanitary Commissioner brings to notioe that, while tho total number of 
vaooinatian operations l>u increased throughont toe whole Province by 108,378, as oompar^ 
Vito toe previous year, toe number oi opendians inmunieipal and other areas not iooluded in 
the d^aiteental eirdeshaa deoreasedhy 9,140. Eortl^ regretahle decrease, the medical 
offiesis, who are in eoatrtd oi vaeoiiu operations in mnnioipalities, ore primarily re^nsible. 
Bnt it is reported by Dr. Idddetdole that, although aa a whole. Municipal Oommissicnen 
ban takett_ interest in this important department, some municipalities are ^ vety 
wlaotinl in tosir odministiation of toe Oompula^ Vaodnation Act. The lieutenant- 
UOTemor desirea therefore to take this opportunity oi inviting oB ooncerned to exert 
toMBielvss mote strennously in working this most essential law.
